WESLEY  CHAPEL,  COLUA\BUS,  O., 

OCTOBER.  16  =  23,  1805. 


THE  Fourteenth  Animal  Meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  convened  in  Wesley  Chapel,  Columbus,  O.,  Wednesday 
morning,  October  i6th,  at  9.30  o'clock.  The  pulpit  was  tastefully  deco- 
rated with  palms  and  beautiful  cut-flowers,  surmounted  byja  handsome 
American  flag. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk, 
who  announced  the  opening  devotional  exercises  in  charge  of  Mrs. 
Samuel  Hamilton,  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.  The  96th  Psalm  wasj^read,  and  the 
hymn,  "All  hail  the  power  of  Jesus'  name,"  was  sung.  Mrs.  Clara  Roach, 
of  Washington,  D.  C.,led  in  an  earnest  prayer  that  the  blessing  of  God  might 
rest  upon  the  officers  of  the  Society,  the  general  body,  and  the  homes 
into  which  its  members  had  been  so  cordially  welcomed. 

A  verse  of  "  Nearer,  my  God,  to  Thee,"  was  sung  by  the  audience, 
after  which  the  Orpheus  Double  Quartet  sang  "  The  Star-spangled  Ban- 
ner "  with  thrilling  effect. 

The  Recording  Secretar}-,  Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken,  called  the. roll  of  the  Con- 
ferences, beginning  with  the  initial  letter  of  the  alphabet,  and  the  dele- 
gates made  choice  of  seats. 

Mrs.  Aiken  nominated  the  following  ladies  as  Assistant  Secretaries, 
and,  on  motion,  they  were  confirmed  :  Mrs.  E.  L.  Albright,  Van  Wert,  O. ; 
Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter,  Bloomington,  111. ;  Mrs.  W.  C.  Herron,  Cincinnati,  O.  ; 
and  Miss  Martha  Van  Marter,  East  Orange,  N.  J. 

Mrs.  Fisk  expressed  her  great  pleasure  in  noting  the  large  number  of 
delegates  who  were  present  at  the  opening  session,  and  explained  the  en- 
forced absence  of  Gov.  McKinley,  adding  the  gratifying  intelligence  that 
he  would  be  present  at  a  later  time  in  the  meeting.     Mrs.  Fisk  then   said 
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that  she  desired  to  present  the  woman  whom  Governor  RIcKinley  "  loved 
with  all  his  heart;"'  and  Mrs.  McKinley  was  introduced  to  the  Convention 
and  most  warmly  greeted. 

Rev.  H.  C.  Sexton,  D.  D.,  presiding  elder  of  the  Columbus  District, 
presented  greetings  in  behalf  of  Methodism  of  this  part  of  the  great 
State  of  Ohio,  saying  that  all  things  are  ours,  the  Churches,  the  pulpits 
and  the  homes,  and  asking  only  that  we  impart  in  return  somewhat  of 
the  Spirit  of  the  Master  whom  we  serve. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Jackson,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  Wesley  Chapel,  felt  it  a  pleasant 
duty  and  great  privilege  to  extend  a  welcome  in  behalf  of  his  Church, 
one  of  the  oldest  and  most  influential  in  the  city.  Being  newly  appointed 
to  the  charge,  he  was  just  experiencing  the  delights  of  a  hearty  welcome, 
and  was  glad  to  extend  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  the  still 
later  comers,  that  which  he  so  much  appreciated. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Dunham,  who  represented  the  homes  of  Columbus,  said 
that  she  not  only  desired  to  welcome  the  Convention  in  the  name  of  the 
Methodist  women  of  the  city,  but  that  she  believed  she  might  safely  in- 
clude all  its  Christian  women,  who,  she  had  no  doubt,  would  regard  the 
coming  of  this  body  as  a  benediction  to  the  city.  In  her  thought  she  had 
come  to  regard  it  as  a  great  military  review,  in  which  they  were  to  get  a 
glimpse  of  the  leaders  and  a  broader  view  of  the  work.  She  referred  to 
the  first  call  made,  a  decade  since,  for  a  meeting  in  this  city  to  hear  from 
Mrs.  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  and  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust  in  regard  to  the  organization 
and  work  of  the  Society.  The  attendance  at  that  meeting  justified  the 
call  to  organize,  at  which  time  three  persons,  representing  two  Churches, 
presented  themselves,  and  they,  deciding  that  the  call  was  from  the  Mas- 
ter, in  order  to  avoid  delay  or  possible  failure,  elected  themselves  tempo- 
rarily to  the  most  important  offices,  and  formed  what  was  known  as  the 
Union  Home  Missionary  Society  of  Columbus,  which  continued  in  existence 
for  five  years,  and  then  gave  place  to  the  seven  auxiliaries  that  now  exist. 
She  said  that  while  it  was  possible  that  they  might  not  fully  appreciate  the 
labors  of  those  who  had  achieved  the  results  which  now  appeared,  they 
had  no  doubt  that  this  cause,  like  every  cause  of  the  Master's,  had  had  its 
Gethsemane.  She  pledged  the  continuous  co-operation  of  those  whom 
she  represented,  and  closed  her  address  with  the  recitation  of  a  poem  sum- 
marizing the  work  of  the  Society  in  all  its  fields. 

The  response  to  these  addresses  of  welcome  was  made  b)'  Mrs.  Samuel 
Hazlett,  of  Washington,  Pa.,  who  said  : 

"  The  knowledge  of  the  presence  of  the  Master,  who  has  also  heard 
these  words  of  Christian  greeting,  stirs  our  hearts.  Perhaps  no  other 
word  has  such  power  to  move  the  heart  as  this  word  '  welcome.'  From 
time  to  time  it  has  come  to  us  from  lips  of  dear  ones — some  of  them  de- 
parted from  us.  It  is  the  word  sung  b}- angelic  chorus  when  redeemed  ones 
enter  heaven ;  and  it  has  lost  none  of  its  freshness  because  it  has  come 
to  us  again  and  again.  It  is  as  dear  to  the  many  who  now  hear  as  to  the 
few  in  the  earlier  days  of  our  history  as  a  Society.     In  the  home  mission- 
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ary  work  of  our  Lord  and  Savior,  women  constantly  ministered  unto  him, 
and  were  with  him  in  all  the  great  crises  of  his  earthly  life,  and 
into  their  labors  we  have  entered."  She  congratulated  the  Society  in 
meeting  in  a  State  where  its  organization  was  formed ;  and  in  a  Confer- 
ence where  presiding  elders  and  pastors  give  so  hearty  a  welcome  ;  and  in 
this  city  of  beautiful  homes  and  warm  hearts,  which  bears  the  name  of  Co- 
lumbus, the  courageous  man  whose  faith  enabled  him  to  endure  danger 
and  hardship,  until  success  crowned  his  efforts,  and  this  grand  country 
burst  upon  his  view. 

Mrs.  Hazlett  said  :  "  Our  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society'is  like 
an  orchestra  of  many  instruments,  making  music  in  the  dark  portions  of 
our  land,  where  the  people  never  before  heard  the  melody  of  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Each  year  this  grand  orchestra  meets  to  compare  tones. 
The  strings  of  some  of  the  instruments  have  been  broken,  and  new  ones 
must  take  their  place.  Other  entirely  new  instruments  may  be  needed  to 
do  more  effective  work.  At  these  '  tuning-up  meetings '  we  may  discover 
new  harmonies,  and  more  beautiful  major  or  minor  passages.  How 
pleased  the  Master  must  be  when  we  strike  a  full  chord,  making  perfect 
melody  with  the  sound  of  his  voice  !  Our  Master  looks  over  the  field 
where  we  have  gleaned ;  he  knows  each  gleaner.  Our  work  is  to  press 
forward,  and  reach  out  in  all  directions  for  the  ripening  grain  which  lies 
before  us. 

"Tis  a  solemnly  grand  and  beautiful  thought 
That  glad  tidings  of  joy  to-day  are  taught 
By  the  women  of  God  all  over  our  laud. 
Led  and  controlled  by  his  guiding  hand." 

Mrs.  Fisk  called  attention  to  the  fact  that,  in  Mrs.  Hazlett's  musical 
reference,  she  had  not  hinted  at  the  possibility  of  a  discordant  note,  and 
stated  that  a  brother  who  sat  through  several  days'  sessions  of  the  last 
Annual  Meeting  wrote  of  it,  that,  while  the  Convention  sometimes  rode 
with  a  coach  and  four  through  Roberts's  Rules  of  Order,  they  violated  the 
"  Golden  Rule  "  never. 

The  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust,  was  then 
presented.  This  report  indicated  that  the  past  j-ear  had  been  one  of  the 
most  prosperous  years  in  the  history  of  the  Society.  Encouraging  prog- 
ress had  been  made  in  every  department  of  work,  in  the  number  of  students 
connected  with  our  schools  and  homes,  in  their  advancement  in  industrial 
pursuits,  in  their  conversion  and  spiritual  improvement,  in  the  qualifica- 
tion and  enthusiasm  of  our  workers,  in  the  funds  contributed,  and  in  the 
awakening  of  a  deeper  interest  in  mission  work  and  its  organization 
throughout  the  Church.     (See  Report.) 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Roach,  the  report  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote, 
and  its  immediate  publication  ordered. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Mendenhall,  showed  the  total 
cash  receipts  to  be  $114,820.85;  total  expenditures,  $113,888.10.  Balance  in 
treasury,  $932.75. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for 
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her  arduous  services,  and,  on  motion  of  Mrs.  Hazlett,  the  Gloria  was  sung 
as  an  expression  of  thanks  to  Almighty  God. 

Mrs.  Fisk  announced  that  the  noontide  of  prayer  had  come,  and  the 
Convention  joined  in  repeating  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

Mrs.  Rust  stated  that  much  valuable  property  had  been  given  the  So- 
ciety, and  numerous  bequests  made  during  the  pa.st  year,  of  which  no 
special  mention  was  given  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  and  moved  that,  since 
this  was  the  last  annual  meeting  before  the  General  Conference,  the 
Treasurer  be  instructed  to  prepare  a  statement  of  all  properties  and  be- 
quests received  during  the  quadrennium  now  closing.  The  motion  pre- 
vailed. 

A  motion  made  by  Mrs.  C.  F.  Springer  to  the  effect  that,  in  the  future, 
such  a  statement  of  gifts  be  made  annually,  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Roach  rose  to  a  question  of  privilege,  desiring  to  explain  an  ap- 
parent discrepancy  between  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  as  to  the  receipts  of  the  Baltimore  Conference,  which 
resulted  from  a  difference  of  time  in  the  closing  of  the  fiscal  year  in  that 
Conference. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Henry  M.  Teller,  who  had  been  appointed  to 
conduct  the  devotional  exercises  of  the  afternoon  session,  Mrs.  E.  E. 
Marcy,  of  Evanston,  111.,  was  appointed  to  this  duty  by  the  President. 

On  motion,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  given  the  Orpheus  Quartet  for  the 
beautiful  music  rendered. 

The  recommendations  of  the  General  Executive  Board  were  sulnuitted 
by  the  Recording  Secretary,  Mrs.  Aiken,  as  follows,  and,  on  motion, 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  that,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  no  resolution  be  discussed  or  adopted  until  the  resolu- 
tion in  writing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  a  Committee  on  Credentials  for  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society. 

Resolved,  That  representatives  for  Conferences  having  no  representa- 
tion at  the  anniial  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  only  be  ap- 
pointed after  nominations  in  writing  have  been  submitted  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Credentials,  and  by  them  submitted  to  the  General  Board  of 
Managers. 

Mrs.  Fisk  stated  that  intelligence  of  the  death  of  the  mother  of  Mrs. 
E.  W.  Caswell,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Southern  California  Con- 
ference, had  been  received;  and,  on  motion  of  Mrs.  Williams,  Mrs.  Welch, 
of  that  Conference,  was  instructed  to  convey  to  INIrs.  Caswell  the  sympathy 
of  the  Convention  in  her  personal  loss. 

Mrs.  D.  A.  Kellicott  made  announcement,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Entertainment,  that  delegates,  missionaries,  pastors,  and  their  wives,  in  at- 
tendance, were  invited  to  remain  to  luncheon. 

The  President  appointed  Mrs.  D.  L.  Williams,  of  Delaware,  O.,  Mrs.  ¥.. 
B.  Green,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  and  Mrs.  F,.  W.  Simpson,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  as 
the  Committee  on  Credentials. 
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Mrs.  Rust  spoke  of  her  s^^^pathies  going  out  to  the  womeu  at  home, 
who  carried  the  work  and  made  it  possible  for  others  to  come,  and  trusted 
that,  as  we  prayed  for  God's  blessing  on  ourselves,  these  women  would  be 
included  in  our  prayers ;  and  Mrs.  Fisk  spoke  most  tenderly  of  these 
"other  women,"  who  are  equal  in  labor,  but  not  in  pri%nlege. 

The  meeting  adjourned  with  the  singing  of  the  doxology,  and  the 
benediction  bv  Rev.  Dr.  Sexton. 


Wednesday   /^ftefnoon. 


Promptly  at  2  o'clock,  Mrs.  Fisk,  the  President,  called  the  Conven- 
tion to  order.  The  devotional  exercises  were  in  charge  of  Mrs.  E.  E. 
Marcy.  'A  charge  to  keep  I  have"  was  sung;  and  IMrs.  Marcy  read,  with 
brief  comments,  a  part  of  the  last  chapter  of  Mark,  after  which  Mrs.  Welch, 
of  California,  offered  prayer.  A  single  stanza  of  "  Blest  be  the  tie  that 
binds  "  concluded  the  brief  but  helpful  sers-ice. 

The  Minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  by  ]Mrs.  Albright,  and 
adopted. 

The  Secretary,  Mrs.  Aiken,  named  the  Committees  to  be  appointed, 
and  they  were  constituted  as  follows  :

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Rust,  it  was  ordered  that  all  reports  for  the  Church 
press  receive  the  formal  sanction  of  this  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  A.  V.  P.  Adams,  it  was  decided  that  a  Special  Com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  devise  ways  and  means  of  increasing  the  circula- 
tion of  Woman's  Home  Missions.  The  Committee  was  constituted  as 
follows  :  Mrs.  M.  T.  Carey,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Galbraith,  Mrs.  A.  V.  P.  Adams, 
Mrs.  I.  H.  Good,  and  Mrs.  H.  A.  Griffeu. 

The  report  of  Woman's  Home  Missions,  presented  b}-  Mrs.  H.  C. 
McCabe,  the  editor,  was  full  of  helpful  suggestions,  given  in  her  own  de- 
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lightful  way.  She  expressed  the  hope  that  the  paper  might  gain  lo.cxx) 
new  subscribers  before  completing  its  fourth  quadrennium.     (See  Report.) 

The  report  of  the  publisher,  Miss  Mary  Belle  Evans,  was  full  of  en- 
couragement. Notwithstanding  the  increased  size  and  consequent  ex- 
pense, at  no  increase  of  price,  the  close  of  the  year  shows  a  balance  of 
$893.39  i"  the  treasury.  Miss  Evans  stated  that  a  subscription  list  of 
20,500  would  insure  a  continuance  of  the  increased  size  of  the  paper  with- 
out increase  of  price,  and  urged  the  ladies  to  pledge  additional  subscrip- 
tions for  their  Conferences.  She  .spoke  of  one  Conference  Corresponding 
Secretar}',  Mrs.  E.  L.  Spriggs,  of  West  Texas  Conference,  who  had  secured 
171  new  subscribers  to  the  paper  during  the  year.  At  the  request  of  the 
President,  Mrs.  Spriggs  was  presented  to  the  Convention.  Over  3,000  new 
subscriptions  were  pledged  by  the  following  Conferences  :  Baltimore,  300 ; 
East  Ohio,  100;  Northern  New  York,  100;  Genesee,  100;  West  Wisconsin, 
100;  Central  New  York,  100;  Holston,  50;  Michigan,  100;  Upper  Iowa,  30; 
North  Ohio,  100;  Cincinnati,  100;  Detroit,  100;  Wyoming,  100;  New  England, 
100;  Pittsburg,  100;  New  England  Southern,  100;  North  Indiana,  100;  Phila- 
delphia, 100;  Northwest  Iowa,  100;  Newark,  100;  Iowa,  100;  Indiana,  20;

The  appended  resolution,  offered  by  Mrs.  McCabe,  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  we  increase  our  subscription  list  for  the  coming  year 
by  the  addition  of  5,000  names. 

Favor  was  given  to  the  suggestions  made  by  Mrs.  McCabe,  that  each 
Conference  be  apportioned  a  certain  number  of  subscribers,  and  that  Con- 
ference Secretaries  apportion  the  work  among  their  districts  for  faithful 
and  systematic  effort  during  the  year. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mrs.  Spriggs,  of  Texas,  for  securing 
171  new  subscribers  to  Woman's  Home  Missions.  On  motion  of  Mrs. 
Hickman,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  also  given  to  Mrs.  Springer,  of  Iowa,  for 
securing  491  new  subscribers  to  Woman's  Home  Missions  during  the  past 
year. 

Mrs.  W.  M.  Anipt,  the  efficient  Railroad  Secretary,  reported  prompt 
and  courteous  action  on  the  part  of  railroad  officials,  and  stated  that  an 
official  would  be  in  attendance  all  day  Saturday  to  vise  certificates. 

Mrs.  W.  H.  Pearce,  Committee  on  Program  for  Thank-offering  Day, 
through  Mrs.  T.  H.  Dale,  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  submitted  copies  of  the  excel- 
lent program  arranged  for  this  occasion,  and  asked  instriictions  from  the 
Convention  as  to  the  printing  of  additional  copies.  After  discussion,  it 
was  moved  and  carried  that  10,000  additional  copies  of  the  program  be 
ordered  printed,  and  that  the  plates  be  preserved  for  future  use. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Rust,  it  was  voted  that  programs  be  distributed  free 
to  Conference  Secretaries  from  the  General  Office. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  the  Committee  on  Thank-offering 
Program. 


Proceedings. 


At  this  point,  President  J.  H.  Canfield,  of  the  Ohio  State  University, 
was  introduced,  and  extended  a  cordial  and  impressive  invitation  to  the 
Convention  to  visit  the  university. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Williams,  a  ^-ote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Dr. 
Canfield  for  the  courtesy,  and  the  invitation  accepted  for  Thursday  at 
12.30  o'clock. 

Mrs.  Kellicott  announced  a  reception  to  the  Convention,  to  be  given  by 
the  ladies  of  Broad  Street  Church,  Friday  evening,  which  was  accepted  by 
a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

Mrs.  T.  J.  Everett,  Committee  on  Enrollment,  reported  names  of  Con- 
ferences which  had  not  yet  reported  their  delegations. 

Reports  of  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries  were  called  for,  and 
Baltimore  Conference  reported  through  its  Secretary-,  Mrs.  C.  L.  Roach,  a 
work  thoroughly  organized  and  in  a  state  of  great  prosperity.  Nearly 
$10,500  has  been  raised  during  the  ^-ear. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Marc}-,  the  order  of  exercises  prepared  for  the  Con- 
vention was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Williams,  it  was  decided  that  the  Convention  ad- 
journ not  later  than  5  o'clock  each  day. 

On  motion,  adjournment  followed.  The  doxologA-  was  siing,  and  the 
benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  H.  J.  Smith,  D.  D. 


The  Convention  was  called  to  lorder  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Fisk,  at 
7.30  o'clock.  The  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  James  M. 
King,  of  New  York.  The  h}-mn,  "Stand  up,  stand  up  for  Jesus,"  was 
sung,  after  which  Mrs.  King  read  the  58th  chapter  of  Isaiah,  and  offered 
prayer.  At  Mrs.  Fisk's  request,  the  hymn  "  Come,  thou  Fount  of  every 
blessing,"  was  sung. 

The  Minutes  of  the  afternoon  were  read  bj-  Miss  Van  Marter,  corrected, 
and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Fisk  in^-ited  to  the  platform,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Mansfield,  Secretary  of  the 
Bureau  for  Immigrants,  and  Miss  INIatthews,  missionary  from  the  Immi- 
grants' Girls'  Home  in  New  York.  Mrs.  Mansfield  gave  the  report  of  her 
Bureau,  in  which  she  stated  that  immigration,  though  unequal  to  former 
years,  has  somewhat  increased  diiring  the  past  year,  and  the  workers  in 
the  various  Homes  have  been  busy,  as  the  Homes  have  been  well  filled  by 
the  incoming  steamers.  She  stated  that  the  immigrants'  work  and  work- 
ers have  gained  much  in  favor  with  the  officials  on  the  various  wharfs, 
and  have  been  helped  by  them  in  their  work  of  caring  for  the  friend- 
less stranger  and  ministering  to  the  sick  and  unfortunate  traveler. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Mary  Fisk  Park,  the  report  of  the  New  York 
Immigrant  Girls'  Home  was  given  b}'  Miss  Matthews,  who  said  that  girls 
had  gone  out  from  this  Home  into  twenty  different  States,  three  to  the 
West  Indies,  and  five  into  Canada. 
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Miss  Matthews  supplemented  the  report  by  relating  many  interesting 
incidents  of  her  own  experience  in  the  work. 

Mrs.  Fisk  stated  that  in  her  granddaughter's  home  there  was  an  inter- 
esting Swedish  girl,  who  had  been  in  the  Immigrant  Girls'  Home,  and  con- 
verted under  the  influence  of  Miss  Matthews.  She  also  said  that  she  had 
visited  Ellis  Island  at  one  time,  and  asked  for  our  missionary,  Miss  Mat- 
thews, and  was  told  by  the  official  that  no  one  was  doing  more  effective 
work  among  the  immigrants  than  Miss  Matthews. 

Following  the  adoption  of  this  report,  the  hymn,  "  From  every  stormy 
wind  that  blows,"  was  sung. 

Mrs.  Fisk  invited  Mrs.  D.  M.  Welch  to  the  platform,  who  gave  an  ad- 
dress on  "  Work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  Southern 
California.''  Mrs.  Welch  said,  "The  most  effective  arguments  in  support 
of  any  cause  are  based  upon  personal  experience  in  the  work  that  cause 
represents,"  and  she  therefore  gave  her  own  experience  as  a  member  of  a 
Home  Missionary  Society,  which  was  full  of  interest  and  happy  incidents. 
In  concluding  her  address,  which,  on  motion  of  Mrs.  Rust,  was  ordered 
printed  in  Woman's  Home  A/issious,  Mrs.  Welch  spoke  very  earnestly  of 
the  work  among  the  Orientals,  and  said  that  it  was  impossible  not  to  feel 
alarmed  at  the  fact  that  China  is  sending  to  Christian  America  more  of 
her  population  than  we  are  able,  at  present,  to  reach  by  our  missionaries 
sent  there,  and  asks  :  "  How  can  we  reach  China  more  speedih',  more 
effectively,  more  economically,  than  b}^  making  our  religion  powerfully  felt 
b}'  the  Chinese  in  our  own  countr}-  ?" 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Herron,  it  was  resolved  that  a  resolution  of  sym- 
pathy be  sent  to  Mrs.  Bishop  Simpson  on  the  death  of  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Anna  Simpson  Weaver. 

Mrs.  Fisk  appointed  Mrs.  Aklrich,  of  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  to  conduct 
the  devotional  exercises  on  Thursday  morning,  and  Mrs.  Spurlock,  of 
York,  Neb.,  in  the  afternoon. 

After  singing  the  second  and  third  verses  of  the  first  hymn,  the  bene- 
diction was  pronounced  by  Rev.  W.  R.  M.  Denny,  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  meeting  adjourned  until  Thursday  morning  at  nine  o'clock.

Miss  Evans,  the  publisher  of  Wontairs  Home  Missions,  was  given  the 
pri\-ilege  to  secure  pledges  for  additional  subscriptions  to  the  paper,  and 
Mrs.  Welch,  of  Southern  California,  pledged  50. 

Mrs.  Aiken,  the  Secretary,  iuxnted  to  the  platform,  representatives  of 
the  following  Conferences:  Central  New  York,  Central  Ohio,  Cincinnati, 
and  Central  Pennsylvania.  Mrs.  Crawford  asked  that  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania Conference  report  be  deferred  until  the  afternoon  session.     Granted. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Brownell,  Secretary  of  the  Central  New  York  Conference, 
closed  her  report  by  saying  our  motto  is,  "Pray,  organize,  and  advance." 

Mrs.  M.  H.  Davis  gave  as  the  motto  of  the  Central  Ohio  Conference, 
"An  Auxiliary-  in  ever}-  pastoral  charge,  and  every  Methodist  woman  inter- 
ested." 

Mrs.  H.  M.  Teller,  of  the  Colorado  Conference,  read  the  report  of  the 
Corresponding  Secretar}-,  Mrs.  E.  B.  Spencer.  Mrs.  Rust  asked  that,  as 
Mrs.  Teller  has  visited  our  work  at  many  points  during  the  year,  she  be 
requested  to  speak  for  a  few  moments  of  her  observations. 

On  motion,  Mrs.  Teller  was  invited  to  the  platform.  She  said  that 
most  of  her  time  was  spent  in  Denver,  but  she  had  attended  the  sessions 
of  the  Colorado  Conference,  and  had  heard  Rev.  T.  C.  Iliff,  D.  D.,  vSuperin- 
tendent  of  the  Utah  INIission,  Rev.  N.  A.  Chamberlain,  D.  D.,  and  others 
speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  work  done  by  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionar}-  Societj-  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  She  had  visited 
Dulce,  N.  M.,  and  met  a  pastor  who  had  in  charge  several  Churches.  This 
gentleman  gave  much  valuable  information  regarding  the  peculiarities  of 
the  field  and  the  difficulties  in  reaching  the  Indians.  The  Mexicans  were 
much  more  easily  reached  and  more  readily  brought  under  the  influence  of 
the  missionaries.  The  work  of  Miss  Moore  and  Miss  Clegg  was  warml)- 
commended.  Mrs.  Teller  congratulated  the  Societ}-  upon  having  most 
efficient  workers  in  such  a  difficult  field.

Mrs.  J.  P.  Negus,  of  Northwest  Iowa  Conference,  as  organizer  for  con- 
tiguous Conferences,  represented  the  Des  Moines  Conference. 

Miss  Johnson,  the  newlj^-elected  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  De- 
troit Conference,  was  introduced.  At  the  close  of  her  report,  the  Pres- 
ident welcomed  this  new  worker  in  behalf  of  the  Convention. 

Genesee  Conference  was  reported  by  its  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs. 
E.  B.  Green. 

Cincinnati  Conference,  by  Mrs.  D.  E.  Taylor. 

Mrs.  Aiken  presented  the  loving  remembrance  and  greetings  of  Mrs. 
I.  D.  Jones,  who  was  detained  at  home  by  illness.  Mrs.  Roach,  of  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  moved  that  a  letter  of  sympathy  be  sent  to  Mrs.  I.  D.  Jones. 
Carried. 

Mrs.  Williams,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  recommended

This  Conference  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  Conference 
organized,  and  is  second  to  none  in  systematic  methods  of  work. 

The  reports  of  Conferences  were  then,  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  President  appointed  Mrs.  John  NefF,  of  Baltimore,  to  lead  the 
devotions  at  the  evening  session. 

Mrs.  Boswell,  of  New  Jersey,  moved  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  Mrs.  INIay 
Leonard  Woodruff,  expressive  of  regret  at  her  absence  from  our  meeting. 
Carried. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Spurlock,  the  Cpnvention  voted  to  remember  IMrs. 
Edward  Squires,  of  Defiance,  O.,  who  was  ill  at  her  home. 

Mrs.  Negus  moved  that  Mrs.  L.  H.  Daggett,  who  for  so  man}-  years 
was  one  of  our  indefatigable  workers,  be  remembered.     Carried. 

Mrs.  Boswell  then  moved  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  convey 
kindly  expressions  to  the  absent  members,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 
The  Chair  appointed  as  such  Committee,  Mrs.  Boswell,  Mrs.  Negus,  and 
Mrs.  Aiken. 

Miss  Frances  A.  Fish,  Office  Secretary  of  the  Society,  and  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Wommer,  stenographer  in  the  office,  were  presented  to  the  Conven- 
tion with  very  commendatory  words,  by  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust,  and  cordially 
greeted. 

Mrs.  W.  Burris  wished  that  a  message  might  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Mary  Fisk 
Park,  whose  pleasant  face  and  earnest  manner,  are  greatly  missed  in  this 
meeting.  Mrs.  P'isk  stated  that  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Park,  was  detained  at 
home  by  the  illness  of  her  own  daughter,  and  that  her  heart  and  effort  are 
in  the  work  of  this  Societ}'. 

Mrs.  Rust  put  the  motion  made  by  Mrs.  Burris,  which  was  unani- 
mously adopted.

Calls  for  meetings  of  Committees  and  announcements  followed. 

The  Committee  on  Courtesies  presented  to  the  President,  Rev.  Charles 
H.  Sowers,  Pastor  of  South  High  Street  Church,  and  Ret.  Homer.  J.  Smith, 
D.  D.,  Pastor  of  Town  Street  Church,  who  introdviced  them  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned,  after  singing  the  long-meter  dox- 
ology.     The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Smith. 


Tl^Ur'^day  /^fternoon. 

The  meeting  of  Thursday  afternoon  began  at  about  3  o'clock,  after  the 
return  of  the  ladies  from  an  enjo3'able  visit  to  the  Ohio  State  University. 

The  President,  Mrs.  Fisk,  occupied  the  chair. 

Mrs.  Potter  read  the  Minutes  of  the  morning  meeting,  which  were  cor- 
rected and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Isabella  Spurlock,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Mothers'  Jewels 
Home,  at  York,  Neb.,  conducted  the  devotional  exercises,  reading  the  last 
twelve  verses  of  the  last  chapter  of  James,  and  offering  a  fervent  pra}-er. 

Mrs.  Fisk  presented  a  communication  from  Mrs.  D.  T.  Ramse}-,  re- 
questing an  explanation  with  reference  to  the  need  of  the  Contingent 
Fund,  and  inviting  suggestion  as  to  the  ways  and  means  whereby  it  can  be 
successfulh-  collected.  Mrs.  Fisk  called  upon  Miss  Cummings,  the  efficient 
Corresponding  Secretarj'  of  the  Erie  Conference,  to  answer  the  question 
submitted  in  this  letter.  In  response.  Miss  Cummings  indicated  in  a  few 
words  the  need  of  a  contingent  fund  to  furnish  means  for  the  expenses  of 
Conference  and  district  officers.  The  problem  of  ways  and  means  was 
solved  by  making  an  apportionment  to  each  Auxiliary  in  the  Conference 
Society,  and  emphasizing  the  tithe  at  every  meeting. 

Mrs.  Fisk  noticed  the  presence  of  Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt,  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Society,  and  invited  her  to  the  platform,  gracefully  presenting  her 
to  the  Convention,  which  extended  a  most  cordial  greeting  to  Mrs.  Hoyt. 

Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on^.Credentials,  sub- 
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mitted  a  partial  report,  which  recommended  that,  in  the  absence  of  the  re- 
spective Corresponding  Secretaries,  Mrs.  F.  A.  Arter  represent  Florida, 
Mrs.  J.  M.  King  New  York,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Troy  Wisconsin,  and  Mrs.  M.  T. 
Carej-  the  Kentucky  Conferences.  On  motion,  this  partial  report  was 
adopted. 

The  Recording  Secretary,  Mrs.  Aiken,  on  motion  of  Miss  Johnson,  was 
instructed  to  send  greetings  to  the  National  Woman's  Christian  Temper- 
ance Union,  in  session  at  Baltimore,  Md. 

Recognizing  the  fitness  of  adding  the  wisdom  and  experience  of  one 
who  in  the  past  had  aided  in  the  formulation  of  the  By-laws  of  this 
Society,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham  moved  that  Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt  be  added  to  the 
Committee  on  Revision  of  By-laws;  and  the  motion  prevailed.  The  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Fisk,  pleasantly  felicitated  Mrs.  Hoyt  upon  belonging  to  the 
legal  fraternit}-. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  East  Southern  States,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Whet- 
stone, Secretary,  was,  in  her  absence,  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken.  This  report 
briefly  reviewed  th'e  work  of  the  year,  showing  the  large  amount  of  work 
which  had  been  done  and  the  good  accomplished.  The  high  standard  of 
excellence  attained  b}-  the  work  of  Thayer  Home  w^as  commended,  and  an 
appropriation  for  an  exhibit  made  to  the  credit  of  the  Society  at  the 
Atlanta  Exposition  was  recommended.  Haven  Home,  under  the  faithful 
chairmanship  of  Mrs.  G.  E.  Palen,  has  maintained  its  record  of  good  w-ork 
with  an  enrollment  of  136  day  pupils,  and  an  influence  extending  through 
the  entire  State  of  Georgia.  Speedwell  has  37  pupils  in  the  day-school, 
and  5  girls  in  the  Home. 

The  work  of  Boylan  and  Emerson  Industrial  Homes  is  appreciater,  and 
doing  an  incalculable  amount  of  good.  It  was  thought  at  one  time  that 
the  new  Florida  law,  if  enforced,  might  cause  the  Society  some  trouble; 
but  the  report  indicated  that  the  work  had  been  so  arranged  as  to  avoid 
coming  in  contact  with  or  violating  this  law.  The  crowning  feature  of  this 
report  was  the  statement  that  hundreds  of  souls  had  been  converted,  and 
numbers  each  year  are  led  into  the  kingdom  through  the  instrumentality 
of  these  Homes  and  schools. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  report,  the  President,  IMrs.  Fisk,  stated  that 
the  quiet  attention  given  its  reading  w'as  evidence  of  the  fact  of  its  enjo}-- 
ment.     On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  stated  that  she  had  just  visited  Mrs.  Whetstone,  who  was 
for  the  present  in  the  northern  part  of  Ohio,  and,  because  of  a  severe 
cold,  was  unable  to  attend  the  Convention,  and  therefore  extended  her  re- 
grets and  greetings. 

Mrs.  Fisk  then  introduced  Mrs.  J.  B.  Robinson  to  the  Convention,  who 
was  warmly  welcomed.  Mrs.  Robinson  expressed  the  pleasure  felt  in 
looking  into  the  faces  of  the  ladies. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  East  Central  States  was  given  by  the 
Secretary,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Albright,  who  had  during  the  year  personally  visited 
the  four   Homes  and  schools.     Mrs.  Albright  presented  facts  which  were 
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the  result  of  her  own  observation,  or  authenticated  reports  of  mission- 
aries in  charge  of  the  work.  She  especially  commended  the  New  Eng- 
land thrift  and  vigor  of  life  as  embodied  in  the  missionaries,  whose 
efforts  to  elevate  have  been  so  signally  blessed  and  crowned  with  success. 

Browning  Home,  at  Camden,  S.  C,  as  the  result  of  judicious  manage- 
ment, is  self-supporting,  with  a  credit  of  5400  tuition  receipts  sent  to  the 
general  treasury. 

Asheville,  N.  C,  was  represented  as  the  center  of  influence  to  the 
South  ;  and  the  importance  of  erecting  a  suitable  building  for  our  work  at 
this  point  was — after  commending  the  excellency  of  the  work  of  this 
school,  and  depicting  the  present  inadequate  accommodations — urged  by 
the  zealous  Secretary,  intent  upon  practical  manifestations  of  interest  in 
this  proposed  building.  Pledges  for  this  projected  enterprise  were  made 
as  follows :  Mrs.  N.  S.  Albright,  for  Mount  Vernon  District,  North  Ohio 
Conference,  to  furnish  a  room,  $40  ;  Tiffin  Auxiliary,  to  furnish  a  room,  $40  ; 
Mansfield  Auxiliar}-,  to  furnish  a  room,  $40;  Central  Ohio  Conference,  per 
Mrs.  M.  H.  Davis,  $300 ;  Indiana  Conference,  per  Mrs.  A.  V.  P.  Adams,  I50, 
for  Shelby ville  Auxiliary,  to  complete  the  naming  of  a  room,  and  thus 
make  the  sum  of  550o  given  by  this  Conference  for  the  purpose  of  naming 
five  rooms. 

At  this  point  Mrs.  Fisk  spoke  some  encouraging  words,  concluding 
with,  "Don't  give  up  the  work  at  Asheville;"  and  was  followed,  bj-  re- 
quest of  the  Convention,  by  Mrs.  Hoyt,  who,  in  a  few  words,  showed  her 
deep  interest  in  this  work. 

Mrs.  Albright,  the  Secretary,  alluded  to  the  generous  gift  of  money 
from  the  Christian  philanthropist,  Mrs.  M.  Allen,  of  London,  England, 
and  stated  that  the  sum  of  $700  had  been  received  from  tourists. 

Pledges  were  then  continued  as  follows  :  Erie  Conference,  per  Miss 
Cummings,  Secretary,  f  100  ;  Newark  Conference,  per  Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell, 
fio;  "Wyoming  Conference,  per  Mrs.  G.  B.  Kulp,  $100;  Cincinnati,  per 
Mrs.  Morris,  $50;  Genesee,  per  Mrs.  E.  B.  Green,  $50;  Upper  Iowa,  per 
Mrs.  Margaret  Alspaugh,  $50 ;  New  England,  per  Mrs.  S.  W.  Floyd,  $50 ; 
making  total  amount  pledged  fSSo. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Bureau  was  adopted. 

INIrs.  Hazlett  made  mention  of  the  significant  fact  that  the  King's 
Daughters  of  the  Ohio  State  University  were  sustaining  a  beneficiary  at 
Asheville,  N.  C. 

Mrs.  J.  31.  King  offered  the  appended  resolution,  which,  on  motion, 
was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  each  missionary  representing  a  Home  or  department 
of  work,  be  allowed  fifteen  minutes  to  present  her  work  sometime  during 
the  Convention. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  West  Central  States,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Secretary,  Mrs.  Marj-  Fisk  Park,  was  read  by  Mrs.  Anna  Kent,  and 
gave  a  most  gratifying  account  of  the  good  work  accomplished.  Special 
mention  was  made  of  the  successful  efforts  of  one  of  our  first  beneficiaries 
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■who  had  developed  into  a  careful,  conscientious,  and  faithful  mother  to 
these  girls  in  the  New  Jersey  Home,  Morristown,  Tenn.,  during  the  past 
year. 

Mrs.  Fisk  said  that  the  last  thing  she  did  before  leaving  home  was  to 
contribute  to  the  needs  of  the  sewing  school  for  ninety  girls  in  this 
Home. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ritter  Home,  Athens,  Tenn.,  made 
by  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams,  showed  that  this  Home  is  of 
service  to  three  classes  of  white  girls ;  namely,  to  those  able  to  pay  entire 
cost,  ministers'  daughters  paying  all  but  board,  and  girls  who  are  unable 
to  pay.  Extracts  from  two  letters  strikingl}-  in  contrast  were  embodied  in 
this  report — one  from  a  pupil  who  had  been  prepared  for  usefulness,  and 
who  was  about  entering  upon  her  life  work,  and  the  other  a  most  pathetic 
wail  of  desire  from  a  mountain  girl  whose  eagerness  for  an  education  was 
tinged  with  a  faint  gleam  of  hope. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell,  Mrs.  Williams  staled 
that  the  letter  appealing  for  help  had  not  been  answered. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Hazlett,  of  Pittsburg  Conference,  asked  if  the  permission  of  this 
Convention  would  be  given  in  favor  of  publishing  a  paper  for  children, 
provided  it  does  not  cost  anything.  Mrs.  Albright  moved  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

Mrs.  Rust's  amendment  that  Mrs.  Hazlett  be  constituted  a  Special 
Committee  to  report  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  prevailed. 

Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell  moved  that,  in  view  of  the  benefit  experienced  by 
attendance  upon  the  devotional  hour,  the  meeting  be  opened  a  quarter  be- 
fore nine  o'clock  each  morning,  and,  on  motion,  this  was  voted  in  the  af- 
firmative. The  distance  from  the  church  might  hinder  a  large  attendance 
at  this  hour,  which  the  President,  Mrs.  Fisk,  hoped  would  not  be  regarded 
as  want  of  interest. 

Mrs.  Charles  F.  Springer  arose  to  a  question  of  privilege,  and  an- 
nounced the  arrival  of  the  colored  representatives  from  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference, Mrs.  D.  M.  Walker  representing  the  Corresponding  Secretary, 
and  Mrs.  Mead  delegate,  whom  she  brought  forward  and  presented  to  the 
President,  who,  in  turn,  introduced  them  to  the  Convention. 

The  reports  of  the  California  Conference,  also  of  the  Columbia  River 
Conference,  were  read  by  Mrs.  Rust,  and  accepted. 

The  President,  Mrs.  Fisk,  read  a  letter  of  greeting  from  the  Women's 
Educational  and  Industrial  Union,  of  Columbus,  0.,as  found  in  2  Cor.  ii,  14. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Williams,  the  Recording  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  send  a  suitable  response. 

Announcements  were  made,  the  doxology  was  sung,  and  the  benedic- 
tion was  pronounced  by  Rev.  Dr.  Ames,  of  Washington,  D.  C. 
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The  meeting  opened  with  the  singing  of  "  Watchman,  tell  us  of  the 
night;"  the  45th  Psalm  was  read  by  Mrs.  John  Neff,  of  Baltimore,  and 
prayer  was  offered  bj-  Mrs.  M.  B.  Crawford,  of  Williarasport,  Pa.  "  Our 
country's  voice  is  pleading,"  was  then  sung,  after  which  the  President, 
Mrs.  Fisk,  called  for  reports  of  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

The  reports  of  Holston  Conference,  in  the  absence  of  its  Secretary, 
Mrs.  F.  V.  Chapman,  and  of  the  New  Jersey  Conference,  in  the  absence 
of  Mrs.  C.  F.  Garrison,  Secretary,  were  read  by  INIrs.  Aiken,  and,  on 
motion,  adopted. 

Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Utah,  in  presenting  her 
report,  said  that  she  came  before  the  Convention  with  this  her  first  report 
as  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  with  a  keen  recollection  of  the  pleasant  face 
and  quiet  but  earnest  manner  of  Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff,  the  one  who  for  so 
many  years  carried  the  interests  of  this  Bureau  upon  her  heart.  Mrs. 
Putter  stated  that  the  population  of  Utah,  representing  250,000  people,  was 
scattered  over  a  territor}-  of  82,000  square  miles.  For  fifteen  years  the 
work  of  our  Society  has  been  along  educational  lines,  but  since  the  en- 
largement and  improvement  of  the  public-school  system,  our  work  has  un- 
dergone a  change.  A  year  ago  an  Advisory  Board  of  nine  persons  was 
appointed  by  the  Mission  Conference,  and  the  Board  has  assisted  in  adjust- 
ing the  work  of  the  Society  along  the  new  lines  of  evangelistic  and  dea- 
coness work.  She  said  that  while  the  countrj-  and  the  towns  were  magnifi- 
cent, yet  upon  the  faces  of  men  and  women  everj'where  there  was  the 
debasing  stamp  of  Mormonism,  and  that  the  women  had  been  so  long  and 
so  completely  deceived  that  faith  in  au3-body  or  any  religion,  seemed 
almost  an  impossibility.     On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Anna  F.  Beiler,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Alaska,  said  that  the 
past  year  had  been  one  of  lengthening  of  cords  and  strengthening  of 
stakes  in  the  Alaska  Mission,  and  that  they  were  now,  with  the  new  build- 
ing, prepared  to  do  better  work  for  this  peojJle,  who,  were  they  not  under 
the  Stars  and  Stripes,  would  be  classed  among  the  most  benighted  of 
heathen  people.  Generous  contributions  had  been  made  for  the  outfit  of 
the  two  missionaries  who  have  just  been  sent,  one  dollar  of  this  coming 
from  an  Indian  girl,  who  said:  "  I  know  what  Christianity  has  done  for 
me  and  mine."  As  an  illustration  of  the  spirit  of  one  of  these  outgoing 
missionaries,  the  story  was  told  that  a  fourth  of  the  money  intended  for  her 
own  outfit  was  expended  for  a  supph'  of  medicines  to  be  used  in  the 
treatment  of  diseases  common  to  the  people  of  this  section.  When  asked 
if  she  knew  the  conditions  of  isolation  and  hardship  into  which  she  was 
going,  she  said  :  "  I  do  not  know  where  I  am  going,  but  my  Master 
knows.  He  is  going  before  me,  and  just  where  he  puts  his  feet  I  will  follow 
and  put  mine."  Our  new  Home  stands  there  as  the  onlj-  light-house  in  a 
thousand  miles,  and  the  onl}  beacon  of  hope  for  many  girls.  On  motion, 
the  report  was  adopted. 


Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society, 


Mrs.  D.  M.  Walker,  delegate  from  the  Louisiana  Conference,  was 
called  to  the  platform,  and  sung  very  sweetly,  "  Crown  Him,"  and  "  What 's 
the  News?" 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Home  Missionary  Reading  circles  and 
Lectures  was  presented  by  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Trisler,  who  reported 
that  many  new  circles  had  been  formed  during  the  year,  and  that  the  re- 
sults had  appeared  in  higher  ideals  of  duty  and  moral  obligation,  a 
stronger  feeling  of  unity  and  patriotism,  and  a  more  intelligent  giving  of 
money. 

In  a  speech  of  great  beauty  and  tenderness,  the  banner  of  this  depart- 
ment of  work  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Roach,  as  representative  of  the  Bal- 
timore Conference  Society. 

Mrs.  Roach,  in  receiving  the  banner,  said  she  hoped  the  next  General 
Conference  would  not  abolish  the  itinerancy,  for  it  was  due  to  the  com- 
ing among  them  of  the  wife  of  Rev.  P.  T.  Frost,  that  the  Reading  Circles 
which  had  made  this  Conference  the  Banner  Conference,  had  been  organ- 
ized. She  thought  the  enlargement  shown  h)y  the  report  of  the  Confer- 
ence of  110,000  for  the  work  had  been  brought  about  by  the  increased  in- 
telligence gained  through  these  circles.  On  motion,  this  report  was 
adopted.     (See  Report.) 

Mrs.  Fisk  made  a  plea  for  a  new  banner,  to  replace  this  well-worn 
one,  and  spoke  of  the  honor  in  which  a  liag  was  held  that  had  been  pre- 
sented to  her  husband,  General  Clinton  B.  Fisk,  and  which  came  to  him 
bearing  the  scars  of  twenty-two  battles. 

A  question  was  asked  by  Mrs.  Samuel  Hazlett  as  to  the  cost  of  a  new 
banner,  and  on  receiving  the  information  fiom  Mrs.  Trisler  that  it  would 
not  exceed  I25,  Mrs.  Hazlett  pledged  that  amount. 

To  the  question  as  to  whether  the  old  banner  was  to  remain  in  the 
possession  of  the  Baltimore  Conference,  Mrs.  Roach  replied,  "Yes,  we 
will  keep  that,  and  get  the  new  one  too." 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Rust,  Mrs.  Roach  was  requested  to  put  in  leaflet 
form  the  methods  by  which  ]\Irs.  Frost  had  .succeeded  in  the  establish- 
ment of  so  large  a  number  of  circles. 

Mrs.  Everett  asked  that  the  audience  might  be  favored  with  a  song  bj' 
Mrs.  Spriggs,  of  Texas  ;  but  the  invitation  was  declined  because  of  ph3S- 
ical  disability. 

Mrs.  Beiler  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  first  banner  of  the 
Reading  Circle  had  been  presented  b}'  Mrs.  H.  C.  Doud,  of  Norwalk, 
O.,  and  thought  that  after  these  years  of  service,  in  which  it  had  been 
a  silent  inspiration  to  so  many  hearts,  it  should  be  returned  to  the  giver 
as  a  recognition  of  her  long  and  valued  services  in  this  department, 
and  it  was  voted  that  this  be  returned  to  her  at  the  expiration  of  its  year 
in  the  Baltimore  Conference. 

Mrs.  F'isk  called  for  the  singing  of  two  stanzas  of  "  ^ly  country, 
'tis  of  thee." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Taylor  then  pronounced  the  benediction. 
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The  meeting  was  opened  with  a  devotional  service  of  a  half  hour, 
consisting  of  song,  prayer,  and  testimony,  led  by  Mrs.  John  Secor.  of  Brook- 
h-n,  X.  Y.  At  its  close,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order,  Mrs.  Fisk  pre- 
siding. 

The  Minutes  of  the  evening  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  and 
adopted. 

Reports  of  Conference  Societies  were  called ;  and  East  Ohio  reported, 
through  Mrs.  M.  C.  Hickman,  a  marked  increase  in  money,  supplies,  and 
interest,  over  any  pre\-ious  year. 

Iowa  reported,  through  Mrs.  Murphy,  a  large  increase  of  interest,  and 
eleven  new  Auxiliaries. 

Kansas  reported,  through  Mrs.  S.  A.  Brown,  solid,  wise  work  along 
Home  Missionary-  lines. 

On  motion,  these  reports  were  accepted. 

On  request  of  Mrs.  Fisk,  it  was  voted  that  greetings  be  sent  to  Mrs. 
M.  E.  Roberts,  of  Lincoln,  Neb.,  an  earnest  worker  for  our  cause  in  the 
Nebraska  Conferences. 

Mrs.  Mendenhall.  Treasurer,  reported  a  recent  bequest  of  >2,ooo  from 
Miss  Mar}-  Lockhart.  Mauch  Chunk.  Pa.  Mrs.  Aiken  read  a  copy  of  the 
clause  of  the  will  referring  to  this  item,  just  received. 

Mrs.  Rust  gave  notice  that  all  who  desired  changes  in  By-laws  should 
give  timelv  notice  in  writing  of  such  change. 

Mrs.  D.  Murphy,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Resolutions,  asked  that 
persons  desiring  to  communicate  with  the  Committee  do  so  to-day  or  to- 
morrow. 

Mrs.  M.  C.  Hickman,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Texas,  reported  for 
King  Home,  at  ^Marshall,  Tex.,  the  only  Home  for  our  Society  for  the  en- 
tire State,  \vith  its  population  of  2.000,000,  about  30  girls  in  the  Home,  and 
100  in  the  sewing-school.  The  work  of  our  Society  has  been  greatly 
strengthened  in  this  State  by  the  earnest  labors  of  Mrs.  C.  F.  Springer. 
On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted. 

Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Indian  and  Frontier 
Work,  gave  an  interesting .  and  inspiring  report.  The  work  among  the 
Pawnees  has  gone  steadih-  forward  since  1S86,  under  the  fostering  care  of 
the  Philadelphia  Conference  Society.  It  is  now  deemed  ^vise  to  transfer  it 
to  the  Oklahoma  Conference,  which  stands  ready  to  receive  it.  Excellent 
work  was  reported  among  the  Indians  of  California  and  Washington. 
Extension  of  time  was  granted  Mrs.  McCabe  to  complete  her  valuable  re- 
port, which  was  theu  formally  accepted.     iSee  Report.) 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  (Spanis/i)  was 
presented  by  its  Secretary,  Mrs.  Anna  Kent.  Nine  years  of  work  in  this  field 
show  good  results.  The  schools  at  Las  Vegas  and  Las  Cruces  are  doing 
excellent  service.  At  Albuquerque,  the  Harwood  Industrial  Home,  long 
desired  and  greatly  needed,  is  in  process  of  erection.     The  work   in  New 
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Mexico  has  been  greatly  hindered  by  lack  of  fuuds,  and  an  earnest  plea 
was  made  for  help.  Mrs.  Kent  exhibited  a  Mexican  rug,  made  by  girls 
in  the  mission-school,  and  stated  that,  although  it  was  a  personal  gift,  she 
would  donate  it  to  the  cause,  asking  the  ladies  to  buy  it,  and  thus  raise 
money  to  furnish  one  room  in  the  new  Home.  Pledges  of  $i  each  were 
rapidly  made  by  Mrs.  Springer,  Mrs.  Simpson,  Miss  Van  Marter,  Mrs. 
J.  I.  Boswell,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Boswell,  Mrs.  Burris,  Mrs.  Stuart,  Mrs.  Adams, 
Mrs.  Teller,  Mrs.  Good,  Mrs.  Hedges,  Mrs.  Brownell,  Mrs.  Green,  Mrs. 
Smythe,  INIiss  Cummings,  Mrs.  Hamilton  ($5),  Mrs.  Van  Kirk,  Mrs. 
Studley,  Miss  Haunis,  Mrs.  Sexton,  Mrs.  Arter,  Mrs.  J.  M.  King,  Mrs. 
Weed,  Mrs.  Lewis,  Mrs.  Nichols,  Mrs.  Boyce,  Mrs.  Gilbert,  Mrs.  C.  H. 
Weed,  Mrs.  Pope,  Mrs.  Griffen,  Mrs.  Corey  ($2),  Mrs.  Carr,  Mrs.  Hunt, Mrs. 
Alspaugh,  Mrs.  Paist,  Mrs.  Weldin,  Miss  Weldiu,  Mrs.  Hastings,  Mrs. 
Brown,  Mrs.  A.  T.  Stuart,  Mrs.  Collins,  Mrs.  Brush,  Mrs.  Tomkiuson,  Mrs. 
Bignall,  Miss  Ford,  Mrs.  Cobb,  Mrs.  Dale,  Mrs.  Gosling,  Mrs.  Thomson, 
Mrs.  Herron,  Mrs.  Dingey,  Mrs.  Bickley,  Mrs.  Goodman,  and  Mrs.  Clem- 
ent. Mrs.  E.  B.  Green  moved  that  the  rug  be  presented  to  Mrs.  Kellicott, 
of  Columbus,  who  has  labored  so  earnestly  to  make  this  Convention  a  suc- 
cess; and  the  motion  prevailed. 

Mrs.  Kellicott  came  forward  to  receive  the  rug,  and  responded  in  a  few 
graceful  words  of  appreciation  and  thanks. 

On  motion,  the  money  subscribed  was  ordered  passed  to  the  credit  of 
Albuquerque  Home,  through  the  Auxiliary  of  Wesley  Chapel,  Columbus, 
Ohio.  Mrs.  Peters,  President  of  that  Auxiliary,  pledged  the  raising  of  the 
balance  due,  in  order  to  name  a  room  in  the  Home. 

Mrs.  Peters,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Courtesies,  presented  to  the 
Convention  Mr.  George  O.  Robinson,  of  Detroit;  Rev.  Dr.  Ames,  Super- 
intendent of  National  Training-school,  at  Washington,  D.  C. ;  Rev.  Dr. 
Chad  wick,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Bashford,  and  Miss  Ella  R.  Martin,  Delaware,  O.  ; 
and  Mr.  J.  P.  Negus,  of  Iowa. 

The  noon  hour  having  arrived,  heads  were  bowed  and  hearts  lifted  in 
silent  prayer,  followed  by  a  brief,  audible  petition  by  Mrs.  Alspaugh. 

The  report  of  Bureau  for  West  Southern  States,  Mrs.  M.  B.  Hagans 
Secretary,  was  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken.  The  Adeline  Smith  Home,  at  Little 
Rock,  Ark.  ;  the  E.  L-  Rust  Home,  Holly  Springs,  Miss. ;  and  the  Peck 
Memorial  Home,  at  New  Orleans,  La.,  were  all  reported  in  a  healthy  state, 
and  doing  much  needed  and  enduring  work.  A  deserved  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  Mrs.  Adeline  Smith  was  given.  On  motion,  the  report  was 
adopted.     (See  Report.) 

Mrs.  Rust  reported  verbally  for  Bennett  Home,  at  Clarksou,  Miss.  The 
work  here  is  greatly  needed,  and  is  being  done  at  a  minimum  cost. 
There  are  eighteen  girls  in  the  Home.     Report  accepted. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  carried,  after  which  the  Convention  resolved 
itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  proceeded  to  organize  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  and  Mission-fields  by  the  election  of  IMrs.  D.  L. 
Williams  Chairman,  and  Mrs.  E.  B.  Green  Secretary-. 

The  doxology  was  sung,  and  the  benediction  pronounced  by  Rev 
Dr.  Ames.

At  2  o'clock,  the  President,  Mrs.  Fisk,  auuouiiced  the  devotional 
exercises  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Bishop  Morris.  The  hymn,  "  How  sweet  the 
name  of  Jesus  sounds,"  was  sung,  after  which  Mrs.  Morris  read  the  27th 
Psalm,  and  Mrs.  Minard  offered  prayer.  Following  this,  the  second  and 
last  stanzas  of  the  hymn,  "Take  the  name  of  Jesus  with  you,"  were  sung. 

Mrs.  Fisk  stated  that  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to  her  to  see  Mrs.  Mor- 
ris, as  she  had  long  been  a  member  of  the  Societ}-,  and  was  among  the 
first  to  welcome  her  into  the  work. 

The  Minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read  by  Miss  Van  Marter, 
corrected,  and  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  {India//)  was 
presented  by  its  Secretary,  Mrs.  E.  W.  Simpson,  who  spoke  of  the  heroism 
of  the  missionaries  and  the  enterprise  of  Miss  Tripp,  who  had  built  an 
adobe  house  at  her  own  expense,  since  the  old  one  was  inadequate  to 
meet  their  wants.  The  report  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  Apache 
^Mission.  The  erection  of  the  church  and  school-room  at  Dulce  progressed 
slowly,  on  account  of  the  sickness  of  the  builder.  She  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  there  would  be  five  rooms  over  the  chapel  which  could  be 
occupied  by  girls,  and  that  they  would  need  furnishings.  Mrs.  Simpson 
stated  that  the  services  of  an  interpreter  would  be  necessar}'  if  they  taught 
the  Bible,  and  asked  pledges  for  his  support — |2o  for  salary,  and  jf  10  for 
board,  making  $30  per  month. 

Mrs.  Lantry,  of  New  York  East  Conference,  pledged  $30 ;  Mrs.  Boswell, 
of  Newark,  I30;  Mrs.  Crawford,  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  promised  cur- 
tains for  some  of  the  rooms.  The  report  was,  on  motion,  adopted.  (See 
Report.) 

Mrs.  Fisk  said  that  she  was  informed  that  Mrs.  Crow,  a  delegate  from 
;\Iissouri,  was  in  the  room,  and  she  asked  Mrs.  G.  M.  Peters  to  seat  her 
with  her  delegation. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work  was  submitted  by 
its  Secretary,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  who  stated  at  the  outset  that  one  hour 
ought  to  be  given  to  the  consideration  of  the  matters  of  this  Bureau, 
since  there  were  present  many  ladies  who  were  full  of  ideas  and  practical 
suggestions,  and  she  therefore  asked  the  authorities  at  Cincinnati  to  give 
more  time  to  it  next  year.  The  report  made  special  mention  of  Mrs. 
IMcCabe,  and  her  connection  with  the  Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work  and 
Mothers'  Jewels  Homej  and  her  motto  was,  "  Bible,  flag,  and  children,  all 
for  our  own  country."  For  recommendations,  see  Report,  which,  on  mo- 
tion, was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Hazlett  expressed  the  belief  that  we  do  not  sufficiently  include 
boys  in  our  mission-work.  She  quoted  one  presiding  elder  as  having 
said  that  everything  is  done  for  women  and  girls,  and  but  little  for  boys. 
She  then  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  was  a  boy  who  provided  the 
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loaves   and   fishes,    and   also   a   boy   who   gave    the    first    money   for    the 
Mothers'  Jewels  Home. 

.:  Mrs.  Ingham  recommended  the  appointment  of  five  of  the  wisest 
women  to  consider  the  advisability  of  publishing  a  paper  for  young  peo- 
ple. On  motion  of  Mrs.  McCabe,  this  recommendation  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Publication. 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mothers'  Jewels 
Home,  being  absent,  the  report  of  this  Home  was  made  by  Mrs.  Isabella 
Spurlock,  as  prepared  by  Mr.  Spurlock,  Superintendent  of  the  Home. 
This  report  stated  that  care  and  support  had  been  given  to  an  average  of 
forty-five  children  during  the  past  year.  The  whole  number  of  children, 
who  have  been  cared  for  in  this  Home  since  its  beginning,  is  eighty-one. 
On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted.     (See  Report.) 

Mrs.  Smith  moved  that  Mrs.  Springer  be  allowed  to  read  her  report  at 
this  time,  as  she  was  obliged  to  leave  on  Monday.  On  motion,  it  was  de- 
cided to  follow  the  order  as  laid  down  on  the  program. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Mary  Fisk  Park,  Corresponding  Secretary,  the 
report  of  the  New  York  Conference  was  read  by  Mrs.  James  M.  King,  and, 
on  motion,  adopted. 

Mrs.  King  supplemented  the  report  by  speaking  of  the  property  of  the 
Watts  de  Peyster  Home  and  School,  which  had  been  given  unincumbered 
to  the  Society,  and  of  the  dedication,  about  a  year  ago,  one  feature  of  which 
was  a  beautiful  flag  exercise.  She  said  that  General  de  Peyster  was  much 
interested  in  the  work  at  Tivoli,  N.  Y.,  and  that  he  is  looking  on  to  see  what  the 
Society  is  doing,  He  was  happy  to  have  donated  this  Home  to  Methodist 
women,  because  they  made  such  good  use  of  it.  Mrs.  King  requested  that 
Mrs.  George,  Superintendent  of  the  Watts  de  Peyster  Home,  be  permitted  to 
occupy  the  fifteen  minutes  allowed  her.  On  motion,  this  request  was 
granted,  and  Mrs.  George  told  the  early  history  of  the  Home  for  Italian 
girls  in  New  York,  i-evealing  the  fact  that  children  were  taken  from  homes 
of  starvation  and  degradation,  and  placed  under  the  care  of  our  missiona- 
ries, and  of  the  wonderful  improvement  made  by  these  girls,  whose  cases 
seemed  almost  hopeles.  Much  interest  was  awakened  as  she  told  of  their 
life  in  the  Watts  de  Peyster  Home,  of  the  girls  from  sixteen  years  of  age 
down  to  the  golden-haired  baby  of  two  years.  Thirt\--nine  girls  are  in  the 
Home,  making  a  family  of  forty-three  with  the  teachers.  She  stated  that 
between  $4,000  and  fo.ooo  had  been  raised  by  the  Conference  for  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  this  Home,  and  that  it  costs  $50  to  furnish  a  room,  and 
$60  to  support  a  lieneficiary  in  this  Home.  On  motion,  IMrs.  Park's  report 
was  accepted,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  Mrs.  George's  remarks,  Mrs.  Tay- 
lor, of  the  Cincinnati  Conference,  started  the  song  "  Little  children,  little 
children  who  love  their  Redeemer,"  which  was  sung  with  great  feeling  by 
many  present. 

Mrs.  Green  requested  that  our  colored  sisters  be  invited  to  sing,  and 
Mrs.  Spriggs  responded  with  a  solo,  "  Come,  all  ye  scattered  race,"  the 
audience  joining  in  the  chorus. 
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At  the  conclusion  of  the  reports  pertaining  to  work  among  the  young 
people,  Mrs.  Aiken  made  a  beautiful  and  patriotic  speech,  and  offered  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  with  much  enthusiasm  : 

Resolved,  That  the  flag  of  our  country  be  placed  in  all  our  Homes 
and  schools,  and  that  students  who  go  out  from  our  Homes  and  schools 
be  presented  with  one  of  these  flags  of  beauty  and  of  glor5\ 

Mrs.  Fisk  said  she  carried  her  flag  in  her  pocket-book,  and  showed  it  to 
the  Convention.  Mrs.  Spurlock  stated  that  they  had  a  banner  at  the 
Mothers'  Jewels  Home.  Mrs.  George  made  the  significant  statement  that 
the  Watts  de  Peyster  Home  had  a  flagstaff,  but  no  flag. 

By  request  of  Mrs.  Williams,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Local  Work, 
this  report  was  postponed  in  favor  of  hearing,  at  this  moment,  the  report 
of  the  lyucy  Webb  Hayes  Training-school  and  Deaconess  Home. 

Dr.  Ames,  the  Superintendent,  conveyed  the  gratifying  statement  that 
the  scholastic  year  just  closed  had  been  one  of  great  prosperity  and 
peace.  Instruction  in  Biblical,  medical,  and  practical  departments  of  work 
had  been  given  by  expert  physicians  and  surgeons,  scholarly  theologians, 
and  consecrated  women  and  men,  .without  compensation.  He  spoke  in 
the  highest  terms  of  the  Preceptress,  Miss  Christine  B.  Dickinson,  and 
felt  that  no  one  could  supply  her  place.  Twenty-five  pupils  have  been 
under  in.struction  during  the  year,  and  the  prospects  for  the  ensuing  year 
are  bright.  Dr.  Ames  said  that  during  the  year  there  had  been  periods 
when  it  had  been  necessary  to  secure  workers  either  to  open  work  in  new 
fields  or  strengthen  it  in  older  ones,  or  to  inaugurate  new  Homes,  but 
embarrassment  had  resulted  from  the  fact  that  there  is  no  central  bond 
between  the  Homes  sufficienth-  equipped  with  the  information  necessary 
to  meet  the  emergenc)-.  He  thought  that  greater  co-operation  of  admin- 
istration is  essential.  The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  aims  to  be 
connectional  in  every  part  of  its  work.  He  urged,  therefore,  the  neces- 
sity of  closer  correspondence  than  now  exists  between  the  Homes  and 
deaconesses  on  one  hand,  and  the  Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work  on  the 
other,  so  that  when  needs  are  demanded  and  changes  are  desired  or  va- 
cancies must  be  filled,  there  shall  be  in  some  central  agency  the  informa- 
tion requisite  to  meet  the  want.  Dr.  Ames  invited  the  attention  of  the 
Convention  to  some  verj-  important  suggestions  relating  to  the  deaconess 
work  in  general,  which  had  impressed  themselves  upon  him  during  the 
course  of  the  year.     (See  Report.)     On  motion,  this  report  was  accepted. 

Mrs.  Robinson,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work,  com- 
mended the  suggestions  of  the  report  in  regard  to  having  some  central 
direction,  with  more  complete  connection  between  the  Homes,  and  em- 
phasized that  point  in  regard  to  having  representatives  in  every  Confer- 
ence for  the  National  Training-school. 

Mrs.  Rust  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

h'esolz'ed,  That  amanager  shall  be  nominated  in  each  Conference  Society, 
and  elected  by  the  General  Board  of  Managers,  who  shall  be  a  member  of 
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the  Conference  Board,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  co-operate  with  the 
Training-school  in  representing  its  interests  through  the  Conference,  col- 
lecting funds  for  its  support  and  securing  suitable  candidates  for  the 
Training-school. 

On  motion,  this  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Robinson  nominated,  on  behalf  of  the  Deaconess  Bureau,  Dr. 
A.  H.  Ames  as  General  Superintendent  of  Deaconess  Work  and  President 
of  the  Lucy  Webb  Haj'es  Training-school  and  Deaconess  Home.  The 
nomination  was  confirmed. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Goodman,  Jr.,  gave  an  interesting  and  graphic  account  of 
the  organization  and  work  of  Glenn  Home,  Cincinnati,  O.,  in  the  absence 
of  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  I.  D.  Jones.  Appreciative  mention  was  made  of  the 
devoted  services  of  the  Superintendents  of  the  mission-work  and  of  the  kin- 
dergartens.    On  motion,  this  report  was  adopted.     (See  Report.) 

Mrs.  Goodman  spoke  of  her  invalid  mother,  Mrs.  J.  R.  Wright,  who 
spends  much  of  her  time  in  making  fancy  and  useful  articles  for  sale,  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  which  she  proposed  to  give  to  Glenn  Home.  A 
few  of  these  articles  were  placed  on  one  of  the  tables  for  sale,  by  permis- 
sion of  the  Convention. 

At  this  stage  of  the  meeting,  Mrs.  Mansfield  moved  that  an  extension 
of  time  be  made  to  Saturday  afternoon,  in  which  recommendations  for 
changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  might  be  handed  in.     Granted. 

Mrs.  Fisk  then  called  Mrs.  Beiler  to  the  platform,  to  make  a  plea  for 
beneficiaries  for  the  Jesse  Lee  Home,  Unalaska,  Alaska,  and  the  following 
pledges  were  made  :  Mrs.  D.  M.  Welch,  for  Southern  California  Confer- 
ence, through  Mrs.  Fisk,  $50,  for  one  beneficiary ;  Mrs.  Negus,  for  North- 
west Iowa,  $50;  Central  New  York,  $100;  New  England  Southern,  $100; 
Baltimore  Conference,  $600  ;  Central  Pennsylvania,  $50;  Wilmington,  $50; 
Indiana,  $50;  West  Wisconsin,  $50;  Maine,  $50;  Wyoming,  |ioo;  Ver- 
mont, $50 ;  Pittsburg,  $50  ;  Central  Ohio,  $50 ;  New  England,  $100 ;  Cin- 
cinnati, I50;  Genesee,  $50;  Newark,  $50;  North  Ohio,  $50;  New  Hamp- 
shire, f  50 ;  Iowa,  $50;  Mr.  Negus,  $50;  Ohio  Conference,  $50;  Pittsburg 
Yoiing  People,  $50. 

Money  was  also  contributed  by  the  Convention  for  the  purchase  of  a 
cow  for  this  school. 

Mrs.  Beiler  said  that  some  persons  had  given  money  to  name  rooms  in 
the  new  building  at  Unalaska,  and  she  desired  them  to  indicate  the  name 
to  be  placed  on  each  door. 

Appreciative  mention  was  made  of  the  untiring  devotion  of  Mrs.  Tiick, 
now  in  ill-health  from  overwork.  Mrs.  Beiler  stated  in  conclusion  that  all 
supplies  should  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Sowles,  the  new  missionary,  in  the  care  of 
the  North  American  Commercial  Company,  which,  during  the  months  of 
March,  April,  May,  June,  and  July,  would  give  free  transportation. 

Mrs.  Beiler,  by  request  of  Mrs.  Green,  was  instructed  to  have  this  ad- 
dress published  in  lVoma>i's  Home  Missions. 
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The  report  of  Bequest  and  Devise  was  presented  by  Miss  Fish,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and,  on  motion,  adopted.     (See  Report.) 

Mrs.  Boswell,  of  Philadelphia,  said  an  omission  had  been  made,  and 
stated  that  a  bequest  of  two  or  three  thousand,  dollars  had  recently  been 
made  to  our  Society  within  the  bounds  of  the  Philadelphia  Conference, 
and  also  a  property  adjoining  the  Deaconess  Home,  and  located  at  609 
Vine  Street,  Philadelphia,  has  been  donated  during  the  year  to  the  Wo- 
man's Home  Missionary  Societ}-  of  the  Philadelphia  Conference,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  deaconess  work,  by  Colonel  James  N.  Bennett,  and  this 
propert}-  is  valued  at  :^9,ooo. 

Miss  Fish  was  instructed  to  add  this  to  the  report  of  Committee  on 
Bequest  and  Devise. 

Mrs.  Potter  requested  to  have  added  also  that  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  was  made  residuarj- 
legatee  of  property  in  Jacksonville,  111.     Granted. 

The  request  of  Mrs.  Miles  to  nominate  some  one  to  take  her  place  as 
Corresponding  Secretary,  in  case  she  was  obliged  to  go  home,  was,  on  mo- 
tion, referred  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

The  question  was  asked  if  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-laws 
should  be  presented  to  the  Convention,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirm- 
ative. Mrs.  Rust  moved  that  this  be  the  order  of  business  after  the  read- 
ing of  Minutes  in  the  afternoon  session,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

Mrs.  Buvinger,  of  Cincinnati  Conference,  offered  the  following  pre- 
amble and  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  are  adopted: 

Where.\s,  The  Rev.  Dr.  Prentiss  has  recently  suffered  a  distressing 
accident  in  the  loss  of  a  portion  of  his  arm,  and  his  life  has  consequently 
been  in  danger ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  an  expression  of  sjnipathy  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Prentiss,  of 
Dayton,  O.,  an  honored  and  active  worker  in  our  Society,  and  former  Cor- 
responding Secretary-  of  the  Holston  Conference. 

The  President  announced  that  there  would  be  no  evening  session,  as 
ihe  ladies  had  been  invited  to  a  reception  at  Broad  Street  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church. 

The  doxologj'  was  sung,  and  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Dr. 
Ames. 


A  RECEPTION  was  tendered  by  the  Broad  Street  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  in  its  capacious  Sabbath- school  rooms,  beautifully  decorated 
with  flags,  palms,  cut-flowers,  and  autumn  leaves.  A  large  picture  of  Mrs. 
Luc}'  Webb  Hayes,  the  first  President  of  the  Society,  hung  between 
draped  flags,  with  great  clusters  of  autumn  leaves  beneath.  The  Recep- 
tion Committee,  most  cordial  in  its  greetings,  consisted  of  Mesdames 
McAfee,  White,  Ross,  Powell,  Jones,  and  Holmes.  The  occasion  was  a 
delightful  social  affair,  one  long  to  be   remembered  b}-  the  large  number

of  Wilmington  Conference,  proved  a  spiritual  blessing  to  the  large  number 
of  delegates  present. 

Promptly  at  the  hour  for  resuming  the  business,  the  faithful  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Fisk,  occupied  the  chair. 

At  the  request  of  friends,  Mrs.  D.  E.  Taylor,  delegate  from  Cincinnati 
Conference  Society,  sang,  with  wonderful  sweetness,  "  Some  Sweet  Day."^ 

The  Minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Herron,  cor- 
rected, and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Williams,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  recom- 
mended that  the  following  ladies  represent,  in  the  absence  of  the  respect- 
ive Conference  Societies,  the  Conferences  named:  Mrs.  D.  A.  Minard,  Min- 
nesota; Mrs.  J.  W.  Gosling,  Puget  Sound;  Mrs.  W.  J.  Aldrich,  Columbia 
River ;  Mrs.  Israel  Luce,  Maine.     Adopted. 

Mrs.  Aiken,  as  Special  Committee  to  send  greetings  to  the  Convention 
of  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  in  session  at  Baltimore, 
Md.,  submitted  the  appended  report: 

To  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  : 

Dear  Sisters, — The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  its  Fourteenth  Anntial  Convention,  sends 
greetings.     Philippians  i,  9-1 1.  Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken,  Rec.  Sec'y. 

On  motion,  this  was  approved. 

Mrs.  Taylor  expressed  the  pleasure  it  gave  her  to  hear  this  message^ 
and,  referring  to  the  partnership  of  the  fishermen  on  the  Sea  of  Gennes- 
aret  in  the  days  of  Chfist,  she  regarded  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Societ}-  and  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  as  partners  in  the 
work  for  God  and  home  and  native  land. 

Mrs.  McCabe  arose  to  a  question  of  privilege,  and  made  mention  of 
the  interesting  lact  that  a  colored  washerwoman  who  had  attended  one  of 
the  evening  meetings  had  handed  in  the  sum  of  25  cents  for  one  year's 
subscription  to  Woman  s  Home  Missiotis. 

At  the  request  of  Mrs.  G.  W.  Mansfield,  Miss  Matthews  was  granted  an 
opportunity  to  speak  in  the  interests  of  the  Immigrant  Girls'  Home.  .An 
earnest  plea  was  made  bj'  Miss  Matthews  for  larger  and  more  convenient 
accommodation.  She  stated  that  468  girls  had  received  shelter  in  the 
Home  on  State  Street,  New  York  City,  during  the  year. 
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The  resignation  of  Mrs.  M.  B.  Hagans,  as  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for 
West  Southern  States,  was  submitted  by  the  Recording  Secretary,  and,  on 
motion  of  Mrs.  T.  J.  Everett,  accepted  with  sincere  regrets  for  the  faith- 
ful service  rendered. 

Miss  Van  Marter  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted  unanimously  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Method- 
ist Episcopal  Church,  in  Convention  assembled,  extend  to  ,Mrs.  M.  B. 
Hagans  its  cordial  appreciation  of  her  faithful  and  untiring  service  in 
connection  with  the  Bureau  for  West  Southern  States,  together  with  the 
assurance  of  its  deep  regret  at  the  necessity  which  compels  her  at  this 
time  to  resign  the  work  which  she  had  so  loyally  and  earnestly  prosecuted 
during  the  past  nine  years. 

The  Convention  then  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
on  Finance,  Mrs.  Williams  Chairman,  which  remained  in  session  until  the 
noon  hour,  when  it  arose,  to  convene  at  2  P.  M. 

The  noontide  of  prayer  was  observed  by  singing,  "  INIy  faith  looks  up 
to  Thee."  After  a  few  moments  of  silent  prayer,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  C.  Jackson 
offered  audible  prayer,  and  pronounced  the  benediction. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned.

The  afternoon  session  was  preceded  by  a  song  service,'"in  which  our 
colored  sisters  took  part. 

The  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  Floyd,  of  Massa- 
chusetts, who  read  part  of  the  fifteenth  chapter  of  John,  after  the  hymn, 
"In  the  cross  of  Christ  I  glory,"  was  sung.  After  Mrs  Ainsworth  offered 
praj-er,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sturgis,  of  Columbus,  sang  veryjbeautifully,  "  There 
are  lonely  hearts  to  cherish,"  and  "There  is  no  night'^there." 

The  Minutes  of  the  morning  meeting  were  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  and 
adopted. 

Mrs.  Fisk  asked  the  courtesy  of  the  Convention  that,  before  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Finance  Committee,  Mrs.  Welch  be  permitted  to  Igive  the  re- 
port of  Mrs.  E.  W.  Caswell,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Southern 
California  Conference.  The  report  indicated  advance  and  enlargement  in 
all  departments  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  INIissionary  Society  of 
the  Southern  California  Conference.  The  adoption  of  the  resolution  at 
the  last  annual  meeting,  bringing  this  Conference  into  full  harmony  with 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  had  met  with  approval  throughout 
the  Conference,  and  gained  man}'  friends.  Mrs.  Welsh,  in  a  'few  words 
told  the  circumstances  under  which  this  report  was  written  by  Mrs.  Cas- 
well, while  watching  at  the  death-bed  of  her  aged  mother,  alone  at  night, 
with  tears  and  prayers.  She  had  gathered  these  statistics,  and  formulated 
them  for  this  reading.  Mrs.  Welsh  spoke  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  work 
accomplished,  and  moved  that  she  be  made  General  Organizer  of  all  the 
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Pacific  Coast.  Mrs.  Rust  offered  an  amendment  that  the  Southern  Cali- 
fornia and  the  California  Conferences  form  a  group,  and  Mrs.  Caswell  be 
made  General  Organizer.     Carried. 

The  report  was,  on  motion,  adoptsd. 

Mrs.  Rust  moved  that  the  Convention  send  greetings  and  congratula- 
tions to  the  Southern  California,  the  banner  Conference,  to  be  borne  by 
the_delegate,  Mrs.  Welsh,  who  has  had  no  small  share  in  this  work.  This 
was  carried,  and  Mrs.  Fisk  extended  her  own  hand  with  a  warm  clasp  of 
greeting  in  behalf  of  the  Convention. 

Mrs.  Everett  made  the  announcement  that  the  Committee  on  Enroll- 
ment had  the  names  from  all  the  Conferences  except  the  Ohio;  and  she 
asked  that  these  be  sent  to  the  Committee. 

Mrs.  Rust  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  was  now  in  order  to  pre- 
sent recommendations  for  changes  in  the  By-laws.  Recommendations  were 
offered  by  Mrs.  Robinson,  Mrs.  Negus,  Mrs.  Mansfield,  and  Mrs.  Rust. 
On  motion,  these  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  By-laws. 

Mrs.  Rust  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  By-laws,  acting  with  the 
Committee  on  Revision  of  Constitution,  be  authorized  to  make  such  amend- 
ments as  will  be  necessar}^  to  harmonize  the  By-laws  with  the  Constitution 
and  the  needs  of  the  work. 

Carried. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Potter,  it  was  voted  the  that  two  Special  Committees 
have  the  proposed  changes  printed  on  slips  of  paper  for  use  when  these 
changes  are  considered. 

On  motion,  the  Secretar}',  Mrs.  Aiken,  was  requested  to  send  a  letter  of 
sympathy  to  Mrs.  Richard  Dymond,  who  was  suffering  from  the  results  of 
a  painful  accident. 

The  Convention  now  adjourned,  in  favor  of  the  meeting  of.  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 


At  4  o'clock,  the  communion  service  was  participated  in  bj-  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention  and  the  pastors  and  members  of  local  Churches 
who  were  present.  Mrs.  William  Burris,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  had 
charge  of  the  opening  exercises.

The  Young  People's  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Sunday-school  rooms  of 
Wesley  Chapel,  and  proved  to  be  as  interesting  as  it  was  well  attended. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work, 
presided. 

After  singing,  "  Where  are  the  reapers?"  Mrs.  Emma  Pope,  of  the  East 
Ohio  Conference,  led  the  children  in  the  recital  of  the  23d  Psalm. 

Mrs.  D.  A.  Minard,  of  Buffalo,  offered  prayer,  and  the  Chtirch  Quartet 
Choir  sang  "  Send  the  light." 
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Brief,  pointed  addresses  were  made  by  Miss  Martha  Van  Marter,  Mrs. 
Samuel  Hazlett,  and  Mrs.  Anna  Keat,  who  desired  to  impress  upon  the 
minds  of  the  young  people  the  desirability  and  the  pleasure  of  laboring  for 
God  and  home  and  native  land. 

IMiss  Lydia  Phillips  recited  "  The  whole  wide  world  for  Jesus  "  in  a 
creditable  manner. 

Mrs.  Sturgis  sang  "Your  Mission,"  after  which  Harris  and  Ella  Bur- 
ton, two  "Mothers'  Jewels,"  gave  charming  recitations. 

The  pastor,  Rev.  J.  C.  Jackson,  D.  D.,  indorsed  the  work  of  the  Soci- 
ety, and  pronounced  the  benediction. 


The  Anniversary  of  the  Society  was  held  in  Wesley  Chapel,  Mrs.  Fisk, 
presiding. 

The  hymn,  '"Jesus  shall  reign  where'er  the  sun,"  was  sung,  and  the 
pastor,  Rev.  J.  C.  Jackson,  D.  D.,  read  the  62d  chapter  of  Isaiah,  and  offered 
prayer,  after  which  the  hymn,  "Our  country's  voice  is  pleading,"  was 
sung. 

Mrs.  Fisk  made  a  brief  address  congratulating  the  Society  upon  the 
progress  made  during  the  iifteen  years  of  its  existence,  and  the  favorable 
auspices  under  which  the  anniversary  was  celebrated. 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Mendenhall,  the  Treasurer,  submitted  an  abstract  of  her 
report.  This  showed  a  prosperous  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  So- 
ciety, there  being  a  marked  increase  in  receipts,  notwithstanding  the 
financial  pressure  prevailing  in  the  country.     (See  Report.) 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust,  presented  a  brief  and 
interesting  resuiue  of  her  report  of  the  work  of  the  Society  since  its  in- 
auguration and  during  the  past  year.     (See  Report.) 

The  anniversary  address  was  given  by  Mrs.  Henry  Wade  Rogers.  This 
was  an  impressive  and  eloquent  portrayal  of  the  opportunities  and  the 
duty  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.     (See  Report.) 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  J.  C.  Jackson,  D.  D. 


IV^onday    Fv^ornin^. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  President  at  9.45.  The 
hymn,  "Am  I  a  soldier  of  the  cross?"  was  sung.  Mrs.  D.  Murphy,  of  the 
Iowa  Conference,  offered  a  fervent  prayer.  Miss  Van  Marter  read  the  27tli 
Psalm,  and  three  stanzas  of  the  375th  hymn  were  sung,  when,  after  expres- 
sions of  regret  by  the  President  that  more  time  could  not  be  given  to  de- 
votions, the  business  of  the  Convention  was  resumed. 

The  Minutes  of  Saturday  afternoon  were  read  by  Mrs.  Herron,  cor- 
rected, and  adopted. 
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On  motion  of  Mrs.  Robinson,  a  beautiful  hymn,  written  by  Mr.  Thomas 
E.  Roach,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  and  dedicated  to  our  President,  Mrs. 
Fisk,  was  sung.  Mrs.  Robinson,  in  presenting  this  poem,  paid  Mr. 
Roach  a  plea.sant  tribute,  saying  that  she  was  greatly  indebted  to  his  wise 
counsel  and  kindly  interest  during  her  various  visits  to  Washington  in  the 
interest  of  the  Society,  and  that  his  wife,  Mrs.  Roach,  had  through  her 
effoi-ts  made  the  Baltimore  Conference  largely  what  it  is. 

The  hour  for  the  election  of  officers  having  arrived,  the  President, 
Mrs.  Fisk,  called  to  the  chair  Mrs.  J.  B.  Robinson,  and  asked  that,  after 
the  singing  of  a  hymn,  Mrs.  Williams,  of  Delaware,  O.,  and  Mrs.  Burris, 
of  Washington,  D.  C,  offer  prayer  that  God's  blessing  may  rest  upon  the 
work  of  the  morning.  The  hymn  was  sung,  and  such  petitions  arose  to 
the  Throne  of  Grace  as  must  surely  bring  to  every  heart  a  confidence  and 
faith  in  God,  such  as  all  must  have  who  work  with  an  eye  single  to  his 
glory. 

The  following  ladies  were  appointed  the  first  set  of  Tellers  :  Mrs.  W.  L. 
Boswell,  Miss  Mary  Belle  Evans,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Goodman,  Jr.,  Mrs.  S.  W.  Floyd, 
Mrs.  E.  Iv.  Welden,  and  Mrs.  E.  W.Simpson. 

A  representative  of  the  North  Ohio  Conference  delegation  asked  that 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Houghton  be  allowed  to  act  in  the  place  of  the  delegate,  who 
had  returned  home.  A  like  request  came  from  the  Pittsburg  Conference, 
that  Mrs.  Samuel  Hazlett  be  permitted  to  take  the  place  of  the  delegate, 
who  had  returned  home.  Both  of  these  requests,  on  motion,  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials.  The  Committee  immediately 
reported  in  favor  of  granting  their  requests.  The  report  was,  on  motion, 
adopted. 

Ballots  were  then  cast  for  President  of  the  Society  for  the  ensuing 
year.  After  the  Tellers  had  retired  to  count  the  ballots,  Mrs.  Roach  spoke 
of  her  Sabbath  at  Delaware,  O.,  in  company  with  Mrs.  Beiler,  and  of  the 
great  pleasure  she  had  in  visiting  the  University  and  the  many  points  of 
interest  in  this  city,  referring  to  the  thousands  who  had  gone  forth  from 
the  halls  of  learning  to  bless  the  world ;  but,  she  said,  there  was  one  little 
house  which  stood  on  the  corner  of  a  street  that  interested  her  more  than 
all  else,  the  home  of  Lucy  Webb,  who,  during  her  girlhood  days,  had 
crossed  the  threshold  of  that  house  morning  and  evening  in  preparation 
for  the  useful  life  which  awaited  her.  She  spoke  of  the  illustrious  life  of 
this  young  girl  when  grown  to  womanhood,  how  she  had  impressed  her 
beautiful  character,  not  only  upon  our  Society  as  Lucy'Webb  Hayes,  but 
upon  the  Nation.  Mrs.  Roach  thought  that  in  future  days  this  home 
should  be  the  Mecca  to  which  the  feet  of  many  should  turn  for  inspiration. 
She  felt  that  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  of  which  Mrs.  Ha^-es 
was  the  first  President,  should  purchase  the  property  and  hold  it  perpet- 
ually for  such  use  as  might  seem  wisest  and  best  in  the  interest  of  the  So- 
ciety. 

Mrs.  Roach  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  purchase  the  girl- 
hood home  of  Mrs.  Hayes,  located  in  Delaware,  O.     Mrs.  Hazlett,  of  Pitts- 
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burg,  in  seconding  the  motion,  said  that  the  thought  was  the  most  beauti- 
ful one  that  had  been  expi;essed  during  the  meeting. 

Mrs.  Rust  offered,  as  a  substitute,  that  the  Chair  appoint  a  Committee 
to  canvass  the  matter  and  report  to-morrow.     The  substitute  was  adopted. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  following  ladies  as  said  Committee :  Mrs. 
Roach,  Mrs.  Xeff,  Mrs.  IMendenhall,  :Mrs.  Williams,  and  Mrs.  Hazlett. 

The  following  second  set  of  Tellers  were  appointed  :  Mrs.  Hitchcock, 
Mrs.  Johnson,  Miss  Van  Marter,  Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell,  Mrs.  Griflfin,  and  jMrs. 
N.  S.  Albright. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  cast  the  ballot  for  First  Vice-President. 
The  Tellers  were  called,  and  announced  the  ballot  for  President,  as  follows  : 
Number  of  votes  cast,  97  ;  Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk  received  94  ;  Mrs.  \V.  G. 
Williams,  i  ;  Mrs.  J.  B.  Robinson,  i ;  Mrs.  D.  M.  Welch,  i. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Potter,  the  informal  ballot  was  made  the  formal 
one,  and  the  Secretarj^  Mrs.  Aiken,  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  for 
Mrs.  Fisk.  Mrs.  Robinson  requested  Mrs.  Kent  to  conduct  Mrs.  Fisk  to 
the  platform,  when,  in  a  few  felicitous  words  from  Mrs.  Robinson,  she 
was  introduced  to  the  Convention,  and  greeted  with  the  Chautauqua 
salute.  Mrs.  Fisk  said,  with  much  feeling,  that  at  such  a  time  as  this  she 
felt  very  keenly  the  loss  of  one  upon  whom  she  had  leaned  for  so  many 
years,  the  one  who  was  so  appreciative  of  each  honor  that  came  to  her. 
In  the  work  of  the  Society  she  had  tried  to  do  her  duty,  that  she  had 
been  upheld  and  strengthened  by  the  knowledge  that  she  had  the  sym- 
pathy and  support  of  those  before  her,  and  she  trusted  that  each  one 
might  be  able  to  say  next  year,  if  God  permits  our  coming  together, 
that  we  had  brought  some  one  to  Christ. 

"All  the  waj' my  Savior  leads  me,"  was  sung,  at  the  close  of  which, 
a  touching  incident  was  related  by  the  President,  telling  how  at  the  re- 
quest of  a  mother  she  had  been  enabled  to  show  her  son  the  way  to  the 
better  life. 

One  verse  of  "Rescue  the  Perishing,"  was  sung. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  that  the  Convention  should  not  vote  for 
Second  Vice-President  until  an  election  had  been  declared  for  First  Vice- 
President,  and  that  all  ballots  collected  for  Second  Vice-President  be  de- 
stroyed. 

The  Tellers  reported  number  of  votes  cast  for  First  Vice-President,  96. 
Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams  received  53;  Mrs.  Robinson,  39;  Mrs.  McCabe,  i; 
scattering  votes,  3. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  T.  L.  Tomkinson,  the  informal  ballot  was  made  the 
formal  one  of  the  Convention,  and  the  Secretary,  as  instructed,  cast  the 
ballot  for  Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams  as  First  Vice-President  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  N.  S.  Albright,  the  Secretary,  was  instructed  to  cast 
the  ballot  of  the  Convention  for  Mrs.  J.  B.  Robinson,  as  Second  Vice- 
President  of  the  Society. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  ballot  for  Third  Vice-President.     During 
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the  absence  of  the  Tellers,  Mrs.  Hickman  asked  the  privilege  of  reading 
an  extract  from  a  letter  she  had  just  received  from  Miss  Elliott,  Superin- 
tendent of  King  Home,  Marshall,  Texas.  Request  granted,  and  Mrs.  Hick- 
man read  as  follows : 

"  In  this  section  we  have  nearly  a  famine  this  year.  The  late  frost  in 
Ma}-  killed  all  the  cotton,  and  they  have  had  no  rain  all  summer.  Sweet 
potatoes  and  vegetables  are  a  failure."     .     .     . 

After  noting  the  condition  of  the  Home,  Miss  Elliott  spoke  of  two 
poor  girls  who  came  to  beg  admission  for  this  one  year.  They  were  about 
twenty-two  and  twenty-four  years  of  age.  They  had  done  a  man's  work 
all  year,  hoping  to  be  able  to  enter  school,  when  the  frost  and  dry  weather 
brought  disappointment.  They  had  nothing  to  offer  but  a  barrel  of 
sorghum.  They  were  discouraged  and  broken  down  with  hard  work. 
Their  nearest  school  was  five  miles;  yet  these  girls  worked  night  and 
morning  and  attended  that  school,  until  now  they  can  learn  no  more  there. 
If  they  had  a  year  in  our  school,  they  coitld  teach  a  country  school,  and  the 
twenty-five  dollars  a  month  salary  would  be  a  fortune  to  them.  Miss 
Elliott  could  not  see  any  way  to  take  them  when  provision  is  so  high. 
One  said  :  "  Only  take  us,  and  we  will  not  eat  much  ;  we  can  eat  what  is  left 
on  the  table."  The  other  one  said  :  "We  can  go  home  and  cut  you  a  load 
of  wood  as  good  as  a  man  can."  Miss  Elliott  said :  "  Girls,  you  can  come 
next  week.  Do  your  best,  and  God  will  help  us."  Their  faces  shone  at  this 
word  of  hope,  and  one  clapped  her  bony  hands,  and  with  tears  in  her 
eyes,  said :  "  God  does  hear  prayer.  I  'most  gave  up,  but  he  has 
heard  me." 

Tellers  reported  upon  vote  for  Third  Vice-President  as  follows : 
Whole  number  of  votes  cast,  91.  Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe  received  70;  Mrs. 
F.  S.  Hoyt,  6 ;  and  Mrs.  H.  W.  Rogers,  5 ;  scattering  votes,  10.  On  motion 
of  Mrs.  Herron,  the  Secretary,  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  for  Mrs. 
H.  C.  McCabe  as  Third  Vice-President  of  the  Societ}-. 

Ballots  were  then  prepared  for  Fourth  Vice-President,  and  the  vote 
annoiinced  as  follows  :  Number  of  votes  cast,  87.  Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt  re- 
ceived 58;  Mrs.  Teller,  17;  Mrs.  Bishop  Fowler,  14;  scattering,  5.  On  mo- 
tion of  Mrs.  Teller,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the 
Convention  for  Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt  as  Fourth  Vice-President. 

The  Convention  was  instructed  to  prepare  ballots  for  the  Fifth  Vice- 
President. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Roach,  a  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
consisting  of  Mrs.  Robinson,  Mrs.  Teller,  Mrs.  Secor,  Mrs.  Thompson,  and 
Mrs.  Green,  to  consider  the  office  of  Honorary  Vice-President,  and  report 
as  to  the  term  of  office  and  its  limitations. 

Mrs.  Rust  stated  that  the  Thank-offering  programs  were  here,  and,  on 
motion,  they  were  placed  in  charge  of  Miss  Fish,  Oflice  Secretary,  who 
was  instructed  to  keep  a  record  of  the  Conferences  receiving  them. 

Mrs.  Cory,  of  Cleveland,  asked  if  it  was  determined  what  disposition 
should  be  made  of  the  Thank-offerings.     Mrs.  Aiken  stated  that  the  Board 
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of  Managers  had  voted  that  the  money  should  go  into  the  General  Fund  in 
so  far  as  practicable. 

The  Tellers  announced  the  ballot  for  Fifth  Vice-President :  Whole 
number  of  votes  cast,  89;  Mrs.  Bishop  Walden  received  69;  Mrs.  Teller, 
10;  Mrs.  Bishop  Fowler,  3;  scattering,  7.  On  motion,  the  Secretary  vi-as 
instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Convention  for  Mrs.  Bishop  Walden 
for  Fifth  Vice-President  of  the  Society  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Convention  was  instructed  to  prepare  ballots  for  Corresponding 
Secretary.    • 

The  noon  hour  having  arrived,  at  the  request  of  the  President,  all  en- 
gaged a  moment  in  silent  prayer,  after  which  Mrs.  Taylor  led  in  singing, 
"  My  faith  looks  up  to  Thee,"  and  Mrs.  Cory  offered  audible  prayer. 

The  Tellers  reported  tlie  vote  for  Corresponding  Secretary,  which 
resulted  in  the  unanimous  election  of  our  faithful  Mrs.  R.  S.*  Rust,  87 
votes  having  been  cast,  all  for  Mrs.  Rust.  Mrs.  Brownell  was  invited  to 
escort  Mrs.  Rust  to  the  platform,  when  her  election  was  confirmed  by  a 
rising  vote  and  the  Chautauqua  salute.  Upon  a  pleasant  introduction  by 
the  President,  Mrs.  Rust  said  that  she  had  no  speech  for  the  occasion. 
She  tippreciated  the  confidence  reposed  in  her.  Through  the  help  of  the 
Society  and  that  of  the  good  Heavenly  Father,  she  had  been  enabled 
to  do  the  work  committed  to  her  hands  for  sixteen  years  while  she  had 
filled  the  office.  Sometimes  she  realized  that  her  good  husband  would  like 
to  claim  more  of  her  time. 

l\Irs.  Taylor  sang  sweetly,  "  I  '11  go  where  you  want  me  to  go,  dear 
Lord." 

The  Convention  was  instructed  to  prepare  ballots  for  Treasurei'.  Dur- 
ing the  absence  of  the  Tellers,  the  Convention  sang,  "  ]\Iy  faith  looks  up  to 
Thee." 

The  Tellers  announced  the  vole  for  Treasurer:  Number  of  ballots 
cast,  95;  Mrs.  Mendenhall  receiving  92;  scattering  votes,  3.  On  motion, 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Convention  for  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Mendenhall  as  Treasurer.  Mrs.  Mendenhall  was  conducted  to  the 
platform,  the  Convention  rising,  and  again  indulging  in  the  Chautauqua 
salute.  Upon  introduction.  Mrs.  Mendenhall  said,  in  accepting  the 
office,  she  wished  to  thank  the  ladies  for  their  love  and  help  during  the 
year,  and  that  thus  publicly  she  wished  to  express  her  gratitude  to  Dr. 
Rust,  who  had  been  of  such  substantial  assistance  to  her  so  many  times  ; 
for  he  helped  her  with  money  as  well  as  with  kind  words  of  encourage- 
ment. Mrs.  Mendenhall  had  two  requests  to  make,  one  of  which  was  that 
each  Conference  send  her  a  barrel  of  greenbacks  this  year. 

Dr.  Rust  was  invited  to  come  forward  and  be  introduced  to  the  Con- 
vention. Dr.  Rust  said  modestly  that  he  was  not  worthy  of  such  distin- 
guished recognition,  that  he  had  simply  done  what  he  felt  to  be  right,  and 
that  in  the  allegiance  of  his  wife  to  the  Society  he  was  not  neglected.  He 
said  Bishop  Wiley  gave  much  thought,  prayer,  and  eloquence  to  this  So- 
ciety, and  he  once  said  to  Dr.  Rust,  "When  I  go  away,  take  care  of  this 
Society,"  and  he  had  tried  to  be  true  to  the  trust. 
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Mrs.  E.  L.  Albright  offered  a  resolution  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Rust  for  his 
untiring  help  to  the  Society,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Convention  was  instructed  to  prepare  ballots  for  Recording  Secre- 
tary. 

Mrs.  Rust  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work  and 
Dr.  Ames  be  a  Committee  to  publish  the  report  of  the  President  of  the 
National  Training-school  for  general  information. 

The  Tellers  reported  the  vote  for  Recording  Secretary  as  follows  : 
Whole  number  of  votes  cast,  91  ;  Mrs.  Aiken  received  83  ;  Mrs.  Potter,  4; 
Mrs.  Herron,  2;  Mrs.  Dale,  i  ;  and  Mrs.  Jones,  i.  Mrs.  Aiken  was  escorted 
to  the  platform,  and  upon  being  presented  to  the  Convention  by  Mrs. 
Fisk,  briefly  expressed  thanks  to  her  dear  fellow-workers  for  the  evidence 
of  their  continued  confidence.  She  was  then  greeted  with  the  beautiful 
Chautauqua  salute. 

The  Convention,  on  motion,  adjourned.  The  long-meter  doxology  was 
sung,  and  the  benediction  pronounced  by  Rev.  R.  S.  Rust,  D.  D.

The  Convention  assembled  at  2.30,  with  the  President  in  the  chair. 
Three  verses  of  hymn  927  were  sung,  and  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  Mat- 
thew was  read  by  Mrs.  W.  Bashford,  who  used  it  to  impress  the  idea  that 
he  who  would  teach  must  himself  first  be  teachable. 

The  President  expressed  sympathy  for  Bishops  of  Conferences  who 
were  obliged  to  send  messengers  to  call  in  Committees,  and  sent  a  mes- 
senger to  make  an  urgent  call  for  the  return  of  members  of  the  Conven- 
tion engaged  in  Committee  work. 

By  request,  Mrs.  Tajdor  sang  "  The  Man  of  Cralilee  "  most  beautifully. 

The  Minutes  were  read  by  Mrs.  Potter,  corrected  and  adopted. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  complete  the  work  of  the  morning  in 
the  election  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  Mrs.  Bickley  desired  to  know 
whether  all  per.sons  who  were  members  of  the  Board  last  year  were  still 
eligible. 

Mrs.  Aiken  said  she  was  instructed  to  say  that  Mrs.  M.  B.  Hagans 
could  not  be  considered  as  a  candidate  for  re-election,  as  she  desired  to  de- 
vote herself  to  her  husband,  who    has  been  in  ill-health  for  some  time. 

Mrs.  Roach  inquired  whether  all  members  of  the  Board  must  live  in 
Cincinnati,  to  which  Mrs.  Rust  replied  that  a  majorit)'  should.  Mrs.  Rust 
stated  that  she  would  like  to  nominate  Mrs.  Earl  Cranston  to  fill  a  vacancy. 

Mrs.  Roach  inquired  whether  nominations  were  in  order ;  if  so,  that 
she  would  like  to  nominate  Mrs.  Henry  M.  Teller.  Mrs.  Teller  expressed 
a  desire  to  withdraw  her  name  in  favor  of  Mrs.  Cranston.  Mrs.  Tomkinson 
called  attention  to  Article  I,  Section  3,  page  212,  of  the  Thirteenth  Annual 
Report,  in  regard  to  the  election  of  officers  by  informal  ballot. 
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:Mr5.  Rust  spoke  of  the  absence  of  Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  and  inquired 
whether  she  might  be  expected  to  be  present  at  future  meetings  of  the 
Board,  to  which  Mrs.  Hoyt  replied  that  Mrs.  Clark  was  detained  at  home 
by  the  serious  illness  of  her  sister. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  presented  by  Mrs.  Con.-  were 
adopted : 

Whereas.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the-  Epworth  League  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has,  in  many  places,  absorbed  our  jouug 
people's  societies ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  that  this  body  memorialize  the  Program  Committee  of  Ep- 
worth League,  through  a  Special  Committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Fisk,  Mrs. 
Rust,  Mrs.  Potter,  and  Mrs.  Ingham,  requesting  place  on  program  at  least 
once  a  quarter  for  the  presentation  of  the  interests  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society. 

ilrs.  Fisk  stated  that  Mrs.  Herron  declined  to  be  re-elected  member  of 
the  Auditing  Committee. 

Mrs.  Arter  said  that,  as  sixitable  persons  for  this  position  might  not  be 
generally  known,  it  might  be  wise  to  have  nominations. 

Consent  to  the  statement  that  Auditors  were  not  oflScers,  and  there- 
fore might  be  nominated  and  elected  by  acclamation,  resulted  in  the 
choice  of  Mrs.  James  Dale.  Mrs.  George  H.  Thompson,  and  Mr.  Richard 
D\inond  as  Auditing  Committee. 

Mrs.  Rust  stated  that  heretofore  we  had  not  elected  otir  legal  ad- 
viser, and  thought  it  desirable  that  Mr.  William  Boyd,  of  Cincinnati,  who 
had  been  chosen  b}-  the  General  Executive  Board,  should  be  elected. 

Mrs.  Everett  moved  that,  since  he  was  not  on  the  regular  list  of 
oflBcers,  he  be  elected  by  acclamation;  and  it  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Mrs.  Taylor  inquired  as  to  the  difference  between  Managers  and  Pro- 
visional Managers,  to  which  Mrs.  Rust  said  : 

It  being  desirable  to  secure  the  advice  and  co-operation  in  the  General 
Executive  Board  of  ladies  in  addition  to  the  twelve  resident  Managers 
provided  for  in  the  Constitution,  which  can  only  be  changed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Conference,  with  the  ad\-ice  of  our  legal  counsel,  a  given  number  were 
added,  conditionally,  with  the  understanding  that  a  change  in  the  Consti- 
tution admitting  them  to  the  Board  would  be  submitted,  as  an  amend- 
ment, for  the  approval  of  the  next  General  Conference.  These  ladies 
were  denominated  Provisional  Managers,  provided  that  only  twenty-one 
votes  could  be  cast  on  am-  one  question,  twenty-one  being  the  number  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  under  the  Charter  of  the  Society. 

^Irs.  Rogers  moved  that  the  election  of  officers  give  way  to  the  pro- 
gram of  the  afternoon,  and  the  regular  order  of  the  day  be  taken  up. 
The  motion  prevailed. 

Mrs.  Fisk  called  a  special  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board  im- 
mediately on  adjournment  of  the  afternoon  session,  and  asked  Mrs. 
Williams  to  take  the  chair. 

Mrs.  Williams  then  introduced  Mrs.  Jane  Bancroft  Robinson,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work,  who  reported  twenty-one  centers 
of  activitv.  and  decided  advancement  of  the  work  during  the  vear.     (See 
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Report)  In  conclusion,  Mrs.  Robinson  said  that  an  earnest  plea  had 
come  from  Honolulu,  showing  that  the  influence  of  the  work  is  extending 
into  the  isles  of  the  sea.  Mrs.  Robinson  also  stated  that  the  National 
Deaconess  Convention  at  Ocean  Grove  last  summer  brought  together  a 
large  number  of  representative  workers.  At  the  Convention,  a  recommen- 
dation was  passed  to  petition  this  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  al- 
low the  Auxiliaries  in  cities  where  Deaconess  Homes  are  established  to  de- 
vote half  of  their  membership  dues  to  the  support  of  these  Deaconess 
Homes. 

Interesting  reports  were  presented  from  the  following  Deaconess 
Homes:  Aldrich  Memorial,  Baltimore,  Brooklyn,  Buffalo,  Cleveland,  De- 
troit, Knoxville,  Philadelphia,  Pittsburg,  and  Syracuse. 

Mrs.  Robinson  stated  that  the  report  of  the  Home  at  Portland,  Oregon, 
would  appear  in  the  Annual  Report. 

Mrs.  Potter  reported  that  the  Deaconess  Home  at  Urbana,  111.,  which 
had  been  given  by  Judge  and  Mrs.  Cunningham,  had  been  furnished  by 
the  Illinois  Conference,  and  would  be  dedicated  next  Friday  ;  that  plans 
had  been  perfected  to  secure  the  money  for  the  running  expenses  of  the 
j'car,  and  that  they  did  not  expect  to  incur  any  debt. 

Mrs.  Potter  also  reported  that  in  Davis  Hall,  Salt  Lake  Citj-,  Utah, 
three  deaconesses  are  doing  self-sacrificing  work.  She  conveyed  the  grati- 
fying intelligence  that  a  loan  lil^rary  of  400  volumes  had  been  collected 
there. 

Mrs.  Robinson  stated  that  action  had  been  taken  by  the  Wilmington 
Conference  for  the  establishment  of  a  Deaconess  Home,  and  she  regret- 
ted the  limit  of  time,  which  did  not  permit  her  to  call  for  a  report.  Mrs. 
Robinson  made  an  acknowledgment  of  indebtedness  to  Mrs.  Rust  and 
Mrs.  Minard  for  help  rendered  her  in  the  prosecution  of  her  work,  and  to 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Ames,  whom  all  Washington  declares  to  be  the  right  man  in 
the  right  place. 

Mrs.  Rogers  inquired  in  regard  to  the  plea  for  sending  a  deaconess  to 
Honolulu,  if  this  is  not  foreign  work.  Mrs.  Fisk  stated  that  she  had  in- 
quired if  the  Society  had  a  right  to  entei  this  field,  and  had  been  assured 
that  it  had  the  right ;  but  of  the  expediency  of  doing  so  at  the  present  time 
she  was  not  so  sure.  Mrs.  Robinson  explained  that  Honolulu  had  been 
placed  in  the  Japanese  District  of  the  California  Conference. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work  was  adopted. 

The  Tellers  then  reported  the  vote  for  Managers  as  follows :  Number 
of  votes  cast,  for  ISIrs.  Anna  Kent,  90;  Mrs.  G.  H.  Thomson,  88;  Mrs. 
W.  L.  Boswell,  88;  Mrs.  W.  C.  Herron,  88;  Mrs.  I.  D.  Jones,  87 ;  Mrs. 
William  M.  Ampt,  86;  Mrs.  J.  W.  Gosling,  86  :  I\Jrs.  W.  A.  Goodman,  Jr., 
85;  Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone,  73;  Mrs.  Earl  Cranston,  65;  Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark, 
58;  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Thorne,  54. 

Mrs.  H.  M.  Teller  received  52  votes ;  Mrs.  H.  W.  Rogers,  13 ;  Mrs. 
James  Dale,  9;  Mrs.  Samuel  Hamilton,  9 ;  Mrs.  H.  C.  Pledges,  7;  Mrs. 
E.  L.  Albright,  5 ;  and  Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter,  4.     Scattering  votes,  22. 
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Mrs.  Fisk  said  that  she  had  heard  good  reports  of  the  speakers  who 
had  occupied  the  different  pulpits  of  the  city  on  Sunday.  She  also  pre- 
sented a  farewell  message  from  Mrs.  Welch,  of  the  Southern  California 
Conference,  who  returned  thanks  for  the  courtesies  extended  her. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Roach,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Bashford  was  added  to  the 
Committee  on  the  consideration  of  the  purchase  of  the  Lucy  Webb  Home 
at  Delaware,  O. 

INIrs.  Arter  .vas  appointed  to  lead  the  devotional  exercises  of  Tuesday 
morning. 

Mrs.  Fisk  announced  that  the  reports  of  Conference  Corresponding 
Secretaries  would  be  called  for  as  opportunit}-  ma}-  be  given. 

The  motion  to  adjourn  prevailed.  The  doxolog}-  was  sung,  and  the 
benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ames. 


Noonday    Evening. 

The  President,  Mrs.  Fisk,  resumed  the  chair  at  7.30,  and  the  devo- 
tional exercises  were  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Wm.  Burris,  who,  after  "  More 
love  to  Thee  "'  was  sung,  read  part  of  the  twenty-fifth  chapter  of  Mat- 
thew, commencing  with  the  thirt^'-first  verse. 

Mrs.  Aldrich  offered  prayer,  and  the  singing  of  two  stanzas  of  "  Nearer, 
my  God,  to  Thee,"  concluded  the  devotional  exercises. 

The  Minutes  of  the  afternoon  meeting  were  read  by  Mrs.  Albright, 
corrected,  and  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ames  gave  an  excellent  address  on  deaconess  work  and 
the  Training-school  for  Deaconesses  and  Missionaries,  in  which  he  pre- 
sented the  purpose  of  the  school  at  Washington,  D.  C,  as  the  practical 
training  of  the  mind,  judgment,  and  heart.  He  emphasized  two  funda- 
mental principles  of  education  based  upon  the  Word  of  God ;  first,  that  it 
must  be  religious,  and,  second,  that  it  must  be  practical;  and  by  a  beautiful 
illustration  showed  that  to  do  effective  work  a  deaconess  must  get  so  near 
the  heart  of  Jesus  as  to  receive  the  impress  of  the  cross.  The  principles 
that  guide  his  administration  of  the  Home  are  Biblical,  evangelical,  and 
practical — thus  fitting  the  deaconesses  for  their  occupation  in  life. 

"  O  for  a  thousrnd  tongues  to  sing  "  was  sung.         "  • 

Mrs.  A.  T.  Stewart  gave  an  address  on  "  Sibley  Hospital,''  replete 
with  pathos  and  touching  incidents  of  the  work,  and  recommended  that 
Conference  Societies  assume  the  support  of  a  bed. 

In  referring  to  3Ir.  Sibley's  gift  of  this  hospital,  Mrs.  Fisk  commended 
the  wisdom  of  administering  upon  one's  own  real  estate. 

Mrs.  Roach  spoke  with  earnestness  of  the  evangelical  work  of  the 
training-school,  stating  that  in  one  month's  time  fort^'-five  souls  were 
brought  to  Christ;  that  the  school  is  working  to  help  save  this  nation. 
She  stated  that  the  sum  of  $100  is  required  to  sustain  a  beneficiarv  for 
one  year,  and  closed  with  an  earnest  appeal  for  young  women  to  enter 
the  training-school. 
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Pledges  were  then  made  by  the  following  Conferences  to  sustain  a 
beneficiary  for  one  year  by  the  payment  of  $ioo  each  :  Baltimore,  one  ; 
Northwest  Iowa,  one;  Philadelphia,  one;  Wj-oming,  one;  Cincinnati,  one; 
Troy,  two  ;  and  New  England,  one. 

Mrs.  Robinson  expressed  the  wish  that  the  number  might  be  in- 
creased to  ten  at  the  morning  meeting,  and  urged  the  Conference  repre- 
sentatives to  select  some  woman  in  their  respective  Conferences,  with 
fervor  and  depth  of  devotion  sufficient  to  face  a  life  of  practical  devotion 
as  a  deaconess. 

Dr.  Ames  then  spoke  of  the  bright  prospects  of  the  training-school. 
He  stated  that  the  Home  is  an  ideal  one  ;  the  spirit  of  self-denial  charac- 
terizes the  members  of  the  family  ;  and  the  Home  is  pervaded  by  a  de- 
lightful spiritual  atmosphere. 

Mrs.  Crawford,  of  Williamsport,  emphasized  these  statements,  aud 
referred  to  the  fruit  of  our  meeting  in  Williamsport,  Pa.,  last  3"ear,  in  the 
consecration  of  four  young  girls,  and  their  development  in  good  work 
through  the  influence  of  the  training-school ;  and  our  President,  Mrs. 
Fisk,  expressed  the  earnest  wish  that  like  favorable  results  might  follow 
our  meeting  in  Columbus. 

Two  stanzas  of  the  beautiful  hymn,  "  Take  my  life,  and  let  it  be  con- 
secrated, L/ord,  to  thee,"  were  sung,  and  the  benediction  was  pronovinced 
by  Dr.  Ames,  and  the  meeting  adjourned. 


"Pue^day    W\orn\n^. 

The  devotional  meeting  opened  at  8.45,  and  was  conducted  by  Mrs. 
Arter,  of  Cleveland.  "What  a  Friend  we  have  in  Jesus"  was  sung,  and 
the  fortieth  Psalm  was  read  and  commented  upon  by  the  leader.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  Miss  Gaddis,  Superintendent  of  Detroit  Deaconess  Home, 
after  which  a  short  service  of  testimony,  song,  and  prayer  followed,  up- 
lifting and  helpful  in  a  high  degree. 

The  Minutes  were  called  for,  and  Mrs.  Robinson  moved  that,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  many  must  leave  to-day,  and  that  important  discussions 
were  to  come  before  the  body,  the  Minutes  be  abbreviated.  The  motion 
prevailed. 

The  Minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  then  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken, 
and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Robinson  rose  to  a  question  of  privilege,  and  asked  that  the  Con- 
vention at  this  time  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  con- 
sider and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  By-laws. 
It  was  so  ordered. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  By-laws  was  called.  As 
the  Committee  was  not  ready  with  the  full  report,  Mrs.  Robinson  pre- 
sented the  By-laws  prepared  by  the  Deaconess  Bureau,  which  were 
considered. 
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By-law  Xo.  i.  relating  to  the  personnel  of  the  Bureau,  was  presented 
and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Williams  defined  the  word  "  Bureau  "  as  meaning  the  department 
of  work,  and  not  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  department. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  it  be  so  understood. 

By-law  No.  2,  referring  to  the  General  Superintendent  of  Deacon- 
ess Work,  his  duties,  etc.,  was  adopted. 

By-law  No.  3,  concerning  Local  Executive  Boards,  and  asking  repre- 
sentation for  such  Boards  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  provoked  earnest  discussion. 

On  request  of  Mrs.  Hoyt,  and  by  permission  of  the  body,  Mrs.  T.  L. 
Tomkinson,  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  By-laws,  read  the  By-law  in 
question. 

Mrs.  Robinson  spoke  in  favor  of  such  delegation,  and  Mrs.  Marcv 
asked  if  delegates  of  Deaconess  Boards  would  be  entitled  to  a  vote,  and 
upon  being  informed  that  thej-  would,  said  that  other  missionarv  Homes 
ought  to  be  entitled  to  the  same  privilege.  Mrs.  Bickley,  of  Philadelphia, 
and  Mrs.  .\rter,  of  Cleveland,  both  advocated  such  delegation.  Mrs.  Wil- 
liams said  that  all  our  interests  should  be  treated  in  the  same  wav,  and 
asked  that  the  term  "  Deaconess  Home  "  be  defined. 

Mrs.  Rust  said  that  only  Homes  strong  enough  to  have  a  Local  Execu- 
tive Board  would  be  entitled  to  representation.  Mrs.  E.  L.  Albright  feared 
that  other  interests  might  suffer  if  the  voting  force  of  this  bodv  should  be 
largely  increased  by  delegates  especially  interested  in  deaconess  work. 

Mrs.  Robinson  spoke  of  this  being  a  new  work,  and  needing  special 
consideration  and  ample  opportunitj'  for  deliberation.  She  said  that  it 
must  have  its  meetings,  and  urged  that  they  be  held  in  connection  with 
this  body,  and  that  we  accept  the  present  opportunity  to  build  up  and  make 
permanent  this  great  work. 

Mrs.  Arter  urged  the  claim  of  the  Local  Executive  Board  to  recognition. 

Mrs.  Minard  said  that  Local  Boards  asked  why  they  should  be  allied  to 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  since  they  have  no  recognition  in 
that  body. 

Mrs.  Roach  pleaded  for  representation  on  the  ground  of  justice.  The 
Boards  in  question  are  made  up  of  friends  living  in  the  localities  where  the 
Homes  are  situated,  and  managing  large  and  growing  interests.  She  said 
that  the  work  in  cities  is  sure  to  become  the  strong  arm  of  our  work. 

A  stanza  of  "  Come,  thou  Fount  of  every  blessing,"  was  sung. 

Mrs.  Everett,  of  the  New  England  Southern  Conference,  declared  her 
own  deep  interest  in  deaconess  work.  She  said  that  oiu-  work  is  homo- 
geneous. Each  Bureau  has  one  representative  ;  why  should  this  have  eigh- 
teen, and  by  and  \>y  perhaps  one  hundred?  She  deprecated  a  cleavage  in 
our  body  on  this  line,  since  this  Bureau  must  thus  become  stronger  than 
any  other,  and  felt  the  danger  of  centering  our  work  in  cities  to  the  neg- 
lect of  earlier  fields  of  work. 

Mrs.  Hamilton  said  in   reply  that  our  most  loyal  Home  Missionary 
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women,  women  deeply  concerned  for  each  department  of  our  work,  were  on 
the  Local  Boards. 

Mrs.  Robinson  asked  that  Mrs.  Hamilton  and  Mrs.  Hazlett  be  permit- 
ted to  deposit  their  votes  before  withdrawing.     Granted. 

Mrs.  Stuart,  of  Washington,  believed  that  a  delegation  to  this  body 
from  Deaconess  Boards  of  Management  would  result  in  increased  receipts 
to^tlie  General  Board  of  Managers,  because  of  appeals  heard  here,  and  that 
the  conferences  having  Deaconess  Homes  within  their  bounds  are  among 
the  conferences  giving  the  most  to  the  General  Fund  ;  that  enlargement 
of  deaconess  work  would  mean  enlargement  along  all  lines,  and  then  gave 
Baltimore  Conference  as  an  example. 

Mrs.  Potter  felt  that  since  deaconess  work  is  more  specially  under 
the  care  of  the  Church  than  our  other  fields  of  work,  granting  this  repre- 
sentation would  ally  us  more  closely  to  our  Churches  and  pastors  than 
would  be  possible  in  any  other  way. 

Mrs.'Hickman  pleaded  for  unity,  and  said  that,  as  we  had  volunteered 
toltake  this  work,  we  ought  to  do  it  right,  and  therefore  she  favored  repre- 
sentation from  the  Deaconess  Homes. 

Mrs.  Mendenhall  said  that  Baltimore  Conference,  perhaps  more  deeply 
interested  in  deaconess  work  than  any  other,  has  liberally  and  loyally 
stood  by  the  general  work. 

Mrs.  Arter  said  that  while  supporting  deaconess  work,  Cleveland  has 
done  nobly  for  all  other  lines  of  work. 

Mrs.  Adams  feared  that  our  body  might  become  too  large  if  this  rep- 
resentation were  granted,  and  thus  necessitate  Conference  Unions,  a  re- 
sult she  should  deprecate. 

Mrs.  Robinson  asked  for  a  moment  of  silent  prayer,  to  be  followed  by 
audible  prayer  offered  by  Mrs.  Burris. 

Mrs.  Robinson  then  closed  the  debate  with  a  few  clear,  forcible  words 
concerning  the  crisis  now  before  us.  She  believed  that  we  are  legislating 
for  the  great  future,  and  urged  that  as  a  Society  we  resolve  here  and  now 
to  go  forward. 

The  By-law  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  of  63  for  and  15  against. 

By-law  No.  4,  relating  to  reports  to  be  rendered  to  the  proper  officers, 
was  adopted. 

By-law  No.  5,  concerning  uniformity  of  wages  in  the  various  Homes, 
was  adopted. 

By-law  No.  6  provided  that  one-half  the  membership  dues  in  cities 
and  towns  where  Deaconess  Homes  are  located  be  devoted  to  Deaconess 
Work. 

Mrs.  Roach,  of  Baltimore,  eloquently  and  earnestly  showed  that  a 
like  indulgence  granted  last  year  to  her  own  Conference  Society  had  re- 
sulted in  large  increase  of  interest,  of  zeal,  and  of  material  gain  for  our 
work  along  all  lines,  and  that  widespread  unity  throughout  the  Churches 
had  resulted  from  this  action. 

Mrs.  Mansfield  was  in  favor  of   granting  one-half   the    dues  of  new 
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members,  but  hesitated  at  granting  anything  further,  in  view  of  obliga- 
tions alread}-  incurred. 

Mrs.  WilHams  asked  again  to  have  the  term  "  Deaconess  Home"  de- 
fined. 

Mrs.  Robinson  rephed  that  one  woman  could  start  deaconess  work 
anywhere,  but  that  representation  could  onl}-  be  secured  upon  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Local  Executive  Board,  approved  by  the  General  Board  of  Man- 
agers.    She  asked  that  a  vote  be  taken  at  this  point. 

Airs.  Rust  offered  the  following  as  an  amendment  to  the  By-law  in 
question  : 

Cities  and  towns  where  such  Deaconess  Homes  as  are  entitled  to  a 
delegate  in  the  General  Board  of  ^Managers,  shall  have  the  right  to  retain 
half  the  membership  dues  of  the  Auxiliaries  located  therein,  and  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  Conference  Treasurer  will  be  received  and  credited  by  the 
General  Treasurer  for  the  same. 

The  amendment  was  accepted. 

Mrs.  Ho3-t  feared  that  the  General  Fund  might  be  impaired  bj'  such 
action,  and  asked  that  it  might  be  made  an  experiment  for  the  coming 
year. 

Mrs.  Mendenhall  was  called  upon  to  state  that  the  General  Fund  of 
our  Treasurj"  has  for  two  years  past  closed  each  year  with  a  balance. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  a  rising  vote  be  taken  on  this  question. 
It  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  67  for,  and  8  against. 

By-law  No.  7,  relating  to  service  required  of  deaconesses  taking  training 
in  our  Homes,  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  By-laws  pertaining  to  Deaconess  Bureau  were  adopted 
as  a  whole.     (See  Report.) 

Mrs.  Everett  moved  that  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  rise,  and  the  mo- 
tion prevailed.

'Pue^day   /\fternoon. 

The  session  opened  at  i  o'clock,  with  Mrs.  Fisk  in  the  chair.  The 
devotional  exercises  were  in  charge  of  Mrs.  T.  L.  Tomkinson,  who  read 
the  Scripture  lesson.  Mrs.  E.  E.  Marcy  led  in  praA-er,  and  Mrs.  Taylor 
sang,  by  request,  "The  Man  of  Galilee."  Mrs.  Tomkinson  then  offered 
prayer,  after  -which  "  Come,  ye  disconsolate,"  was  sung. 

The  Minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  by  Miss  Van  Marter, 
corrected,  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Fisk  said  that  to  bring  the  work  up  to  the  present  time,  the  first 
thing  in  order  would  be  to  finish  the  election  of  officers.  The  Tellers 
were  instructed  to  distribute  ballots. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Williams,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee should  meet  at  4  o'clock. 

Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell  asked  the  privilege  of  reading  a  letter  from  Mrs. 
L.  E.  Prentiss,  of  Dayton,  O.,  to  whom  had  been  sent  a  letter  of  sympathy 
on  account  of  a  serious  accident  to  her  husband.  This  letter  expressed 
great  appreciation,  and  Mrs.  Prentiss  sent  loving  greetings  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

A  question  having  arisen   as  to  the  filling  of  vacancies,  should  any 
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occur  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  it  was  stated  that  pro\-ision  was  made  for 
this  in  the  By-laws. 

In  harmony  with  By-law  23,  for  Bureaus,  Mrs.  Aiken  presented  the 
names  of  Secretaries  for  Bureaus,  and  they  were  confirmed.    (See  pages  4-9.) 

:Mrs.  Robinson  stated  that  she  had  suggested  to  the  General  Executive 
Board  that  a  new  Bureau  be  created,  to  be  called  the  Loan  Library  Bureau, 
and  she  presented  the  recommendation  from  the  General  Executive  Board 
to  the  Board  of  Managers,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  and  Mrs.  J.  S 
Vernor  constituted  its  Secretary. 

Mrs.  Aiken  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  as  a  new  Bureau  had  been 
created,  a  new  By-law  would  be  necessary,  in  reference  to  its  management, 
Mrs.  Rust  said  that  had  already  been  attended  to. 

At  this  point  Mrs.  Goodman,  one  of  the  Tellers,  indicated  that  the 
report  for  the  Pro\-isional  Managers  was  ready,  and  submitted  the  following :

Mrs.  M.  T.  Carey  received  16 
votes ;  Mrs.  C.  L.  Roach,  3 ;  four  ladier.  received  2  votes  each ;  eleven  re- 
ceived I  vote  each. 

The  Tellers  were  discharged  '«-ith  a  vote  of  thanks  given  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  Mrs.  Fisk. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Robinson,  Mrs.  McCabe,  editor  of  Woman's  Home 
Missions,  and  Miss  Mary  Belle  Evans,  publisher,  were  re-elected  viva  voce. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Roach.  Miss  Frances  A.  Fish.  Office  Secretary,  was 
elected  editor  of  the  Annual  Report. 

On  motion  of  INIrs.  Potter,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Mrs.  E.  L.  Al- 
bright for  her  efficient  services  for  the  past  two  years  as  editor. 

On  motion,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Ampt  was  elected  Railroad  Secretar}-. 

Mrs.  Rust  offered  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  i.  That  we  approve  the  association  of  the  Puget  Sound, 
Oregon,  Colimibia  River,  and  Idaho  Conferences  for  purposes  of  organiza- 
tion, and  the  election  of  Mrs.  I.  G.  \\'hitfield  as  organizer  for  this  group. 

2.  That  we  approve  the  association  of  the  Northwest  Iowa  and  the  Des 
Moines  Conferences,  and  the  election  of  Mrs.  J.  P.  Negus  organizer  for  this 
group. 

3.  That  we  approve  the  association  of  the  Missouri  and  St.  Louis  Con- 
Conferences,  and  the  election  of  Mrs.  Price  A.  Crow,  organizer  for  this 
group. 

4.  That  we  approve  the  association  of  the  Kansas  Conferences,  and 
the  election  of  Mrs.  S.  A.  Brown  as  organizer  for  this  group. 

On  motion,  the  vote  to  print  proposed  changes  in  Constitution  and 
By-laws  on  slips  of  paper  for  the  use  of  members  of  the  Convention  was 
reconsidered,  and  it  was  decided  not  to  have  them  printed,  as  the  By-laws 
on  Deaconess  Work  had  alreadv  been  considered,  &nd  the  other  recom- 
mendations were  mostly  changes  of  verbiage,  and  the  changes  in  the 
Constitution  were  the  same  as  made  four  vears  ago. 
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In  answer  lo  the  question  whether  the  names  of  general  organizers  of 
Conference  groups  should  be  presented  to  the  General  Executive  Board 
for  confirmation,  Mrs.  Robinson  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  name  of  every  lady  nominated  as  a  group  orgau- 
izer  be  reported  for  confirmation,  either  to  the  General  Executive  Board 
or  to  the  Annual  ISIeeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Managers,  and  that  the 
reports  of  no  organizer  be  printed  in  Woi/iafi's  Home  Missions  who  is  not 
recognized  either  as  a  general,  group,  or  Conference  organizer,  properly 
indorsed. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Spurlock,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Roberts  was  elected  organ- 
izer for  the  Nebraska  and  adjacent  Conferences. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  S.  W.  Floyd,  Miss  Mary  E.  White,  of  Brookline, 
Mass.,  was  elected  organizer  for  New  England,  New  England  Southern, 
and  adjacent  Conferences. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Aiken,  Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter,  and  Mrs.  ^lay  Leonard 
Woodruff  were  elected  general  organizers. 

Mrs.  Murphy  asked  if  it  were  the  privilege  of  a  Conference  organizer 
to  work  in  another  Conference.  Her  attention  was  called  to  the  By-law 
which  would  answer  the  question. 

It  was  stated  that  some  of  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries 
were  obliged  to  leave  soon,  and  permission  was  granted  that  they  read 
their  reports. 

The  report  of  W'yoming  was  read  by  Mrs.  Geo.  B.  Kulp ;  Northwest 
Iowa,  by  INIrs.  J.  P.  Negus  ;  Pittsburg,  by  Mrs.  W.  Kuntz ;  and  Central 
Pennsylvania,  by  Mrs.  T.  L.  Tomkinson. 

On  motion,  adopted. 

Mrs.  Rust  arose  to  a  question  of  privilege,  requesting  that  I\Irs.  Negus 
be  allowed  to  present  her  report  as  group  organizer.  This  was  granted. 
(See  Report.) 

Mrs.  Fisk  read  a  note  from  Mrs.  Ingham,  asking  her  to  personally  help 
the  organization  of  Young  People's  Work  wherever  she  goes,  seek  co-oper- 
ation with  Epworth  Leagues,  and  use  all  possible  influence  with  ofBcials 
and  Program  Committees  connected  with  Senior  and  Junior  Leagues,  etc. 
Mrs.  Ingham  desired  all  Conference  Societies  and  organizers  to  put  forth 
special  effort  in  behalf  of  Young  People's  Work. 

Mrs.  Williams  stated  that  Mrs.  Bashford,  of  Delaware,  had  a  message 
for  the  ladies  of  the  Convention.  Mrs.  Bashford  was  introduced,  and  said 
that  the  Faculty  of  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  had  passed  a  resolution, 
inviting  this  body  to  Delaware,  to  visit  the  university  and  other  objects 
of  interest  in  that  city.  Mrs.  Bashford  said  she  felt  sure  the  Committee 
at  Columbus  could  arrange  for  a  special  car  to  take  the  ladies  to  Dela- 
ware, if  they  would  accept  the  invitation. 

Mrs.  Henry  Wade  Rogers  moved  that  the  invitation  be  accepted  with 
thanks,  and  that  as  many  of  the  ladies  go  as  possible.  Mrs.  Fisk  per- 
sonally regretted  that  she  could  not  go,  but  expressed  great  interest  in  the 
institution,  and  her  love  for  all  institutions  of  learning. 
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Mrs.  Tomkinson  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Home  at  Clark- 
son,  Miss.,  was  called  Clarkson  Home  in  one  place  in  the  Annual  Report, 
and  she  thought  it  ought  to  bear  the  name  of  Priscilla  Lee  Bennett,  its 
benefactor.  Mrs.  Rust  explained  that  it  had  already  received  the  name 
of  Bennett  Home. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  purchase  of  the  Lucy  Webb 
Home  at  Delaware,  O.,  reported,  through  Mrs.  Roach,  that  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Bashford,  Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams,  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Mendenhall  were  recom- 
mended as  a  Sub-Committee  to  take  the  matter  into  further  consideration, 
and  submit  the  report  to  the  General  Executive  Board. 

On  motion,  report  adopted. 

It  was  reported  that  two  beneficiaries  for  the  Watts  de  Peyster  Home 
had  been  provided  for,  one  by  a  young  man  from  Town  Street  Church,  the 
other  by  Mrs.  Murphy's  hostess. 

Mrs.  Potter  called  attention  to  a  card  which  had  been  used  with  great 
success  in  her  Conference,  and  asked  that  the  device  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Leaflet  Committee.     It  was  so  referred. 

Mrs.  Aldrich  asked  if  leaflets  could  be  furnished  gratuitously  to 
deaconesses  who  need  them  in  their  work.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Williams, 
it  was  so  ordered. 

Mrs.  E.  B.  Green,  Chairman  of  Committee  to  introduce  ^Ir.  Hayes,  son 
of  our  first  President,  reported  that  the  Committee  had  called  upon  him, 
but  found  him  absent  from  home.  His  wife  promised  to  give  him  the 
message,  and  he  was  expected  to  be  present  in  the  afternoon.     Accepted. 

Mrs.  Hazlett  asked  to  have  the  names  of  ladies  read  who  were 
interested  in  the  publication  of  a  child's  paper.

The  ^linutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  by  ^Irs.  Herrou.  cor- 
rected, and  adopted. 
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The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Supplies  was  submitted  by  the  Secretary, 
Mrs.  James  Dale,  and  exhibited  as  the  result  of  increased  interest  and 
activit}-  in  the  department  the  estimated  value  of  supplies  as  $113,122.95. 
(See  Report.)  I\Irs.  Dale  supplemented  her  report  with  a  recital  of  touch- 
ing incidents  regarding  the  distribution  of  $220,  designed  to  meet  cases  of 
special  need  in  the  West. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

At  the  request  of  the  President,  "Jesus,  Lover  of  my  soul,"  was 
sung;  after  which  Mrs.  Fisk  introduced  Rev.  Newell  S.  Albright,  D.  D., 
of  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  who  made  a  most  excellent  address.  He  spoke  of 
this  Nation  as  a  missionary  people  in  both  religious  and  political  affairs. 
He  said  it  was  evident  that  America  Christianized  means  the  world  Chris- 
tianized; and  that  any  temporary  defeat  in  America's  great  problem  of 
civilization  and  self-government  means  a  delay  of  the  world's  evangeli- 
zation for  many  centuries. 

The  hearth-stone  is  the  corner-stone  of  civilization,  and  the  world's 
redemption  lies  in  the  elevation  and  Christianization  of  the  home.  Then 
no  civilization  can  be  better  than  that  found  in  the  home.  All  national 
decay  begins  in  the  home,  and  all  national  vigor  must  root  itself  there. 
And,  again,  no  home  can  be  better  than  the  woman  who  presides  in  it. 
The  mother  is  the  great  trainer  of  American  citizenship.  The  speaker  de- 
scribed the  conditions  which  led  to  the  organization  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  South  and  North,  and  the  need  of  work  in  the 
great  centers  of  population.  With  great  eloquence.  Dr.  Albright  pictured 
the  poverty,  ignorance,  and  vice  that  exist  to-day  in  our  civilization,  and 
showed  how  these  things  tend  to  their  lowest  level,  and  so  called  atten- 
tion to  the  results  that  must  follow.  He  concluded  by  appealing  to  the 
Church  to  go  into  the  homes  of  the  poor,  the  ignorant,  and  the  vicious, 
with  the  gospel,  and  so  elevate  them  to  higher  aims  and  ambitions. 

Mrs.  Rust  said  that  she  had  listened  to  the  address  with  thrilled 
interest,  as  all  had.  She  felt  she  voiced  the  Convention  when  she  thanked 
Dr.  Albright  for  his  inspiring  words. 

Mrs.  Fisk  wished  to  join  Mrs.  Rust  in  her  appreciation  of  the  strong 
and  helpful  words  to  which  we  had  listened. 

The  meeting  adjourned  by  singing  the  1090th  hymn,  Dr.  Albright  pro- 
nouncing the  benediction. 


Wednesday    W\orn\n^. 

The  devotional  exercises  were  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Price  A.  Crow,  of 
Missouri,  who  read  the  15th  chapter  of  John,  after  the  hymn,  "My  faith 
looks  up  to  Thee,"  was  sung.     Mrs.  Negus  offered  prayer. 

The  Minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Potter,  and 
adopted. 

Reports  of  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries  were  presented  by 
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Mrs.  J.  A.  Lantr}-.  for  New  York  East ;  Mrs.  L.  H.  Bum-an,  for  North 
Indiana;  Mrs.  G.  H.  Thompson,  for  Northwest  Indiana;  Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell, 
for  Newark  ;  Mrs.  Israel  Luce,  for  Maine  ;  Mrs.  A.  V.  P.  Adams,  for 
Indiana;  Mrs.  S.  W.  Floyd,  for  New  England  ;  Mrs.  James  Tregaskis,  for 
New  England  Southern  ;  Mrs.  I.  L.  Hunt,  for  Northern  New  York ;  Mrs. 
Le\-i  Master,  for  Michigan ;  Mrs.  D.  C.  Mead  and  Mrs.  D.  N.  Walker,  for 
Louisiana;  and  Mrs.  E.  S.  Spriggs,  for  West  Texas  Conferences. 

Mrs.  Spriggs  made  an  earnest  appeal  for  a  new  Industrial  Home  in 
Texas,  stating  that  her  Conference  is  nine  hundred  miles  from  Marshall, 
the  seat  of  King  Industrial  Home,  and  her  people  are,  by  reason  of  the 
distance,  debarred  the  coveted  pri\-ileges  of  this  Home.  Mrs.  Spriggs 
stated,  further,  that  she  could  secure  $500  for  such  a  Home,  if  she  were  au- 
thorized by  this  Convention  to  solicit  funds  for  this  object. 

On  motion,  the  request  of  Mrs.  Spriggs  was  referred  to  the  General 
Executive  Board. 

On  motion,  these  reports,  indicating  decided  progress  made  during 
the  year  as  the  result  of  faithful  work  on  the  part  of  the  Conferences  rep- 
resented, were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Hickman   read  the   following  letter  to   Mrs.   Spriggs   from   the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  : 
Mrs.  E.  S.  Spriggs  :  Austin,  Texas,  October  3,  1S95. 

Dear  Sister, — I  intended  writing  you  from  home,  but,  as  you  know,  the 
invasion  of  our  State  by  a  gang  of  prize-fighters,  gamblers,  and  bad  men 
generally,  made  it  necessary  for  our  governor  to  call  the  Legislature  in 
extra  session.  So  I  am  here  to  do  what  I  can  in  the  interest  of  good 
morals,  good  government,  and  social  purity.  I  think  I  told  you  in  a  pre- 
vious letter  what  our  little  town  could  do  in  the  way  of  helping  our  Wo- 
man's Home  ^Iissionar\-  Society  Industrial  School.  We  will  give  you  an 
eligible  site  for  the  building  or  buildings,  and  assist  in  erecting  the  same. 
The  wonderful  interest  you  have  aroused  in  behalf  of  Home  mission  work 
in  this  State  is  to  me  an  indisputable  evidence  that  you  were  divinely 
called  to  the  work.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  our  work  on  behalf  of  indus- 
trial education  and  social  purity  is  worth  as  much  to  our  people  as  the 
work  of  the  entire  Conference.  You  may  think  this  rather  strong  lan- 
guage, but  you  know  my  sentiments  on  these  subjects.  I  have  long  prayed 
for  a  worker  of  ^our  kind  among  us,  and  feel  that  in  you  God  has  an- 
swered my  prayer.  I  wish  you  abundant  success  in  your  efiForts.  God 
bless  you.     Yours  for  God  and  humanity,  R.  L.  Smith. 

Mrs.  Hickman  oflFered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  we  return  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Governor  Culbertson, 
of  Texas,  for  his  firm  and  successful  opposition  to  prize-fighting  in  that 
great  State,  and  that  the  Secretary  send  to  His  Excellenc}-  a  copy  of  this 
resolution. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

^Irs.  Hickman  also  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which  was,  on 
motion,  referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board  : 

Resolved.  That  our  Auxiliaries  in  Texas  be  allowed  to  collect  special 
funds  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Industrial  School  in  West  Texas,  the  loca- 
tion to  be  determined  by  the  Bureau  for  Texas;  that  all  money  received  in 
West  Texas,  above  the  membership  dues,  be  so  applied  ;  that  the  special 
funds  for  this  purpose  be  sent  direct  to  the  Treasurer  of  our  Societv. 
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Mrs.  Samuel  Hazlett,  on  motiou,  was  permitted  to  give  the  report  from 
the  Committee  on  Publication  of  a  child's  paper.     (See  Report.) 

I\Irs.  Roach  moved  the  acceptance  of  the  report,  and  virged  the  speedy 
carrying  out  of  its  recommendations. 

Mrs.  Iloyt  asked  ^Irs.  Ilazlett  to  speak  further  of  plans  for  the  paper, 
touching  especially  upon  the  expense  of  its  publication. 

jNIrs.  Hazlett  replied  that  two  plans  had  been  considered  ;  the  first  that 
we  secure  advertisements  for  the  last  pages  of  the  paper  for  our  schools. 
The  second  was  rejected,  since  it  had  not  been  considered  feasible. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  favored  the  paper,  but  felt  we  were  not  quite  ready  to  incur 
the  expense. 

Mrs.  Aiken  favored  the  paper,  and  said  when  we  first  launched  the 
official  organ  of  our  Society  we  had  a  guarantee  fund  for  the  paper,  which, 
happily,  was  never  called  for.  She  felt  that  we  had  not  given  the  children 
the  attention  which  even  our  own  present  interests  require,  to  say  nothing 
of  what  the  future  good  of  the  child  and  the  Society  should  demand,  and 
she  would  say,  "  Give  us  a  child's  paper." 

]\Irs.  Rogers  thought  such  a  paper  desirable,  but  felt  it  would  be  wiser 
to  strengthen  the  paper  already  established.  She  also  suggested  that  we 
might  secure  a  column  in  the  Epzvorth  Herald,  or  publish  a  supplement  to 
Woman's  Home  Missions. 

Mrs.  Roach  felt  the  great  necessity  for  such  a  paper ;  children's  pa- 
pers were  as  great  or  a  greater  necessity  than  papers  for  older  people. 

]\Irs.  Ingham  favored  the  column  in  the  Epiuorth  Herald,  but  desired 
that  the  recommendations  for  a  paper  should  go  to  the  Committee  on 
Publication. 

Mrs.  Negus  urged  that  children  needed  a  paper,  their  very  own,  cheap 
in  price. 

Miss  Van  Marter  said  that  we  needed  such  a  paper  for  our  Junior  Ep- 
worth  Leagues  and  primary  classes.  She  did  not  think  the  column  in 
Epcvorth  Herald  could  take  the  place  of  a  child's  paper.  She  believed  if 
we  would  incur  a  little  expense  for  this  paper,  it  would  come  back,  over  and 
over  again. 

Mrs.  Arter  called  forward  Mrs.  J.  M.  Carr,  Cambridge,  O.,  to  speak  for 
the  "  Boys'  Circle,"  established  in  her  Church.  The  boys  were  so  anxious 
for  a  paper  they  wanted  to  publish  one  themselves,  saying  there  was  noth- 
ing for  the  boys. 

Mrs.  Adams  felt  our  greatest  need  to  be  a  child's  paper,  and  hoped  the 
resolution  would  be  adopted. 

Mrs.  Taylor  said  we  could  so  easily  enlist  the  children  in  gathering 
subscriptions,  and  told  of  a  little  girl  who  started  out  for  ten  subscribers  to 
a  child's  paper,  and  secured  fifty. 

INIiss  Evans,  publisher  of  Woinafi's  Home  3Iissions,  thought  there 
was  great  need  for  such  a  paper,  and  hoped  it  would  be  published. 

Mrs.  Rust  thought  it  would  be  the  very  best  leaflet  we  could  publish  ; 
even  if  we  take  money  from  the  general  treasury,  it  would  be  returned 
with  large  interest. 
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Mrs.  Murphy  felt  that  this  Society  needed  the  paper  as  a  helper  for  its 
organizers.  Other  Societies  having  such  an  organ  felt  it  an  arm  of  power 
as  a  financial  enterprise. 

Mrs.  Rogers  asked  wh\-  the  supplement  formerly  published  with 
lVo»tan's  Home  Missions,  in  the  interest  of  the  children,  had  been  discon- 
tinued. 

Mrs.  McCabe  answered  that  it  was  discontinued  by  this  body,  and  was 
not  what  this  paper  is  desired  to  be.  Mrs.  McCabe  favored  Mrs.  Rust's 
idea,  and  felt  sure  that  it  would  be  readily  payed  for. 

Mrs.  Ampt  felt  sure  that  more  good  would  come  to  the  Society  from 
this  source  than  from  any  other,  except  mite-boxes. 

Mrs.  Elmer,  of  Vermont,  arose  with  good  tidings.  She  said  S25  had 
been  given  her  to  appropriate  as  she  deemed  best  for  her  Conference. 
She  ^vished  to  give  it  to  this  "  child's  paper." 

Thereupon  a  guarantee  fund  was  started,  with  the  following  pledges 
of  J25  each:  Mrs.  E.  C.  Elmer,  Vermont;  Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell,  Newark; 
Mrs.  Samuel  Hazlett,  Pittsburg  :  Mrs.  M.  C.  Hickman,  East  Ohio ;  [Mrs.

The  question  was  called,  and  ^Irs.  Hazlett  again  read  the  report,  as 
follows : 

W'e,  the  Conference  Secretaries  of  Young  People's  Work,  and  others 
who  earnestly  desire  a  suitable  illustrated  child's  paper,  edited  and  pub- 
lished in  the  interest  of  home  missions,  present  the  following  preamble 
and  resolution  : 

Whereas,  The  time  has  come  when  it  ^vill  be  wise  to  enlist  the  chil- 
dren of  our  Church  as  workers  and  helpers  in  the  cause  of  home  missions, 
more  largely  than  they  are  at  present  enlisted  :   therefore, 

Resolied,  That  we  urge  the  members  of  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary.-  Societ}-  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  to  authorize  the  Publication  Committee  to  take  measures 
leading  to  the  publishing  of  a  child's  illustrated  Home  Mission  paper  at 
once  ;  and  we  pledge  ourselves  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  obtain  subscrip- 
tions for  such  a  paper. 

Adopted. 

Mrs.  Roach  moved  that  we  have  a  distinct  paper,  and  that  the  price  be 
ten  cents  per  annum;  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Welden,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Wilmington  Con- 
ference, gave  an  interesting  report,  which  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Robinson,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on   Woman's  Home 
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Missio/is,  submitted  a  report.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Hoyt,  the  report  was 
accepted,  and  the  recommendations  considered  separate!}'. 

The  first  item  recommended  was  that  the  price  of  the  paper  be  in- 
creased from  twenty- five  to  thirty-five  cents  per  year.  Mrs.  Robinson 
moved  its  adoption. 

Mrs.  Hickman  said  she  was  sorry  there  was  any  thought  to  increase  the 
price  of  the  paper;  that  the  tendency  of  the  times  is  to  cheapen  Hterature. 
She  hoped  the  price  would  not  be  increased. 

Mrs.  Negus  opposed  the  recommendation  to  increase  the  price  of 
the  paper. 

Mrs.  E.  L/.  Albright  thought  we  should  not  increase  the  price,  but  make 
a  greater  effort  to  make  the  paper  still  more  attractive  in  a  literary  way, 
which,  in  her  opinion,  would  increase  the  list  of  subscribers. 

Mrs.  McCabe  asked  that  the  paper  be  compared  with  other  papers  of 
its  class;  that  there  was  no  money  for  high-priced  literary  eflFort. 

The  question  was  called,  and  motion  lost. 

The  second  item  recommended  that  our  editor  be  aided  by  having  a 
deaconess  assigned  as  editor  for  the  Deaconess  Department.  On  motion, 
adopted. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  lVoma>i's  Home  Missions 
was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  Ampt,  Mite-box  Secretary,  submitted  a  report,  which,  on  motion, 
was  adopted.  (See  Report.)  Mrs.  Ampt  desired  that  Mrs.  Mansfield,  of 
New  England,  and  Mrs.  Negus,  of  Iowa,  who  had  assisted  in  this  depart- 
ment of  work,  be  allowed  to  give  short  reports.  Granted  ;  but  deferred  for 
the  present. 

Mrs.  F.  S.  Bates  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which,  on  motion, 
were  adoptedl: 

Resolved,  i.  That  we  recommend  that  the  General  Executive  Board 
have  blanks  printed  for  the  reports  of  Mite-box  Secretaries  of  Conferences, 
Districts,  and  Auxiliaries. 

Resolved,  2.  That  Mrs.  Ampt  be  requested  to  prepare  a  leaflet  with  full 
instructions  for  the  use  of  mite-boxes. 

Mrs.  Isabella  Spurlock,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Mothers' Jewels 
Home,  was  invited  to  the  platform,  and  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the 
work  of  this  Home.     Report  adopted. 

The  noon  hour  having  come,  at  the  request  of  the  President,  after  a 
moment  of  silent  prayer,  "Jesus,  Lover  of  my  soul,"  was  sung,  and  Rev. 
Dr.  McAfee,  pastor  of  Broad  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  led  in 
prayer.

The  Convention  assembled  at  two  o'clock,  with  the  President,  Mrs. 
Fisk,  in  the  chair. 

Two  stanzas  of  "The  morning  light  is  breaking '"  were  sung,  and  Mrs. 
Green  read  the  17th  chapter  of  John.  Mrs.  L.  D.  Cobbled  in  earnest  prayer, 
after  which  the  h\-mn,  "  What  a  friend  we  have  in  Jesus,"  was  sung. 

The  Minutes  of  the  morning  meeting  were  read  by  Mrs.  Potter,  and 
adopted. 

Mrs.  Hickman  presented  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  we  request  the  earlj'  publication  of  the  Annual  Report, 
and  that  it  be  sent  out  not  later  than  January-  ist. 

.Adopted. 

On  motion,  the  number  of  Annual  Reports  to  be  printed  was  fixed  at 
thirteen  thousand. 

Mrs.  Minard  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  representation  bj-  delegates  from  the  management 
ol  Deaconess  Homes  involved  in  the  B^'-law,  and  concerning  the  use  of 
one-half  the  membership  dues,  be  referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board 
for  adjustment,  that  the  Homes  represented  may  receive  benefit  this  year. 

Mrs.  Green,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Honorary  Vice-Presidents, 
presented  the  following : 

Resolved,  i.  That,  dating  from  the  present  meeting.  Honorary  Vice- 
Presidents  shall  be  elected  annually,  their  names  having  been  recom- 
mended by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

2.  Honorary  Vice-Presidents  may  not  initiate  legislation,  nominate 
active  members,  nor  be  entitled  to  a  vote. 

Adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Bohemian  Mission,  Chicago,  111.,  was  made  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  IMrs.  Marcy,  who  said  she  had  been  gather- 
ing funds  for  this  work  in  a  woman's  way,  to  pay  for  the  new  building, 
which  is  worth  5i5,ooo,  and  on  which  a  debt  of  Jj.ooo  remains.  On  motion,^ 
adopted. 

Mrs.  Marcy  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Leaflets,  show- 
ing that  79,895  leaflets  and  2,058  pamphlets  had  been  distributed.  Reso- 
lutions were  presented  by  this  Committee,  which  were  considered  item  by 
item.  The  first  item  was  adopted.  A  substitute  for  the  second  was  pre- 
sented b}-  ^Irs.  Roach,  and  adopted.  The  third,  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth 
items  were  adopted  without  change. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole.     (See  Report.) 

Miss  Van  Z^Iarter  declined  to  serve  as  editor  of  the  Leaflet  Committee, 
and,  on  motion,  the  appointment  of  an  editor  was  referred  to  the  General 
Executive  Board. 

^Irs.  McCa'ue  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Systematic 
Beneficence,  which  was  ordered  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  editor  of 
Woman  s  Home  Missions  and  the  Annual  Report  for  publication. 
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A  request  for  the  formation  of  a  Bureau  for  Systematic  Beneficence 
was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Local  Work  being  called  for,  Mrs.  Will- 
iams stated  that  it  was  in  readiness  ;  but  because  of  limited  time,  she  de- 
sired that  it  be  referred  without  reading  to  the  editor  of  the  Annual  Re- 
port.    Granted. 

The  report  of  Philadelphia  Conference  Avas  read  by  Mrs.  J.  H.  Smythe, 
Troy  by  Mrs.  Simpson,  Upper  Iowa  by  INIrs.  Margaret  Alspaugh,  and 
Florida  by  Mrs.  Arter. 

The  appended  report  of  the  Ohio  Conference  was  read  by  its  Secre- 
tary, Mrs.  KaufTman  : 

As  Corresponding  Secretar)-  of  Ohio  Conference  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society,  I  have  the  pleasure  to  report  for  our  Conference  a  very 
prosperous  and  satisfactory  year's  work.  As  compared  with  two  years  ago — 
the  last  having  been  a  short  one,  and  an  unfair  basis  for  comparison — the 
financial  returns  show  an  increase  of  about  twenty-five  per  cent;  and  the 
demands  for  supplies  having  been  unusually  great,  the  amount  raised  by 
our  Conference  has  kept  pace  with,  and  been  largely  in  excess  of,  anything 
we  have  previousl}'  done.  The  amount  remitted  to  the  General  Fund  was 
about  $1,900  ;  value  of  supplies,  $1,400;  and  of  local  work  by  voucher,  over 
f6oo ;  showing  a  total  for  our  Conference  of  about  $4,000. 

The  special  branches  of  work  to  which  our  attention  has  been  drawn, 
enlisting  our  interest,  during  the  year,  have  been  Ritter  Home,  the  Mexi- 
can work,  the  National  Training-school,  and  the  Immigrant  Girls'  Home 
in  New  York. 

On  motion,  these  reports  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Rust  stated  that  the  reports  of  a  number  of  Conferences  were  in 
her  hands,  and,  on  motion,  they  were  referred,  without  reading,  to  the  editor 
of  the  Annual  Report  for  publication. 

Mrs.  Aiken  called  the  list  of  the  few  Conferences  that  had  not  pre- 
sented reports,  and  these  reports  were  ordered  published  in  the  Annual 
Report,  without  reading. 

Mrs.  Herron,  in  presenting  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary 
Candidates,  said  that  while  the  action  of  the  General  Executive  Board  re- 
quired missionar)'  candidates  to  go  to  the  Training-school  at  Washington, 
D.  C,  she  did  not  want  them  all  to  become  deaconesses;  that  missionaries 
and  teachers  were  needed;  and  that-  while  she  did  not  desire  that  dress- 
makers should  go  there  for  instruction  in  that  department  of  work,  yet  it 
was  desirable  that  they  go  for  training  and  discipline  in  other  lines.  On 
motion,  the  report  was  adopted.     (See  Report.) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Insurance,  presented  by  Mrs.  G.  H. 
Thompson,  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board  with- 
out reading. 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Publication,  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hoyt, 
said  that  but  two  items  had  properly  come  before  this  Committee  for  action, 
and  as  these  had  been  discussed  in  open  session,  she  would  make  mention 
of  them  in  the  formal  report  prepared  for  the  Annual  Report. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Williams,  it  was  decided  that  the  first  session  of  the 
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General  Executive  Board  following  this  meeting  should  be  considered  an 

adjourned  session  of  this  body. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  read  by  Mrs.  D. 
INIurphy,  and  adopted.     (See  Report.) 

Mrs.  McCabe  presented  a  resolution  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  T.J.  Everett, 
Mrs.  W.  E.  Drake,  and  Miss  E.  T.  Tomkiuson,  who  had  prepared  the  excel- 
lent concert  lessons  for  the  year.     On  motion,  this  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  appointment  of  IMrs.  Mary  Van  Benschoten  of  Newark, 
N.  J.,  as  organizer  was  confirmed. 

Mrs.  Negus,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Day  of  Humiliation  and 
Praver,  stated  that  correspondence  had  been  entered  into  with  sister  de- 
nominations as  to  the  observance  of  a  common  day  of  humiliation  and 
praver,  and  that  Committees  had  been  appointed  by  these  bodies,  but  no 
definite  action  had  been  taken  as  yet. 

Mrs.  Fisk  called  a  special  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board  im- 
mediately on  adjournment  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission- 
fields. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  in  favor  of  a  meeting  of  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  and  Mission-fields. 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  The  hymn,  "  For- 
ever here  my  rest  shall  be,"  was  sung,  and  the  President  led  the  Conven- 
tion in  the  repetition  of  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

The  Minutes  of  the  afternoon  session  were  read  b}^  Mrs.  E.  L.  Al- 
bright, and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Rogers,  of  Evanston,  offered  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lution, which  was  most  heartily  adopted  by  a  rising  vote,  the  President 
asking  the  privilege  to  vote  : 

Whereas,  For  eight  years  past,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Marcy  has  edited  and 
published  the  Leaflets  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionar}-  Societ)-,  and  sup- 
plied the  Conference  Societies  with  this  literature  ;  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  this  Board  of  Managers  express  sincere  appreciation 
of  Mrs.  Marcy's  long  and  efficient  service  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Leaflets. 

Mrs.  Fisk  invited  IMrs.  IMarcy  to  come  forward  and  speak  to  the 
Convention.  Mrs.  Marcy  said  it  almost  broke  her  heart  to  give  up  this 
work ;  but  with  all  the  duties  devolving  upon  her,  it  was  impossible  to 
continue.     She  cordially  thanked  the  ladies  for  their  kindness. 

Mrs.  Rust  asked  that  Mrs.  Potter,  general  organizer,  be  invited  to 
make  a  report  of  her  work.  By  mistake,  such  reports  were  accidentally 
left  off  of  the  program.  Mrs.  Potter  responded,  and,  on  motion  of  Mrs. 
Williams,  the  reports  of  organizers  were  ordered  printed  in  the  Annual 
Report. 

Mrs.  Aiken  offered  the  following  recommendations  of  the  General 
Executive  Board  as  Honorary  Vice-Presidents  :     Mrs.  M.  B.  Hagans,  Cin- 
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cinnati,  O. ;  ^Irs.  J.  O.  Cunningham,  Urbana,  111.  ;  and  ]\Irs.  Geo.  M.  Peters, 
Columbus,  O.  ;  which  were  confirmed. 

Mrs.  Rust  read  the  appended  letter,  making  a  tender  of  property  ta 
the  Society,  which,  on  motion,  was  accepted  : 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Rust:  Pan.a.,  III.,  July  2,  1895. 

Dear  Friend, — I  herewith  present  to  the  Woman's  Home  IVIissionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  a  deed  to  property  in  the 
city  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  for  which  I  paid  $2,000  in  the  year  1891.  I  de- 
sire that  the  net  income  both  from  the  rents  of  said  property  and  from 
the  proceeds  of  sale  whenever  the  Society  may  think  best  to  sell  it,  shall 
be  used  for  the  general  purposes  of  industrial  training  for  girls  in  Nash- 
ville, and  in  connection  with  the  Central  Tennessee  College,  and  for  col- 
ored girls,  so  long  as  this  use  of  the  property  or  the  proceeds  shall  be 
approved  by  the  General  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Society.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission-fields  was  sub- 
mitted by  Mrs.  Green,  and,  on  motion,  the  appropriations  were  adopted  as 
recommended,  with  this  exception — the  appropriations  for  ^Mothers'  Jewels 
Home,  on  motion,  were  reconsidered. 

Mrs.  Robinson  moved  that  the  salaries  of  superintendents  and  teachers 
at  this  Home  be  continued  as  before,  and  that  the  more  complicated  mat- 
ters be  referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board.     Carried. 

Mrs.  Robinson  moved  that  the  salaries  paid  to  the  missionaries  at 
our  Industrial  Homes  be  referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board  for  uni- 
form adjustment,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

Mrs.  Rust  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Con- 
stitution. Mrs.  Rogers  inquired  if  the  changes  were  the  same  as  those 
reported  four  years  ago. 

Mrs.  Aiken  stated  that  they  were  not  in  exact  agreement  with  the 
copy  in  her  custody  since  adoption  four  years  ago. 

Mrs.  Williams  moved  that  the  revision  approved  by  the  General  Board 
of  Managers  four  years  since,  be  read  for  the  purpose  of  comparison  with 
the  revision  now  proposed,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

Mrs.  Aiken  then  read  the  report  as  recommended  for  the  approval  of 
General  Conference  in  1892,  and  Mrs.  Rust  read  the  report  as  prepared  by 
the  Special  Committee,  and  the  changes  were  then  noted. 

Article  II,  and  Section  i  (A),  Article  III,  were  reaffirmed  as  revised. 

Article  III,  Section  i  (B),  was  discussed,  and,  bj-  motion  of  Mrs.  Roach, 
referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board.  . 
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Mrs.  Roach  moved  the  reference  of  the  matter  of  revision  to  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board,  which  by  previous  action  has  been  declared  to  be  an 
adjourned  meeting  of  this  body,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  By-laws  was  presented 
by  Mrs.  Tomkinson,  and  considered  item  by  item,  and  adopted  in  part. 

The  hour  being  late,  Mrs.  Williams  moved  that  the  remaining  changes 
be  referred  to  the  adjourned  session  of  this  body,  which  convenes  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  INIinutes  of  the  early  part  of  the  evening  session  were  read  about 
ID  o'clock,  by  Mrs.  Potter,  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting  reported  through  its  Chairman, 
Mrs.  .Potter,  that  they  were  not  prepared  to  fix  the  place  of  the  next 
mieeting. 

The  memorial  of  the  North  Ohio  Conference,  presented  by  Mrs.  Aiken, 
was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  adjourned  meeting  of  this  body,  as  hereto- 
fore provided  for. 

Mrs.  Aiken  offered  the  following,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted : 

JResolved,  That  this  Convention  join  the  Recording  Secretary  in  an 
expression  of  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and  acceptable  services  rendered 
b\  the  Assistant  Secretaries  in  recording  the  proceedings  of  the  Four- 
teenth Annual  Meeting. 

Mrs.  Albright  moved  that  the  Convention  unite  with  the  Assistants 
in  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Recording  Secretary,  Mrs.  Aiken,  for  the  wise 
direction  given  them  in  their  duties  as  assistants.     Carried. 

Mrs.  Robinson  moved  that  the  ladies  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  faithful  services  of  the  President  during  this  meeting  by  a  rising 
vote  of  thanks.  Carried.  ]\Irs.  Fisk  addressed  to  the  Convention  some 
tender  words  of  farewell,  closing  with  an  exhortation  to  increased  faith- 
fulness !  The  Minutes  of  the  closing  hour  were  read  about  ii  o'clock 
by  Mrs.  Albright,  and  adopted.  "  Praise  God,  from  whom  all  blessings 
flow,"  was  sung.  Mrs.  Williams  led  in  an  earnest  prayer,  and  w^as  followed 
by  INIrs.  Roach  in  a  pra^-er  of  thank.sgiving  and  petition,  closing  with  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Convention  adjourned,  to  convene  at  Cincinnati,  O., 
on  the  call  of  the  President.

Trisler,  Potter,  House,  Wiley,  and  Taylor. 

"A  charge  to  keep  I  have  "  was  sung.  Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone  read  the 
thirteenth  chapter  of  First  Corinthians,  and  Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt  offered  prayer- 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Constitution  was  submit- 
ted by  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Rust,  considered,  and  adopted  as  a  whole. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Aiken,  this  Constitution  as  revised  was  committed 
to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  for  presentation  to  General  Conference. 

The  unfinished  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  By-laws  was 
presented  by  the  Recording  Secretary,  considered  item  by  item,  and 
adopted  as  a  whole.     (See  Report.) 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Thompson,  the  By-laws  as  revised  were  placed  in 
the  hands  of  a  Special  Committee  consisting  of  Mesdames  Williams,  Aiken, 
and  Rust  for  publication,  after  the  approval  of  the  Constitution  by  General 
Conference. 

The  action  creating  a  Loan  Library  Bureau  was,  on  motion  of  Mrs. 
Potter,  reconsidered,  believing  that  it  would  not  be  wise  at  the  present 
time  to  have  such  a  Bureau.  But  it  was  unanimously  decided  to  approve 
and  encourage  the  establishment  of  loan  libraries  in  the  Conferences,  and 
congratulate  the  Detroit  Conference  Society  that  this  enterprise  has  been 
so  successful  in  this  Conference. 

The  following  memorial  from  the  North  Ohio  Conference  Society 
to  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  to  con- 
vene May,  1896,  was  submitted,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee, consisting  of  the  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries  of  the 
Society,  to  confer  with  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  re- 
port to  the  General  Executive  Board  : 

Whereas,  The  superintendents  of  Sabbath-schools  and  presidents  of 
Local  Chapters  of  the  Epworth  League  are  members  of  their  respective 
Quarterly  Conferences,  while  the  Presidents  of  the  Local  Auxiliaries  of  the 
Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  are  not  so  recognized  ; 
and. 

Whereas,  Such  official  recognition  of  these  latter  organizations  in  her 
quarter!}-  deliberations  would,  in  the  judgment  of  this  body,  aid  the  Church 
in  her  missionary  and  philanthropic  work,  and  be  especially  helpful  in 
securing  the  realization  of  the  thought  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in  Arti- 
cle 361  of  the  Discipline, — 

Therefore  the  Thirteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Ohio  Conference  do  hereby  respectfully 
memorialize  your  honorable  body  to  amend  Article  95  of  our  book  of  Dis- 
cipline by  adding  after  the  words,  "  Kpworth  League  Chapters,"  these 
words:  "  and  the  Presidents  of  Local  .\uxiliaries  of  the  Woman's  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies." 
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The  appended  resolution  from  the  North  Ohio  Conference  was,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mrs.  Aiken,  referred  to  the  Secretarj-  of  the  Bureau  for  Home  Mis- 
sionary Reading  Circle  :

ground;  but  we  ask  your  attention  to  other  matters  requiring  care  and 
consideration. 

PROVIDENTIAL  DEVELOPMENT. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  was  called  into  existence  by 
the  pro\ndential  indications  of  the  hour,  leading  to  the  selection  of  its 
field  of  labor,  and  its  methods  of  work.  The  General  Conference  of  1884 
approved  the  organization  of  this  Society,  as  an  agency  by  which  the 
women  of  our  Church  might  co-operate  with  our  benevolences  in  the 
evangelization  of  this  country.  It  intrusted  to  the  women  the  form  of  its 
organization,  the  choice  of  its  officers,  the  selection  and  compensation  of 
its  workers,  and  all  other  matters  essential  to  its  efficiency  and  usefulness. 
Its  missionary  enterprises  have  been  established  and  conducted  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Discipline,  and  in  consultation  and  hatrnony  with  the 
missionary  authorities  of  the  Church. 

It  has  organized  2,500  Auxiliary  Societies,  secured  65,000  members, 
collected  and  disbursed,  July,  1895,  $974,233.46  in  the  advancement  of  its 
work,  and  distributed  $637,057.11  worth  of  supplies  for  the  assistance  of 
ministers  and  their  families  in  the  frontiers.  The  Society  has  received  gifts 
of  property  for  the  accommodation  of  its  work,  the  estimated  value  of  which 
does  not  enter  into  the  cash  receipts  of  the  Society,  worth  $105,000.  It 
has  16  model  Homes  and  Industrial  Schools  in  the  South,  missions  for  the 
Indians  in  Oklahoma,  California,  New  Mexico,  Washington,  and  Alaska. 
It  has  10  missions  in  Utah,  where  it  has  expended  more  than  $85,500  dur- 
ing the  fifteen  years  that  it  has  been  successfully  combating  the  in- 
iquities of  Mormonism.  It  has  3  Industrial  Schools  for  Spanish  Americans 
in  New  Mexico,  missions  in  behalf  of  immigrants,  and  25  important  city 
missions,  including  Deaconess  Homes.  For  the  accommodation  of  these 
various  missions,  the  Society  owns  property  worth  $425,000. 

Viewed  in  the  light  of  providential  developments  and  present  mis- 
sionary needs  of  the  country,  the  general  distribution  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society  indicates  that   the  managers  have   been  guided   by   Divine  influ- 
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ence.  During  the  first  quadrennium  of  its  historj-  the  funds  were  em- 
ployed in  the  frontiers,  South  and  West ;  during  the  second,  city  missions 
were  inaugurated  ;  and  during  the  last  eight  years  its  appropriations  for 
purely  missionary  work  in  cities  exceed  11500,000,  and  the  Soci(  ty  now  owns 
property  for  the  accommodation  of  its  25  Deaconess  Homes  and  city  mis- 
sions worth  5225,000. 

THE  YEAR'S  WORK. 

It  is  not  easy  to  delineate  a  year's  growth  in  a  great  moral  enterprise  ; 
yet  we  may  study  it  for  this  brief  period,  estimate  its  progress  and  results, 
and  gather  from  the  examination  encouragement  for  future  achievements 
Viewed  in  the  light  of  the  past,  the  year  is  full  of  hope,  and  the  influences 
set  in  motion  for  the  triumph  of  Christ's  kingdom  in  our  beloved  land, 
with  the  accumulated  forces  of  years  past,  increased  by  those  of  years  to 
come,  assure  us  that,  though  Christ  tarry  for  a  season,  yet  He,  at  no  distant 
day  in  conquering  power,  will  surely  come. 

We  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  encouraging  progress  during 
the  year  has  been  made  in  every  department  of  our  work,  in  the  number 
of  students  connected  with  our  schools  and  homes,  in  their  advancement 
in  industrial  pursuits,  in  their  conversion  and  spiritual  improvement,  in 
the  qualification  and  enthusiasm  of  our  workers,  in  the  funds  contributed 
to  our  enterprise,  in  the  erection  and  improvement  of  our  buildings,  and 
in  the  awakening  of  a  deeper  interest  in  mission  work,  and  in  its  estab- 
lishment throughout  the  Church. 

A  hopeful  indication  of  the  times  is  the  demand  for  Home  Missionary- 
literature,  the  people  are  beginning  to  realize  the  importance  of  intelli- 
gent action  in  behalf  of  our  countn,-"s  welfare.  The  Bureau  for  the  '"Home 
Missionan,-  Reading  Circle,"  reports  that  there  is  a  rapidly  increasing  in- 
terest in  this  department,  and  that  there  is  an  urgent  demand  for  the 
books  included  in  the  reading  course.  Last  year  over  six  thousand 
volumes  were  read.  ^ 

A  three  years'  course  of  reading  has  been  arranged  on  the  Chautauqua\ 
plan,  which  can  not  fail  to  prove  of  great  value  as  a  source  of  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  conditions  and  needs  of  our  country  and  the  perils 
that  threaten  its  existence.  The  books  have  been  selected  with  care  and 
taste,  and  can  not  be  read  without  great  profit.  We  suggest  that  our 
Auxiliaries  secure  the  series  for  a  circulating  librar}-,  and,  if  possible,  for  1 
the  Sabbath-school  library. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Trisler,  Hartwell,  O.,  will  give 
all  needful  information. 

In  organization  a  great  advance  has  been  made  in  many  places.  The 
Baltimore  Conference  Society  has  gained  largely  iu  receipts.  The  South- 
ern California  Conference  Society-  has  shown  remarkable  activitj-. 

Our  appropriations  last  year  reached  ^142, 805,  which  was  an  increase  of 
^15,543  over  the  unconditional  appropriations  of  the  preceding  year.  In 
addition  to  missionaries'  salaries  and  the  usual  incidental  expenses,  it  was 
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necessary  to  provide  for  repairs  and  improvements  in  buildings.  Funds 
had  been  donated  for  certain  enterprises,  and  it  is  obligatory  upon  us  to 
devote  these  funds  to  the  objects  specified  by  the  donors.  At  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  July,  1895,  the  debt  of  the  Society  had  been  materially 
reduced.  The  debt  to  the  Special  Fund*  was  $10,679.23;  to  outside  parties, 
$15,403.33;  total,  $26,082.56.  The  cash  receipts  for  the  year  are  $123,460.92. 
With  ordinary  prosperit)-,  this  debt  can  easily  be  paid  within  the  next  fiscal 
year. 

The  appeals  from  our  frontier  ministers  and  missionaries  were  last 
year  more  urgent  than  ever  before,  and  in  response  our  supply  depart- 
ment sent  out  supplies  valued  at  $113,216.35. 

The  Society  has  received  a  number  of  donations  and  bequests,  of  from 
one  to  five  hundred  dollars,  and  several  estates  are  in  course  of  settlement, 
which  will  largely  increase  the  amount.  Valuable  donations  of  property 
for  mission  purposes  have  been  received.  Judge  and  Mrs.  Cunningham, 
of  Urbana,  111.,  have  given  their  beautiful  homestead  for  a  Deaconess 
Home  and  Orphanage.  It  consists  of  fifteen  acres  in  the  city  limits.  It 
has  a  large  three-story  brick  dwelling-house,  with  modern  improvements, 
in  excellent  repair,  and  all  the  accompaniments  of  an  elegant  suburban 
residence.  Deaconesses  who  will  aid  pastors  in  revival  and  special  services 
throughout  the  Conference,  and  orphan  children,  maj-  here  find  a  pleasant 
home.  In  Philadelphia  the  Society  has  received  a  gift  of  property  for 
its  Deaconess  Home  worth  $9,000. 

In  July,  Miss  Elizabeth  Millard  made  a  deed  to  our  Society  for  prop- 
erty valued  at  $2,000,  with  the  request  that  the  net  income  from  rents  or 
sale  "  shall  be  used  for  the  general  purposes  of  industrial  training  in  the 
city  of  Nashville,  so  long  as  this  use  of  the  property  or  its  proceed  shall 
be  appi'oved  by  the  General  Board  of  Managers."  Nashville  offers  one  of 
the  most  promising  fields  in  the  South  for  an  industrial  enterprise,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Central  Tennessee  College,  and  we  recommend  that,  as 
early  as  practicable,  mission  work  be  here  established. 

OUTLOOK. 

In  our  report  five  years  ago,  we  called  attention  to  the  changes  going 
on  in  the  country,  and  urged  that  our  Society  so  plan  its  work  as  to  be 
prepared  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  future.  It  is  patent  that  the  Negroes  in 
the  vSouth,  with  schools  and  industrial  training,  will  gain  intelligence  and 
property  ;  that  the  Indians  will,  within  a  brief  period,  be  settled  on  home- 
steads, and  that  they  will  become  American  citizens.  The  South  and 
West  will  soon  be  covered  by  a  network  of  railroads.  I^arge  cities  will 
be  scattered  over  these  vast  areas,  that  will  present  the  same  conditions 
and  make  the  same  claims  upon  the  Church  that  are  now  presented  in  the 


'■'■'  "  Special  Funds  "  are  moneys  given  for  a  particiil.'ir  object.  When  not  immediately 
needed,  loans  are  sometimes  made  by  the  Special  to  the  General  P'nnd  to  meet  current 
expenses— missionaries,  salaries,  etc.  The  moral  obligation  to  repay  is  sacredly  re- 
garded, and  is  known  as  the  "  Debt  to  .Special  F\iuds  ;"  but  the  debt  is  different  from 
the  legal  obligation  to  meet  notes  in  bank  or  to  outside  parties. 
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cities  of  the  older  States.  The  mission  fields  in  the  frontiers,  South  and 
West,  are  diminishing,  and  the  border  lines  of  civilization  in  cities  are 
becoming  more  and  more  strongly  marked ;  hence  our  Society  should  so 
arrange  its  plans  and  methods  as  to  be  prepared  for  the  work  of  the 
Church  in  the  twentieth  century. 

Dr.  Strong,  on  the  problem  of  city  evangelization,  says  :  '  That  if  the 
movement  in  this  direction  from  iSSoto  1890  be  continued  until  1920,  the  cit- 
ies will  then  contain  10,000,000  more  people  than  the  couutr}-,  and  politically 
will  dominate  both  the  State  and  the  Nation."  This,  he  adds,  is  ominous, 
in  \-iew  of  the  fact  that  now  some  of  our  large  cities  are  obliged  to  de- 
pend upon  the  votes  of  country  members  to  carry  any  measure  of  reform, 
and  he  concludes  that  the  perpetuity  of  our  republican  form  of  govern- 
ment and  Christian  institutions  depends  upon  the  success  of  the  Church 
in  molding  the  now  alien  populations  of  our  cities  into  harmony  with 
the  spirit  of  our  Government. 

The  rapidly-changing  conditions  in  the  country  require  corresponding 
modifications  of  method.  The  Society  has  demonstrated  its  abilil}-  to 
manage  its  work  intelligently,  conduct  its  business  upon  a  safe  financial 
basis,  and  adapt  its  plans  to  the  pro\-idential  changes  of  the  hour.  Profit- 
ing by  experience,  and  with  increased  funds  and  influence,  it  is  able  to 
take  a  broader  view  of  obligation,  look  deeper  into  the  problems  offered 
for  solution,  and  enter  more  earnestly  upon  the  discharge  of  duties  con- 
nected with  its  mission. 

jThe  degree  of  prosperity  secured  in  the  chosen  field  of  Home  Missions, 
the  character  of  the  work  accomplished,  and  the  generous  receipts  of 
funds  for  its  support,  place  upon  the  Society  an  obligation  not  only  vigor- 
ously to  sustain  and  strengthen  the  missions  already  established,  but  also 
to  inaugurate  such  additional  movements  as  the  prosperity  of  the  Nation  and 
the  welfare  of  our  Church  demand.  To  secure  funds  for  the  efficient  admin- 
istration of  this  Connectional  work,  an  organization  reaching  all  sections  of 
the  Church  is  imperatively  demanded.  Without  the  aid  of  the  cities,  the  rural 
districts  can  not  sustain  the  general  organization,  nor  provide  the  neces- 
san,-  funds  for  the  support  of  the  frontier  missions.  The  agency  which 
pro\-ides  for  the  mission  work  of  women  in  cities  must  be  able  to  call  to 
its  aid  thoroughly-trained  missionaries  or  deaconesses. 

A  separate  organization  of  the  women  for  the  preparation  and  support 
of  deaconesses  would  be  liable  to  come  in  conflict  A\-ith  and  seriously  em- 
barrass the  work  and  mission  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society, 
and  would  burden  the  Church  with  the  additional  expense  of  another 
organization  for  the  performance  of  duties  which  naturally  come  within 
the  pro\"ince  of,  and  might  more  economically  and  effectively  be  dis- 
charged b}-,  this  Society. 

It  is  a  significant  fact,  and  one  that  may  shed  light  on  the  supervision 
of  deaconess  work  in  our  own  country,  that  all  the  deaconess  work  of  our 
Church  in  foreign  lands  has  been  placed,  b}-  the  authority  of  the  ^lission- 
arj-  Society,  under  the  direction  of  Wouian's  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
which  has  formally  assumed  the  obligation.

TRAININQ=SCHOOL. 

If  the  predictions  of  statisticians  are  reliable,  the  home-mission  field, 
which  will  claim  the  most  careful  attention  of  the  women  of  our  Church 
in  the  twentieth  century,  will  be  found  in  populous  cities.  If  our  Society 
purposes  to  occupy  this  field  successfulh-,  it  must  make  provision  for  an 
adequate  supply  of  thoroughly-trained  women  for  the  service.  In  view  of 
these  conditions  and  obligations,  we  consider  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Me- 
morial Training-school  for  Missionaries  and  Deaconesses,  located  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  the  most  important  enterprise  of  the  Society,  and  the  one 
which  should  have  the  most  generous  consideration. 

The  demand  for  trained  women  for  missionary  service  is  constantly 
increasing,  and  greatly  exceeds  the  supply.  This  demand  is  not  confined 
to  our  own  Church  members,  but  comes  from  other  branches  of  the  Christian 
Church.  The  Woman's  Christian  Association  has  in  many  places  added 
the  evangelistic  or  missionary  feature  to  its  work,  requiring  women  trained 
for  this  object.  We  have  on  file  requests  for  competent  missionaries  and 
deaconesses  from  all  parts  of  our  Church,  and  from  various  other  de- 
nominations. To  meet  the  need  of  the  immediate  future,  provision  must 
be  made  for  the  accommodation  of  a  much  larger  number  of  students  than 
can  now  be  trained  in  this  institution. 

Several  of  our  Deaconess  Homes  are  endeavoring  to  supplement  this 
need  by  furnishing  instruction  in  missionary  methods  ;  but  this  is  done 
at  great  disadvantage  and  expense.  The  school  at  Washington,  properly 
equipped  and  endowed,  can  meet  the  demand  for  thoroughly-trained  mis- 
sionaries more  economically  and  promptly  than  can  be  done  bj-  the  Dea- 
coness Homes. 

The  sj-stematic  stud}'  required  for  mental  discipline,  and  a  definite 
knowledge  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  the  most  approved  methods  of 
Christian  work,  can  not  be  secured  under  the  embarrassments  of  an  or- 
dinary Deaconess  Home.  Such  a  school,  to  be  successful,  must  be  thor- 
oughly equipped  in  all  its  departments,  and  have  a  full  corps  of  able  in- 
structors, the  maintenance  of  which  will  involve  an  expense  which  can  only 
be  justified  where  large  numbers  can  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages. 

The  charter  of  the  institution  pro\-ides  that  "  there  shall  be  a  secre- 
tary or  agent  for  the  training-school  in  each  Conference,  nominated  by 
the  Conference  Society,  and  elected  b}-  the  General  Board  of  Managers, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  secure  the  helpful  co-operation  of  the  Auxiliaries 
throughout  the  Conference  in  the  work  of  the  institution." 

We  most  earnestly  recommend  that  the  Board  at  this  meeting  take 
such  action  as  will  secure  the  object.  The  important  duty  is  not  only  to 
secure  scholarships  and  other  funds  for  the  support  of  the  school,  but  to 
aid  in  selecting  suitable  candidates  for  its  advantages — women  who,  by  ed- 
ucation and  natural  qualifications,  will  be  able  to  appreciate  and  improve 
these  opportunities,  and  render  valuable  service  to  the  cause  of  Christ. 

The   location    of  the  school    on   North   Capitol  Street  affords  ample 
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space  for  enlargement,  and  there  is  urgent  need  of  additional  dormitory 
and  departmental  accommodations.  A  few  thousand  dollars  will  erect 
one  of  these  much-needed  department  buildings,  and  it  may  bear  the 
name  of  the  generous  donor  who  will  erect  such  a  monument  as  this — not 
one  of  lifeless  marble,  but  one  that  will  be  a  fountain  of  blessing  for  all 
time  to  come — at  the  Nation's  Capital,  on  this  commanding  site  overlook- 
ing the  beautiful  cit}'„.the  valley  of  the  Potomac,*the  Heights  of  Arling- 
and  the  historic  Plains  of  ^Manassas. 

GROUPING  OF  SOCIETIES. 

The  General  Board  of  Managers  last  year  recommended  the  associating 
together  of  Conference  Societies,  two  or  more,  as  may  be  thought  best,  for 
purposes  of  organization,  and  the  appointment  of  a  general  organizer  for 
the  group.  Late  in  Autumn  the  Puget  Sound,  Oregon,  Idaho,  Montana 
and  Washington  Conference  Societies  sought  the  advantage  of  this  rela- 
tion, and  Mrs.  WTiitfield  was  appointed  their  Organizer.  She  has  visited  59 
Churches  and  19  Avixiliaries,  formed  33  new  Societies,  added  769  members, 
secured  85  subscribers  to  Home  Missions,  and  has^raised  fioi.io  in  col- 
lections. In  this  sparsely-settled  countrv-,  this  has  required  6,000  miles  of 
travel.  A  general  awakening  of  interest  in  home  missions  has  resulted 
from  her  eflforts.  She  has  had  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  ladies  of  the 
several  Conferences,  and  has  secured  in  new  territory  efficient  Conference 
and  District  organizations  and  officers. 

Another  group  was  formed,  consisting  of  the  Iowa,  Northwest  Iowa,  and 
Des  Moines  Conference  Societies,  and  Mrs.  Negus  was  appointed  to  super- 
vise organization  and  aid  the  officers  in  these  Conferences  in  behalf  of 
unorganized  territorj'-.  She  has  called  to  her  assistance  Mrs.  Roberts  and 
the  wives  of  several  ministers.  They  report  65  new  organizations,  941  new 
members,  104  subscribers  to  Home  Missions,  614  mite-boxes  distributed, 
and  the}'  obtained  $106.10  in  cash  and  pledges.  Neither  of  these  ladies  was 
able  to  enter  upon  the  work  until  January,  1895.  The  New  York,  New 
York  East,  and  Newark  Conference  .Societies  held  a  joint  meeting  with 
most  gratifj'ing  results,  and  the  New  England  Conference  Societies  are 
planning  for  a  similar  association. 

This  movement,  we  trust,  will  become  general,  as  it  will  enable  our  So- 
ciety to  profit  b)^  the  inspiration  of  joint  meetings,  held  annually,  or  as  fre- 
quently as  it  may  be  deemed  advisable,  and  bj-  the  employment  of  a  resident 
organizer,  who  may  divide  her  time  among  the  Conferences  composing  the 
group,  and  aid  the  Conference  officers  in  securing  interest  and  organization 
in  everj'  charge.  If  this  plan  can  be  generally  carried  out,  associating, 
whenever  practicable,  the  weak  with  the  stronger  organizations,  we  shall 
secure  the  principal  advantages  hoped  for  from  "  Unions,"  without  addi- 
tional machinery.  The  association  of  an  organizer  wx'Ca.  a  group  of  neigh- 
boring Conferences  enables  her  to  sustain  a  fostering  relation  to  the  Aux- 
iliaries when  desirable,  and  is  an  economy  in  traveling  expenses.  Our 
sister  Society  has  a  large  number  of  returned  missionaries  in  the  field, 
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whose  services  are  constantly  in  demand  to  represent  the  claims  of  the  for- 
eign field,  and  the  results  are  most  profitable.  Heretofore  we  have  only 
authorized  two  general  organizers.  Their  success  full)^  justifies  a  broader 
movement  in  the  same  direction.  At  the  present  time  fully  three-quarters 
of  the  charges  of  our  Church  could,  profitably  to  themselves  and  the  cause, 
sustain  a  Home  Missionarj-  Society.  Only  about  one-eighth  of  the  charges 
now  have  Auxiliaries,  and  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the  female  membership 
of  our  Church  is  enlisted  in  this  great  cause. 

DUTY  OF  THE  HOUR. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  suggest  a  few  thoughts,  without  elaVjoration, 
in  regard  to  a  more  vigorous  prosecution  of  our  work  b}-  the  women  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

First.  It  is  necessary  to  secure  a  more  complete  organization.  Auxiliaries 
of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  should  be  organized,  if  possible, 
in  every  charge  of  our  widespread  connection.  The  business  of  man  aging 
the  interests  of  such  a  Society  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  women.  It  will 
increase  their  knowledge  of  the  needy  condition  of  the  country,  and  their  ob- 
ligations to  God  for  its  evangelization.  An  efficient  Home  Missionary  Soci- 
ety will  aid  the  pastor  in  the  work  of  the  Church,  improve  its  spirituality, 
and  largely  increase  its  contributions  to  the  missionary  cause.  As  soon  as 
a  Societ}'  is  established  in  au}^  district  its  members  should  take  a  deep  in. 
terest  in  the  organization  of  Auxiliaries  all  over  its  territory.  Organizers 
should  be  invited  to  assist,  and  missionary  intelligence  should  be  dissemi- 
nated by  addresses,  appeals,  leaflets,  and  papers.  Knowledge  must  precede 
action  in  all  permanent  religious  and  philanthropic  movements.  There 
are  doubtless  1,000,000  women  in  our  Church  in  America,  who  are  able 
and  who  would  be  willing  to  give  two  cents  a  week  for  this  cause  if  they 
properly  understood  its  claims. 

r~Second.  It  would  be  well  to  strengthen  our  most  useful  enterprises. 
There  are  institutions  of  ours,  in  central  locations,  with  helpful  surround- 
ings, in  co-operation  with  which,  by  a  small  outlay,  great  good  could  be  ac- 
complished. A  few  institutions,  in  commanding  positions,  thoroughly 
equipped,  will  achieve  more  satisfactory  results  than  many  smaller  ones  in 
poor  locations  indifferently  sustained. 

Third.  It  may  be  expedient  to  modif}'  or  abandon  any  enterprise  of  the 
Society  which  experience  may  prove  to  be  unnecessary  or  less  productive 
of  good  results  than  might  reasonably  have  been  expected,  in  view  of  the 
amount  of  money  expended  in  its  establishment  and  support.  The  con- 
tributions to  this  cause  are  limited,  and  must  not  be  used  in  experiments, 
but  devoted  to  the  soul-saving  work  intrusted  to  our  care,  wisely  and 
economically  distributed  in  such  a  way  as  will  give  vitality  and  power  to 
the  Church,  and  prosperity  to  the  country.  I 

Fourth.  To  provide  for  isolated  communities,  destitute  of  elevating  in- 
fluences, such  opportunities,  educational,  industrial,  and  religious,  as  will 
give  to  them  broader  views  of  life  and  an  impulse  to  a  liiglier  civilization. 
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The  humble  school-houses  erected  a  dozen  or  fifteen  j-ears  ago,  on  the  hill- 
sides and  in  the  valleys,  in  the  South  and  in  the  West,  accessible  to  scat- 
tered populations,  which  were  used  as  school-house,  chapel,  and  home  for 
the  missionary-  teacher,  in  many  places  have  become  prosperous  Methodist 
Churches.  The  mission  school  opened  the  way,  and  made  possible  the 
church  and  the  public  school.  There  are  manj-  such  neighborhoods,  South 
and  West,  where,  by  the  annual  expenditure  of  one  or  two  hundred  dollars 
for  a  few  years,  an  enterprise  could  be  sustained  that  would  prove  to  be  the 
"  leaven  of  righteousness,''  and  determine  for  that  section  the  character  of 
the  civilization  of  the  future. 

Fifth.  We  ought  to  secure  a  fuller  recognition  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Societ}-,  in  view  of  the  relation  it  bears  to  the  foreign  field,  and 
the  influence  for  good  that  may  be  wrought  upon  the  world  through  the 
evangelization  of  this  country.  We  must  save  and  hold  this  country  for 
Christ  as  a  base  of  supplies.  We  can  not  furnish  means  and  missionaries  for 
the  wide  world,  unless  the  Church  at  home  be  strengthened  and  its  resources 
developed,  unless  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit  shall  come  upon  the 
women,  who  constitvite  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  membership  of  our 
Church,  and  aid  them  in  their  efforts  to  save  this  county  for  Christ. 

Sixth.  It  is  wise,  in  formulating  plans,  and  in  organizing  Christian  work, 
to  regard  the  claims  of  the  enduring  future,  as  well  as  those  of  the  tran- 
sient present.  It  is  the  relation  that  the  present  bears  to  the  future  that 
gives  it  significance  and  controlling  power.  As  we  recognize  the  harvest 
of  autumn  in  the  sowing  of  the  spring,  so  in  the  preparatorj-  agencies  em- 
ployed in  the  present,  do  we  recognize  the  grander  instrumentalities  and. 
achievements  of  the  next  generation.  Improvements  in  the  management 
of  worldly  afiairs  follow  in  rapid  succession,  and  clearer  views  and  greater 
consecration  should  characterize  the  agencies  and  methods  employed  by  the 
Church  of  Christ  in  elevating  the  people,  and  in  saving  the  world.  It  is 
short-sighted  policy  to  limit  our  plans  of  work  to  the  present.  We  should  take 
a  more  comprehensive  view  of  the  needs,  possibilities,  achievements,  and 
conquests  of  the  twentieth  century.  We  should  carefully  scan  the  horo- 
scope of  the  future,  watch  its  earliest  indications,  and  adjust  our  plans 
and  movements  to  the  possibilities  of  philanthrop}-  and  religion,  as  they 
may  be  unrolled  to  our  vision  by  the  unerring  wisdom  of  divine  intel- 
ligence

ANNUAL  ADDRESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  OF  THE 

WOMAN'S  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY,  OCTOBER  20,  1895, 

BY  MRS.  EMMA  WINNER  ROGERS. 


The  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  twofold — to 
Christianize  the  needy  and  unsaved,  especially  women  and  children,  and  to 
do  this  by  arousing  and  enlisting  the  women  of  the  Church  for  active  Chris- 
tian work.  I  need  not  dwell  on  the  importance,  the  vital  necessity,  of 
Christian  work  for  the  sinful  and  the  suffering.  The  patriot  and  the  Chris- 
tian sees  to-day  the  dangers  which  threaten  our  modern  society.  He  ap- 
preciates the  necessity  of  civilizing  and  transforming  the  multitudes  of 
people  living  almost  as  heathen  in  our  midst.  The  city's  slums,  the  coun- 
try's indifference,  the  evils  of  the  newly-settled  regions,  of  the  lumber  and 
mining  camps,  the  rtideness,  poverty,  and  immorality  of  life  in  certain  re- 
gions of  the  South,  are  all  familiar  to  you,  and  have  called  you  together  in 
this  Annual  Meeting  to  devise  ways  and  means  for  their  relief;  to  seek  to 
let  in  light  upon  this  darkness.  The  earnest  desire  of  every  heart  here  is 
to  find  the  way  to  a  wider  usefulness,  to  a  speedier  salvation  and  regenera- 
tion of  the  multitude  living  in  darkness.  We  each  believe  heartily  that 
the  power  exists  in  God,  and  the  forces  or  energy  in  man  and  society  to 
regenerate  society,  if  we  but  knew  how  to  use  these  forces.  May  not  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  become  a  larger  factor  in  using  the 
forces  that  make  for  righteousness?     Let  us  try  to  answer  this. 

The  demoralization  of  our  great  cities,  sociall}',  politically,  and  spirit- 
ually, and  the  poverty,  misery,  and  discontent  of  vast  numbers  who  live 
in  them,  is  the  most  marked  feature  of  the  social  organism  of  our  time. 
That  the  Church  fails  to  reach  these  unsaved  multitudes  is  a  remarkable 
and  deplorable  fact,  admitted  everywhere.  No  religioiis  Conference  assem- 
bles withoiit  discussing  the  question,  How  shall  the  Church  reach  and  up- 
lift the  masses,  and  thus  regenerate  societj-  ?  Mr.  Moody  said,  a  few  years 
ago,  and  it  is  still  true  :  "  The  gulf  between  the  Church  and  the  masses  is 
growing  wider,  deeper,  and  darker  everv  hour."  Careful  estimates  show 
that  more  than  half  the  entire  population  of  our  country,  or  about  32,- 
000,000  people,  never  attend  any  Church  service — Protestant  or  Roman 
Catholic — and  that  it  is  upon  the  workingmen  and  the  farmers  that  the 
Church  has  lost  its  hold.  It  has  lost  its  hold  because  it  has  got  so  far 
from  the  Christianity  of  Christ. 

Our  own  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  is,  perhaps,  better  adapted  than 
84 
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any  save  the  Roman  Catholic,  to  reach  people.  Yet  the  statistics  of  Con- 
ferences seem  to  prove  conclusively  that  we  fail  to  do  so.  Take  the  sta- 
tistics of  Rock  River  Conference,  which  probably  average  with  other  Con- 
ferences, and  what  do  we  find?  What  ingathering  of  the  vmsaved  multi- 
tude? What  increase  in  Church  membership  for  the  whole  year  of  1894 
to  1895?  An  increase,  in  round  numbers,  of  only  550  probationers  and 
i,Soo  full  members!  This  for  a  Conference  having  within  its  bounds  the 
second  largest  city  in  the  United  States ;  a  city  of  nearly  two  million  in- 
habitants, and  with  many  hundred  thousands  of  unsaved  people ;  a  city 
dotted  with  immense  foreign  colonies,  forty  to  sixt}-  thousand  strong,  of 
people  mainly  from  the  peasant  fields  or  city  slums  of  Europe. 

And  the  results  of  this  year's  work  in  that  one  Conference  do  not  differ 
greatly  from  the  results  in  all  other  Conferences,  or  from  the  results  in 
sister  Churches.  The  world  will  never  be  saved.  Christianized,  uplifted — 
by  the  Churches,  at  least — if  the  present  rate  of  progress  is  to  be  the  fu- 
ture rate. 

A  clergyman  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  said  to  me  recently, 
when  we  were  discussing  the  condition  of  Chicago's  slums  and  how  to  up- 
lift life  there  :  '  Our  Church  has  no  machinery  adapted  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  slums,  to  reach  the  very  poor  and  the  neglected."  I  replied,  instantly, 
"  It  has  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  ;''  but  I  was  obliged  to  ad- 
mit that  our  Society  is  not  extensively  enough  at  work  to  be  recognized  as 
adequate  to  cope  with  the  problem  of  how  to  reach  and  Christianize  the 
masses  in  cities. 

But  whether  it  is  lack  of  machinery,  or  lack  of  spiritual  power  to  run 
the  machinery  of  the  Church,  there  stands  the  pitiful  fact,  undisputed, 
that  the  average  Church,  in  none  of  its  arms  of  service,  gets  down  to  the 
slums,  to  the  verv  poor,  or  even  to  the  working  people.  I  will  not  take 
the  time  to  quote  high  authorities  to  prove  this.  You  do  not  need  author- 
ities ;  you  know  the  general  truth  of  the  statement,  though,  thank  God, 
there  are  rare  and  l)lessed  exceptions  to  it.  And  we  may  not  forget  that 
the  wonderful  growth  of  the  altruistic  spirit  which  marks  our  time,  the 
eager  longing  to  see  humanity  uplifted,  and  the  manj'  successful  efforts 
toward  this,  the  discontent  with  the  Church's  slow  accomplishment  of  its 
great  mission, — all  these  are  born  of  the  Christ  spirit — are  the  beautiful 
fruits  of  Christianity  and  of  the  preaching  of  it  among  men. 

Dr.  Peabody,  of  Harvard  University,  said  to  the  students  only  a  few 
days  ago:  "The  signs  of  the  time,  the  most  conspicuous  and  characteristic 
of  all,  is,  of  course,  the  new  sense  of  social  responsibility,  .  .  .  the 
recognition  of  social  service  as  the  test  of  life.  .  .  .  Beneath  all  the 
self-seeking  of  the  time,  there  is  heard  by  this  age,  as  never  before,  the 
call  to  social  service.  ...  To  emploj-ers  and  economists,  to  philoso- 
phers and  politicians,  to  busy  men  and  generous  women,  there  has  come 
a  new  appreciation  of  the  Christian  gospel:  'No  man  liveth  to  himself; 
'  Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens  ;'  '  Ye  are  members  one  of  another.'  .  .  . 
Never  before  was  it  so  plain  that  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  is  not  a  plan 
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of  personal  safety  in  the  midst  of  a  general  wreck,  but  a  call  to  save  the 
whole  great  shipload  of  humanity  and  bring  it  safe  to  port." 

That  the  Church  falls  so  far  short  in  its  great  regenerating  work  is 
proof  that  we  are  following  only  afar  off  the  Master  and  his  methods.  As 
a  Church  we  do  not  know  how  to  use  this  glorious  spirit  of  love  to  man 
that  so  stirs  society  to-day.  Tt  is  as  if  a  broad-souled  and  saintly  child 
were  born  into  a  home  where  worldliness  and  selfishness  abounded,  and 
none  knew  how  to  send  that  child  on  its  life-saving  world-voyage.  So 
this  spirit  of  brotherhood,  born  in  the  Church,  of  the  Christ  spirit,  is  to- 
day waiting  to  become  anew  the  savior  of  the  people"  "  Let  the  Church 
return  to  the  Christianity  of  Christ,"  says  Dr.  Josiali  Strong,  "and  the 
multitude  would  soon  return  to  her." 

But  the  average  Church  lives  for  itself,  works  for  itself.  It  gives,  of 
course,  money  to  all  the  good  causes,  but  it  does  not  give  itself.  You 
will  never  save  the  world  with  money  as  the  chief  factor;  the  power  of 
personality  outweighs  all  others  in  its  efficacy  to  redeem  and  uplift.  This 
is  the  very  essence  of  the  gospel.  The  Church  must  exemplify  the  gos- 
pel of  human  brotherhood.  "  We  make  money  subserve  the  purposes  that 
only  love  can  subserve,"  says  Dr.  Strong  again,  in  talking  of  Church 
methods.  And  he  adds:  "The  modern  good  Samaritan  feels  for  the 
wouuded  wayfarer  ;  but  he  can  not  possibly  stop,  because  he  has  a  business 
engagement  down-town,  and  so  satisfies  his  conscience,  when  he  arrives 
at  his  oflice,  by  sending  a  check  to  the  society  for  the  relief  of  travelers 
robbed  on  the  wa}-  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho." 

Or  perhaps  the  average  Church  member  does  not  like  "  muckers," 
finds  it  unpleasant  to  visit  the  poor,  the  sick,  or  the  prisoner.  Let  me 
read  you  an  extract  from  a  young  woman's  letter: 

"  Well,  my  dearest  Laura,  I  have  been  visiting  the  poor  !  That  is  to 
say,  I  got  as  far  as  the  door  of  one  house ;  but,  my  dear,  I  simply  could 
not  go  in  !  It  was  too  awful ;  and  I  went  home  and  got  a  check  for  $5  out 
of  papa,  and  sent  some  oranges  and  things  besides.  If  they  knew  how 
I  felt,  I  am  sure  they  would  rather  have  had  my  money  than  my  com- 
pany. They  were  all  ill,  too,  and  I  am  so  inefficient  in  sickness.  At  any 
rate,  preparation  is  needed  for  visiting  the  poor  in  their  own  homes — also 
disinfectants  often,  and  insect  powder!     Yours  very  affectionately, 

"Zairah." 

It  requires  courage,  tact,  self-sacrifice  for  us  to  go  about  as  Christ  did, 
doing  good. 

The  pastor  of  the  average  Church  labors  faithfully  for  his  own  flock, 
but  very  little  with  them  for  the  salvation,  physical  and  moral,  of  the  un- 
churched masses.  Only  this  morning  I  heard  a  pastor  of  wisdom  and  ex- 
perience sa}-,  in  one  of  your  city  pulpits,  that  the  minister  does  not  and 
can  not  reach  the  great  outlving  multitude  of  the  unsaved — that  his  own 
flock  needs  his  care.  Ah !  if  he  could  get  them  to  work  for  others,  they 
would  need  less  done  for  them  by  the  pastor.  The  children  of  the  Church 
members  are  being  instructed  and  helped  in  the  Sunday-school  and  Ep- 
worth   League  ;  but  few  children  of  the  very  poor,  who  most  need  these 
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helps,  are  in  the  Sunday-school  or  the  League.  The  official  and  business 
work  of  the  Church  is  looked  after  by  the  brethren ;  but  I  believe  I  come 
within  the  truth  when  I  say  that  not  more  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  mem- 
bership are  actually  doing  practical  personal  Christian  work  for  the  mor- 
ally and  socially  destitute. 

Imagine  the  Church  to  be  in  the  twenty-fourth  ward,  where  well-to- 
do  and  law-abiding  citizens  live  and  worship,  and  that  the  twenty-third 
ward,  lying  along  side  of  it.  is  a  "  tough ""  ward,  few  churches,  many  sa- 
loons and  dens  of  iniquity,  a  goodly  number  of  the  criminal  classes,  and 
forty  thousand  working-people  living  in  crowded  and  unsanitary-  tene- 
ments. How  much  does  our  average  Church  member  concern  himself 
about  this?  How  man}-  of  them  have  made  friends  with  the  poor  of  the 
neighboring  twenty-third  ward,  or  have  sought  to  make  life  more  toler- 
able to  these  neighbors  who  have  little  but  the  hard  and  dark  side  con- 
tinually ? 

Dr.  Parkhurst  said  in  a  ver\-  recent  address  before  the  New  York  State 
Convention  of  Christian  Endeavor  Societies:  "There  is  power  enough  in 
the  Church  when  once  it  becomes  conscious  of  its  own  immanent  might, 
and  when  once  with  intelligence  it  sur\-eys  that  might  in  its  relation  to 
that  whole  territorj-  of  the  devil's  works  that  Christ  declares  he  has  come 
to  destroy,  and  that  he  has  left  to  his  Church  to  fight  to  the  finish.  The 
trouble  with  God's  people  is,  that  while  they  would  like  to  make  an  end 
to  the  de\-il — the  devil  in  society,  the  devil  in  business  and  politics — they 
do  not  quite  like  to  dirty  their  hands  with  him.'" 

Imagine,  if  you  can,  the  Salvation  Army  in  a  comfortable  or  hand- 
some church,  on  a  fashionable  street,  preaching  regularly  Sundays,  mid- 
week prayer-meeting,  Missionan.-  Societies  meeting  endlessly  to  talk  over 
the  work,  and  to  collect  naone\-  to  send  to  India  or  Dakota,  but  never  going 
into  the  slums,  never  seeking  out  the  poor,  the  sinful,  and  the  outcast,  but 
doing  its  own  Church-work  well  and  piously.  It  would  no  longer  be  a 
Salvation  Army,  but  a  modern  Church. 

It  is  as  true  in  the  country  as  in  the  city,  and  perhaps  more  so,  that 
the  Christianit}-  of  Christ  is  wanting.  There  are  so  many  outside  the 
Church  and  uncared  for,  poor,  and  socially  destitute,  in  villages  and 
couutrj-  places  and  in  the  newly-settled  States  and  Territories.  There  is 
the  same  tendency  of  the  Church  to  live  in  and  for  itself,  and  let  its 
needy  neighbor  stay  outside  Christian  sympathies  and  influences.  The 
loneliness  of  country-  places  is  in  part  the  fault  of  the  Chucch  people,  who 
do  not  go  out  and  win  the  isolated  people  to  the  social  and  religious  circle 
of  the  Church. 

How  and  by  whom  are  these  things  that  are  left  undone  to  be  done  ? 
How  are  the  indifferent,  the  unrighteous  and  ignorant  multitude  to  be 
brought  in  ?  Can  the  Church  reach  them  ?  Just  here,  I  believe,  comes  the 
opportunity  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society — along  the  same 
lines  in  which  it  is  now  working,  but  with  an  increased  energv',  a  larger 
ideal,  and  an  extension  of  its  plans  and  work  at  once,  to  bring  to  pass  in 
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some  large  measure  that  regeneration  of  society  so  ardently  talked  about, 
so  fervently  prayed  for,  and  yet  almost  despaired  of  by  thoughtful  men 
and  women. 

Our  Society  ought  to  be,  much  more  than  it  is,  the  working  arm  of  the 
Church  to  reach  the  poor  and  the  socially  outcast  and  sinful.  It  ought  to 
co-operate  with  the  pastors  in  organizing  the  Church  for  work,  in  enlist- 
ing the  whole  membership  in  active,  face-to-face  contact  with  the  social 
problems  of  the  day.  And  I  call  upou  you  to-night,  you  leaders  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  to  awake  to  the  immense  opportuni- 
ties and  responsibilities  of  our  Society.  It  may  be  ours  to  lead  the 
Church  into  new  and  wider  ways  of  reaching  the  needy  people,  and  to 
arouse  the  membership  of  the  Church  to  their  duty  of  personal  service  in 
the  cause  of  humanity.  How  shall  the  Home  Missionary  Society  do  this? 
Its  plans  and  methods  are  all  adapted  to  do  it.  A  Church  at  work  could 
well  be  the  rallying  cry  of  oiir  Society  in  this  day.  The  machinery  ex- 
ists in  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  and  in  the  Church,  there- 
fore, to  reach  the  people,  even  the  people  of  the  slums,  and  uplift  them. 
Home  missionary  agencies  may  be  the  medium  to  reach  and  win  the 
ignorant  and  unsaved.  They  must  be  helped  physically  and  industrially 
as  well  as  spiritually,  and  our  Society  provides  just  these  helps. 

Home  missionary  workers  and  members  may  be  the  medium  of  com- 
munication and  interpretation  between  the  poor  and  churchless  and  the 
rich  and  favored.  It  may  teach  the  lesson  of  the  brotherhood  of  man, 
and  practice  it  too ;  and  that  the  service  of  mankind  is  a  true  worship 
of  God.  If  we  do  not  love  and  serve  humanit}^,  we  do  not  love  God  ; 
for  if  a  man  loves  not  his  brother  whom  he  hath  seen,  how  shall  he  love 
God  whom  he  hath  not  seen  ? 

What  the  world  and  the  Church  needs  to-day  is  that  Christians,  the 
great  army  of  Church  members,  should  get  to  work,  really  and  in  earnest, 
to  work  out  their  own  salvation  by  saving  others. 

What  methods  shall  our  Society  use  to  aid  in  the  regeneration  of 
modern  society,  and  in  the  realization  of  a  Church  at  work  ? 

First,  the  method  of  contact.  Since  the  people  will  not  come  to  the 
Church,  the  Church  must  go  to  the  people  ;  and  let  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  lead  the  way. 

We  must  put  our  Deaconess  and  Mission  Homes  in  the  poorest  and 
wickedest  wards  of  the  cities,  and  make  them  centers  of  righteousness, 
meeting-placesfor  those  who  would  Igive  themselves  to  the  people  who 
are  Avithout  hope  or  joy  in  life.  Dr.  Peabody  says  of  the  simple  method 
^of  residence  among  the  poor,  that  it  is  the  last  and  best  conception  of 
philanthropy.  Like  Methodism,  it  originated  in  a  university,  in  what  we 
call  the  University  Settlement,  and  the  Church  can  not  do  better  than 
adopt  this  Christlike  method  of  work.  In  fact,  it  has  been  largely  and 
successfully  used  in  the  foreign  missionary  work  of  all  Churches.  To  live 
among  the  poor  and  the  sinful,  to  go  to  them  because  they  will  not  come 
.to  us,  is  a  necessity.     It  is  as  great  folly  to  place  such  centers  of  light  and 
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love  and  healing  as  our  Deaconess  and  Mission  Homes  on  a  fashionable  or 
pleasant  street  as  it  has  been  to  move  nearly  all  our  churches  to  pleasant 
"  up-town  "  streets.  Why  repeat  the  mistake  of  the  Church  itself,  keeping 
away  from  the  people,  but  sending  paid  laborers  to  them,  to  do  the  work 
all  the  Church  people  ought  to  do  ? 

Witli  our  Deaconess  Homes  and  Mission  Homes,  and  their  many  help- 
ing agencies,  in  the  midst  of  the  people  to  be  helped,  we  have  common 
meeting-ground  for  the  rich  and  the  poor  in  them,  for  the  sinner  and 
the  saved,  for  the  Church  member  and  the  outcast.  When  the  loving  and 
the  neighborly  ser\-ice  of  the  Home  has  wrought  its  work,  the  neighbor- 
hood and  ward  will  have  changed.  It  will  no  longer  be  a  slum  ward.  A 
model  Christian  Home  in  a  squalid  block  will  not  be  the  least  of  the  ben- 
efits of  placing  our  Home  Mission  Homes  in  the  poorest  wards.  A  hos- 
pitable Christian  Home,  where  the  poor  neighbor  is  welcome  and  the  chil- 
dren may  come,  and  in  or  near  it  the  little  librar}-,  the  kindergarten, 
kitchen-garden,  the  clubs  and  classes,  the  song  services  and  religious 
meetings,  are  able  to  transform  a  neighborhood.  Out  from  it  the  friendly 
visitors  of  associated  charities  ma}'  come. 

And  let  me  say,  that  no  method  of  Christian  work  is  as  successful  as 
friendly  visiting.  Let  each  Home  Missionary  Society  have  a  large  band  of 
such  visitors,  whether  in  city  or  countr}-;  every  man  and  woman  in  the 
Church  who  -svill,  enrolled  in  this  work ;  not  go  "  slumming,"  as  the  fad  of 
to-da}-  is,  but  to  make  weekly  or  monthly  visits  on  two  or  more  families, 
until  you  have  made  friends  of  them,  and  can  aid  them  wnth  sympathy 
and  counsel  in  the  every-da}-  affairs  of  life,  and  thus  help  them  to  better 
lives.  The  love  for  this  needy  neighbor  which  compels  a  man  to  go  into 
squalid  homes  to  seek  out  and  relieve  a  sick  or  friendless  fellow-creature 
is  the  saving  love,  sa^■ing  to  both  the  giver  and  the  receiver  thereof. 

It  is  not  charity  in  the  ordinary  sense  that  you  need  to  give,  but  your- 
self, your  sympath}',  your  experience,  your  friendship  and  ad\'ice,  your 
talents,  to  brighten  their  dull  world.  It  is  love,  love  that  the  world  must 
be  saved  by — the  loving  kindness  of  healthy,  happy,  and  Chrislike  people 
to  the  sick,  the  miserable,  the  poor,  the  unrighteous.  The  sharing  with 
our  poorer  neighbors  our  intellectual  and  spiritual  food,  instead  of  only 
bread  and  meat  and  clothes,  is  the  new-old  gospel  of  loving  our  neighbor 
as  ourselves.  For  man  does  not  live  by  bread  alone  ;  but  we  have  imagined 
that  the  poor  man  did,  while  in  fact  he  is  dying  of  soul-hunger. 

If  you  want  to  know  the  joy  and  the  meaning  of  life,  you  must  find  it  in 
ministering,  not  in  being  ministered  unto.  Our  present-day  religion  is  in- 
complete, unsatisfying,  because  we  are  continuallj-  being  filled  up,  and  sel- 
dom giving  out  the  good  things,  the  blessed  truths  of  life  and  immortality. 
Personal  work,  the  service  of  mankind,  will  show  you  heights  and  depths 
of  life  you  never  dreamed  of.  It  is  not  all  selfsacrifice  either;  rather  it  is 
losing  one's  life  that  one  may  find  it.  It  is  doing  unto  Christ,  by  doing 
unto  one  of  the  least  of  his  creatures,  and  Christ  reveals  himself  to  you 
then  as  never  before.     ''  Inasmuch   as  ve  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of 
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these,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."  Out  of  the  wean,-,  despairing  faces, 
brightened  by  your  love  and  care,  will  shine  for  you  the  Christ-face.  For 
was  he  not  poor  and  despised  and  heart-sore  himself,  a  man  of  sorrows 
and  acquainted  with  grief?  A  workingman  ?  Yes,  in  the  faces  of  the 
hungn*-  and  suffering  and  unloved  ;  in  the  sad,  patient  face  of  the  sick 
tenement-dweller,  or  the  haunted  eyes  of  the  "out-of-work"'  man,  Christ 
will  reveal  himself  to  you  as  you  tn.-  to  share  and  lighten  their  burdens. 

We  must  deal  with  realities.  The  Home  ^lissionary  Society  may  fol- 
low Christ's  methods  in  dealing  with  present-day  realities,  and  enticing 
the  whole  Church  to  do  this.  Our  Society  does  this  now  ven,-  largely,  in 
working  for  and  talking  about  the  actual  condition  and  needs  of  suffering 
and  needy  people  and  our  personal  responsibilit}-  for  them,  whether  in 
frozen  Alaska,  the  one-room  Southern  cabin,  or  in  the  slums  of  our  great 
cities.  This  is  an  age  of  realities.  We  dream  little,  we  look  not  far  behind 
or  forward  in  our  dailj-  life,  but  try  diligently  each  day  to  work  out  the 
problem  of  that  day,  and  live  for  God  and  humanity  through  all  its  hours. 
rThe  Home  Missiouar}-  Society  has  a  great  mission  to  the  Church,  and 
a  great  opportunity  to  inspire  it  to  live  less  in  the  past  and  future,  and 
more  in  the  present,  and  to  deal  with  present-day  problems.  The  lessons 
of  the  past  need,  of  course,  to  be  applied  to  the  present ;  and  hope  or  fear 
of  the  future  may  be  used  as  an  incentive  to  present-day  holy,  helpful  liv- 
ing. But  what  you  and  I  and  all  of  us,  and  especially  the  sinful  and  suf- 
fering, need  to  know  and  hear  about  and  work  at  is  the  present  and  its 
problems,  the  li%ang  present ;  how  to  work  out  our  own  salvation,  how  to 
help  save  a  perishing  world,  perishing  now,  while  we  assemble  in  our  best 
clothes  Sunday  after  Sunday  in  beautiful  churches.  It  is  the  solemn  duty 
of  our  Society  to  lead  the  whole  Church  into  a  consideration  of  what  we 
can  do  as  a  Church,  under  faithful  pastors,  to  transform  society-  ;  to  make 
the  dail}'  evils  all  about  us  and  afar  off  less,  and  then  go  to  to  work 
and  do  it. 

I  believe  the  reason  so  few  men  go  to  church  is  that  the  Church  is 
to  them  an  unpractical  institution,  dealing  chiefly  with  ideas  and  questions 
the}-  know  about  and  do  n't  care  to  hear  over  and  over  again,  and  not 
working  at,  or  making  the  membership  work  at,  the  practical  solution  of 
the  questions  it  discusses.  In  attending  a  large  church  recenth-  I  counted 
the  people  directly  ahead  of  me  in  a  block  of  seats ;  there  were  thirtN-one 
women  and  twelve  men,  and  three  of  the  men  were  verv'  old.  This  pro- 
portion, no  doubt,  holds  good  in  most  of  the  churches.  A  church  at  work 
would  draw  and  hold  men.  It  is  only  women  —  dear,  patient  souls — who 
will  go  to  meetings  indefinitely  from  a  sense  of  duty. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionar}-  Societ}-  can  be  a  vital  force  in  helping 
to  realize  a  Church  at  work,  in  helping  to  form  the  members  into  an  army 
of  workers  in  each  Church,  in  co-operating  with  the  pastors  and  officers  to 
win  everj-  member  into  the  workers'  ranks.  This  means  work,  leadership — 
it  requires  a  rare  kind  of  genius  to  set  people  at  work  and  keep  them  at 
it,  especially  men — if  it  is  unpaid  labor,  or  paid  only  in  heaven's  coin  of

love.  But  it  can  be  done,  and  our  Societj'  ought  to  lead  the  way  in  doing 
it.  because  we,  of  all  the  Church  people,  are,  on  account  of  the  personal  na- 
ture of  our  work,  most  awake  to  the  needs,  and  best  ready  to  be  useful  in 
pointing  out  the  suffering,  sinful,  perishing  multitude  who  must  be  saved. 

The  method  of  information  and  observation  ought  to  be  used  by  our 
Society  in  its  larger  work  of  enlisting  the  whole  Church  in  its  battle 
with  unrighteousness.  Not  only  instruction  and  information  for  the  igno- 
rant and  destitute — that,  of  course,  and  much  of  it — but  I  mean  now  that 
the  Society  should  bring  to  the  Church  people  exact  information  about  the 
condition  of  those  it  seeks  to  reach.  If  it  be  a  ward  of  a  city,  all  the  facts 
and  needs  of  that  region  should  be  ascertained,  and  all  the  fruits  of  faith- 
ful obsen'ation  set  forth,  as  well  as  information  from  competent  people, 
through  lectures  or  otherwise,  as  to  how  best  to  help,  practically  and  per- 
manetitly,  the  needs  of  such  wards.  I  have  always  found  where  exact 
knowledge  of  conditions  could  be  given,  interest  could  be  aroused  and  help 
of  all  kinds  obtained. 

I  wish  we  might  have  a  two  hours'  practical  Conference  before  our 
session  closes,  to  talk  of  how  our  respective  Auxiliaries  mav  help  to 
realize  a  Church  at  work.  Charles  Kiugsley  said  :  "If  the  Church  were 
what  she  ought  to  be  and  could  be  for  a  single  day,  the  world  would  be 
converted  before  nightfall."  Beloved  friends,  let  us  trj'  to  make  this  large 
ideal  of  a  Church  at  work  our  ideal,  to  inspire  and  lead  the  waj-  to  a 
Christlike  Christianity,  to  help  make  it  dishonorable  for  anj'  Church 
member  to  be  idle  in  the  vine3^ard  of  the  Lord.  This  is  what  most  needs 
doing,  this  is  what  we  are  called  to,  and  God  grant  we  maj-  hear  the 
call  !  Then  would  our  own  special  work,  whether  in  our  cities  or  the 
country,  grow  and  flourish  and  achieve  our  highest  expectations,  and  our 
treasur\^  would  overflow  with  gold  for  Christ's  work.  Then  would  every 
branch  of  Church-work  prosper  and  broaden  out,  and  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  be  realized  here  more  widely  on  earth. 

We  can  not  do  this  larger  work,  nor  inspire  others  to  do  it,  without 
being  filled  with  the  Christ  spirit  ourselves,  first  of  all  and  above  all.  We 
must  be  emptied  of  self  and  selfishness,  and  become  the  instrument 
through  which  the  Spirit  of  Christ  works  in  the  world  for  ,the  saving  of 
men.  We  must  have  the  baptism  that  came  to  the  disciples  who  gathered 
in  that  upper  chamber  at  Jerusalem,  that  has  come  to  all  souls  who  have 
moved  the  world  toward  God  ;  that  made  Savonarola  cry  aloud  and  with- 
hold not  from  denouncing  the  sins  of  his  people  and  prophes3-ing  the  fate 
of  his  beloved  city  if  repentance  did  not  come — the  spirit  that  sent  Luther 
and  Wesley  on  their  great  missions  for  the  salvation  of  the  common 
people.  And  God  will  grant  us  this  spirit  if  we  call  upon  him,  and  will 
make  manifest  the  saving  of  the  people  if  we  go  forward  "  in  his  name." 
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Ix  reviewing  the  past  year,  we  are  amazed  as  we  note  the  large  amount 
of  work  which  has  been  done,  and  the  good  that  has  been  accomplished. 

rinanciall}-,  this  will  stand  for  the  hard  year  in  our  work.  In  Florida, 
the  loss  of  the  orange  crop,  which  meant  all  to  many,  rendered  the  condi- 
tion in  some  localities  almost  unendurable.  In  many  cases  girls  were 
obliged  to  remain  awaj^  from  school,  and  work  to  help  support  the  family; 
others  left  before  the  close  of  the  term  because  their  parents  could  send  no 
more  money. 

Thayer  Industrial  Home,  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

The  work  at  this  Home  has  maintained  its  high  standard  of  excellence. 
Twenty-nine  girls  have  received  the  Home  training.  One  hundred  and 
forty-seven  have  received  lessons  in  plain  sewing,  twelve  in  dressmaking, 
and  ten  in  fancy  work.  Many  cooking  lessons  have  been  given,  also  lec- 
tures on  various  themes  that  would  be  of  practical  benefit  to  the  girls.  Six 
of  our  girls  graduated  from  the  Normal  Department  of  Clark  University, 
and  now  have  excellent  positions  as  teachers.  Our  graduates  are  making 
splendid  records,  and  doing  much  good  among  their  people. 

The  Atlanta  Exposition  has  been  of  absorbing  interest.  Thayer  Home 
will  furnish  a  display  which  will  be  a  credit  to  the  Woman's  Home  Mission- 
ar}-  Societ}',  and  of  which  they  may  well  be  proud,  and  for  which  a  liberal 
appropriation  should  be  made. 

Haven  Industrial  Home  and  School,  Savannah,  Georgia. 

Mrs.  Palen  reports  that  thirty  girls  have  been  cared  for  during  term 
time,  and  nine  during  vacation.  The  same  line  of  work  is  pursued  here  as 
in  our  other  Homes,  and  the  girls  have  made  marked  progress  in  acquiring 
the  art  of  housekeeping.  We  had  an  enrollment  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty-six  day  pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  one  hundred  and  sixty. 
Many  were  turned  away  for  lack  of  room.  There  is  an  increasing  demand 
each  year  for  larger  accommodations  for  both  Home  and  school.  The 
people  appreciate  more  and  more  what  is  being  done  for  them,  and,  not- 
withstanding their  poverty  and  the  hard  times,  are  anxious  to  pay  all  they 
can  for  the  education  of  their  children.  They  have  paid  for  board  this  year 
$900.50,  and  for  tuition  $425.10.  Miss  Baldwin  writes  that  we  could  have 
one  thousand  pupils  in  the  day-school  if  we  had  accommodations.  The 
location  is  the  best  to  be  had  anywhere  in  that  region.  Our  pupils  come 
largely  from  localities  w-here  there  are  no  schools  of  any  kind.  The  public 
schools  will  not  begin  to  accommodate  the  children.  Our  Savannah  Mis- 
sion is  the  only  representative  of  the  Northern  INIethodist  Episcopal 
Church  between  Atlanta  and  Jacksonville,  Florida,  and  lies  in  what  is 
termed  "  the  Black  Belt."  The  influence  of  the  Home  has  extended  through 
the  entire  section,  and  many  applications  have  been  made  from  distant 
points  for  admission  to  Haven  Home.  Five  promising  girls  graduated  this 
year,  and  have  entered  schools  of  higher  grades.  The  School  Commission- 
ers say  that  their  best  teachers  come  from  Haven  Home. 

The  possibilities  are  great,  and  instead  of  relaxitig  our  efforts  we  need 
to  redouble  them.  Our  missionaries  are  a  great  power  in  Asbury  Church, 
92 
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the  only  IMethodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Savannah.  They  work  in  all  de- 
partments. Some  of  the  pastors  have  felt  that  without  them  the  Church 
could  scarcely  have  been  kept  alive.  One  of  our  girls  is  the  organist,  and  the 
Sunday-school  is  mainly  conducted  by  our  teachers  and  girls.  Miss  Her- 
ron  reports  the  work  at  Speedwell  as  in  a  flourishing  condition.  There 
were  thirt3'-seven  in  the  day-school,  and  five  girls  in  the  Home.  Aljout 
fifty  dollars  were  paid  for  board  and  tuition.  The  people  are  ver}-  poor,  and 
while  they  appreciate  their  advantages  they  are  unable  to  pay  much  for 
them.  In  all  this  mission-work  the  jiast  has  been  wonderfully  blessed, 
and  the  future  is  fvill  of  hope.  Hundreds  of  souls  have  been  converted, 
and  numbers  each  year  are  led  into  the  kingdom  through  its  instru- 
mentality. 

Boylan  Industrial  Home,  Jacksonville,  Florida. 

Twenty-nine  girls  received  the  Home  training,  and  one  hundred  and 
forty  attended  the  day-school.  The  Primary  Department  was  so  crowded 
that  it  became  necessary  to  enlarge  their  quarters.  Over  twelve  hundred 
dollars  ($1,200)  were  received  for  board,  tuition,  and  music,  which  sum  was 
expended  for  current  expenses,  repairs,  and  extra  expenses,  and  f6o  ap- 
plied toward  the  debt  on  real  estate  purchased  last  year.  The  dormitory, 
Miss  Bisbee's  memorial,  was  opened  in  a  large  chamber,  and  with  very  in- 
teresting exercises.  A  large  proportion  of  our  girls  were  fully  grown. 
They  were  from  the  countrj-,  and  had  few  advantages,  were  very  poor,  and 
illy  clad,  but  unusually  appreciative  and  ambitious  to  learn.  One  earned 
the  money  to  pay  her  expenses  for  four  months  by  cultivating  a  small 
cotton  patch.  Another  said  she  and  her  mother  took  in  washing,  and  had 
been  saving  the  money  for  more  than  a  3'ear  to  send  her  to  school.  Four- 
teen were  converted  and  showed  change  of  heart  by  change  of  life.  Much 
attention  is  paid  to  graded  Eible  study  in  this  Home.  The  work  is  appre- 
ciated. Our  graduates  are  making  good  records.  One  has  gone  to  the 
Normal  School  at  Tallahassee  ;  another  to  Pratt  Institute,  Brooklyn  ;  another 
to  Hampton  Institute.  The  visiting  work  has  been  of  unusual  interest. 
It  would  be  well  if  we  could  have  one  missionary  to  devote  her  entire  time 
to  this  part  of  our  work.  Our  missionaries  overtax  themselves  in  trying 
to  meet  the  needs  of  this  department  in  addition  to  their  other  work.  Said 
one  minister:  "The  reason  }ovi  all  succeed  so  well  is  because  every  one  of 
these  people  feel  that  3-ou  take  an  interest  in  them;  you  show  it  by  going 
to  their  homes."  An  aged,  feeble  woman  said  :  "Do  n't  mind  to  bring  me 
anything,  honey ;  it  does  me  good  just  to  see  you."  Mothers  open  their 
hearts  to  our  missionaries,  and  ask  for  help  and  advice  in  regard  to  both 
sons  and  daughters.  In  response  to  appeals,  a  reading-room  was  bpened 
last  winter,  and  a  number  of  young  men  who  had  been  converted  were  en- 
couraged and  helped,  and  the\-  in  turn  brought  others  under  this  good  in- 
fluence. Our  missionaries  do  not  confine  their  work  to  the  city.  They 
take  long  walks  through  the  burning  sand  into  the  country  in  order  to 
help  those  who  have  few  opportunities.  Wrightsville  is  one  of  the  points 
visited.  Here  we  have  a  very  interesting  Home  Missionary  Auxiliary; 
not  a  member  able  to  read  or  write  her  own  name.  Meetings  are  kept  up 
all  the  3'ear,  and  the  members  pa3-  ten  cents  a  month. 

Emerson  Memorial  Home,  Ocala,  Florida. 

Nineteen  girls  received  Home  training,  and  twent3'-eight  were  admitted 
to  the  da3--school.  The  house  was  planned  for  thirteen  girls,  so  we  were 
compelled  to  get  cots  in  order  to  accommodate  the  extra  number.  The 
plan  of  work  is  very  similar  to  that  at  Boylan  and  our  other  Homes.  Very 
interesting  exercises  were  given  at  Easter.  A  deep  religious  spirit  per- 
vaded the  Home,  and  five  girls  were  happih-  converted.     One  of  our  family- 
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is  the  wife  of  a  minister,  who  wanted  to  learn  to  sew  and  cook  and  keep 
house,  and,  besides  learning  these  things,  she  says  she  has  learned  to  con- 
trol her  temper.  What  a  ble.ssing  she  will  lie  to  the  people  to  whom  her 
liusband  may  be  sent !  This  kind  of  work  is  as  much  needed  in  this  so- 
called  "  Black  Belt"  as  in  any  part  of  the  South. 

Over  $500  were  received  for  board  and  tuition,  and  this  in  the  hardest 
year  Florida  has  ever  known.  The  closing  exercises  of  the  term  were  verv 
interesting,  the  house  being  filled  with  friends  of  the  Home.  The  ex- 
aminations were  very  creditable.  The  sewing  and  cooking  departments 
each  made  a  fine  display.  Each  girl  prepared  a  dish  of  some  kind  of  food, 
all  of  which  was  pronounced  verj^  good. 

The  ovitlook  for  the  3'ear  upon  which  we  are  entering  is  encouraging. 
Indeed  we  have  great  reason  to  "  thank  God  and  take  courage."  Our  mis- 
sionaries have  entered  upon  this  work  enthusiastically ;  they  are  brave  and 
true;  they  are  willing  to  endure  discomforts,  and,  if  necessary,  to  make 
new  sacrifices.  It  was  thought  at  one  time  that  the  new  Florida  law,  if  en- 
forced, might  cause  us  some  trouble;  but  we  are  glad  to  report  that  we  can 
so  arrange  our  work  as  not  to  violate  the  law,  or  come  in  contact  with  it. 
Our  expenses  may  be  somewhat  increased ;  but  we  feel  that  the  friends  of 
the  work  will  gladly  sustain  it  during  the  time  of  special  trial.

BUREAU  FOR  EAST  CENTRAL  STATES. 

The  Industrial  Homes  at  Ashevilleand  Greensboro,  N.  C,  and  Canideu 
and  Orangeburg,  S.  C,  are  under  the  supervision  of  this  Bureau. 

Simpson  Home. 

This  Home,  in  connection  with  Claflin  I'uiversity,  commands  a  large 
attendance  from  the  best  class  of  people  in  this  section,  and  receives  only 
those  of  the  higher  grades  of  scholarship  in  the  university.  During  the 
past  year  17  girls  have  been  resident  pupils  in  the  Home,  and  145  have  re- 
ceived training  in  the  industrial  classes.  Plain  sewing,  dressmaking, 
artistic  needlework,  and  an  extra  course  in  cooking  were  taught  the  nor- 
mal classes.  These  classes  are  carefully  graded,  and  a  system  of  marking 
for  excellence  is  observed  as  "  fair,"  "  good,"  "  very  good,"  "  superior,"  and 
the  girls  are  universally  striving  to  obtain  the  "  superior  "  grade.  The 
building  has  been  improved  by  the  addition  of  a  new  kitchen,  and  other 
repairs.  There  is  the  utmost  economy  of  management — the. largest  results 
being  obtained  with  the  smallest  possible  expenditure.  The  most  excel- 
lent religious  influences  surround  the  entire  work,  and  the  eff"ect  is  mani- 
fested in  the  Christian  lives  of  the  students.  The  work  remains  under  the 
charge  of  Miss  Eva  Penfield  and  Miss  Lizzie  Swager,  who  have  so  long  and 
so  faithfully  labored  here. 

Kent  Home. 

The  work  at  this  point  has  been  in  charge  of  Miss  Ida  Lewis  and  Miss 
A.  L.  Clark.  I"or  several  years  Miss  Clark  has  given  her  services  in  the  in- 
dustrial department  without  compensation,  but  is  no  longer  able  to  give 
this  labor  of  love,  and  Mrs.  Snow,  who  was  formerly  a  most  successful  mis- 
sionary at  this  place,  takes  charge  of  this  department  of  work  for  the  com- 
ing year.  While  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  Home  is  not  so  large  as  could 
be  desired,  the  influence  of  the  work  is  not  confined  to  the  pupils  who  re- 
side there.  Miss  Lewis  is  a  graduate  of  the  Washington  Training-school, 
and  had  two  years  of  experience  in  the  deaconess  work  in   that  city,  and  is 
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faithfully  pursuing  that  line  of  uiissionar>- work  among  the  poor  of  Greens- 
boro and  adjoining  hamlets.  A  most  delightful  religious  atmosphere  per- 
vades the  Home,  and  the  girls  without  exception  are  trying  to  lead  relig- 
ious lives.  The  Home  has  been  repainted,  and  all  necessary  repairs  made 
by  the  Troy  Conference,  which  Conference  also  assiimes  the  support  of  Mrs. 
Snow,  who  accepts  her  appointment  on  deaconess's  salary. 

Browning  Home. 

The  past  year  has  been  the  most  successful  in  the  histor>'  of  our  work 
at  this  place.  The  Home  is  under  the  management  of  four  New  England 
women,  who  possess  all  the  characteristic  thrift  and  econom3'of  the  women 
of  that  section  of  the  countr}-.  Cleanliness  and  order  prevail  everywhere 
throughout  the  buildings,  and  the  excellent  financial  management  has  re- 
sulted, not  only  in  bringing  the  school  to  a  self-supporting  basis,  but  also 
in  the  return  of  $400  tuition  fees  to  the  general  treasur}^  during  the  year. 
Thirty-six  girls  are  now  in  the  Home,  and  200  are  in  attendance  at  the 
day  and  night  schools  in  which  the  classes  are  made  up  of  boys  and  girls, 
young  men  and  young  women.  Mrs.  Gordon  says  of  the  religious  work 
of  the  j-ear  :  "  Some  of  the  girls  were  Christians  when  they  came,  and  all 
were  when  they  left — a  large  part  not  only  professing  religion,  but  learn- 
ing to  practice  it  in  their  daily  lives.  So  much  religious  interest  was 
manifested  at  one  time  that  we  suspended  our  school-work  and  devoted 
the  daj-s  to  the  work  of  soul-saving.  A  number  of  those  converted  were 
young  men  just  entering  manhood,  and  these  are  holding  out  well."  A 
new  kitchen  and  dining-room  are  greath'  needed,  both  of  these  being  too 
small  and  inconvenient  for  so  large  a  work. 

Asheville. 

The  work  in  the  day-school  at  this  point  has  been  most  satisfactory. 
The  number  in  the  sewing  classes  has  been  105 ;  in  the  primary  and  higher 
grades,  98;  and  in  music,  12.  Six  girls  have  made  up  the  Home  family. 
One  of  these,  Etna  Holderness,  is  a  native  of  Monrovia,  Africa,  who  se- 
cured her  passage  to  this  countr}'  b}*  serving  as  nurse  in  the  family  of  a 
returning  missionary.  She  has  devoted  two  3'ears  to  preparation  for  mis- 
sionary work  among  her  own  people,  and  returns  next  year,  taking  with 
heF^aother  girl  from  the  Home,  who  will  enter  upon  the  same  work  in 
Africa.  Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  our  Home  building  the 
work  there  has  been  suspended  until  the  completion  of  the  new  building. 
An  appropriation  of  $5,000  has  been  made  for  the  building,  and  plans 
are  now  being  prepared  for  a  Home  that  will  more  fitly  represent  the 
work  undertaken  by  our  Society  in  this  field.  The  large  number  of  tour- 
ists visiting  Asheville,  and  the  large  number  of  colored  people  of  the  best 
class,  who  come  here  from  all  sections  to  meet  the  demand  for  service  in 
this  well-known  health  resort,  make  it  desirable  that  this  work  should  be 
a  representative  work.  We  should  have  a  well  ec^uipped  building,  with 
every  facility  for  the  best  kind  of  industrial  training.  A  work  so  planned 
and  furnished  would  command  the  respect  and  interest  of  the  large  num- 
ber of  people  who  reside  here  permanently,  as  well  as  those  who  are  here 
temporarily,  and  no  doubt  the  amount  of  voluntary  subscriptions  which 
have  come  from  such  persons  in  the  past  would  be  greatly  increased. 
We  earnestly  appeal  to  every  Conference  and  every  Auxiliary  for  funds  to 
complete  the  building  during  the  present  year.

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RITTER  INDUSTRIAL  HOME. 

RiTTKR  HoMK,  at  Athens,  Teiin.,  one  of  the  two  schools  of  this  So- 
ciet)'  for  Southern  white  girls,  closed  last  I\lay  its  most  pleasant  year  since 
it  wap  opened,  in  September,  1891.  The  family  numbered,  including  the 
superintendent  and  sewing  teacher,  50  different  members.  The  average 
was  41. 

This  Home  is  of  service  to  three  classes  of  girls.  First :  Those  who 
are  able  to  pay  the  entire  estimated  cost  of  the  very  economical  living 
provided  in  it.  Such  come  because  the  academic  advantages  in  the  uni- 
versity are  good;  because  the  Home  is  markedly  religious;  because  the 
girls  are  carefull}"  watched  over ;  and  because  the  expenses  are  light — 
made  so  by  the  work  of  the  pupils.  Second  :  IMinisters'  daughters  come  to 
it  who  are  often  not  able  to  pay  more  than  their  travelir.g  expenses,  their 
tuition  in  the  university,  the  price  of  their  books,  and  their  incidental  ex- 
penses, leaving  their  board  to  be  provided  for  l)y  the  friends  of  the  Home. 
The  preachers  wish  their  daughters  educated  in  a  Church  school,  and  very 
properly  feel  that,  in  view  of  the  service  the}-  are  rendering  the  Church  in 
extremely  hard  fields,  with  very  small  returns — scarcely  enough  to  feed 
and  clothe  their  families — they  have  a  claim  upon  the  consideration  of  the 
Church.  Third  :  Girls  from  very  poor  and  ignorant  families,  families  that 
have  almost  nothing  in  their  homes  that  we  would  consider  essential  to 
living.  If  these  girls  get  au}*  impulse  upward  from  the  plane  of  the  par- 
ents, it  must  be  by  the  help  of  friends  for  almost  ever3thing,  board,  cloth- 
ing, books,  and  tuition.  Of  this  class  are  most  of  the  mountain  girls,  who 
are  as  good  material,  as  capable  of  outcome,  as  loyal  in  spirit,  and  as  pure 
and  strong  of  purpose,  as  any  women  in  the  land. 

Let  me  give  you  an  extract  from  a  letter  from  one  of  our  earnest,  self- 
respecting  East  Tennessee  girls,  bearing  date  September  20,  1895  : 

"  My  Dear  Mrs.  Williams, — I  feel  impressed  to  write  to  you.  I  have 
just  returned  from  Ritter  Home,  where  I  have  spent  more  than  two  school 
years — twentA'-one  months  in  all — and  I  have  found  it  more  pleasant  each 
year.  Although  I  shall  not  be  one  of  '  the  girls  '  this  year,  I  felt  that  I 
mtist  go  and  spend  a  few  da3'S  and  greet  the  last-year  girls  who  have  re- 
turned, and  Mrs.  Chapmam.  I  am  sure  I  was  benefited  by  being  at  Ritter 
Home. 

"Do  you  ask  wh}-  I  am  not  going  back?  Well,  I  am  to  be  married  in 
about  a  month  to  a  student  of  the  university.  That  is  where  we  first  met. 
1  know  this  is  a  serious  step ;  but  I  have  given  it  much  thought,  and  I 
think  I  am  doing  the  right  thing.  Mr.  R.'s  home  is  in  Alabama,  and  we 
are  both  going  to  begin  teaching  as  soon  as  we  are  married." 

I  have  made  this  extract  that  you  may  see  how  womanly  some  of  our 
girls  are. 

And  here  is  an  extract  from  another  letter,  bearing  date  August  15, 
1895.     This  comes  from  the  mountains  of  East  Tennessee  : 

•'  Dear  Sister  I  would  like  the  best  in  the  world  to  go  school,  but  we 
are  not  able  to  pay  so  much  we  have  had  very  bad  luck  my  farther  lost 
his  mind  when  we  children  was  most  too  small  to  work  but  we  had  to  work 
like  salaves  and  never  had  no  chance  to  go  to  school  can  you  pleas  tell 
whair  I  can  get  in  at  won  of  these  pore  girls  school  that  is  cauUed  Home  In- 
dustral  I  do  wish  I  knew  whair  I  could  get  in  at  won  of  these  cheap  schools 
whair  I  would  not  liafter  pay  in  I  know  I  would  hafter  work  but  I  dont  mind 
that  if  they  will  just  learn  me  in  my  books  I  would  be  wiling  to  give  most 
inny  thing  if  I  just  had  an  edukation  I  pray  god  that  I  may  have  an  edu- 
Kation  som  day  I  will  be  ever  so  much  oblige  to  you  if  you  will  tell  me 
whair  you  think  I  can  get  in  at  one  of  the.se  pore  girls  schools  I  do  hope 
I  can   go   som  whair   to   school  for   we   haven  had  inny  schools  close  by 
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hear  lately  I  just  thought  I  would  write  you  and  meby  you  would  tell  me 
whair  I  could  find  a  school.'" 

Mv  dear  sisters,  think  of  the  courage  it  took  to  write  that  letter,  and 
of  the  labor  it  cost  the  poor  girl,  and  of  her  anxious  waiting  for  an  an- 
swer. Was  there  ever  anything  more  pathetic  than  this  wail  of  desire, 
shot  through  with  faint  gleams  of  hope  ? 

In  these  two  extracts  you  have  samples  of  the  untutored,  eager,  raw 
material  as  it  goes  into  Ritter  Home,  and  of  the  dignified,  self-respecting, 
self-poised,  finished  product.     Does  it  pay  ?

NEW  JERSEY  INDUSTRIAL  HOME. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  for  the  New  Jersey  Home,  Morristown, 
Tenn.,  for  we  have  so  much  to  encourage  us,  and  make  us  rejoice.  Our 
Home  was  so  faithfully  cared  for  by  ^liss  Neosha,  and  her  assistant.  Miss 
Kepler — a  former  student — during  1894  and  '95,  that  at  the  close  of  the  year 
we  recommended  their  re-engagement  for  this  year.  Miss  Xeosha  spent  a 
large  part  of  her  vacation  in  work  of  various  kinds  for  our  interests,  en- 
listing the  practical  sympathy  of  those  who  heard  her.  Early  in  the  fall  of 
1S94,  eighteen  girls  made  up  our  family.  They  came  from  Alabama,  Vir- 
ginia, and  Tennessee.  These  girls  made  great  advancement,  not  only  in  do- 
mestic duties,  but  in  personal  appearance  and  spiritual  life.  Four  girls 
were  converted.     They  were  lovingly  led  and  directed. 

Our  building  is  in  fair  condition.  Some  repairs  were  made  after  the 
school  closed.  We  must  enlarge  our  quarters  if  we  would  meet  the  demand 
for  rooms  ;  we  must /a/;//,  and  put  our  grounds  in  better  shape. 

This  year  very  worthy  and  needy  girls  wait  for  our  bidding  to  enter, 
and  our  benefician.-  money  will  make  this  possible.  We  have  asked  through 
Home  Missions  for  clothing,  and  aid  from  Auxiliaries. 

About  the  20th  of  August,  Miss  Xeosha  returned  to  Morristown.  and 
there  made  all  necessary  preparations  for  opening  our  school  early  in  Sep- 
tember. We  are  anxious  that  this  year  shall  be  full  of  blessing  for  our 
Home,  its  Superintendent,  assistant,  and  the  girls.

BUREAU  FOR  WEST  SOUTHERN  STATES. 

Industrial  training  is  the  making  of  the  colored  woman.  The  ex- 
periences of  our  superintendents  in  the  Industrial  Homes  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionan.-  Society  are  of  great  interest.  The  desire  of  the  pupils 
to  secure  a  thorough  training  in  housekeeping,  their  ambition  to  excel  in 
all  branches  of  domestic  science,  furnish  sufficient  evidence  of  the  worth 
and  practical  benefit  of  our  Industrial  Homes.  Combined  with  these,  the 
home  life,  sanctified  by  religion,  purity,  courtesy,  kindness,  unselfishness, 
and  though tfulness,  is  forming  and  molding  characters  which  will  exert  a 
wide  infhience  hereafter.  The  prayer  and  song  sers-ices,  the  missionary- 
and  temperance  meetings  held  regularly  in  each  model  Home,  the  Christian 
intercourse  between  teachers  and  pupils,  materially  aid  in  developing  noble 
useful  women,  who  will  be  prepared  to  claim  a  share  in  the  large  and  broad 
avenues  now  open  alone  to  their  white  sisters.  We  must  not  forget  that 
"  the  same  principles  and  plans  set  forth  for  the  uplifting  of  humanitv,  in- 
clude the  needs  of  the  one  as  well  as  the  other."'  The  future  of  the  colored 
woman  of  the  South  is  full  of  encouragement. 


9i>  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

The  K.  L.  Rust  Home,  at  Holly  Springs,  Miss.,  reports  a  successful 
year.  Twenty-six  pupils  were  in  attendance,  and  their  progress  was  most 
satisfacton.-.  Some  few  repairs  were  made  on  the  building ;  but  the  appro- 
priation was  not  all  expended.  Miss  Johnson  earnestly  pleads  that  the 
improvements  necessan,-  to  the  comfort,  healtli,  and  convenience  of  the 
Home  l>e  made  without  delay.  The  kitchen  should  be  enlarged,  and  other 
additions  and  changes  be  for^varded,  which  have  been  so  long  in  contem- 
plation. The  success  of  Miss  Johnson,  surrounded  by  many  difficulties,  is 
surprising.  The  Home  has  opened  with  eighteen  pupils,  some  of  whom 
have  been  detained  by  illness,  and  others  by  labor  in  the  cotton-fields.  The 
"Old  Sisters'  Home''  is  still  under  the  super\-ision  of  the  E.  L.  Rust 
Home.  The  old  people  are  very  destitute  and  feeble,  and  cast-off  clothing 
'will  be  ver\-  acceptable  the  coming  winter.  The  girls  in  the  Home  are 
generally  ven.-  poor,  and  they  are  glad  and  grateful  to  receive  and  re- 
model clothing  of  any  kind.  Mrs.  Speer  reports  the  se\}-ing-scliool  as  hav- 
ing accomplished  good  work.  This  field  is  most  worthy  of  the  sympathy 
and  consideration  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionar},-  Society.  It  will  re- 
quire f-300  to  complete  the  much-needed  improvements,  and  we  earnestly 
solicit  your  prompt  response  to  this  call. 

The  Adeline  Smith  Home,  at  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  under  the  super- 
intendence of  Miss  E.  M.  Mcintosh,  passed  a  most  successful  year.  An 
excellent  class  of  sixteen  girls  were  present.  TtKc  value  of  Miss  Mcin- 
tosh's services  in  this  Home,  her  influence  over'those  under  her  care,  her 
daily  missionar^i-  life  among  the  poor,  destitute,  and  intemperate,  among 
the  lonely  and  broken-hearted — in  the  prisons  and  in  the  cell  of  the 
criminal,  where  her  songs  and  prayers  bring  sunlight  to  darkened  and 
■weary  souls — all  prove  the  earnest  Spirit  with  which  she  is  animated. 
Through  her  efforts  she  has  interested  the  Christian  ladies  of  various 
denominations,  and  the  Adeline  Smith  Home  so  long  ostracized,  en- 
joys the  sympathy  and  good  name  it  deserves^'  The  building  presents 
an  attractive  appearance  since  the  painting  and  repairing ;  but  there 
is  needed  $^40  to  partially  construct  a  new  fence,  and  520  additional 
to  furnish  necessities  for  the  Home.  Nothing  is  omitted  to  make 
this  a  model  Christian  school.  The  school  has  opened  under  favorable 
auspices,  and  we  ask  for  it  your  kindly  remembrance,  in  contributions  the 
coming  wiuter.  Miss  Mcintosh  has  many  demands  for  assistance.  The 
colored  people  look  to  her  for  help  in  all  their  distresses.  The  poor  min- 
isters and  their  families  claim  her  charities,  and  the  sick  and  needy  find  in 
her  a  friend.  Clothing  of  all  varieties  is  wisely  disposed  of  and  greatlv 
wanted.  The  West  Southern  Bureau  would  lay  on  the  Minutes  of  the  An- 
nual Meeting  its  tribute  of  gratitude  to  the  memon.-  of  Mrs.  Adeline 
Smith  who  has  so  recently  passed  to  her  reward.     Her  deeds  speak  for  her. 

Peck  Home,  located  at  New  Orleans,  under  the  excellent  management 
of  Miss  Hegeman,  enjoyed  its  greatest  success  the  past  year,  there  being 
from  sixteen  to  eighteen  girls  in  the  family.  Through  her  untiring  devo- 
tion to  Peck  Home  and  its  interests  many  friends  have  been  enlisted  in 
the  work  who  have  contributed  to  its  needs  at  her  call.  She  has  been 
faithful  to  her  pupils,  and  a  loyal  stewardess  in  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionar\-  Society. 

Miss  Elliott,  of  the  Italian  Mission,  is  much  beloved  by  all.  Her 
sewing  department  in  the  Home  is  quite  successful,  and  the  pupils  have 
made  man)-  garments  the  past  year.  Her  influence  is  felt  among  the  col- 
ored girls,  and  we  pray  God's  blessing  upon  her  in  her  work  at  King 
Home.  The  mission  does  an  encouraging  work.  The  Sunday-schools  are 
increasing  in  numbers,  the  congregations  are  larger  and  Christianity  is 
spreading  among  this  people.  The  night-school  for  factory-  girls  has 
closed  for  want  of  a  suitable  place  to  hold  it.  It  is  sad  to  give  up  this 
work,  not  for  lack  of  interest,  but  for  want   of  funds   to  conduct  it.     We 
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have  great  faith  that  our  friends  lin  Northern  Iowa,  with  our  liear  Mrs. 
Negus  at  the  helm,  will  come  to  our  rescue  and  supply  our  demands."^  Ten 
dollars  a  month  will  furnish  one  room  for  the  school.  Tweiitj-  dollars  a 
month  will  secure  a  house  as  headquarters  for  Miss  Pages  work.  We  ask 
your  prayers  for  this  most  inviting  and  interesting  field.  There  are  man}- 
avenues  for  work  and  labor  in  the  West  Southern  Bureau  open.  Oppor- 
tunities are  constantly  extending,  and  we  pray  the  Father  to  provide  the 
means  to  spread  his  name  among  the  lowly. 

We  lift  up  our  hearts  in  grateful  acknowledgment  to  owe  Heavenly 
Father  for  his  guidance  and  care.  We  have  had  great  encouragement, 
and  if  the  sky  is  not  always  clear,  there  are  often  "silver  linings''  to  the 
dark  clouds. 

"  Our  faith  is  no  longer  dim. 
But  our  hearts  are  strong  and  trustful, 
And  our  eyes  are  unto  him."

REPORT  OF  BUREAU  FOR  TEXAS. 

King  Home,  located  at  Marshall,  Texas,  is  the  onlv  school  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionar}-  Society-  in  that  great  State,  witti  its  900,000 
Negro  population.  Texas  is  now  a  field  of  magnificent  opportunities  of 
everv  kind.  In  area  it  is  nearly  as  large  as  the  thirteen  original  States  of 
the  Republic,  larger  than  all  New  England,  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio,  and  Indiana  combined,  and  has  a  richer  soil,  more  mineral  wealth, 
and  a  better  climate.  It  is  larger  than  many  a  European  empire,  and  has 
a  population  of  2,236,000;  and  yet  in  this  great  State  our  one  school  is  un- 
finished. It  is  hundreds  of  miles  from  any  other  school  of  its  kind,  and 
250,000  colored  people  live  within  a  radius  of  150  miles  of  it.  About 
thirty  girls  have  been  in  the  Home  the  past  3"ear,  and  nearly  one  hundred 
in  the  sewing  classes.  When  the  third  storj-  is  completed,  as  many  more 
pupils  can  be  accommodated  with  little  additional  expense  to  the  Society. 
It  seems  extravagant  economy  not  to  do  this.  A  pleasant  reading-room  has 
been  provided,  but  the  books  are  still  waniiug.  a  vital  omission.  Contribu- 
tions of  these  will  be  thankfully  received.  What  the  colored  people  need 
most  is  Christian  homes,  presided  over  b\-  women  of  intelligence  and  cul- 
ture. King  Home  is  training  ^-oung  women  for  usefulness  in  an3-  place 
which  they  may  be  called  to  fill  as  home-makers,  teachers,  or  missionaries. 

Miss  E.  O.  Elliott,  the  present  devoted  superintendent,  wrote  me  a  few 
days  ago  :  "Two  girls  came  yesterday-  for  me  to  help  them.  They  are  so 
poor,  and  everything  has  failed  them  on  account  of  the  terrible  drouth,  but 
they  do  so  much  want  to  go  to  school.  They  oflFered  to  chop  wood  a  month, 
and  haul  it  nine  miles  to  the  station,  if  I  would  take  them.  I  want  to 
take  them,  but  how  can  I  ?"  It  seems  hard  to  turn  away  girls  so  anxious 
for  an  education  and  a  higher  life.  We  need  more  money  to  help  just  such 
cases.  On  account  of  the  drouth,  vegetables  and  provisions  of  all  kinds 
are  very  scarce  and  expensive.  Miss  Elliott  wxites  :  "  We  have  just  been 
planning  how  to  feed  these  people  on  $7  a  month."  They  will  need  help, 
and  we  hope  friends  will  remember  them  with  supplies. 

Among  the  poor  of  America  the  colored  people  should  alwa^'S  be  remem- 
bered as  having  a  first  place  in  our  benefactions.  Their  rapid  progress 
and  ambition  to  learn  affords  great  encouragement  to  continue  to  help 
them  to  help  themselves.  Not  only  America,  but  Africa,  j-es,  the  world, 
is  interested  in  their  development.  The  world  is  now  looking  to  America 
to  furnish  the  leaders  to  bring  Africa  out  of  its  long  night  of  barbarism 
and  heathenism.  In  no  way  can  the  colored  people  be  helped  more 
effectually  than  by  liberally  supporting  our  colored  schools.

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REPORT  FOR  NEW  MEXICO  AND  ARIZONA 
(SPANISH). 

After  nine  years  of  effort  among  the  Spanish  in  New  Mexico,  our 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  reason  to  rejoice;  for  although  we 
do  not  give  a  large  showing,  the  seed  sown  can  not  be  lost.  Many  of  those 
who  have  so  gladly  listened  to  the  teachings  of  our  missionaries  have 
gone  out  of  this  life,  and,  we  hope,  have  entered  into  His  presence  with 
]ov.  Others  are  living  in  their  homes  and  training  children  to  virtue  and 
truth,  making  their  surroundings  more  attractive  for  having  been  taught 
useful  and  cleanly  habits. 

Las  Vegas. 

We  opened  our  day-school  this  fall  in  the  Spanish  Methodist  Chapel. 
Number  of  students  very  encouraging.  Thirty-five  pupils  are  enrolled  in 
school,  and  33  in  sew-ing  classes.  Our  missionary  during  the  month  gave 
four  lessons  in  temperance,  conducted  four  Sunday-school  services,  made  22 
calls  on  the  sick  and  needy,  and  attended  Woman's  Home  Missionary-  and 
Young  People's  .services.  In  March  last,  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Auxiliary  in  the  American  Church  held  a  missionary  tea,  which  netted  to 
our  work  $20,  and  was  applied  on  incidental  expenses.  There  are  also  a 
immber  of  nice  comfortables  ready  for  u.se  in  the  new  Home  in  Albuquer- 
que. Miss  Suider  continues  to  hold  the  interest  of  our  American  friends 
and  the  love  of  the  Spanish  Mexicans. 

Las  Cruces. 

A  new  school,  taught  by  a  Catholic  sister,  in  the  neighborhood  of  our 
Las  Cruces  iNIission,  has  taken  some  of  our  pupils.  Yet  we  reopen  with  a 
good  number.  We  are  glad  to  find  as  members  of  this  mission  two  young 
women  who  were  irnnates  of  our  Girls'  Industrial  Home  in  Albuqiierque  four 
years  ago.  The}'  are  showing  the  result  of  their  instruction,  one  being  the 
seamstress  and  the  other  cook  for  a  large  famil}-  of  younger  brothers  and 
sisters.  Their  mother,  for  a  long  time  an  invalid,  died  this  past  year,  being 
comforted  with  the  improved  condition  of  her  children  through  our  efforts. 
Some  new  and  very  promising  girls  are  among  our  pupils.  Miss  Tripp 
improved  her  vacation  in  visiting  the  work  among  the  Indians  and  INIexi- 
cans  at  Jewett  and  Dulce.  She  writes  verj-  pleasantly  of  the  conditions  she 
found  at  those  points,  and  returns  to  her  own  field  with  new  energy.  She 
not  only  teaches  the  children  and  young  people,  but  gives  usefid  and 
needed  suggestions  to  the  parents.  The  Spanish  Mission  has  recently  had 
a  well  dug  to  a  depth  of  forty-three  feet,  thus  furnishing  good  water, 
which  is  reall}'  a  very  great  blessing,  and  meets  a  long-felt  need.  Miss 
Tripp  superintended  the  work  of  protecting  it  by  curb  and  cover,  and  the 
spout  she  had  put  in  was  a  new  feature  to  these  people  of  primitive  ideas. 
The}-  declare  it  decidedly  "Anwricaiiay 

Albuquerque. 

Our  worlc  in  Albuquerque  during  the  past  year  has  not  been  all  we 
could  have  wished. 

The  principal  work  of  this  year  has  been  the  building  of  the  Indus- 
trial Home  ;  and  in  view  of  the  life-long  labors  of  Rev.  Thomas  Plarwood 
and  his  wife  for  these  people  in  New  Mexico,  we  propose  to  call  it  Har- 
wood  Home.  This  is  the  thought  of  all  interested  in  this  work,  especially 
the  request  of  Colorado  Conference. 

Lack  of  money  has  delayed  the  work  ;  but  it  is  now  going  up  with  all 
care,  and  we  are  expecting  to  open  early  in  the  winter.     Miss  E.  -Epperson, 
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who  is  to  take  charge  of  the  Home,  is  a  young  woman  of  practical  experi- 
ence and  culture,  who  accepts  the  appointment  as  a  gift  from  the  Lord,  and 
esteems  it  a  privilege  to  enter  upon  this  work,  having  for  years  had  a  great 
desire  to,  in  some  way,  help  the  Mexican  women.  We  need  help  from- all 
our  friends  in  the  way  of  furnishing  and  money.  Will  not  every  Con- 
ference send  at  least  one  barrel  to  the  care  of  Rev.  Thomas  Harwood,  for 
this  Home?  Dear  sisters,  we  must  have  some  help  from  ever}-  Confer- 
ence. To  how  many  of  these  dark-eyed  INIexican  girls  can  we  saj',  "  Come 
to  us,  and  we  will  help  to  make  your  lives  more  useful?"  There  are  sev- 
eral places  in  our  Bureau  asking  for  teachers  ;  fields  white  for  harvest, 
calling  for  laborers,  that  are  ready  to  go  ;  but  not  until  this  Home  is  es- 
tablished can  we  listen  to  other  calls.  So  we  come  to  you  now,  asking 
that  this  work  ma}-  be  the  one  to  receive  your  united  and  generous  aid 
until  finished  and  furnished.  Let  us  make  this  Home  a  beacon,  whose 
rays  shall  penetrate  to  the  remotest  corner  of  New  Mexico.

BUREAU  FOR  NEW  MEXICO  AND  ARIZONA 
(INDIAN.) 

The  Navajo  Mission. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  hardship  to  our  Navajo  missionaries, 
and  yet  of  great  progress  on  every  line.  The  severe  sand-storms  have 
well-nigh  ruined  the  house.  INIiss  Tripp  has  erected  an  adobe  house  that 
is  verj-  comfortable,  and  safe  in  the  strongest  wind-storms.  The  old 
building  will  be  used  for  a  hospital  for  Indians,  by  putting  supports 
under  the  roof. 

The  Navajos  are  beginning  to  realize  the  value  of  education,  and  are 
w-illing  to  send  their  children  to  the  Government  schools.  One  man  ad- 
vised his  son  to  improve  his  opportunities  and  become  a  more  intelligent 
man  than  his  father. 

There  has  been  great  suffering  among  the  Navajos  because  of  the 
drought.  INIany  ate  their  sheep  and  goats,  and  finally  were  obliged  to  eat 
their  ponies  to  keep  from  starving.  They  now  see  the  need  of  cultivating 
the  land,  and  are  beginning  to  dig  ditches  for  irrigation.  The  band  near 
the  mission  began  work  on  a  ditch  that  would  need  to  be  one  mile  in 
length  and  twelve  feet  deep  at  the  head,  with  only  an  ax  and  shovel  with 
broken  handle ;  and  another  party  had  only  an  ax,  with  which  they  cut 
down  a  cedar-tree  and  made  mud  spoons  \\-ith  which  to  throw  out  the  dirt. 
But  better  tools  have  been  purchased  with  funds  given  by  the  Indian 
Rights  Association,  and  loaned  them;  and  now  they  have  a  ditch,  and  will 
irrigate  about  six  hundred  acres.  A  Navajo  who  came  to  the  mission  from 
far  down  on  the  reservation  said  :  "  My  heart  was  glad  when  I  came  up  the 
river  and  saw  the  Navajos  working  on  ditches  and  clearing  iip  the  fields; 
and  I  knew  they  never  could  have  done  this  work  without  some  white 
person  to  show  them  how.  I  asked ;  and  they  said :  '  Our  friends  at  the 
mission  helped  us.  We  are  just  as  good  as  the  San  Juan  Indians ;  come 
and  help  us.' "  In  the  camps  thus  helped  there  is  very  little  gambling, 
and  a  strong  determination  to  get  rid  of  all  who  will  not  work  and  those 
who  steal  and  drink. 

The  missionaries  had  an  interpreter  for  two  months,  and  the  Navajos 
were  eager  to  learn  all  they  could  about  God  and  his  Book  and  the  life  be- 
yond the  grave.  A  son  of  the  old  man  whom  the  missionaries  gave  a 
Christian  burial  asked  if  they  thought   his  father  went  to  heaven,  and  if 
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he  met  Mrs.  Whyte,  and  would  know  her.  The  last  Sundaj^  that  the  in- 
terpreter was  there,  the}-  remained  hour  after  hour  asking  questions  ;  and 
when  they  were  obliged  to  leave,  it  was  pitiful  to  hear  them  say  :  "  One 
or  two  white  men  came  and  told  us  a  little  about  the  white  man's  God; 
they  went  away,  and  left  us  in  darkness.  Then  Frank  come,  and  tell  us 
more  ;  now  he  go  away,  and  leave  us  in  darkness  again." 

A  good  work  has  been  done  among  the  white  people  in  that  vicinity, 
where  there  had  never  been  any  Sabbath  observance  or  religious  services 
until  our  missionaries  went  there.  Mrs.  Whyte's  long  and  severe  illness 
so  taxed  the  strength  and  occupied  the  time  of  Mrs.  Eldridge  that  she 
was  obliged  to  give  up  the  Sunday-school  work.  The  first  Sunday  that  Miss 
Tripp  went  there  she  held  a  praise-.service,  inviting  the  white  people  to  at- 
tend. Quite  a  number  responded,  and  it  was  decided  to  hold  a  service 
every  Sabbath.  One  old  man  said  :  "  We  will  need  much  instruction ;  for 
it  has  been  many  years  since  we  have  heard  about  these  things."  Prayer- 
meetings  have  been  held,  Miss  Tripp  and  Mrs.  Eldridge  sometimes  going 
out  six  miles  to  hold  a  service  where  some  one  was  ill,  not  reaching  home 
until  near  midnight.  A  Church  class  has  been  organized,  with  about  fifteen 
members.  Several  who  have  professed  conversion,  have  joined  on  proba- 
tion.    A  camp-meeting  was  held  from  October  3d  to  7th. 

Rev.  H.  R.  Antes  who  went  down  on  the  reservation  and  located  the 
mission,  is  now  at  the  mission  with  his  wife,  helping  the  missionaries  in 
every  good  work,  and  teaching  the  Indians  how  to  cultivate  the  land, 
build  houses,  and  to  do  many  kinds  of  work.  The  Indian  Rights  Association 
have  aided  him  somewhat ;  but  his  work  is  largely  a  work  of  faith.  He 
has  published  another  copy  of  the  Nai'ajo  Evangel  at  his  own  expense, 
hoping  to  bring  help  to  the  Navajo  and  our  work. 

The  Apache  Mission. 

At  Dulce,  the  erection  of  the  chapel  (and  school -room  combined)  has 
progressed  slowly.  Soon  after  work  was  commenced,  the  builder  was 
taken  ver^'  ill  with  rheumatism,  which  put  a  stop  to  the  work,  so  that  it  is 
not  qitite  completed  yet,  but  will  soon  be  ready  for  the  furnishings.  Over 
the  chapel  are  five  rooms  to  be  rented  to  pupils  who  wish  to  attend  the 
school.  For  these  rooms,  furnishings  in  the  line  of  bedding  and  bedroom 
furniture  is  needed,  and,  for  the  chapel,  seats,  stove,  curtains,  and  lamps. 
The  missionaries  have  been  supporting  three  orphan  children — little 
Vasendo,  the  Indian  boy,  and  two  little  Mexican  girls.  It  hardl}'  seems 
just  for  these  self-sacrificing  missionaries  to  .support  all  these  children ; 
and  I  would  like  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $40  each  for  two,  condi- 
tional upon  its  being  raised. 

]\Iiss  Moore,  our  faithful  teacher,  has  been  sadly  afflicted  in  the  death 
of  a  sister,  at  whose  bedside  she  watched  all  through  the  vacation  until 
September  23d,  when  she  passed  over  to  the  beautiful  home  beyond  the 
river.  The  school  was  not  opened  uiitil  the  second  week  of  October.  We 
have  been  very  fortunate  in  the  gift  of  over  f6ofj  from  Miss  Dodge  and 
brother,  who  are  not  members  of  our  denomination.  Surely  this  was  in 
answer  to  prayer.  The  school-work,  as  well  as  the  religious  interests 
have  been  well  looked  after.  The  missionaries  have  held  two  Sunday- 
schools,  as  well  as  prayer-meetings,  at  Dulce  and  at  Lumberton.  Mr.  Mar- 
tinez, the  converted  Mexican,  has  won  souls  from  Romanism,  who  have 
given  up  the  images  of  the  Virgin,  to  which  they  prayed,  and  are  now 
looking  to  Jesus  only  for  salvation.       Mrs.  E.  W.  Simpson,  Secretary. 
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BUREAU  FOR  UTAH. 

Ix  presenting  this  my  first  report  as  Secretary'  of  the  Bureau  for  Utah. 
I  do  it  with  a  keen  recollection  and  appreciation  of  Mrs.  GoflF,  who  for  so 
many  years  carried  the  interests  of  this  Bureau  upon  her  heart,  and  who. 
by  her  sweet  spirit  and  wise  planning,  wrought  so  much  for  its  advance- 
ment. 

For  fifteen  years  Utah  has  been  one  of  the  chosen  fields  of  our  So- 
ciety. During  those  years  great  changes  have  come  to  this  Territory-, 
seeu  not  only  in  the  face  of  the  country,  but  also  in  its  moral,  religious, 
and  educational  condition. 

The  public  school  system  has  been  established  throughout  the  Terri- 
tory' and  in  the  larger  cities.  Gentile  teachers  are  employed  to  the  num- 
ber i^  one  or  two. 

iThe  influence  of  the  little  mission-school  upon  the  children  and 
homes  of  Utah  must  to-day  be  cn,-stallized  into  lasting  good  by  the  faith- 
ful house-to-house  visiting  and  heart-to-heart  sympathy  of  the  Christian 
missionary  and  deaconess.  In  \new  of  this  con\-iction,  our  schools  were 
closed  at  three  points,  and  missionaries  appointed  to  do  distinctively 
evangelistic  work,  employing  all  the  agencies  at  their  command  to  reach 
desired  resultsJ 

The  Conference 'Advisor)'  Board,  appointed  a  year  ago,  has  been  emi- 
nently helpful  in  the  adjustment  of  affairs,  stud}-ing  the  interests  of  the 
Societ\-^t  large  as  well  as  their  own.  With  some  changes  in  the  perso>i- 
nel,  the  Board  was  again  appointed  by  the  Conference. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  visit  our  work  in  Utah  in  June  and  July  of  the 
past  summer,  being  present  during  the  entire  session  of  the  Mission  Con- 
ference. I  listened  with  intense  interest  to  the  report  of  the  Superintend- 
ent and  the  representations  of  the  pastors,  as  they  were  called  to  speak  of 
their  respective  fields.  My  heart  throbbed  at  their  recitals,  and  the  tears 
would  not  stay  back,  as  I  heard  them  tr^-  to  make  plain  the  diflBculties  of 
the  work.  The  teachers  in  the  schools  of  the  General  Missionan.-  Society 
and  our  o'w-n  brought  before  the  Conference  the  work  of  the  year.  Bright, 
painstaking,  and  conscientious  men  and  women  they  are,  man}-  of  them 
self-sacrificing  to  the  last  degree.  Bishop  Foss  kindly  gave  me  an  oppor- 
tunity to  speak.  At  the  close,  a  good  list  of  subscribers  was  secxired  for 
the  paper,  and  many  promises  of  organizations.  Let  not  our  fealty  to 
Utah  grow  less  ;  for  as  the  years  come  and  go,  greater  responsibility  \ri\\ 
be  ours.  Dr.  C.  H.  Payne  said  before  the  Conference:  "No  field  in 
Methodism  to-day  is  more  important  than  this  one."  Vital  interests  to 
the  Church  and  Nation  cluster  around  this  field. 

Salt  Lake  City. 

The  opening  of  Davis  Hall  as  a  Deaconess  Home  has  proven  a  wise 
measure.  The  deaconesses  have  won  their  way,  by  their  kindliness  and 
tact,  into  the  homes  and  hearts  of  the  people.  It  has  been  a  temporary 
refuge  to  many  a  weary  one.  A  loan  libran.-  has  been  established,  which 
we  hope  may  be  helpful  to  many.  Mrs.  Spence,  a  graduate  from  our  Lucy 
Webb  Home  and  Training-school,  is  now  Superintendent  of  the  Home, 
and  efficiencj-  has  marked  her  eflForts. 

Ogden 

Patiently  waited  a  year  for  the  coming  of  a  deaconess;  but  they  feel  re- 
paid since  the  arrival  of  Miss  Randall  from  the  Luc}-  Webb  Hayes  Train- 
ing-school.    She  is  delighted  with  her  work. 
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Logan 

Is  a  city  of  6,000  population — all  Mormon  but  about  300.  The  Mormon 
Church  has  a  fine  temple  and  tabernacle,  with  six  or  seven  ward  meeting- 
houses. Our  own  Church  has  a  membership  of  thirty-five.  There  are  in 
the  city  two  colleges,  one  academy,  and  a  State  agricultural  college,  teach- 
ers in  these  institutions  all  Mormon.  When  Mrs.  Wheeler  had  looked 
over  the  field,  she  went  to  her  Bible  for  consolation  ;  and  her  eyes  first 
rested  upon  these  words  :  "  No  man  having  put  his  hand  to  the  plow,  look- 
ing back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of  Ciod." 

Provo. 

Here  is  an  important  point  in  the  Territory,  one  of  the  large  cities, 
and  a  stronghold  of  Mormonism.  I  found  our  deaconess.  Miss  Hanson,  a 
skillful  worker,  enjoying  the  full  confidence  of  all  classes.  She  now  has 
charge  of  the  Scandinavian  work  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Is  there  not  some 
young  woman,  imbued  with  Christian  zeal  and  wisdom,  educated  in  our 
schools,  who  will  offer  herself  for  Provo  ? 

Mount  Pleasant. 

Here  we  have  sustained  a  school,  until,  in  September,  Miss  Hattie 
Henry,  a  graduate  of  the  Illinois  Wesleyan  University,  went  there  to  do 
distinctive  missionary  work.  She  will  establish  an  industrial  school  and 
reading  circle,  hoping  thereby  to  interest  the  young  people  and  cnildren. 

Richfield  and  Ephraim 

Are  largely  Scandinavian  in  their  population ;  and  our  missionaries,  to 
be  the  most  efifective,  should  command  this  language  as  well  as  the 
English.  We  have  closed  the  schools  in  these  places,  and  hope  soon  to 
send  to  each,  one  who  will  be  able  to  meet  their  requirements.  A  read- 
ing-room has  been  opened  in  Rchfield,  books  having  been  sent  from 
Rochester,  N.  Y.  Sociability  and  amusement  are  the  leading  features  of 
the  Mormon  Church,  and  these  young  people  must  be  won  largely  by 
rational  and  helpful  pleasures. 

Ephraim 

Needs  a  consecrated  Christian  worker,  and  the  same  agencies  employed 
as  in  the  last  two  places  mentioned. 

Spring  City. 

We  here  still  continue  our  school,  with  Miss  Seeger  as  teacher.  She 
has  done  faithful  work,  with  good  results  to  Church  and  people. 

Moroni. 

This  school  has  been  continued.  The  town  is  thoroughly  IMormon, 
no  Christian  influence  among  the  people.  Most  encouraging  reports 
come  from  the  teacher.  The  people  are  grateful.  The  Sabbath  school 
and  congregation  have  increased  encouragingly, 

Elsinore 

Is  a  point  where  w6  have  reopened  our  school,  which  had  been  closed  for 
two  or  three  years.  It  is  a  beautiful  town,  twenty-seven  miles  from  a  rail- 
road. Our  chapel  is  pleasant  and  well  located.  There  is  no  Christian  in- 
fluence whatever  among  the  people.  The  Bishop  of  the  Conference  ap- 
pointed a  minister  to  hold  weekly  service  in  our  chapel,  and  as  often 
there  will  be  Scandinavian  preaching.  The  Lord  has  wonderfully  opened 
the  way  to  this  people,  that  human  vision  thought  closed.     We  confidently 
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expect  good  results  from  the   efforts  of  the  teacher,  Mrs.  M.  H.  Passmore. 
This  little  chapel  needs  a  bell.     Who  will  send  it? 

This  Bureau  for  several  years  has  made  no  appeals  for  help,  during 
the  illness  and  since  the  death  of  its  former  secretary'.  Do  not  forget  it 
in  your  gifts.  Let  us  still  be  generous  to  this  field,  belie\dng  that  the 
Churches  of  I'tah  will  show  their  gratitude  by  loyalty  to  our  Society  in 
the  organization  of  Auxiliaries  and  the  dissemination  of  our  literature, 
realizing  that  thereby  the}'  will   increase  their  own  usefulness  and  vigor.

INDIAN  AND  FRONTIER  WORK. 

Since  the  creation  of  this  Bureau  there  has  been  a  great  change  for 
the  better  in  regard  to  the  Indians.  Agencies,  Christian  and  philan- 
thropic, have  been  active.  The  Annual  Conference  at  Mohawk  is  always 
followed  by  a  decisive  step  forward.  The  eyes  of  the  country  are  towards 
this  assembly.  The  Dawes  Commission  on  the  condition  of  Indian  Terri- 
tory has  not  been  fruitless.  All  Indians  will  soon  be  citizens,  holding 
territorial  relations  to  the  Government.  We  have  just  and  excellent  laws 
for  Indians,  but  they  are  so  dark  and  ignorant  they  know  not  how  to 
utilize  them.  In  such  cases  our  missionaries  are  invaluable  to  them.  We 
are  hoping  for  larger  appropriations  for  Indian  education  this  year,  as 
wherever  the  whites  have  schools  there  is  prejudice  against  receiving 
Indians. 

Not  long  will  even  the  present  conditions  last.  Let  the  tourist  who 
would  see  the  Indian  as  an  aboriginal  hasten  westward.  Gradually  he 
\\-ill  be  merged  into  our  own  race  or  die.  It  is  a  case  of  manifest  destiny. 
Christianity  must  see  that  justice  is  done,  and  that  by  a  beautiful  euthan- 
asia those  doomed  to  depart  find  the  happ}-  hunting-grounds  in  that 
wider  kingdom  where  the  Father's  presence  excludes  all  wrong  and  injus- 
tice to  the  children  of  men. 

Pawnee. 

The  report  of  Pawnee  will  be  more  final  results  than  any  changes 
or  progress  the  past  3-ear.  lAn  Indian  minister  of  the  Pawnee  tribe,  and  a 
member  of  the  Oklahoma*  Conference  and  his  wife,  have  occupied  our 
cottage.  They  have  had  regular  services  in  the  little  church,  and  a  Sab- 
bath-school. We  have  paid  $12.50  a  month.  Our  house  is  no  longer  habit- 
able, and,  as  the  station  is  desired  by  the  Oklahoma  Conference,  we  recom- 
mend its  transference  as  a  mission  to  that  Conference.  The  five  acres  of 
land  granted  to  us  by  the  Government  will,  we  doubt  not,  be  continued 
under  the  new  conditions.  ] 

In  1886  we  undertook  this  mission.  We  received  it  from  the  Wom- 
an's National  Indian  Association,  which  assumed  it  at  a  meeting  held  in 
Henr\-  Ward  Beecher's  church,  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  urged  by  his  eloquence. 
No  services,  but  occasional  masses  by  a  Catholic  priest,  were  held  previous 
to  our  taking  the  mission. 

As  a  result,  through  the  aid  of  the  Church  Extension  and  Oklahoma 
Conference,  a  neat  little  church  has  been  erected  and  regular  services  are 
held  on  Sabbath.  We  have  an  organ  and  some  furniture,  which  will  be 
transferred  to  Pawnee.  Perhaps  we  should  donate  the  organ  to  the  Indians, 
who  are  proud  and  fond  of  their  church. 

For  years  this  mis.sion  has  been  diligently  cared  for  by  the  Philadel- 
phia Conference  ladies,  and  the  charge  given  us,  in  the  beginning,  by  the 
United  States  Indian  agent  at  the  reservation,  that  we  should  not  "forsake 
the  Pawnees,  as  they  had  formerly  been  forsaken,"  these  sisters  of  Phila- 
delphia have  enabled  us  faithfully  to  keep. 
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With  a  church  in  good  condition,  and  many  Christian  Pawnees,  we 
think  the  time  has  come  to  recommend  the  transfer  of  this  mission  to  the 
abiding  care  of  the  Oklahoma  Conference,  whose  arms  are  affectionatelj- 
opened  to  receive  it.  Thus,  without  forsaking  the  much-wronged  and  neg- 
lected Pawnees,  we  withdraw  from  this  station  in  favor  of  another,  grate- 
ful that  we  have  been  permitted  to  serve  these  simple  red  brethren,  aborig- 
ines of  our  country. 

Adelaide  Springer  Mission,  Pawhuska,  Oklahoma  Territory, 

Sends  this  year  the  best  report  it  has  ever  sent  to  Conference.  The  mis- 
sionary has  collected  for  the  Society  $150,  which  has  been  spent  upon  our 
property  there,  as  it  was  given  for  that  purpose.  We  have  a  rental  of  $14 
a  month  from  this  mission.  We  have  a  fine  well  and  cistern  made  fine 
the  last  year.  Instead  of  our  Indian  girls'  school,  we  have  a  [school  of 
mixed  races.  It  has  just  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  24,  wdiicTi  will  rap- 
idly increase.  It  had  reached  an  enrollment  of  50  last  year,  when  the 
change  of  missionary,  made  b}-  the  Conference,  seriously  diminished  the 
number.  Here  we  see  the  most  encouraging  results  of  our  labor.  Our 
presence  has  enabled  the  building  of  a  good  church  with  a  Sunday-school 
of  100  Osages  and  25  whites,  an  Epworth  League  of  40,  and  a  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  Auxiliary  of  30  members.) 

The  school  is  parti}'  self-supporting,  and  no  doubt  if  we  prosper,  as 
we  may,  it  will  be  wholly-  so.  All  young  girls  are  received,  and  boys 
under  fourteen  years  of  age.     This  mission  steadily  progresses. 

Ponca  (Oklahoma). 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Irvine,  Missionaries. 

Mrs.  Irvine  writes  :  Our  mission  station  at  Ponca  is  about  sixty  miles 
from  Pawhuska,  the  next  station  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Soci- 
ety. In  all  that  distance  of  rich  farming  land  we  found  the  inhabitants 
without  church  or  school,  or  any  other  means  of  religious  or  intellectual 
improvement;  and  this  embracing  the  reservations  of  the  Ponca,  Otoe, 
and  Osage  tribes,  containing  an  Indian  population  of  about  three  thou- 
sand and  hundreds  of  resident  whites,  to  whom  the  Indians  rent  their 
houses,  while  they  live  by  preference  in  their  tepees. 

In  order  to  reach  these  people,  Mr.  Irvine  purchased  a  tent  and  held 
a  meeting  of  several  weeks  last  fall.  During  this  meeting  40  or  50  pre- 
sented themselves  as  seekers  of  forgiveness  of  sins,  a  number  of  whom 
gave  good  testimony  to  having  found  the  Savior. 

They  found  white  families  with  children  ten  and  twelve  years  of 
age,  who  had  never  seen  a  preacher  or  heard  a  prayer.  Their  dead  are 
buried  without  any  service,  "any  prav-er,  because,"  said  one  man  "there  is 
no  one  to  pray." 

There  is  a  Government  school  of  loo  children  at  Ponca,  another  of  70 
at  Otoe,  and  Sunday-schools  conducted  b}'  the  emplovees.  At  both  points 
Mr.  Irvine  preaches  regularly  on  Sabbath,  holding,  in  addition,  services 
at  his  house  Sunday  and  V\'ednesday  evenings,  and  Mrs.  Irvine  meets  the 
young  Indian  girls  Fridav' evenings.  They  also  visit  the  Indians,  and  have 
had  many  interesting  conversations  with  those  who  can  speak  English. 
Through  her  music,  Mrs.  Irvine  is  able  to  interest  a  goodl}-  number  of 
girls. 

Mr.  Irvine  writes  :  As  to  the  results  of  our  year's  work  among  the  peo- 
ple, it  is  diflicult  to  give  an  adequate  report.  Inexperienced  persons,  and 
those  not  familiar  with  the  godless  condition  of  both  whites  and  Indians, 
and  the  difficulties  encountered  by  mi.ssionaries  laboring  among  them, 
can  not  estimate  the  work  or  its  results. 
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We  are  doing  well  now  by  holding  the  fort  and  sowing  seed  for  future 
harvests. 

With  regard  to  the  work  and  iuiprovetneuts  on  the  property,  we  have 
at  Ponca  24  acres  fenced  with  good  wire  fencing,  and  200  feet  of  high 
board  fencing  to  protect  the  house.  We  have  bored  a  well  37  feet  deep, 
with  an  inexhaustible  supply  of  cold,  delicious  water,  which,  if  made 
wider,  would  furnish  a  supply  for  the  necessary  irrigation.  We  have  built 
a  cistern  of  100  barrels.  We  have  plastered  two  rooms,  and  the  rest  of 
the  house  needs  to  be  made  habitable. 

This  spring  we  went  twice  to  Chilsees,  thirty  miles  north,  and  received 
from  the  Government,  free,  300  fruit-trees.  These  are  in  fine  condition, 
and  will  some  of  them  bear  next  year.  They  are  peach,  apple,  plum, 
cherry,  and  apricot.  A  plentiful  supply  of  fruit  in  this  wilderness,  where 
there  is  almost  none  to  biiy,  would  be  a  relief  and  comfort  worth  f  100  a 
year  to  a  family,  and  a  great  contribution  to  the  living  expenses.  A  good 
orchard  w"oi;ld  be  a  helpful  object-lesson  to  the  Indians.  Much  yet  needs 
to  be  done  to  make  this  place  what  it  should  be.  All  the  work  on  the 
place,  gardening,  fencing,  etc.,  with  the  exception  of  I.7,  has  cost  the  So- 
cietv  nothing,  having  been  done  by  Mr.  Irvine  and  a  young  mat*  who 
assists  in  the  mission  for  his  board  and  tuition. 
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Among  the  Arapahoes  and  Chej-ennes,  Okla.,  a  tribe  next  in  size  to 
the  tribes  of  the  civilized  nations,  we  have  two  field  matrons,  INIiss  Eliza 
Lambe  and  Mrs.  Rev.  A.  L.  Siuims.  These  matrons,  though  nominated  by 
us,  are  paid  and  controlled  by  the  Government.  They  constantly  visit  and 
instruct  the  Indian  women  in  making  homes  of  comfort  and  in  the  faith  of 
the  gospel.  The  Government  has  very  kindly  added  to  our  list  two  new 
matrons  this  year — one  in  New  Mexico  and  one  in  Indian  Territory.^ 

Ukiah,  Cal. 

Rev.  J.  L.  Burchard  has  pursued  his  usual  fatherh-  course  with  the  In- 
dians at  three  stations,  Ukiah,  T.^pper  Lake,  and  Potter  Valley,  among  In- 
dians who  are  remnants  of  seven  tribes.  Not  only  does  he  care  for  their 
spiritual  interests,  but  he  has  secured  valuable  locations  for  their  homes 
from  the  Government,  where  wood  and  water  are  abundant.  Christian 
teachers  in  the  three  Government  schools  co-operate  with  him  in  his  three 
Sunda3--schools.  This  missionary  travels  faithfully  man}-  miles  to  reach 
the  Indians.  We  contribute  $200  to  his  support ;  the  California  Confer- 
ence, $400.  We  have  from  him  inspiring  records  of  deaths  made  happy 
and  beautifixl  by  our  Christian  faith.  This  man  has  contributed  largely  to 
build  churches  for  these  poor  people.  We  should  no  doubt  refund  what 
he  has  given.     We  await  a  fuller  treasur}'. 

Of  the  8,000  Indians  within  the  bounds  of  the  California  Conference, 
the  Conference  Committee  thus  reports: 

"  The  deplorable  condition  of  the  native  Indians  of  this  coast  is  sad  to 
contemplate.  Corrupt  and  designing  men.  with  liquor  and  debaucher}-,  are 
ruining  them  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  great  majority  of  them  are  liv- 
ing and  dying  without  an\-  knowledge  of  or  hope  in  Christ  our  Savior,  and 
that  in  the  very  midst  of  our  Christian  civilization.  This  people  should 
have  the  first  claim  upon  our  sympathies,  our  prayers,  and  our  help.  What 
is  said  of  these,  ma}-  be  said  of  all  our  Indians.  Our  frontiers  are  rapidly 
filling  up  with  evil  and  rapacious  adventurers,  who  are  there  to  destroj-  the 
Indians,  to  rob  and  steal,  and  to  intensify  heathen  vices  by  the  addition  of 
the  more  flasrrant  sins  of  civilization. 
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Because  of  the  large  and  increasing  number  of  such  whites  we  find  it 
necessary  to  include  them  with  the  Indians  in  our  missionarj'  efforts,  and 
hence  our  Bureau  becomes  Indian  and  Frontier,  a  title  questioned  by  some 
who  are  not  acquainted  with  the  facts. 

Stickney  Home,  Lynden,  Wash. 

This  Home  is  situated  on  a  bend  of  the  Nooksachk  River,  on  a  lot  of 
twenty-five  acres,  about  one-third  of  which  is  now  cleared  of  timber.  Mrs. 
Stickney  furnished  $50,  to  be  expended  in  clearing  the  land  during  the 
past  summer,  which  has  been  done. 

From  fifteen  to  twenty-one  children  have  been  in  the  Home  during  the 
year,  boys  and  girls,  aged  from  five  to  eighteen  ^-ears.  Reports  show  care- 
ful attention  to  the  education  of  the  children,  industrially,  morally,  and  in- 
tellectually, with  very  encouraging  results. 

The  school  reopened  October  ist,  when  applications  were  made  for  all 
the  house  will  hold. 

What  little  "  Erie,"  ward  of  the  Erie  Conference,  said,  we  think  all 
these  "Children  would  say.  She  came  to  have  a  new  frock  made,  and  said 
she  had  bathed  and  changed  her  clothes  "  every  week  since  school  closed, 
but  nobody  could  pick  hops,  as  she  had  done,  and  not  get  her  frock  soiled." 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stark  are  superintendents,  and  their  daughter  Alice  is 
teacher.  Much  confidence  and  affection  exist  between  these  teachers  and 
the  children,  who  grow  more  conscientious  under  instruction,  and  are  sin- 
cerely trying  to  be  religious. 

Thirty  beneficiaries  could  be  received  were  the  means  of  support 
pledged — $50  being  required  for  a  beneficiary.  The  Conferences  responded 
kindly  last  year,  and  once  twenty  were  received.  We  trust  every  Confer- 
ence will  invest  something  in  this  school,  which,  with  the  Deaconess 
Home  at  Portland,  Ore.,  has  given  a  strong  impulse  to  the  Society  in  that 
part  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  The  Puget  Sound  Conference  promises  to  re- 
double its  aid  this  year. 

There  are  several  hundred  Indians  scattered  over  the  country,  200  re- 
siding at  one  point  near  the  mouth  of  the  Nooksachk,  while  further  south 
,   are  several  hundreds  more.     These  hope  to  be  received  by  our  school. 

Yakimas,  Fort  Simcoe,  Wash.

y-\  __The  Yakimas  number   in    all    1,434.     Here  it  was  that  Father  Wilbur, 

much  loved  and  mourned  as  an  agent  of  President  Grant,  transformed 
these  Indians  from  savage  to  Christian  life.  Some  months  ago  I  received 
a  letter  from  Dr.  Dorchester,  in  which,  with  an  earnestness  springing  from, 
not  only  regard  for  the  work,  but  for  his  departed  wife,  who  had  devoted 
herself  to  its  interests,  he  commended  it  to  our  care.  He  also  specially 
commended  Mrs.  E.  C.  Miller,  a  physician,  who  for  some  years  has  been 
working  there  with  great  acceptability,  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Dorchester  and  the 
Government. 

The  Indians  gave  her  a  comfortable  cottage,  with  a  large  garden, 
which  she  has  planted  with  fruit-trees.  They  greatly  revere  this  "  Boston 
woman,"  as  they  ^suppose  all  Eastern  people  who  are  good  come  from 
Boston.  She  is  a  loving  friend  to  them  in  all  respects,  a  phj^sician,  a 
preacher,  and  a  teacher  of  all  the  arts  of  home  comfort,  and  the  blessed 
truths  of  the  gospel. 

Shall  we  not  receive  this  mission,  so  nobly  and  notably  established  by 
Father  Wilbur,  as  a  work  of  love  bequeathed  to  us  from  the  now  folded 
hands  of  our  lamented  si.ster,  Mrs.  Dorchester?  , 

Having  transferred  Pawnee  to  the  Oklahoma  Conference,  are  we  not 
ready  to  receive  Mrs.  Dr.  Miller  and  her  beloved  Indian  wards  at  Fort 
Simcoe  ?  Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  Secretary. 
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BUREAU   FOR   ALASKA. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  "lengthening  of  cords  and  strength- 
ening of  htakes  "  in  our  Unalaska  mission.  As  you  well  know,  the  work 
has  been  hampered  heretofore  by  the  smallness  of  the  buildings,  as  well 
as  by  the  paucity  of  appropriations  and  lack  of  sufficient  help. 

The  time  had  sureh-  come  to  do  more  and  better  work  for  these  neg- 
lected and  practically  pagan  people;  for  were  they  under  any  other  flag 
save  that  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  they  would  be  classed  among  the  dark- 
est of  foreign  fields. 

The  Government  has  just  erected  a  new  school-building  at  a  cost  of 
$5,000.  It  is  hoped  this  will  mark  a  new  era  in  the  direct  educational  work. 
It  was  fitting,  indeed,  that  there  was  made  an  appropriation  by  our  Society 
last  year  for  a  new  and  larger  building  for  the  Home.  This  appropriation 
has  all  been  expended,  and  our  building  went  with  that  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  now  stands  not  far  from  it.  It  is  seventy-two  feet  long  bv  thirty- 
six  feet  wide,  and  two  stories  and  an  attic  high.  We  are  assured  by  Gov- 
ernment officials  and  the  United  States  Commissioner  that  it  is  well  built ; 
the  severe  winds  requiring  a  solidity  that  made  it  cost  more  than  we  had 
planned.  There  are  many  details  that  are  not  yet  completed,  and  more 
conveniences  and  necessities  that  must  be  added  before  the  building  is 
really  ready  for  use.  Nor  is  it  equipped  with  furnace,  kitchen-range,  force- 
pump,  and  the  furniture  needed  throughout  the  rooms.  All  this  should  be 
done  as  speedih'  as  possible. 

The  grave  fears  for  Mrs.  Tuck's  health,  expressed  last  year,  have  been, 
we  regret  to  state,  realized.  A  Government  official  writes  of  Mrs.  Tuck : 
"It  is  impossible  to  say  too  much  in  praise  of  her  good  work,  or  of  the 
heroism  displayed  by  her  in  doing  it.  But  as  I  look  upon  her  now,  and 
remember  how  she  looked  in  1890,  I  feel  sad  to  think  she  has  been  sacri- 
ficed, and  apparently  yc;'.i,'(7//f';/.'' 

That  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  relieve  her,  we  were  well  aware ; 
and  after  long  search,  we  found  two  young  women  of  good  training  and 
full  of  the  real  missionary  spirit,  who  were  willing  to  go  to  Unalaska — 
one.  Miss  Agnes  L,.  Sowle,  to  be  the  matron  of  the  Home;  the  other.  Miss 
Mellor.  to  be  a  teacher  in  the  Government  school,  but  to  board  in  the 
Home  and  assist  the  matron.  Both  are  from  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Like  many 
of  the  Lord's  chosen  ones,  these  young  women  were  not  burdened  with  this 
world's  goods,  and  it  was  necessary  to  furnish  them  with  ovitfit  for  that 
cold  clime,  and  help  on  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  teacher.  But  God's 
children  had  the  mone}\  and  it  came  cheerfully.  One  dollar  of  it  was 
handed  to  me  by  an  Indian  girl,  who  was  a  total  stranger  to  me,  saying: 
"I  know  what  Christianity  has  done  for  me  and  mine,  and  I  want  to  help. 
Won't  you  take  this?"  These  devoted  and  consecrated  workers  are  now 
at  the  post  of  duty,  and  this  Bureau  feels  that  a  great  future  is  in  store 
for  our  work,  with  Mr.  Tuck  in  charge  of  the  school,  and  the  Home  under 
the  supervision  of  our  practical  matron.     From  a  recent  letter  I  quote : 

"We  are  distressed  for  want  of  supplies  of  clothing.  Three  vears  ago 
we  had  from  five  to  eight  tons  measurements  of  these  supplies,  which  have 
been  gradually  drawn  upon,  until  now  there  is  nothing  left.  But  unless 
we  have  a  dozen  barrels  sent  us  this  summer,  the  people  will  go  cold  and 
ragged  before  the  end  of  the  year." 

It  is  ver}'  desirable  that  we  should  do  something  for  the  boj-s  to  bring 
them  under  Christian  influence  and  training,  so  that  by  and  by  Christian 
homes  will  be  dotted  all  over  that  great  land. 

With  added  facilities  for  work,  we  are  anxious  to  receive  more  pupils. 
The  superintendent  of  the  school  writes:  "There  are  children  literally 
crying  every  day  for  us  to  take  them."  When  you  realize  that  for  a  thou- 
sand miles  this  is  the  only  light-house,  and  for  many  girls  it  is  the  only 
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House  of  Hope,  and  that  they  can  not  enter  because  of  insufficient  sup- 
port, will  you  not  allow  a  thought  of  this  corner  of  our  great  domain  to 
find  a  lodgment  in  your  brain  and  heart? 

Hereafter,  all  boxes,  barrels,  letters  of  inquiry — anything  pertaining  to 
the  Home — is  to  be  addressed  to  the  matron.  Miss  Agnes  L.  Sowle,  Una- 
laska,  Alaska.

BUREAU  FOR  SUPPLIES. 

This  work  goes  steadily  on,  increasing  each  year  in  efficient,  helpful 
service.  We  miss  the  wise  counsel  and  faithful  work  of  Mrs.  A.  R.  Whit- 
tier,  Supplies  Secretary  of  New  Kngland  Conference,  and  Miss  S.  B.  Fitz- 
Gerald,  of  Newark  Conference.  Their  work  is  done,  and  the}'  are  crowned 
at  last. 

The  failure  of  crops  for  two  years  in  the  West,  and  various  disasters  in 
the  South,  make  our  Bureau  a  real  necessit^^  We  have  been  enabled  to 
relieve  many  of  the  hundreds  of  ministers  and  families,  who  could  not  have 
remained  with  their  people  unless  these  timeh-  barrels  had  been  sent  to 
supplement  a  small  salary.  We  do  not  appreciate  their  uncomplaining 
sacrifice  that  they  may  give  the  gospel  to  those  who  need  it  in  our  own 
land.     These  are  our  brethren  and  sisters;  let  us  be  faithful  to  them.

BUREAU  FOR  I.OCAL  MISSIONARY  WORK.

The  danger  is  very  great  that  the  funds  of  the  Woman's  Home  INIis- 
sioiary  Society  shall  be  diverted  from  the  wide  and  constantly  widening 
fields  in  which  the  Society  is  endeavoring  to  build  up  permanent  and  in- 
fluential centers  of  Christian  influence,  to  items  of  mere  local  charity. 

Since  this  is  so,  the  success  of  the  Local  Bureau  is  to  be  measured 
largely  by  what  it  has  not  done.  The  Secretary  considers  it  a  good  omen 
that  this  department  of  our  work  is  not  increasing. 

Much  of  the  work  that  was  formerly  reported  through  this  Bureau  has 
become  more  or  less  closelj'^  associated  with  deaconess  work,  as  it  is  being 
done  b)'  visiting  deaconesses,  and  is  reported  through  that  Bureau.  Some 
mission  work,  that  began  as  an  experiment  and  was  reported  in  this  Bu- 
reau in  its  feebleness,  has  now  taken  on  such  size  and  jproportions  that  it 
reports  for  itself — a  part  of  the  individualized  work  of  the  Society. 

None  of  us  doubts  that  the  cities  are  important  fields  for  home  mis- 
sionar}'  work;  but  until  we  are  in  a  position  to  open  a  well-defined  and 
explicit  form  of  work  in  a  city — a  form  of  work  that  has  a  definite  pur- 
pose, and  through  which  we  can  look  for  definite  results — it  is  a  ques- 
tion whether  it  is  wise  to  expend  money  in  them.  The  results  are  too 
meager  and  uncertain.  It  is  more  than  futile  for  us  to  try  to  keep  the 
sea  within  its  bounds  with  our  little  mop.  The  incoming  tide  of  pauper- 
ism and  trampism  is  a  very  leech's  daughter,  always  crying,  "Give,  give." 
Money  used  in  such  profitless  efforts  is  not  well  spent,  or,  at  least,  not  best 
spent.  When  we  go  into  the  cities,  it  must  not  be  so  much  to  relieve 
distress  as  to  find  and  remove  the  causes  of  distress.  Any  city  work  that 
does  not  move  directly  against  these  foundations  is  only  kind-hearted  be- 
nevolence, that  has  no  to-morrow  in  its  plans.  We  must  look  farther  and 
build  better  than  that.  While  in  the  exercise  of  mere  benevolence  we  are 
reclaiming  one  lost  man,  the  open  saloons  are  making  a  hundred  more 
wrecks  ;  while  we  are  saving  one  poor,  lost  girl,  the  sweating  system,  the

lack  of  home  and  friends,  the  great  city  is  pushing  to  its  fall  the  virtue  of 
a  score  of  others.  In  this  city  work  we  must,  Samson-like,  feel  for  the 
pillars,  and  when  the}-  fall,  execution  will  be  done.  J 

The  Bohemian  work  of  Chicago  is  a  well-defitfen  work,  with  a  charac- 
ter of  its  own.  The  same  is  true  of  Glenn  Home  in  Cincinnati,  and  the 
various  mission  interests  connected  with  it.  This  is  true  of  our  port  work 
in  New  York,  Boston,  and  Philadelphia.  It  is  true,  also,  of  our  work  in 
Brooklyn.  All  these  fields  make  their  own  reports,  and  it  speaks  well  for 
the  development  and  permanence  of  the  work  of  the  Society.  The  Secre- 
tan.-  of  this  Bureau  as  joyfully  and  gratefully  sees  all  these  other  depart- 
ments of  mission  work  increase,  while  hers  b\-  their  growth  decreases,  as 
the  mother  who  can  bid  her  children  Godspeed,  in  deserting  the  parental 
hearth  that  they  may  build  new  and  permanent  firesides  of  their  own. 

Newark,  N.  J.,  through  Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell,  reports  good  work  done  by 
their  missionary.  Miss  Florence  D.  Watson.  Number  of  visits  made,  3,233; 
leaflets  distributed,  1,025;  Bibles,  18;  Bible  readings  given,  91;  religious 
services  conducted,  247;  garments  distributed  (including  93  pairs  shoes), 
1,061  ;  cash  expended,  577.25;  34  persons  were  helped  to  employment,  and 
36S  children  brought  to  Sunday-school.  Mrs.  Boswell  says  :  "  Miss  Watson 
is  doing  good  work,  and  through  her  various  classes  and  meetings  for  chil- 
dren she  reaches  six  hundred  persons  every  week,  all  of  whom  she  is  try- 
ing to  lead  to  Christ." 

Grace  Church,  of  Richmond,  Ind.,  still  employs  a  missionary,  Mrs.  T. 
J.  Newby,  who  reports  ninet}-  visits,  and  S44.35  given  in  supplies.  The 
First  Church  of  Richmond  reports  one  hundred  visits  made  by  Miss  Lida 
Schumard,  missionary.  Knightstown  and  Middletown,  Indiana,  report  vis- 
iting and  supplies  given.  Hagerstown,  Indiana,  through  Miss  Anna  Dilling, 
reports  ninety  visits  to  the  sick,  sixtv-three  garments  given,  meals  given  to 
the  destitute,  and  books,  papers,  and  flowers  distributed  where  each  would 
seem  best  to  serve  God's  cause.  Fort  Wayne  reports  one  hundred  and 
seventy  three  visits  made. 

West  Wisconsin  Conference  presents  a  good  report,  through  Mrs. 
M.  Benson.  Expenditures  in  local  work  as  follows:  Eau  Claire,  J34  ;  New 
Richmond,  J40;  Baraboo,  $4.30.  The  report  does  not  state  how  this  money 
was  used. 

The  Arbutus  Band,  of  Union  City,  Pa.,  used  fifteen  dollars  cash,  and 
distributed  a  large  amount  of  provisions  and  supplies — the  offerings  of 
their  own  number  and  of  their  friends. 

The  Iowa  Conference,  through  Mrs.  Cowles,  reports  the  expenditure 
of  $234.70. 

The  Wilmington  Conference  reports  in  cash  and  supplies  5717.26  ex- 
pended through  six  Auxiliaries  and  three  Bands. 

Miss  E.  J.  Webster,  of  Boston,  reports  for  her  Conference  $477  ex- 
pended in  city  work. 

St.  Paul's  Church,  of  Lincoln,  Neb.,  reports  70  visits,  1,241  garments  dis- 
tributed, supplies  given  to  the  value  of  $745.45,  and  cash  expended  $103.61.

BUREAU  FOR  READING  CIRCLES. 

This  report  closes  the  year  1895,  which  has  been  one  of  encouraging 
progress.  Some  of  the  results  of  the  work  may  be  found  in  improvement 
of  the  mind,  higher  ideas  of  duty  and  moral  obligation,  a  stronger  feeling 
of  unity  and  patriotism,  and  a  larger  and  more  intelligent  giving  of  money. 
The  value  of  the  Bureau  is  found  in  an  increasing  demand  for  leaflets. 
Two  thousand  two  hundred  and   thirty  have  been  distributed  during  the

year,  while  three  hundred  and  seventy  letters  of  inquiry  and  request  have 
been  answered — none  of  them  disparaging,  very  man}'  reporting  the  books 
as  fine.  I  might  relate  nian\'  instances  of  kind  testimonies  given  at  our 
annual  meeting,  in  Columbus,  in  behalf  of  the  value  of  our  books;  but  the 
ever-changing  conditions  through  which  our  country  is  passing,  is  the  ar- 
gument which  gives  our  mission  literature  the  sanction  of  necessit}-. 

The  happy  recipient  of  the  banner  is  Mrs.  C.  Roach,  of  Baltimore  Con- 
ference, who  accepted,  in  a  speech  of  heartfelt  appreciation  of  the  work 
done  b}'  the  Conference  Secretarj'  of  Reading  Circles,  Mrs.  T.  P.  Frost,  who 
is  tr3-ing  to  have  one  in  every  Auxiliary. 

Special  mention  should  be  given  Mrs.  R.  C.  Davis,  of  Toledo,  Ohio ; 
Mrs.  B.  E.  Staples,  Jersey  Shore,  Pennsylvania ;  Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell,  New 
Jersey;  Mrs.  S.  W.  Floyd,  Boston. 

We  who  were  privileged  to  enjoy  the  faultless  diction  of  Mrs.  Samuel 
Hazlett,  in  her  address  of  welcome,  can  also  rejoice  with  the  Society  at 
large  in  her  beautiful  gift  of  a  new  Readng  Circle  Banner,  for  which  we 
shall   hold  her   in  grateful  remembrance. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  is  1,439. 

We  have  read  an  aggregate  of  6,000  home  missionary  books  this  year. 
I  commend  this  result  as  worthy  of  the  loyalty  shown  by  the  friends  of 
this  department  of  our  work,  and  in  whose  interest  this  report  is  thank- 
fully submitted.

BUREAU  FOR  IMMIGRANTS. 

Immigration  has  somewhat  increased  during  the  past  3'ear,  but  has 
not  been  equal  to  former  years.  The  workers  in  the  various  Homes  have 
been  busy,  as  the  Homes  have  been  well  filled  by  the  incoming  steamers, 
especially  during  the  spring  and  fall  months  of  the  year.  The  immigrant 
work  and  workers  have  gained  much  in  favor  with  the  employers  and  officials 
on  the  various  wharfs,  and  have  been  helped  by  them  in  their  work  of  caring 
for  the  friendless  stranger  and  ministering  to  the  sick  and  unfortunate 
traveler.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  record  that  greater  pains  is  taken 
every  year  by  the  officials  to  see  that  the  unprotected  and  friendless  girls 
are  not  imposed  upon  or  left  uncared  for.  Strangers  are  not  permitted  to 
take  them  from  the  wharves  or  to  conduct  them  to  depots.  This  increases 
the  work  of  our  missionaries  in  the  right  direction  ;  for  when  friends  are 
not  there  to  meet  them,  they  are  passed  over  by  the  authorities  to  them 
with  trust  and  confidence. 

New  York  Immigrant  Girls'  Home. 

27  state  Street. 

I  feel  called  upon  to  say  that,  considering  the  magnitude  of  the  work 
done  in  this  largest  seaport  on  the  Eastern  Atlantic  Coast,  it  does  seem 
important  that  there  should  be  better  accommodations  than  they  now  have 
at  27  State  Street.  They  are  inadequate  every  wary.  There  is  no  greater 
field  for  work  in  our  Society  than  here.  Missionary  work  outside  of  the 
Home  and  intimately  connected  with  it  is  demanded,  but  it  can  not  be 
done  with  the  accommodations  of  its  present  quarters.  We  "pray  not  to 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  for  more  laborers,''  but  pray  rather  for  a  harvest 
of  gold  from  the  stewards  of  the  Lord  that  a  house  may  be  secured  for 
the  laborers. 

There  has  been  a  large  number  of  Scotch  and  English  girls  in  the 
Home  this  year,  intelligent  girls,  capable  of  being  trained  to  become  more 
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than  ordinary.  Some,  who  have  proved  incapable  of  training  for  self- 
support,  have  been  helped  to  return  home  to  their  native  land.  Few  Cath- 
olics are  cared  for  in  this  Home,  as  they  have  one  of  their  own  on  State 
Street,  but  the  missionaries  from  both  Homes  work  in  harmony  on  the 
island,  and  are  mutually  helpful  to  each  other.  Letters  are  often  received 
from  girls  who  have  gone  out  from  the  Home,  not  only  expressing  grati- 
tude for  shelter  and  food,  but  for  the  care  of  the  soul  and  the  wise  and 
tender  words  which  have  led  them  to  Christ. 

The  following  statistics  give  but  a  small  idea  of  the  amount  of  work 
done  during  the  year:  Number  of  steamers  met,  745;  lodgings  provider], 
2,458;  meals  served,  11,748;  women  in  Home,  407;  children,  50;  of  these, 
Protestants  418,  Catholics  6  ;  number  of  nations  represented,  12  ;  situations 
secured,  98;  number  of  tracts  and  papers  distributed,  9,900;  letters  and 
postals  written,  404  ;  telegrams  sent,  34  ;  number  of  girls  sent  to  friends,  1 14. 

East  Boston  Home. 

72  and  74  Marginal  Street. 

This  large  house  of  thirty-two  rooms  has  been  well  filled  most  of  the 
year.  Inmiigration  has  increased  quite  a  good  deal  at  this  port  over  last 
year.  Mrs.  Clark,  the  faithful  superintendent  and  missionary,  has  been  in 
labors  most  abundant,  not  only  on  the  wharf  ami  at  incoming  trains,  but 
she  has  largely  increased  her  outside  missionary  work  witli  the  help  of  a 
young  lady  assistant.  Together  tliej-  teach  a  class  of  little  girls,  made  up 
of  seven  nationalities,  and  40  in  number.  They  are  taught  sewing,  songs, 
and  Scripture-texts.  They  also  invite  a  few  at  a  time  to  tea,  and  teach 
them  the  art  of  home-making.  One  little  girl  went  home  and  told  her 
mother  she  was  going  to  have  their  table  set  like  Mrs.  Clark's.  The  Tem- 
perance Restaurant  is  still  kept  open,  and  has  an  elevating  infltience  upon 
the  neighl)orhood.  The  Portuguese  hold  Sabbath  service,  with  Sunday- 
school,  in  our  chapel.     The  Swedes  have  also  social  meetings  there. 

Mrs.  Clark  makes  many  calls  upon  the  sick,  and  helps  many  a  needv 
family  from  her  barrels  of  supplies.  In  the  winter  months,  soups  were 
made  for  our  restaurant,  and  sold  cheap,  atid  also  given  away.  Ladies  from 
adjoining  Churches  have  given  their  services  to  assist  in  the  sewing-school 
and  their  money  to  furnish  the  soups,  and  much  interest  has  been  awak- 
ened in  the  work.  Our  Swedish  girls  continue  to  meet  in  the  Home 
Thursdays,  "  their  afternoon  out,"  and  sew  for  a  sale  which  is  held  an- 
nually in  the  Home  ;  the  proceeds  usually  are  donated  by  them  for  some 
furnishings  in  the  Home.  This  j'ear  they  raised  $175.  Two  objects  are 
secured  by  this— the  girls  having  a  home,  with  Mrs.  Clark  to  advise  and 
help,  are  kept  from  the  street  and  bad  influences,  and  at  the  same  time 
the}'  learn  to  sew  and  to  do  benevolent  work.  Three  orphan  children 
have  been  cared  for.  Six  barrels  of  clothing  given  away,  and  22  garments 
made  for  the  needy  b}'  Mrs.  Clark  and  her  assistant,  Miss  Lilla  Huff. 
Number  of  steamers  met,  59;  lodgings  provided,  3,720;  free,  327  ;  meals 
furni.shed,  11.576;  given  away,  462;  women  in  Home,  394;  children,  118; 
men,  168;  of  these,  587  were  Protestants,  and  56  were  Catholic  ;  12  different 
nationalities  have  been  represented,  and  30  situations  secured  ;  832  tracts 
distributed  ;  264  religious  meetings  held  ;  176  letters  and  postals  written  ;  and 
78  calls  made  upon  the  sick.  The  cost  of  running  the  Home  for  the  vear  has 
been  $1,175.34;  of  this  amount,  $900  has  been  paid  by  General  Treasurer, 
and  the  remaining  $273.55  was  the  proceeds  of  lodgings  and  special  small 
gifts.  We  began  the  year  with  a  debt  of  $1,500  on  this  Home  for  repairs, 
and  we  have  paid  $750  of  it,  leaving  $750  yet  to  be  paid.  It  is  expected 
to  raise  it  all  the  coming  year.     God  has  wonderfully  blessed  this  Home. 
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Philadelphia  Home. 

965  and  967  Otsego  Street. 

The  interest  and  work  in  this  Home  has  been  greatly  increased  dur- 
ing the  year.  This  year  a  kindergarten  has  been  estaljhshed,  which  is 
being  succes.sfully  carried  forward  and  with  increasing  interest,  between 
30  and  40  attending.  A  deaconess  now  resides  in  the  llonie,  and  most  ex- 
cellent work  is  being  done.  There  have  been  cases  of  peculiar  interest, 
calling  for  much  .sympathy  as  well  as  malerial  aid.  Discouraged  and  dis- 
heartened women,  whose  downfall  made  life  a  burden,  coming  from  families 
of  good  .standing,  have  been  uplifted,  regenerated,  and  saved.  God  bless 
the  noble  band  of  women  who  reach  forth  a  helping  hand  to  save  those  for 
whom  Christ  died  !  Intemperate  women  have  been  reformed,  and  talents 
buried  and  neglected  have  been  brought  out  and  reburnished,  to  shine  for 
the  glory  of  God.  The  schools  and  Temperance  Bands  for  children,  the 
sewing  class  for  women,  and  the  night-schools  are  all  well  attended,  and 
have  increased  in  numbers. 

Miss  Wheelan,  the  deaconess  in  the  Home,  is  having  great  success  with 
the  boys'  classes.  The  Home  is  not  alone  a  place  of  shelter  for  a  few  hours 
for  the  immigrant  girl,  bitt  she  comes  back  to  it  as  a  home  whenever  out 
of  employment,  thus  keeping  her  from  the  cheap  boarding-house,  which, 
in   our  cities,  means  often  pitfalls  for  the  unsuspecting  and  uninformed. 

Number  of  steamers  met,  88  ;  lodgings  furnished,  366,  of  which  num- 
ber 139  were  free;  meals  provided,  631  ;  437  were  free.  There  have  been 
159  women  in  the  Home,  and  76  children  ;  of  these,  129  were  Protestants  and 
62  Catholics  ;  10  nationalities  have  been  represented;  tracts  distributed, 
356  ;  letters  and  postals  sent,  22. 

Nearly  1,000  have  been  cared  for  in  these  three  Homes  this  year, 
over  6,000  lodgings  provided,  and  nearly  24,000  meals  furnished.

ORlENTAIv  BUREAU. 


No  REPORT  of  work  accomplished  has  been  sent  me  otitside  of  the 
two  California  Conferences.  In  San  Diego,  Southern  California,  there  has 
been  work  done  among  Chinese  women  and  children,  and  such  work  is 
now  contemplated  for  I.,os  Angeles,  Cal.  A  faithful  woman,  tmderstand- 
ing  the  Chinese  language,  is  going  to  undertake  work  among  these  peo- 
ple. From  this  Bureau  there  has  been  sent  this  year  a  circular  letter  to 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  every  Woman's  Home  Missionar}'  Society 
in  the  United  States,  asking  her  to  present  our  work  in  every  meeting  of 
the  Society  during  the  year.  In  answer  to  such,  the  secretary  has  re- 
ceived scores  of  letters,  showing  interest  in  otir  work  among  Chinese  and 
Japanese  women.  Many  inquiries  have  been  received  also,  instigated  by 
the  lesson  in  the  Home  iMissioiis  a  few  months  ago. 

It  is  recommende<l  that,  in  all  cities  where  these  people  are  living, 
that  work  be  inaugurated  am  jug  them.  The}-  are  the  strangers  within 
our  gates,  and,  in  Christ's  nanif,  we  ought  to  bid  them  "welcome."  To 
that  end  they  must  be  visiled  ;  and,  if  unacquainted  with  our  language, 
give  them  literature  in  their  own  language.  Visiting  and  the  distributing 
of  literature  can  be  done  with  very  little  expense,  and  ought  not  to  be 
neglected  by  the  Woman's  Home  I\Iis.sionary  Society,  if  we  expect  to 
reach  out  to  convert  the  lieatlicn  al  home. 

The  mass  of  work  for  the  present  must  be  done  among  these  people 
where  they  are  congregated  in  largest  numbers;  namely,  San  Francisco  and 
Sandwich  Islands.     Tliere  are  thousands  in  tlie.se  two  places.     During  the 
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past  year,  there  have  been  three  lines  of  work  carried  on  in  San  Francisco, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Oriental  Bureau  of  this  Society- — rescue-work, 
children's  school,  and  house-to-house  visiting;  and  for  this  purpose  a  mis- 
sionary and  teacher,  one  and  the  sainc  person,  has  been  employed  in  the 
Chinese  Home,  and  another  in  the  Japanese  Home. 

In  the  Chinese  Home  the  rescue  work  has  increased  during  this  year. 
Several  little  girls  have  run  away  from  cruel  bondage,  and  sought  pro- 
tection at  our  hands.  Beside  the  work  along  rescue  lines,  a  work  similar 
to  it  has  to  be  done  among  the  Chinese  women  ;  viz.,  a  woman  wants,  perhaps, 
to  go  back  to  China  ;  but  a  host  o{ pretended  creditors  looms  up  to  prevent 
it ;  aud  often  the  missionary  has  to  take  her  to  the  Home  for  a  few  days, 
help  paj-  the  bills  to  honest  creditors,  and  parley  with  pretended  ones, 
until  the  woman  is  safe  on  board  the  steamer.  This  work  is  needed, 
takes  time  and  strength  ;  and  yet  few  outside  of  those  engaged  in  the 
work  know  of  it. 

Chinese  Work. 

I\lrs.  Hull,  our  misslouar^-  in  the  Chinese  work,  reports  as  follows  : 

"  There  are  now  14  girls  and  women  in  the  Home,  an  increase  of  7 
since  last  April.  These  women  have  all  come  themselves,  begging  to  be 
protected.  Two  children  have  been  rescued  by  the  officers  for  the  pre- 
vention of  ^■ice  at  our  request.  One,  an  infant  not  quite  three  3-ears  old, 
was  taken  from  a  notorious  house  of  ill-fame,  July  ist.  She  had  been  sold 
Vjy  her  mother  when  only  ten  months  of  age,  because  of  the  poverty  of 
her  parents.  There  could  have  been  but  one  fate  for  her,  small  as  she 
was.  There  were  cruel  wounds  on  her  head,  inflicted  by  her  mistress. 
Twice  the  courts  have  given  her  to  the  mission  protection ;  yet  the 
mistress  persists  in  attempting  to  get  her  into  the  hands  of  //<•;' friends. 
Just  now  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  put  her  into  the  hands  of  rich 
heathen  friends,  who  will  rear  her  according  to  the  customs  of  heathen 
ancestors. 

•Recently  officers  raided  a  house,  and  secured  a  girl  eleven  years 
old,  who  was  kept  as  a  slave,  and  was  treated  in  a  cruel  manner.  Her 
back  was  covered  with  scars  made  with  a  hot  iron.  Other  parts  of  her 
body  showed  CAndences  of  severe  punishment  received. 

•'  There  are  also  three  other  young  girls  who  have  been  rescued 
recently.  All  are  doing  well,  attending  school.  Two  of  them  have  suc- 
ceeded in  earning  enough  money  to  supply  themselves  with  good,  com- 
fortable clothing,  although  they  are  but  thirteen  and  fifteen  years  of  age. 
Two  are  now  acting  as  missionaries  in  Chinatown — one  speaking  English 
fluently,  having  been  in  the  school  since  a  child.  She  is  now  twent^'-six. 
Another,  who  was  rescued  from  a  brothel,  is  now  doing  her  utmost  to  bring 
her  heathen  sisters  to  the  Savior.  Ever\-  day,  Avith  an  American  mission- 
an.-.  she  goes  from  house  to  house  telling  the  sweet  storj-  which  has  done 
so  much  for  her.  Her  knowledge  of  English  is  ven,- limited  ;  but  her  faith 
is  strong,  and  she  takes  a  lesson  ever}-  day  in  the  Chinese  Bible,  which  she 
explains  thoroughly  to  those  she  visits.  Xot  quite  two  years  ago  she  was 
leading  a  life  of  shame  against  her  will ;  now  she  is  most  zealous  in  her 
efforts  to  drag  others  from  the  mire.  She  is  our  most  able  helper,  and  is 
utterly  fearless.  Several  times  she  has  entered  the  houses  we  have  raided 
alone,  and  found  the  ones  we  were  looking  for;  also  helping  us  to  enter 
quickly,  before  those  we  were  seeking  could  be  hidden.  She  is  always 
ready  \nth  her  testimony  in  court,  and  does  even.-thing  in  her  power  to 
help  squelch  the  highbinder  element.  No  bribes  can  tempt  her  to  return 
to  her  old  life  or  leave  the  mission. 

'■  Our  day-school  has  nearly  doubled  in  attendance  during  the  year.  We 
now  have  from  thirty  to  forty  pupils,  with  an  average  of  thirty-five.  This 
number  does  not  include  the  transients ;  for  our  school  is  so  full  that 
names  are  erased  from  the  roll  if  the  attendance  is  irregular." 
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Japanese  Woman's  Home.

Miss  Ella  Hevvett,  Missionary,  writes  : 

"  It  is  now  more  than  one  year  and  a  half  since  I  came  into  the  Japa- 
nese work  in  San  Francisco.  In  that  time,  thirty  women  and  ten  children 
have  found  shelter  in  our  Home  for  women  and  children.  Of  the  women, 
some  have  been  students,  others  working-girls. 

"  The  students  are  girls  who  have  come  to  this  country  to  work  their 
way  through  school.  The  Home  has  been  a  safe  place  for  them  to  stop 
while  arranging  and  planning — a  place  where  they  have  had  a  real  home 
with  Christian  surroundings,  and  where  they  have  had  advice  and  help;  in 
some  cases,  instruction  preparatory  to  entering  some  school  or  college. 
When  on  their  way  back  to  Japan,  they  have  been  assisted  in  securing- re- 
duced rates,  and  finding  proper  chaperons.  These  are  some  of  the  ways  in 
which  the  students  have  been  helped.  The  working-girls  have  been 
helped  in  many  of  the  same  ways.  They  have  found  the  Home  a  shelter 
from  many  and  varied  temptations  while  thej-have  been  looking  for  work. 
It  is  not  only  while  in  the  Home  that  care  and  protection  is  given,  but 
after  they  leave  the  Home,  for  study  or  work,  we  continue  to  watch  over 
them  and  care  for  them.  As  far  as  possible,  we  secure  places  for  them 
in  Christian  homes,  where  they  have  the  privilege  of  attending  Church, 
and,  if  they  wish  it,  opportunities  for  study.  Some  are  Christians  before 
they  come  to  us ;  others  know  little  or  nothing  about  Christianity,  but  are 
soon  converted  and  are  happy  Christians.  So  we  trust  the  seed  sown  will 
)^et  spring  up  and  bear  fruit.  We  have  had  two  weddings;  and  these  two 
Christian  weddings  mean  much.  They  stand  out  in  striking  contrast  with 
the  many  loose  marriages  in  this  city.  Both  girls  were  bright  and  inter- 
esting. One  was  married  in  the  Home ;  the  other  in  our  church,  with  a 
reception  in  the  Home.  One  of  these  girls  was  a  pupil  in  our  Hakodati 
School  when  I  was  there,  and  her  husband  is  a  young  man  I  knew  in 
Hirosaki. 

"Some  of  our  children  have  come  to  us  for  a  little  while  only,  while 
their  parents  were  making  some  change  ;  others  are  orphans,  or  worse 
than  orphans.  Such  have  been  cared  for  until  permanent  places  could  be 
found  for  them.  Besides  caring  for  the  children  in  the  Home,  we  reach  as 
many  as  possible  outside.  We  have  a  weekly  meeting  for  the  children, 
which  has  been  organized  into  a  Circle  of  King's  Daughters  and  Sons. 
We  have  some  faithful  little  attendants  in  this  circle.  A  mite-box  receives 
the  pennies  and  five-cent  pieces,  which  are  saved  in  various  ways.  One  of 
our  most  earnest  little  workers  has  gone  to  Japan  to  enter  our  school  in 
Hakodati,  where  she  is  supported  by  the  Woman's  Foreign  jNIissionary  So- 
ciety Auxiliary  of  Berkeley,  Cal.  In  August,  Miss  Yanioda,  a  graduate 
from  our  training-school  in  Yokohama,  a  Bible  woman  of  experience,  hav- 
ing worked  with  Miss  Phelps  in  Sendai  three  years,  came  to  work  among 
her  sisters  in  San  Francisco.  She  is  earnest  and  consecrated,  and  already 
her  influence  is  felt  as  she  goes  quietly  about  among  the  women,  speaking 
words  of  encouragement  or  of  gentle  reproof. 

"  As  we  look  back  over  the  past  year,  we  are  grateful  for  what  has 
been  accomplished;  but  we  look  into  the  future  with  a  great  desire  to  ac- 
complish far  more  in  the  year  before  us.  This  can  be  only  by  more  prayer, 
more  giving  of  self,  and  of  money.  This  work  is  far-reaching  in  its  influ- 
ence. From  this  mission  many  earnest  workers  return  to  Japan  to  work 
among  their  brothers  and  sisters  there.  On  the  other  hand,  our  work  in 
Japan  has  helped  the  work  here.  It  is  all  one  work — bringing  this  world 
back  to  Christ."  Mrs.  h.  P.  WiLiyiAMS,  Secretary  of  Bureau. 
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BUREAU  FOR  DEACONESS  WORK. 

Again  we  come  to  you  with  the  report  of  the  3'ear's  work  in  the  Bureau 
for  Deaconess  Work.  Large  strides  have  been  made  during  the  past  year, 
and  we  have  at  present  nineteen  centers  of  deaconess  work  connected  with 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  Four  of  these  new  Homes  are  in 
Utah.  An  earnest  plea  has  also  come  from  far-off  Honolulu,  both  from 
Mrs.  Jenkins,  the  deaconess  who  was  so  long  connected  with  our  San  Fran- 
cisco Flome,  and  from  Rev.  H.  W.  Peck,  the  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  the  only  Methodist  Church  at  present  in  the  Hawaiian 
Islands.  It  is  helpful  and  encouraging  to  recognize  that  the  influence 
of  our  work  is  extending  from  ocean  to  ocean,  and  out  to  the  isles  of 
the  sea. 

\*ou  are  already  familiar  with  the  fact  announced  in  Home  Missions 
that  Judge  J.  O.  Cunningham  and  wife,  of  Urbana,  111.,  have  during  the  year 
presented  to  the  Illinois  Conference  Society  the  beautiful  home  and  ample 
grounds  for  a  Deaconess  Home  and  Orphanage  for  the  use  of  the  Illinois 
Conference,  to  be  known  as  the  "  Cunningham  Deaconness  Home  and  Or- 
phanage." We  desire  to  mention  in  this  connection  the  devoted,  untiring 
service  of  Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter,  Secretary  of  the  Illinois  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society,  in  planning  for  and  founding  this  Home. 

We  are  about  to  open  the  Home  at  Wilmington,  where  our  friends  have 
so  lo3-all3'  and  patiently  waited  for  more  than  a  year  for  our  own  workers. 
We  are  steadily  hampered  in  the  openings  that  we  have  from  the  fact  that 
we  have  not  more  deaconesses.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  state  that 
Dr.  Ames  reports  that  nearly  all  of  those  who  are  entering  the  Training- 
school  at  Washington  the  present  year,  are  entering  with  the  avowed  pur- 
pose of  being  workers  in  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  or  deaconesses  in 
our  serv'ice.  Only  those  who  are  at  the  head  of  affairs,  where  the  calls  are 
so  many  and  urgent  and  the  difficulties  in  procuring  laborers  are  so  great, 
will  recognize  what  it  means  to  have  our  own  Training-school  furnishing 
us,  as  never  before,  with  the  workers  that  we  need. 

The  fact  remains  that  the  financial  problem  is  the  greatest  that  faces 
us  at  the  present  time.  It  is  the  problem  that  it  is  felt  in  every  Deaconess 
Home,  and  I  may  say  that  it  is  giving  fewer  difficulties  in  the  Homes  con- 
nected with  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  than  any  others.  In 
none  of  our  Homes  have  our  agents  received  a  salary  for  collecting  funds 
for  our  work.  Voluntary  service  is  performed  to  obtain  funds  for  our  vol- 
untar}'  workers.  As  you  read  the  reports  of  the  Homes  you  will  see  how 
closely  and  immediately  these  workers  touch  the  heart  of  the  people. 
They  enter  into  the  Home.  They  share  the  joys  and  sorrows  of  its  inmates. 
With  the  hours  of  darkness  and  death  that  come,  not  onh'  physical  com- 
fort and  sympathetic  aid  is  given,  but  also  messages  of  cheer  and  blessed 
need  is  their  administration. 

Our  National  Deaconess  Convention,  held  at  Ocean  Grove,  Juh*  26th, 
27th,  and  28th,  is  well  worthy  of  note.  It  brought  together  representatives 
of  eighteen  Deaconess  Homes,  and  a  large  number  of  experienced  and  con- 
secrated workers  in  our  deaconess  cause.  Dr.  Clarke,  of  Brooklyn  ;  Dr. 
Wheeler,  of  Philadelphia  ;  and  Mr.  George  O.  Robinson,  of  Detroit,  of  our 
Advisor}'  Council,  were  present.  The  importance  of  these  Annual  Conven- 
tions to  our  deaconess  work  can  not  be  too  highly  estimated  in  their  stim- 
ulating and  unifying  effect. 

.  Sooner  or  later  it  will  be  recognized  that  the  deaconess  work  is  our 
strong  arm  of  service  in  great  cities,  and  that  our  local  Home  Missionary 
work  in  smaller  towns  in  countr)-  places  is  surely  also  to  be  largely  advanced 
by  ovir  deaconess  workers.  There  is  no  better  form  of  service  by  which  we 
can  perform  our  mission  in  the  centers  of  population  in  our  own  land.  Some 
have  been  known  to  say  this  work  will  absorVj  the  energies  of  the  Woman's

Home-Missionary  SocieU'to  the  exclusion  of  its  other  work.  In  refutation, 
I  ask  only  that  you  .shall  consider  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  our  Society 
for  the  pa.-5t  j-ear.  You  will  find  that  the  work  is  greatly  enlarging  the  in- 
fluence of  cur  Society  and  increasing  its  receipts.  , 

As  you  open  your  Annual  Report  for  the~year,  I  ask  you  to  consider 
the  reports  of  work  performed  in  our  different  Deaconess  Homes.  Sta- 
tistics are  by  no  means  a  full  measure  of  value.  Neither  do  we  pre.sent 
them  with  any  spirit  of  self-satisfaction  or  laudation.  We  realize  that  it  is 
only  spiritual  influence  tljat  produces  spiritual  results.  But  we  have  to 
have  some  measure  of  value  to  place  our  work  properly  before  you,  and  in 
this  limited,  imperfect  way  we  do  what  we  can  in  order  to  convey  a  par- 
tial idea  of  the  daily  effort  and  faithful  services  that  are  being  wrought 
out  by  your  substitutes  that  you  have  maintained  in  this  war  with  sin  and 
sorrow. 

Lucy  Webb  Hayes    National  Training=School  and   Deaconess    Home. 

Washington,  D.  C. 
Reported  by  Rev.  Alfred  H.  Ames,  D.  D.,  M.  D.,  Superintendent. 

The  Deaconess  Home  in  Washington  forms  a  part  of  the  same  corpo- 
ration with  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  National  Training-school  and  the  Sibley 
Ho.spital.  The  number  of  deaconesses  is  less  than  would  otherwise  be  the 
case,  while  the  work  of  deaconesses  is  done  by  the  students  as  a  part  of 
their  practical  training,  so  far  as  the  time  which  may  be  spared  for  this 
purpose  will  allow. 

The  work  which  is  done  is  such  as  is  specifically  the  appropriate  work 
of  deaconesses.  It  is  iriissionary  and  benenevolent  in  its  character,  having 
for  its  object  the  reaching  of  those  outside  the  boviuds  of  the  Churches.  It 
consists  in  personal  visitation  of  neglected  districts,  searching  for  the  sick, 
the  stranger,  the  ixnsaved  ;  opening  of  schools  for  indtislrial  and  kindergar- 
ten work  among  the  poor,  the  foreign  population,  and  the  colored  people ; 
systematic  and  carefully-guarded  administration  of  charit}' to  the  needy; 
visiting  the  wards  of  the  hospital,  nursing  the  helpless  sick,  gathering 
children  into  the  Stiuday-schools,  and  in  all  possible  ways  aiding  the  pas- 
^v(v  tors^nd  the  Churches  in  bringing  lost  souls  to  Christ.

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  prosperity,  and  the  promise  for 
the  current  year  is  still  more  encouraging.  Tlie  attractions  of  Washington 
in  climate,  national  associations,  and  multiplication  of  libraries  and  educa- 
tional institutions,  make  it  the  most  suitable  location  for  a  national  train- 
ing-school, while  the  concentration  upon  it  of  the  interest  and  efforts  of 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  give  it  a  great  advantage  over  local 
andnecessarih'  limited  schools. 

_It  is  qtiite  apparent  that  the  growth  of  the  deaconess  idea  is  demanding 
an  increasingly  higher  standard  of  education.     For  the  performance  of  the 
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important  duties  devolving  upon  the  deaconess,  not  only  zeal  and  conse- 
cration, but  specific  and  technical  preparation,  are  needed.  The  quality  of 
the  workers  is  becoming  of  more  consequence  than  the  quantity. 

:  The  fact  that  deaconesses  form  an  associated  body,  lia\-ing  recognition 
in  {lie  Di.scipline  of  the  Church,  and  whose  efficiency  is  inquired  into  by 
the  annual  Conferences,  gives  them  an  advantage  over  isolated  and  volun- 
teer lay  helpers7  which  draws  into  service  a  class  of  women  of  higher  cul- 
ture and  capacity.  '  It  is  therefore  both  possible  and  necessar}-  to  elevate 
the  grade  of  scholafsliip.  Tlie  course  of  study  in  the  National  Training- 
school  is  being  made  more  thorough  and  comprehensive.  The  students 
are  being  taught  theoretically  and  practically ;  but  it  is  understood  that 
training  is  the  one  purpose  of  the  school  which  absorbs  the  whole  time  of 
the  students,  and  that  the  practical  work  done  is  but  a  part  of  the  training. 

A  division  has  been  made,  for  the  first  time,  of  the  students  into 
classes — a  senior  and  junior — in  order  to  avoid  a  repetition  of  lectures,  and 
to  make  the  curriculum  more  comprehensive.  Variation  has  also  been 
made  in  the  course  of  study  and  training  between  those  preparing  to  be 
nurse  deaconesses  and  those  who  are  to  be  visiting  deaconesses. 

During  the  past  year  an  anne.x;  was  made  to  the  school  by  the  renting 
of  an  adjacent  dwelling.  This  was  necessitated  by  the  increase  of  the 
school.  Even  this  has  proved  not  to  be  sufficient,  and  the  applications  for 
admission  are  greater  than  the  capacity  to  accommodate  them.  Partial 
provision  has  been  made  by  the  inauguration  of  the  system  of  day-schol- 
ars. Pupils  who  have  residences  outside  can,  for  a  small  compensation, 
enjoy  the  benefit  of  the  lectures. 

inasmuch  as  the  capacity  of  accommodation  is  limited,  it  would  very 
much  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  school  as  a  training  department  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  if  all  its  pupils  should  be  selected  be- 
forehand by  the  Conference  Societies,  and  after  a  period  of  probation  suffi- 
cient to  test  their  adaptation  to  the  work,  should  be  sent  to  the  National 
Training-school  to  be  educated.  B}-  this  method  no  time  would  be  lost, 
and  all  who  graduate  here  would  be  secured  to  the  service  of  the  Society. 
A  larger  number  than  ever  before  of  the  class  which  has  entered  this  year 
have  signified  their  purpose  to  become  deaconesses;  but  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  needs  all  who  can  possibly  be  accommodated  in 
the  school. 

The  instructors,  during  the  past  year,  have  been  prompt,  careful,  and 
thorough.  The  religious  and  moral  tone  of  the  school  could  hardly  be 
equaled  anj'where.  This  year  the  Biblical  Department  has  been  made  even 
more  comprehensive  and  complete  than  ever  before.  Greater  attention 
than  previoush-  has  been  given  to  those  branches  of  study  which  are  gen- 
erally regarded  as  prescribed  b}'  the  Conference  Boards  of  Nine.  Courses 
in  Ethics,  as  also  in  business  methods,  have  been  added.  It  is  contemplated 
to  add  the  study  of  Sociology  to  the  branches  taught.  Instruction  in  rhet- 
oric and  in  parliamentary  rules  has  been  undertaken  by  our  very  compe- 
tent preceptress.  Kindergarten  work,  the  importance  of  which  is  becom- 
ing more  apparent,  especially  in  reaching  the  children  of  foreigners,  has 
been  given  greater  prominence ;  the  instructor  in  that  branch  now  resid-  ^ 

ingji  the  Home.  \^f\^ 

\  In  March,  of  the  past  scholastic  year,  Sibley  Hospital  was  opened  for  '  '\* 
the  reception  of  patients.  Although  its  maintenance  has  added  heavily  to 
the  burdens  of  the  Washington  Churches,  its  doors  have  continued  open. 
A  large  number  of  sick  and  suffering  persons  have  been  healed,  both  of 
physical  and  spiritual  maladiesTuor  can  any  one  estimate  the  whole 
amount  of  blessing  conferred  "B\-  it.  The  medical  lectures,  including 
Hygiene  and  Sanitation,  given  by  its  able  staff,  and  which  all  the  students 
attend,  whatever  may  be  the  lines  of  work  in  which  the}-  shall  engage, 
have  been  of  superior  value ;    while  the  wards  of  the  hospital   have  fur- 
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nished  a  school  of  the  highest  possible  worth  for  the  training"  of  nurse 
deaconesses^/  As  the  hospital  is  a  part  of  the  school,  incorporated  with  it 
and  the  Home,  and  under  the  same  administration,  every  needed  facility  is 
secured  for  the  nurse  students.

Sibley  Memorial  Hospital. 

Washington,  D.  C.

I  Five  years  ago,  Mrs.  Robinson — then  Miss  Bancroft — came  to  Wash- 
ington, and  with  her  eloquent  words  inspired  the  opening  of  our  first  un- 
pretentious Deaconess  Home.  A  little  later,  through  the  forcible  manner 
with  which  she  pictured  the  need  of  the  work  in  our  midst,  Mrs.  Ephraim 
Nash  gave  us  the  building,  now  known  as  the  Luc}-  Webb  Hayes  Train- 
ing-school and  Deaconess  Home,  the  name  this  State  and  this  Society  love 
to  honor.  At  this  same  time,  Mrs.  Robinson  was  invited  by  the  late  INIrs. 
Bishop  Hurst  to  address  a  number  of  invited  guests  in  he>r  parlor,  and  it 
was  there  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Sibley  was  first  impressed  with  this  great  work,  and 
a  year  ago,  last  December,  the  seed  then  sown  by  Mrs.  Robinson,  and 
watered  by  the  many  prayers  and  words  of  the  workers  having  this  in- 
terest at  heart,  brought  to  us  the  gift  from  Mr.  Sibley,  of  a  hospital  build- 
ing, costing  |;io,ooo. 

Soon  after  the  opening  of  our  Training-school,  we  found  its  work  of 
training,  incomplete  without  a  hospital. 

We  need  the  hospital  for  two  reasons  : 

1.  To  afford  training  for  our  nurse  deaconesses,  who  must  go  from 
us  into  secular  hospitals  if  we  have  none  of  our  own. 

2.  Because  we  needed  a  place  where  we  could  take  the  sick  and  suffer- 
ing poor  from  their  wretched  surroundings,  and  give  them  the  attention 
which  made  your  sickness  and  mine  more  bearable. 

I  have  not  time  to  picture  to  you  the  relief  some  of  these  sufferers 
have  found  in  our  wards  ;  but  if  you  could  glance  into  the  face  of  one  of 
these,  as  they  are  made  comfortable  in  one  of  the  beds  of  these  light  and 
well-ventilated  wards — a  comfort  some  have  never  known  before — you  would 
never  forget  it. 

Mr.  Sibley  gave  first  1 1,000,  then  another  $1,000.  Soon  after  giving 
the  second  thousand,  he  was  laid  upon  a  bed  of  illness  so  serious  as  to 
cause  him  and  his  friends  to  think  it  was  his  last.  A  friend  was  one  day 
strangely  impressed  to  go  to  Mr.  Sibley,  who  was  still  quite  ill.  Imagine 
the  friend's  surprise  to  be  told  by  Mr.  Sibley,  when  she  entered  his  room, 
"  The  Lord  sent3'ou."  He  then  requested  this  friend  to  bring  two  others  to 
see  him  as  soon  as  possible.  When  the  chree  gathered  in  his  room  the 
following  morning,  he  told  them  how  near  he  came  passing  over  to  join 
the  dear  one  who  had  gone  before;  but  God  had  spared  his  life  for  a  pur- 
pose. He  believed  it  was  to  build  the  hospital,  which  he  would  do  in 
memory  of  his  beloved  wife.  As  he  had  Irun  upon  that  bed  of  suffering, 
his  thoughts  had  gone  out  to  the  sick  and  suffering  poor.  After  telling 
of  his  purpose  to  build  the  hospital,  he  said,  "Now  sing,  'Praise  God,  from 
whom  all  blessings  flow  ;'  "  and  as  the}-  knelt  in  prayer  it  seemed  as  if  the 
very  gate  of  heaven  had  opened,  and  there  had  poured  forth  such  a  glory 
as  to  make  that  sick-room  a  heaven  on  earth.  Last  fall,  Mr.  Sibley  pre- 
sented the  hospital  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  It  was  ac- 
cepted by  Mrs.  I'isk  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  and  was  dedicated  by  our 
beloved  Bishop  Bowmaii  ;  but  it  was  not  opened  for  patients  until  IMarch. 

Since  then,  over  sixty  patients  have  found  rest  and  relief  within  its 
walls. 

Our  first  charity  patient  was  a  man  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption. 
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One  of  our  tjood  deaconess  spirits,  hearing  him  couj^jhing  in  the  night, 
went  in  to  see  what  she  could  do  to  relieve  him.  After  giving  him  water 
and  some  other  little  attentions,  she  asked  if  he  would  like  her  to  read  the 
Bible  to  him  ;  he  said,  "  No,  he  did  not  want  to  hear  the  Bible  read  ;"  but 
this  patient  little  woman  remained  with  him  all  night,  ever  anticipating 
his  wants,  until  finalh-  he  listened  to  her  as  she  talked  of  Jesus  and  his 
love,  and,  before  davbreak,  was  liappily  converted,  and  was  rejoicing  in 
heaven  before  noon^ 

We  have  carried  heavy  burdens  in  carrying  forward  this  hospital  in 
addition  to  our  other  work,  yet  we  felt  repaid  if  only  this  one  soul  was 
saved . 

Soon  after  this,  a  Catholic  woman  came  to  us,  and  before  leaving  was 
rejoicing  in  a  personal  Savior,  and  thinks  Sibley  Hospital  is  the  best  place 
she  ever  found.  One  hot  day  this  summer  there  came  to  the  ward  a  young 
girl,  whose  lot  it  is  to  toil  from  early  morn  until  late  at  night  to  support 
her  mother  and  cripple  sister.  Her  physical  strength  had  at  last  given 
way,  and  she  could  not  perform  her  daily  task.  She  had  no  home  comforts  ; 
it  was  a  constant  warfare  against  poverty.  What  think  you  did  it  mean 
for  this  poor  girl  to  be  placed  in  one  of  our  clean,  comfortable  beds,  in  the 
well-ventilated  ward,  and  receive  the  attention  she  needed  ?  Her  every 
glance  spoke  more  eloquently  than  words  the  gratitude  she  felt ;  and  the 
weeks  of  her  convalescence  were  the  brightest  she  had  known  for  years. 
After  she  returned  home,  there  came  one  daj'  a  package  to  the  hospital, 
with  a  note,  saying:  "In  loving  appreciation  of  your  kindness  to  my 
sister."  The  cripple  sister  had,  with  her  own  hands  and  with  sacrifice — 
though  the  gifts  were  small — made  a  remembrance  for  each  of  the  nurses. 
Our  sweet  little  head  nurse  said,  with  tears  in  her  eyes :  "  They  will 
brighten  many  a  wear}-  da}-."  Who  would  not  have  a  part  in  such  a  work? 
Miss  White,  superintendent  of  nurses,  receives  only  deaconess  allowance. 
You  possibly  would  ask  me  of  what  interest  is  Sibley  Hospital  to  those 
outside  of  Washington  ?  When  you  recall  the  fact  that  the  population 
of  Washington  is  largely  made  up  from  the  different  States,  you  will 
know  that  a  large  percentage  of  those  who  come  to  us  are  not  Washing- 
tonians.     We  will  care  for  some  from  all  of  yotir  States. 

Then,  too,  we  will  here  train  students  to  go  out  into  your  cities  and 
towns  as  trained  nurse  deaconesses.     It  is  a  part  of  the  training-school. 

The  Catholic  Church  long  since  found  it  one  of  the  best  ways  to 
make  converts,  to  care  for  the  sick  bodj',  and  win  them  in  this  wa}-  for 
the  Church  of  Rome.  From  the  number  of  conversions  in  the  Sibley 
Hospital  in  these  fev,-  months,  we  realize  we  need  to  follow  their  example 
in  this.  One  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  will  pay  for  support  of  a  bed  for  a 
year.  This  means  the  support  of  about  16  patients  per  year,  as  some  re- 
main only  a  few  days  or  weeks,  others  the  limit  of  two  mouths. 

Three  thousand  dollars  will  endow  a  bed.  O.  you  who  have  enough 
of  this  world's  goods  and  to  spare,  will  you  not  endow  a  bed  by  the  gift  of 
$3,000  or  a  bequest?  Thenthe  relief  of  the  suffering  will  continue,  after 
you  have  safely  reached  the  "summer-land  of  song." 

We  have  hospital  cards  with  forty  spaces,  each  space  representing  25 
cents,  or  f  10,  when  all  are  filled.  Won't  3-ou,  who  can  not  support  or  en- 
dow a  bed,  take  one  of  these  cards  and  fill  it  ?  I  will  be  glad  to  give  them 
to  you  any  time.

From  the  Superintendent  a  letter  conies,  saying  :  "  Our  working  year 
has  been  a  short  one  of  only  ten  months,  owing  to  the  serious  accident 
sustained  by  the  Superintendent  in  the  breaking  of  her  arm.  In  conse- 
quence, the  Home  was  closed  during  February  and  March.  We  have  de- 
voted, consecrated  workers,  including  in  all  five  deaconesses.  The  weekly 
pra3er-meetings  have  been  sustained,  one  monthly  mothers'  meeting,  and 
we  hope  shortly  to  begin  an  Industrial  School.  We  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  coming  year  will  be  a  glorious  one  in  work  accomplished 
for  Him  who  gave  his  life  for  the  redemption  of  the  world.  Our  building 
is  practically  free  of  debt,  and  with  great  gratitude  to  God  for  his  contin- 
ued mercies,  we  put  ourselves  in  his  hands  for  another  year  of  service.

The  Baltimore  Deaconess  Home  has  had  a  successful  year.  The  vig- 
orous growth  that  has  characterized  its  brief  history  gives  promise  of 
wide  influence. 

The  work  has  been  growing  in  strength  and  favor  with  pastors  and 
people.  The  year  has  been  an  eventful  one  in  the  history  of  the  Home. 
From  small  beginnings  and  many  discouragements  we  are  established  to- 
day in  our  own  house,  without  the  shadow  of  debt  to  annoy  tis,  leaving 
our  minds  free  to  plan  and  execute  new  work. 

Our  Home  was  purchased  a  little  over  a  year  ago,  upon  which,  at  the 
time,  we  were  able  to  make  a  payment  of  f  1,000. 

We  have  had  some  solicitude  concerning  finances.  Had  we  been  walk- 
ing by  sight,  it  would  have  been  anxiety-.  It  was  the  desire  of  our  hearts 
to  pay  for  this  property  during  the  year,  and  by  untiring  effort  it  was  ac- 
complished. We  said,  we  can  do  it.  We  have  done  it.  Notwithstanding 
the  effort  to  do  this,  we  closed  the  3-ear  with  a  nice  little  sum  of  money 
in  the  treasury.  During  this  time  the  number  of  workers  was  increased 
to  six. 

Besides  the  regular  lines  of  work,  hospitals,  Industrial  Schools,  visit- 
ing and  nvtrsing  among  the  poor,  the  deaconesses  are  assigned  monthly  to 
work  under  the  direction  of  the  pastors  of  the  different  Churches. 

They  also  go  into  the  most  wretched  parts  of  the  city,  seeking  souls 
for  God,  watching  with  the  sick,  securing  employment  for  the  need}', 
clothing  the  naked.  Thousand  of  garments,  papers,  and  tracts  have  been 
given  away  and  many  baskets  of  food.  The  best  part  of  this  work  can 
not  be  recorded. 

Four  Industrial  Schools  have  been  in  successful  operation  during  the 
j'ear.  The  large  foreign  population  in  our  midst  need  our  care.  Many  of 
them  are  helpless  and  hopeless,  far  from  home  and  drifting  into  greater 
depths  of  degradation.     Here  is  ground  for  seed-planting. 

The  reports  from  our  Bohemian  Industrial  School  are  most  encouraging, 
also  from  the  large  school  at  the  Seaman's  Bethel. 

The  Industrial  School  for  Hebrew  children  in  High  Street  Church  has 
succeeded  beyond  our  expectations.  Great  opposition  and  indignation  was 
at  first  manifested  by  the  Jewish  boys.  They  did  not  want  their  sisters  to 
learn  of  our  Jesus  ;  but  the  deaconess  in  charge  has  won  their  good-will  by 
kindness.     One  deaconess  is  giving  a  part  of  her  time  to  looking  after  the 
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girls  as  they  are  discharged  from  the  House  of  Refuge.  This  work  is  of 
great  importance.  A  kind,  wise  friend  to  guide,  restrain,  and  help  them 
to  better  lives  is  the  deaconess.  Were  not  the  seal  of  silence  upon  her 
lips,  many  touching,  heart-breaking  cases  might  be  cited,  showing  the  im- 
portance of  this  work. 

We  are  joyful  over  the  prospect  of  a  free  kindergarten.  This  has  been 
made  possible  by  the  coming  to  us  from  the  Washington  Training-school 
of  a  deaconess  who  can  take  charge  of  it.  She  is  prospecting  in  a  plentiful 
field  at  the  very  bottom  of  society,  and  I  doubt  not  will  even  have  more 
children  than  the  rooms  we  have  secured  will  accommodate.  Mothers' 
meetings  will  be  held  here  and  something  done  to  interest  the  boj's, 
whereby  little  unfortunate  children  can  get  ideas  of  decency,  morals,  and 
religion. 

The  Home  was  closed  during  the  month  of  August,  the  deaconesses 
taking  a  much-needed  rest,  whilst  the  house  was  undergoing  repairs  and 
improvements. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  our  corps  of  workers  this  stimmer. 
Dr.  Ames,  President  of  the  National  Training-school,  believes  in  itinerancy 
among  deaconessess,  that  no  more  efficient  work  might  be  done  in  one 
Home  than  in  another. 

Three  of  ours.  Miss  Mary  W.  Wells,  Miss  Margaret  Bell,  and  Miss 
Ellen  Goodenough  received  important  calls  to  other  Homes,  to  which 
with  reluctance  we  consented.     All  had  done  efficient  service. 

The  Deaconess  Board  working  in  co-operation  with  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society,  receives  support  from  the  Baltimore  Auxiliaries.  The 
Board  of  Management  consists  of  about  seventy-five  active  women,  in 
whom  is  vested  all  power.  To  this  local  working  force  is  the  financial 
success  due.  One  feature  of  our  management  in  the  support  of  the  Home 
is  a  House  Committee.  A  Committee  from  two  Churches,  a  strong  and  a 
weaker  one,  is  on  dut\-  each  month.  They  solicit  donations  of  supplies 
and  money,  and  sometimes  the  entire  expenses  of  the  Home  are  provided 
for  in  this  way. 

The  late  Francis  Crook  gave  to  the  corporation  a  city  bond  for  $i,ooo, 
the  interest  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home.  Our  faithful  friend 
and  adviser,  the  late  R.  W.  Black,  left  us  a  legacy  of  $200.  Interest  in  this 
work  is  increasing.

In  January,  1892,  the  Brooklyn  Deaconess  Home  was  opened  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  The  Home  has  had 
from  the  beginning  in  connection  with  it  a  training-school  from  which 
have  come  blessed  results.  It  is  in  charge  of  a  Committee  of  City  Pastors, 
who,  assisted  b}'  the  Superintendent,  give  lectures.  A  number  of  city 
physicians  also  give  their  services  gratuitously.  The  deaconesses  in 
training  spend  the  forenoons  and  evenings  in  the  intellectual  work  of  the 
course,  and  afternoons  in  the  practical  work  of  house-to-house  visitation. 
The  Home  is  now  full,  and  it  is  earnestly  desired  that  in  the  near  future  a 
larger  Home  may  be  purchased  or  built.  The  City  and  Island,  the  organ 
of  Brookh-n  City  Mission  work,  says  :  "No  institution  among  us  is  doing 
better  work  at  the  same  cost  than  is  this  Home.  It  does  not  belong,  how- 
ever, to  Brooklyn,  but  rather  to  the  New  York  East  Conference.  Wherever 
the  deaconesses  have  gone  as  workers  in  the  Churches,  they  have  done  ex- 
cellent service  and  accomplished  large  results. 
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Buffalo.

The  past  year  has  been  the  tnost  important  in  ourjjjstory.  iMends 
are  rapidly  increasing,  and  the  outlook  is  full  of  cheer.  'L)iir  workers  have 
so  commended  themselves  that  a  commodious  hall  in  Fitch  Institute, 
■warmed  and  cared  for  by  a  janitor,  has  'been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
deaconesses  by  the  Charit}-  Organization  Society.  Here  a  kitchen-garden, 
kindergarten,  mothers"  meetings,  and  Industrial  School,  with  relief  work, 
is  carried  on,  making  a  most  suitable  down-town  headquarters. 

In  the  northwestern  part  of  the  city  we  have  recently  established  a 
Deaconess  Settlement.  Several  Italian  families  live  in  the  neighborhood, 
and  many  children  swarm  the  streets.  The  rent  of  a  hall  has  been  given 
us  for  a  kindergarten  and  other  work,  and  living  rooms  for  our  workers 
found  in  the  same  building  at  a  reasonable  rental.  Two  deaconesses  are 
placed  here  permanently,  their  home-life  being  an  object-lesson  of  the  best 
kind  to  those  about  them,  and,  we  feel  assured,  a  blessing  will  descend  upon 
that  needy  neighborhood. 

Another  very  important  city  work  has  come  to  us  through  the  Con- 
ference of  Charities,  an  amalgamated  organization  of  all  the  city  charitable 
institutions.  This  organization  has  provided  for  a  Travelers'  Aid,  and 
given  the  entire  work  of  this  aid  into  the  hands  of  our  Deaconess  Home, 
paying  fcoo  a  year  into  our  treasttry,  beside  allowing  J;20o  a  year  to  be 
drawn  upon  for  incidental  expenses. 

F'ive  months  of  service  has  been  given  to  the  aid  of  pastors  outside  of 

^    ^-tbe-city  of  Buffalo.     Letters  of  appreciation  have  been  received  from  each

\^      \teen   pastors  have  received  help  outside   of  Buffal(x^  Two  kindergartens 

nave   been    carried   on,    three   Industrial    Schools,    two    cooking    classes, 

mothers'  meetings,  and  weekly  services  at  the  County  House/  Nursing  the 

sick,  caring  for  tlie  dying,  and  finding  homes  for  friendless  children  has 

also  been  no  inconsiderable  work  of  the  deaconesses.     Fourteen  of  these 

light-bearers  have  been  connected  with  the  Home  during  the  year,  with  an 

average  of  seven  and  one-half   in   constant  service.     Cash  receipts  for  the 

year  have  been  1:1,765.46,  and  value  of  supplies  received,  ^1,424.35,  making 

the  total  receipts,  $3,189.81. 

Truly  the  deaconesses  have  followed  the  Disciplinary  plan,  as  well  as 
the  plan  of  the  King  as  revealed  in  Matthew  xxv.  He  alone  knows  of  this 
work,  and  will  record  of  it,  "Ye  did  it  unto  me." 

Cleveland. 

26S  "Woodland  Avenue. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  Conference  year  there  were  eight  workers  in 
the  Home,  beside  the  Superintendent,  five  of  whom  were  taking  training  as 
nurses  in  the  Cleveland  General  Hospital.  During  the  year  four  have  gone 
out  of  the  Home,  and  six  have  been  received.  August  12th,  Miss  Vernie 
Cleyte  transferred  from  labor  to  reward,  and  was  not,  for  God  took  her. 

At  the  Jiily  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  Superintendent,  Mrs.  Ida  L. 
McCov,  .sent  in  her  resignation,  owing  to  a  sudden  breaking  of  health, 
and  although  she  is  greatly  improved,  her  physician  advises  a  prolonged 
rest.  A  temporary  arrangement  has  been  made  until  her  successor  can  be 
secured.  The  changes  in  the  past  year  have  mostly  been  in  the  persottnet 
of  the  Home. 

We  left  the  house  on  East  IMadison,  occupied  for  five   years,  the  last 
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of  March,  and  the  formal  opening  of  our  new  Home,  at  268  Woodland  Ave- 
nue, took  place  INIay  i6th.  We  were  encouraged  by  the  generous  donation 
of  notes  to  the  value  of  $1,600.  The  money  is  to  be  used  as  the  nucleus  of 
an  endowment  fund,  and  we  are  hopeful  that  the  Lord  will  touch  other 
hearts  in  the  same  way  to  swell  this  fund,  until  we  will  be  in  a  financial 
position  to  widen  the  work  commensurate  with  the  needs  about  us. 

The  new  work  taken  up  during  the  past  j-ear  has  been  full  of  encour- 
agement and  promise.  Miss  Halstead  had  an  enrollment  of  thirty-five  in 
her  night-school  for  boys.  Evangelistic  services  have  been  carried  on  in  a 
neglected  portion  of  the  city.  Throughout  the  Conferences  the  represen- 
tative of  the  Home  has  been  favorably  received  by  the  pastors  and  people. 
A  good  deal  of  time  and  effort  have  been  spent  during  the  summer  months 
in  securing  children  to  send  into  the  country  for  a  vacation.  Tlie  railroads 
granted  us  very  favorable  rates,  and  the  influences  thrown  about  the  chil- 
dren in  the  Chrislian  country  homes  have  been  verv  helpful.  Altogether 
we  have  sent  out  forty  children.

Another  year  of  work  has  passed.  God  has  kept  the  record  on  high 
for  us  all.  He  alone  knows  if  we  have  used  well  our  opportunities  for 
serving  him. 

We  hold  regular  services  in  two  hospitals  each  Sunday,  and  have  under 
our  care  four  sewing  schools.  Of  these,  perhaps  the  one  for  women  is  the 
most  interesting  and  helpful.  Some  eighty  women  have  gathered  each 
week  for  months  to  sew  for  themselves.  They  are  given  tickets  for  the 
time  they  sew,  and  then  are  permitted  to  buy  with  them  the  things  made 
in  the  school.  Part  of  the  time  is  always  spent  in  devotional  service. 
Once  each  month  a  purel}-  religious  meeting  is  held,  and  a  lunch  served 
by  ladies  of  diflPerent  Churches. 

Our  Tillman  Avenue  Mission  has  had  a  year  of  prosperit}'.  It  is  located 
in  the  midst  of  a  vast  Polish  population,  and  is  Americanizing  and  Chris- 
tianizing the  children.  Mrs.  H.  Kellar,  the  deaconess  in  charge,  has  every 
reason  for  encouragement.  She  is  greatly  beloved  by  the  people  of  the 
neighborhood.  She  visits  them  in  trouble,  cares  for  them  in  poverty  and 
sickness,  and  helps  to  bury  their  dead.  This  mission  is  indeed  a  light- 
house in  this  foreign-speaking  population. 

Our  cldss  of  probationers  have  successfully  finished  their  studies,  and 
three  of  them  latelj-  received  license.  One  of  our  number  leaves,  in  the 
month,  for  work  in  the  Deaconess  Home  in  Multra,  India.  Our  Bible- 
classes  have  been  very  interesting  and  helpful,  and  we  are  indebted  to  the 
pastors  and  other  friends  for  help  in  this  direction. 

We  have  had  thirteen  deaconess  workers  in  the  Home  during  the 
year.  Our  work  has  been  done  in  twelve  Churches  and  missions,  besides 
work  in  hospitals,  etc. 

And  thus  the  seed  has  been  sown.  May  the  Master  water  it,  and  bring 
forth  the  harvest,  and  to  him  be  all  the  glor}' !

Miss  Sigler  writes  :  "  Steadily  the  deaconess  work  has  made  advance, 
and  has  grown  in  influence  and  power  during  the  year.  I  am  able  to 
report  progress  all  along  the  line.  In  addition  to  the  statistical  report  in 
the  table,  there  has  been  much  good   done,  such   as  10  conversions  in  the 
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Home,  workhouse,  and  jail ;  42  children  brought  into  the  Sabbath- school ; 
q  children  supplied  with  school-bookf;.  and  placed  in  the  public  schools; 
851  individuals  have  received  personal  help  in  variovas  ways.  The  first 
quarter  of  the  year  126  persons  called  at  the  Home  for  aid.  A  physician 
and  one  nurse  have  been  employed  in  five  homes  ;  3,837  papers  and  tracts 
have  been  distributed  in  the  Home,  and  in  the  market-places.  Mount  Rest 
Home,  jail,  and  workhouse ;  and  20  new  subscribers  secured  among  the 
members  of  the  Church  to  the  lVovia7t\s  Iio}iie  A/issions  ;  27  preaching 
services  have  been  arranged  for,  and  held  by  the  city  pastors  at  the  city 
hall  on  Sabbath  afternoon  for  the  firemen. 

"  During  the  month  of  December,  with  the  advice  and  wise  counsel  of 
the  pastor,  Dr.  Warner,  a  concert  was  planned  for  the  benefit  of  the  Fire- 
men's Librar}',  the  admission  being  a  '  good  book.'  Three  hundred  and 
forty  volumes  were  thus  secured  for  a  nucleus  of  a  library.  By  the  aid  of 
Chairman  Jones,  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  others,  a  room  in  the 
city  hall  was  comfortabh'  furnished  as  a  library  room,  for  the  faithful  fire- 
man's pleasure  and  the  benefit  of  those  off  duty. 

"A  Mission  Band  was  organized  in  June  for  the  education  of  missionarv 
work  among  the  children  of  the  Church.  On  March  7th,  a  school  of  science 
and  art  was  organized  in  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  course 
of  instruction  to  embrace  ten  lessons,  held  on  Satiirda}'  afternoon  of  each 
week,  giving  the  children  of  the  Church,  and  others,  free  lessons  in  physical 
training,  kindergarten,  painting,  embroidering,  button-holes,  drawing,  and 
rudiments  of  plain  needle-work.  Number  of  ptipils  enrolled,  63.  The  new 
work  undertaken  was  a  great  success.  Fifty-eight  children  in  the  free  kin- 
dergarten, Courtney  Hill,  have  been  furni.shed  with  a  lunch.  The  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Societ}'  of  the  Church  has  given  generous  siipport,  and  I 
desire  to  express  gratitude  for  the  manifold  blessings  of  God."

The  deaconess  work  of  our  Conference  has  been  carried  on  with  great 
success  during  the  year  just  closed.  Earh-  in  the  beginning  of  the  year 
our  munificent  benefactor.  Colonel  James  Bennett,  gave  us  the  property  609 
Vine  Street,  adjoining  our  present  Home.  This  property'  is  valued  at 
19,000.  As  it  is  rented,  we  have  an  income  from  it  until  such  time  as  it 
suits  us  to  utilize  it  for  various  forms  of  industrial  training,  which  we  hope 
to  undertake  in  the  future. 

We  have  had  for  about  two  years  our  Home  placed  in  the  list  of  de- 
linquent tax-payers.  Our  solicitor,  Mr.  John  F.  Keator,  took  the  matter  to 
court,  and  pleaded  so  eloquently  for  us  that  he  won  the  case,  and  now  our 
Home  is  exempt  from  tax.  Our  lunch-room  for  girls  has  still  proven  it- 
self to  be  a  powerful  influence  for  good.  The  two  ladies  who  gave  so  much 
of  their  time  and  thought  to  it,  ought  to  be  canonized.  During  a  single 
3-ear  16,000  meals  were  served  from  this  room.  Our  noon-hour  prayer  ser- 
vice has  been  very  helpful  through  song  and  prayer.  The  children's  meet- 
ings are  crowded,  and  the  deaconesses  gave  a  Christmas  dinner  to  abotit  75 
children  in  the  Home.  Over  100  children  were  taken  to  the  Park  for  an 
outing,  aiui  many  were  sent  to  the  country  for  a  time.  Mothers  were 
taken  lo  the  cotintry  for  a  day. 

We  had  two  deaconesses  from  the  Washington  Training-school  for  the 
summer  months.  They  were  Miss  Bartolet  and  Miss  Swartz.  They  con- 
ducted a  new  kindergarten  at  the  Emigrants'  Home;  held  mothers'  meet- 
ings there  also;  taught  in  a  mission-school  on  the  Sabbath,  and  rendered 
us  very  efficient  service. 
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We  have  long  been  prayerfully  desiring  a  superintendent,  and  we  feel 
we  have  been  greatly  blessed  in  the  one  we  have  secured,  Mrs.  E.  Turney. 
She  has  already  won  our  hearts,  and  we  feel  that  she  is  the  right  person 
in  the  right  place. 

We  have  started  an  endowment  fund  in  honor  of  our  late  President, 
Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff,  and  call  it  the  Eliza  Elliott  Gofif  Endowment,  and  have 
pledged  nearly  f  i,ooq  toward  it. 

We  hold  a  Donation-day  in  November  of  each  year  at  the  Home,  when 
the  people  contribute  generously.  The  library  for  the  girls  coming  at  the 
noon-hour,  is  well  patronized.

During  the  3'ear,  ten  workers  have  been  connected  with  the  Home  for 
varying  periods  of  service.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  five  en- 
gaged in  active  work,  and  two  in  training  in  the  West  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital. The  current  expenses  of  the  Home,  amounting  during  the  year  to 
*i, 830.89,  have  been  met  principally  by  Auxiliaries  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  as  special  work. 

The  beautiful  building  purchased  by  the  Society  is  in  every  way  suit- 
able for  our  work.  The  value  of  the  property  is  |iio,5oo,  of  which  #6,500 
has  been  paid,  leaving  a  balance  of  $4,000  unprovided  for. 

The  outlook  for  the  future  is  bright.  The  Methodist  Church  of  Pitts- 
burg supports  no  evangelistic  agency  that  costs  it  so  little,  and  promises 
such  rich  results  as  the  deaconess  work  with  its  varied  forms  of  charitable 
ministration.

Jane  Abraham  Deaconess  Home. 

:Miss  M.  W.  Wklls,  Superintendent. 

This  Home  has  undergone  vicissitudes  during  the  year.  It  is  closely 
connected  with  the  Portland  Hospital.  For  various  reasons,  there  was  a 
change  in  the  School  of  Medicine  in  the  staff  of  the  hospital.  Homeopathy 
had  no  hospital  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  and  it  seemed  wise  to  those  in 
cliarge  to  give  this  hospital  over  to  physicians  of  that  school.  About  the 
same  time,  the  deaconesses  then  working  found  other  fields  of  labor. 
Miss  Mary  W.  Wells,  who  has  h)een  for  the  past  two  years  Sviperintendent  of 
the  Baltimore  Deaconess  Home,  was  sent  in  August,  by  the  Woman's 
Home  INIissionar}'  Society,  to  become  Superintendent.  She  was  well 
fitted  for  this  position  by  previous  education  and  experience,  being  a 
graduate  from  the  Iowa  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  as  also  from  the 
National  Training-school  at  Washington.  Miss  Wells  writes  with  hope 
and  courage  of  her  new  field,  and  we  expect  much  from  her  tact  and  de- 
votion.

The  Deaconess  Home  is  located  at  1519  Grape  Street.  We  have  a 
Superintendent  and  four  deaconesses.  One  of  the  deaconesses  has  been 
engaged  during  the  year  by  one  of  the  Mission  Churches  to  labor  within 
its  boundary  as  a  pastor's  assistant.  The  others  have  been  engaged  in 
house-to-house  visitation,  conducting  religious  meetings,  and  assisting 
pastors  out  of  town.  The  work  has  been  thoroughly  and  well  done.  The 
Superintendent,  Miss  Banta,  speaks  nearly  every  Sabbath  in  tlie  interests 
of  the  Home,  Much  enthusiasm  has  been  manifested  in  an  effort  to  se- 
cure a  nurse  deaconess  and  a  deaconess  who  understands  the  Italian  Ian- 
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guage,  to  labor  among  these  people,  of  whom  there  are  mam-  in  our  city, 
and  who  seem  anxious  to  hear  the  Word  of  life.  A  commendable  sum 
has  been  raised  with  this  work  in  view.  We  feel  that  the  sympathies  of 
the  clergy  and  the  Churches,  as  they  see  the  fruits,  are  in  our  favor,  and 
that  they  are  ready  to  aid  this  work.  We  trust  that,  with  increased  fa- 
cilities, we  may  do  more  in  this  great  vineyard  for  our  beloved  Master, 
and  thus  have  a  part  in  the  amelioration  of  the  destitute  and  downtrod- 
den of  the  earth.

The  work  of  the  deaconesses  has  been  more  widespread  throughout 
the  California  Conference  than  ever  before.  The  work  of  Mrs.  H.  Luella 
Jenkins  has  been  especiall}-  appreciated.  Although  a  trained  nurse,  her 
work  in  California  was  largely  evangelistic.  In  midsummer,  at  her  own 
e.xpense,  she  went  to  Honolulu,  from  whence  she  sends  an  earnest  appeal 
for  a  Deaconess  Home  in  that  far  land,  so  lacking  in  Church-like  labors. 

Mrs.  Benson,  in  her  Annual  Report,  says  : 

"  Our  students  and  deaconesses  the  past  year  have  found  about  19,000 
opportunities  to  do  good  unto  all  classes,  by  visiting  the  sick  strangers, 
poor  non-church-goers,  the  Christian  in  trouble,  and  others  ;  have  had 
1,500  opportunities  for  prayers  and  Bible-readings.  Who  can  estimate  the 
results?  God  alone,  who  hears  and  answers,  can  tell.  Five  hundred 
hours  and  more  have  been  spent  in  nursing  the  sick  in  their  homes  ;  113 
hours  visiting  the  sick  in  hospitals,  bringing  a  breath  of  freshness  from 
the  outside  world,  a  smile  and  a  bunch  of  flowers  to  brighten  long  hours 
of  loneliness  and  suffering.  Thirty-eight  non-Church  members  hiive  been 
induced  to  attend  church ;  some  restored  from  a  backslidden  condition, 
■others  brought  in  by  a  new  birth  in  Christ  ;  meetings  attended,  con- 
ducted, and  addressed,  527  (these  include  prison  and  street  meetings,  evan- 
gelistic meetings,  and  Bible-readings  and  addresses  made  in  the  interest 
of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society)  ;  hours  in  teaching  in  our  sew- 
ing-school, 152  ;  average  attendance,  50;  scholars'  Bibles  distributed,  8 — a 
very  small  number,  but  judiciously  distributed,  and  a  sufficient  number  to 
kindle  a  blaze  that  might  sweep  over  all  California.  Twent3-two  thousand 
tracts  and  papers  have  been  scattered  in  the  prisons,  hospitals,  on  the 
streets,  etc.  Henry  Varley  was  converted  from  reading  a  tract ;  and  Fran- 
ces Havergal  found  her  Savior  through  reading  his  tract  on  "  Trust  in  the 
Living  Father."  Forty-five  dollars  worth  of  clothing  has  been  given  to 
the  poor ;  f4S.52  has  been  given  in  rents,  fuel,  etc.  The  helping  hand  has 
prepared  the  way  for  the  saving  Word.  Eight  hundred  and  eighty-two 
hours  have  been  spent  in  lectures  and  study  by  the  students  in  the  train- 
ing-school. Five  students,  three  visiting  and  one  nurse  deaconess, 
has  comprised  our  family  the  last  year.  God  has  signally  blessed  us,  and 
put  his  seal  on  our  work  ;  but  we  are  looking  for  still  greater  success  the 
coming  year." 

Urbana,  Illinois.

Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Illinois  Conference, 
says:  "You  are  already  familiar  with  the  fact  that  Judge  J.  O.  Cunning- 
ham and  wife,  of  Urbana,  have  presented  to  our  Conference  Society  a 
beautiful  home  and  ample  grounds  for  a  Deaconess  Home  and  Orphanage 
for  the  use  of  our  Illinois  Conference,  and  to  be  known  as  the  '  Cunning- 
ham Deaconess  Home  and  Orphanage.' 

"The  building  has  been  well  furnished  by  Auxiliaries  and  Chtirohesof 
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the  Conference,  so  that  on  dedication-day  this  blessed  benevolence  will  be 
thoroughly  equipped  for  work,  and  no  debt  upon  it.  Have  we  not  reason 
to  sing  in  our  hearts,  and  would  we  not  be  ungrateful  if  we  did  not  sing 
'  Praise  God,  from  whom  all  blessings  flow  ?'  " 

After  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  our  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk,  together  with  Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter,  to  whose  inde- 
fatigable efforts  we  are  largely  indebted  for  the  possession  and  appropria- 
tion of  this  beautiful  Home,  proceeded  to  Urbana  to  represent  the  Society 
at  the  dedication  of  the  Home.  Mrs.  Fisk  delivered  the  address  firmly, 
earnestl}-,  and  effectively,  while  Mrs.  Potter,  in  a  few  graceful  words,  re- 
ceived the  keys  of  the  building,  and  thanked  the  donors  for  their  gen- 
erous gift  on  behalf  of  the  Society.  Miss  Kate  Blackburn,  from  the  De- 
troit Home,  enters  as  the  first  deaconess  upon  the  work.

]\Iiss  Ada  Randall  writes  :  "  I  have  not  been  here  two  months  yet ; 
but  this  I  have  found :  there  is  great  need  of  work  being  done.  So  far  I 
have  been  mainly  employed  in  calling  upon  the  Church  membership,  try- 
ing to  urge  them  to  come  to  the  church,  and  to  give  us  their  presence, 
prayers,  and  sympathy  ;  also  looking  for  j-oung  people  for  the  Epworth 
League.  These  are  scattered  all  over  the  city,  and  the  work  is  a  little 
slow ;  but  I  am  received  very  kindly  by  all,  and  there  has  an  attachment 
already  sprung  up  between  us  ;  and  I  believe  the  Lord  will  use  me  in 
helping  some  to  a  higher  plane  in  spiritual  things,  and  others  to  a  better 
life  than  they  now  enjoy.  In  Sunday-school  I  have  mostly  taught  the 
Bible  class ;  and  in  each  coming  together  we  seem  to  get  a  blessing,  for 
the  Lord  is  with  us.  I  am  earnestly  praying  that  the  people  of  Ogden,  and 
especially  of  our  own  Church,  may  wake  up  to  a  sense  of  their  duty,  and 
be  a  people  whose  "  God  is  the  Lord."  I  do  not  feel  discouraged  about 
mj'  new  field  of  labor.  I  believe  the  fire-sparks  may  be  fanned,  and  that 
the  results  will  be  glorious,  but  feel  that  you  must  know,  if  possible,  the 
exact  situation.

Wilmington. 

:Miss  Watkins,  Deaconess. 

Work  has  just  opened  in  this  promising  field  of  the  Wilmington 
Conference. 
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The  following  resolutions  were  reported  to  the  Deaconess  Bureau  by 
Mrs.  D.  A.  Minard,  Chairman  of  Special  Committee  : 

Your  Committee  have  given  the  subject  committed  to  them  verj'  care- 
ful attention,  and  have  communicated  with  all  of  our  Homes,  asking  for 
suggestions  tliat  might  be  of  service.  The  Boards  of  Management  of  two 
responded  to  the  request,  and  presented  suggestions. 

After  mature  deliberation,  the  Committee  think  that  the  interests  of 
the  work  can  be  furthered,  and  the  wishes  of  the  Society  be  carried  out 
better  by  definite  action  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  rather 
than  to  seek  legislation  by  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church. 

Your  Committee  think  that  the  legislation  by  the  General  Conference 
on  the  deaconess  work  is  wise  and  liberal,  and  that  freedom  of  action  has 
providentially  been  left  to  the  Church  at  large,  without  providing  for  the 
detail  of  management.  We  believe  that  such  measures  as  are  necessary, 
had  better  be  adopted  bj'  our  own  Society.  Your  Committee,  therefore, 
report  as  follows  : 

We  recommend  that  this  Society  adopt  the  following  resolution  : 

"  Reso/i'dU  That,  hereafter,  all  Deaconess  Homes  organized  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Woman's  Home  IMissionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  embody  in  their  Constitution  or  By-laws  an  article  as  herein 
set  forth,  and  that  all  existing  Homes  under  its  patronage  be  requested  to 
add  the  same  to  their  Constitution  or  By-laws,  and  when  so  added,  such 
Home  shall  be  entitled  equall}-  to  all  the  privileges  of  those  organized 
hereafter.  The  article  is  as  follows:  'This  Home  is  in  affiliation  with 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
and  shall  have  the  power  to  make  general  regulations  relating  to  garb  and 
badges,  age  of  admission  into  the  Homes,  allowance  for  workers,  and  sup- 
port of  disabled  deaconesses.'  " 

The  Committee  believe  that  by  a  closer  bond  of  union  between  the 
Homes  and  the  General  Society,  far  greater  efficiency  can  be  obtained  in 
the  work,  and  an  itinerary  be  established  by  which  the  Homes  can  be 
supplied  with  deaconesses,  and  deaconesses  be  assigned  to  fields  of  work 
in  harmony  with  their  abilities,  and  needs  of  special  urgency  can  be  sup- 
plied, and  workers  who,  on  account  of  health,  distance  from  friends,  or  any 
cause,  are  unable  to  do  effective  work  in  one  Home,  can  be  transferred  to 
other  fields. 

The  Committee  realize  that  with  the  growth  of  the  deaconess  move- 
Tnent,  the  care  of  disabled  workers  must  soon  demand  attention,  and  as 
the  term  of  service  will  have  much  to  do  with  the  subject  of  providing 
such  care,  this  Society  under  the  power  as  above  proposed  to  be  given, 
can  provide  that  continuous  service  in  its  Homes,  whether  in  one  or  by 
transfer  in  more  than  one,  shall  have  proper  Consideration,  and  can  fix 
upon  what  term  of  service  and  conditions  shall  entitle  wornout  workers 
to  life  care. 

Your  Committee  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant,  when  there  will 
be  a  way  opened  for  the  establishment  of  a  Rest  Home,  to  which,  under 
regulations  by  this  Society,  all  Homes  in  affiliation  with  it  u\a\  send  their 
superannuate  workers. 

It  is  our  con\nction  that  provision  for  the  care  of  our  superannuate 
workers  to  be  effective,  must  be  done  by  co-operation  of  our  Homes,  and 
should  be  uniform,  and,  therefore,  our  report  recommends  that  the  General 
Society  may  so  provide  that  every  Home  shall  have  the  privilege  of  send- 
ing its  wornout  workers  after  the  limit  of  the  term  of  service  is  reached, 
to  such  Rest  Homes  as  may  be  established,  and  the  term  of  ser\-ice,  age 
of  admission,  as  well  as  proportion  of  expense,  being  all  factors  in  the 
matter  of  the  care  of  such  superannuates,  your  Committee  have  sought  in 
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their  report  to  provide  that  the  regulations  for  the  same  shall  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  General  Society. 

The  following  by-laws  were  adopted  by  the  General  Board  of  IMana- 
gers  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  at  its  meeting  in  Columbus, 
Ohio.  They  are  of  great  importance  to  all  those  interested  in  the  deacon- 
ess work  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  were  ordered  printed  in 
the  official  papers  of  the  Church  : 

1.  The  Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary,  an 
Assistant  Secretary,  its  Executive  Committee,  its  Advisory  Council,  the 
General  Superintendent  of  Deaconess  Work,  and  two  ladies  from  each  lo- 
cality where  the  Deaconess  Home  is  established. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  General  Superintendent  of  Deaconess  Work,  who 
may  be  the  President  of  the  National  Training-school.  The  Superintend- 
ent shall  be  nominated  b}^  the  Deaconess  Biireau  and  elected  by  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  co-operate  with  the  Secretar\'  of  the 
Bureau  in  the  management  of  the  work  ;  shall  receive  quarterh'  the  re- 
ports from  the  several  Homes,  keep  on  iile  a  full  statement  of  the  condi- 
tion and  work  of  these  Homes,  and  endeavor  to  establish  helpful  relations 
between  the  several  Homes  and  between  the  Homes  and  the  National 
Training-school. 

3.  The  Executive  Committee  of  such  Deaconess  Home  as  receives  sup- 
port from  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  on  approval  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Managers,  shall  become  a  Standing  Committee  for  its  man- 
agement, and  shall  report  the  work  of  the  Home  annually  throxigh  its 
delegate. 

4.  The  Board  of  Management  of  each  Home  associated  with  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  secure  that  a  report,  as  per  blank 
furnished  by  the  Deaconess  Bureau,  shall  be  sent  quarterly  on  dates  corre- 
sponding to  the  divisions  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Society,  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Deaconess  Bureau,  to  the  General  Superintendent  of  Deaconess 
Work,  and  to  the  General  Corresponding  Secretary. 

5.  We  recommend  that  the  rules  of  the  several  Homes,  as  to  support 
of  deaconesses,  term  of  service,  costume,  age,  or  admission  and  support  of 
disabled  workers,  shall  be  as  nearly  as  possible  uniform,  and  that  the  al- 
lowance for  incidentals,  for  clothing,  etc.,  for  a  licensed  deaconess  shall  be 
eight  dollars  a  month  ;  all  questions  pertaining  to  the  general  interests  of 
deaconess  work  being  in  each  Conference  finally  placed,  as  by  the  Disci- 
pline, under  the  control  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Nine. 

6.  Cities  and  towns  where  such  Deaconess  Homes  are  located  as  are 
authorized  to  send  a  delegate  to  the  General  Board  of  Management  shall 
have  the  right  to  retain  half  the  membership  dues  of  the  Auxiliaries  lo- 
cated therein,  and  the  receipt  of  the  Conference  Treasurer  will  be  re- 
ceived and  credited  bj^  the  General  Treasurer  for  the  same. 

7.  Any  person  receiving  aid  from  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety in  securing  training  at  the  training-schools  of  the  Society  shall  re- 
ceive this  money  as  a  loan,  which  obligation  shall  be  satisfied  by  a  term 
of  service  in  the  Society  of  not  less  than  two  years'  sei^vice  for  one  year's 
training,  nor  less  than  four  years'  service  for  two  years' training,  or  return 
the  money  to  the  Society  as  soon  as  practicable. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  by-laws,  the  following  was  adopted  and 
ordered  printed  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Board  of  Management  approves  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Deaconess  Convention,  held  in  Ocean  Grove,  July  last, 
that  a  similar  midsummer  convention  beheld  in  1896,  at  Ocean  Grove,  N.J.

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BUREAU  FOR  SYSTEMATIC  BENEFICENCE. 

Probably  there  has  uot  been  for  centuries  such  an  awakening  in  the 
Church  upon  the  obligation  of  the  Christian  to  render  to  God  the  tithe 
which  he  claims  as  his  own  for  the  advancement  of  his  kingdom  and  wor- 
ship throughout  the  world,  as  at  the  present  time.  The  Bible  way,  the 
tenth  to  God  which  we  should  never  count  as  our  own,  and  the  remain- 
ing nine-tenths  for  free-will  offerings,  the  care  of  the  poor,  for  ourselves 
and  our  households,  is  being  recognized  b}'  consecrated  hearts  as  the  only 
way  that  will  meet  the  full  approval  of  our  Father  in  heaven,  who  gave  all 
for  us. 

Many  schemes  have  been  devised  for  meeting  the  demands  of  the 
benevolent  enterprises  of  the  Church.  In  prosecuting  these  enterprises  in 
conformity  to  these  plans,  debts  have  been  contracted  that  have  proved 
an  incubus,  paralyzing  healthy  effort.  Discouragement  and  lack  of  enthu- 
siasm have  been  the  legitimate  results.  While  these  humanly-devised 
schemes  have  been  adopted  and  then  abandoned,  proving  always  insuffi- 
cient to  meet  the  demands  of  Christian  beneficence,  God's  plan,  instituted  in 
the  earliest  history  of  the  world,  has  been  overlooked,  forgotten,  or  ignored? 

The  law  of  systematic  giving,  which  has  for  its  bed-rock  the  claim  of 
our  Creator  and  Sovereign  upon  the  tithe  of  our  income,  the  tenth  of  all 
that  his  gracious  bounty  pours  into  our  empty  hands,  is  too  often  counted 
a  dead  letter,  is  flippantly  dismissed  with  casuistic  reasoning,  as  a  part  of 
the  Jewish  law  of  ceremonies,  from  the  burden  of  which  we  are  relieved 
in  Christ.  Really,  are  we  to  consider  so  small  a  tribute  to  our  glorified 
Master  as  a  bondage  ?  Nay,  verily.  The  gospel  dispensation,  in  which 
the  Father  gives  his  only  begotten  Son,  and  with  him  freely  gives  us 
ALL  THINGS,  calls  for  largely- increased  bount}',  greater  gifts;  and  the 
consecrated  heart  gives  joyously.  Salvation  came  to  the  house  of  Zac- 
cheus  when  he  gave  the  half  of  his  goods  to  the  poor.  The  possessor  of 
two  coats  gave  one  to  his  needy  brother — the  half  again.  And  the  Christ- 
hearted  widow  is  blessed  with  everlasting  and  universal  remembrance  in 
giving  all  her  living.  Let  the  Church  come  up  to  the  requirement  of  the 
tenth  as  its  minimum,  and  the  treasuries  of  our  benevolent  enterprises  will 
laugh  in  their  fatness.  Let  each  consecrated  soul  do  this,  and  the  joy  of 
giving  will  so  fill  it  that  free-will  offerings  will  follow. 

We  would  call  upon  every  individual  who  has  received  this  inner  illu- 
mination to  seek  out  his  fellows  and  induct  them  into  its  blessed  mysteries. 

We  greatl}-  need  more  vigorous  work  in  this  department.  A  Com- 
mittee can  do  comparatively  little.  An  organized  department,  with  a  rec- 
ognized head,  and  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries  as  a  co-op- 
erative Committee,  held  responsible  for  active  service  in  the  department, 
seems  to  us  indispensable. 

Each  of  these  Conference  Secretaries  should  call  for  a  report  of  the 
status  of  the  work  in  each  Auxiliary,  and  a  column  should  be  set  apart  in 
the  quarterly  reports  to  report  it.     • 

The  Chairman  of  your  Committee,  sending  circular  letters  to  the  Con- 
ference Secretar}-,  writing  tracts  and  paragraphs  for  publication,  speaking 
on  the  subject  as  the  way  has  been  opened,  and  testing  congregations  as 
to  the  number  of  those  who  are  in  the  practice  of  giving  the  tenth,  is 
convinced  that  if  a  Department  of  Systematic  Beneficence  can  be  created, 
and  a  lad}'  secured  to  conduct  it  who  has  the  subject  well  digested  and  a 
heart  for  the  work,  with  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries  as  a 
responsible  co-operative  Committee,  much  more  could  be  accomplished. 

For  this  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee  will  ever  pray  until  she  is 
shown  a  more  excellent  wa}-.

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BUREAU  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK. 

Thk  aims  of  this  department,  set  forth  in  circulars,  were  sent  January 
I,  1895,  to  each  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary.  These  urged  organi- 
zation of  Queen  Esther  Circles,  Lucy  Hayes  Bands,  and  especially  the  en- 
rollment of  Mothers'  Jewels,  not  only  among  infants  and  childrenunder 
eight  years  of  age  of  our  own  Church  people,  but  those  of  the  unconverted. 
Systematic  giving  to  the  Lord's  cause  and  recording  of  little  ones  in 
JVo7nan's  Home  Missions,  can  but  direct  the  hearts  of  parents  to  the 
necessity  of  conversion  and  subsequent  effort  for  others.  Permit  me 
to  ask  you  to  reflect  upon  the  revenue  that  might  flow  into  our  So- 
ciety's treasury  by  a  full  representation  of  Jewels  in  each  of  our  charges 
throughout  the  connection  ?  The  field  of  infancy  is  almost  wholly 
unoccupied.  We  an  not  awake  to  the  loss  of  opportunity  which  comes 
through  neglect  of  proper  enrollment  of  "wee  folk."  We  could  wish 
there  might  be  a  Mothers'  Jewels  revival  throughout  our  borders ;  for, 
aside  from  the  influence  of  the  movement,  we  greath-  need  the  thousands 
of  dimes  which  come  to  us  by  persevering  zeal  in  looking  up  the  babies. 
We  have  earnestly  recommended  that  there  be  a  Superintkndknt  of 
Young  People's  Work  in  each  of  our  seventy-four  Conference  divisions. 
So  far  the  following  respond  in  that  regard  :  Erie  Conference,  Pittsburg, 
East,  Central,  and  Northern  Ohio  Conferences,  Newark,  New  England 
Southern,  Northwest  Iowa,  Southern  California,  Vermont,  Wilmington — 
scarcely  one  dozen.  Not  to  make  invidious  mention,  we  must  say  that  Erie, 
Pittsburg,  Newark,  Northwest  Iowa,  Southern  California,  and  Wilmington 
Conferences  are  exceptionally  well  organized.  Northwest  Iowa  is  the  only 
one  reporting  number  of  Circles  and  Bands,  twelve  of  one  and  five  of  the 
other.  Mrs.  Josephine  Gardner,  of  Kingsley,  Iowa,  in  doing  this,  says  : 
"  There  ought  to  be  one  of  each  in  ever}-  charge."  Will  not  Conference 
Secretaries  report  faithfully  to  me  the  number  in  each  before  the  next 
year  closes? 

Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  located  in  York,  Neb.,  who.se  history  is 
well  known,  is  doing  splendid  work. 

Junior  Epworth  Leagues. — Some  progress  has  been  made  in  secur- 
ing co-operation  with  these.  There  should  be  sent  into  each  appointment 
in  the  United  States  an  appeal  to  Seniors  and  Juniors,  asking  assistance 
through  their  Department  of  Mercy  and  Help.  Many  Leagues,  with  fine 
programs  and  splendid  organization,  have  no  definite  object  to  work  for. 
Lists  should  be  furnished  them  of  objects  pertaining  to  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  perceptibly  increasing  our  revenue.  Mrs.  S.  Hazlett. 
Superintendent  in  Pittsburg  Conference,  who  has  an  Annual  Meeting  for 
young  people,  places  a  Circle  in  each  Senior  League,  and  a  Band  in  each 
Junior,  but  we  can  not  all  do  that. 

In  common  with  all  Church  enterprises,  boys  are  not  sufficientl}-  in- 
cluded in  our  plans  of  work.  A  presiding  elder  says:  "Everything  for 
women  and  girls,  nothing  for  boys."  The  fact  remains  that  he  is  too  often 
left  out ;  but  Mrs.  Tregaskis,  of  the  New  England  Southern  Conference, 
does  not.  A  boy  delegate  came  lately  to  her  Annual  Meeting  and  made  a 
report.     Wilmington  Conference  has  Boys'  Bands. 

Leaflets. — Twelve  new  ones  have  been  placed  in  circulation.  The 
best  of  the  dozen  is  "The  Opinions  of  Aunt  Miranda's  Niece,"  a  telling 
appeal,  written  by  an  intelligent  colored  girl  under  training  in  one  of  our 
Homes. 

A  decided  advance  has  been  made  in  establishing  correspondence 
WITH  OUR  IMISSIONARIES  in  the  South,  in  the  Northwest,  and  in  New  Mex- 
ico. Much  valuable  information  has  been  elicited  for  use  in  public  meet- 
ings, and  also  for  publishing  in  IVomaii's  Hoinc  Missions,  and  in  leaflets. 
We   have   responded  to   these   favors   by   sending   Sunday-school  Rolls —

Berean  Leaf  Clusters,  whose  bright  pictures  and  large  print  go  far  to  in- 
terest little  ones  under  instruction.  The  use  of  MiTE-noxics  has  been 
emphasized  in  our  circulars  ;  the  mite-box  opening  should  be  a  memor- 
able occasion,  with  missionary  songs,  dialogues,  and  recitations,  and  the 
outpour  of  pennies  and  nickels  the  main  features. 

KntertainmknTS,  in  our  judgment,  should  be  quarterly  and  of  a  pa- 
triotic character  ;  love  of  country  and  desire  to  work  for  humanity  instilled 
into  the  uiinds  of  those  participating.  Calls  are  frequent  for  evening  or 
afternoon  programs.  We  think  it  appropriate  that  an  order  of  exercises  for 
such  sessions  should  be  printed,  adjustable  to  various  localities  by  the 
local  manager  or  Secretary.  An  opening  service,  arranged  by  Mrs.  Dr. 
Murphy,  of  Iowa  Conference,  called  "The  Young  Folks'  Drill,"  will 
shortly  be  circulated.  The  special  entertainments  mentioned  in  our  paper 
are  desirable. 

Much  greater  effort  is  needed  on  all  lines.  We  are  not  half  awake. 
Time  is  fl3'ing.  There  is  nothing  worth  living  for  save  eternity,  except  in 
the  attempt  to  aid  the  helpless,  to  enlighten  dark  minds,  and  bring  to 
humanity  the  opportunity  lor  redemption  through  Christ  our  Lord.

In  chronicling  the  work  and  experiences  of  the  year,  we  are  glad  that, 
though  ours  may  not  be  the  happiest  view,  it  is  far  from  being  the  most 
somber.  The  dear  Lord  has  been  much  better  to  us  than  all  our  fears. 
We  have  given  care  and  support  to  an  average  of  45  children  in  our  Home 
through  the  year  ju.st  passed,  and  have  dismissed  and  placed  in  other 
and  adopted  or  re-efetablished  homes  16,  four  of  whom  were  of  the  orig- 
inal children  and  ranging  in  age  from  sixteen  to  seventeen  years. 

Leonard  Field,  "  The  Big  Boy,"  as  our  "  wee  ones  "  call  him — and,  by 
the  way,  six  feet  tall — because  of  his  good  behavior  and  studious  habits  in 
the  public  .schools  of  York,  under  the  direction  and  observation  of  a 
teacher  of  long  standing  in  the  schools,  than  whom  York  will  never 
have  a  more  faithful  one.  Miss  Estella  Elliott,  has  had  extended  to  him  by 
her  the  rare  opportunity  of  taking  a  business  course  in  an  excellent  com- 
mercial college  at  Burlington,  Iowa,  to  which  he  has  gone. 

Robert  Resler  has  gone  into  the  employ  of  one  of  the  best  florists  and 
horticulturists  in  the  West — W.  J.  Hesser,  of  Cass  County,  near  Platts- 
mouth,  Neb. 

Roy  Johnson  has  gone  into  a  similar  home  and  excellent  family,  a  typ- 
ical Christian  gentleman  of  rare  scholarly  attainment — C.  W.  Sherfey,  of 
Nebraska  City,  Neb.,  engaged  in  horticulture. 

George  Linn,  a  kind  and  good  boy,  is  living  with  Dr.  and  Mother 
Armstrong,  in  Blair,  Neb. 

Our  earnest  solicitude  and  prayers  follow  these  children. 

The  whole  number  of  children  having  found  temporary  and  perma- 
nent fostering  care  and  affection  in  this  Home  "  Bethel,"  from  the  begin- 
ning till  now,  aggregates  Si — 42  from  Nebraska  and  39  from  other  States 
and  Territories  ;   1 1  from  Nebraska  pay  their  board. 

In  our  horticultural  and  agricultural  department  of  work  we  have 
shared  a  like  fate  with  our  neighbors,  and  not  a  small  number  of  them  in 
the  extended  area  of  this  drouth  parched  and  burned  territor}',  hitherto  a 
pre-eminently  productive  and  fruitful  soil.  Surely  we  planned,  prepared, 
planted,  and  cultivaied  well,  but  realized  only  a  small  return  from  the 
expenditure.  We  are  thankful,  nevertheless,  to  our  Heavenly  Father  that 
the  failure  is  not  a  total  one.     We  shall  have  a  partial  supply  of  table  veg- 
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etables,  and  an  approximate  supply  of  feed  for  our  stock.     This  is  an  en- 
couraging improvement  upon  last  year. 

The  financiaIv  feature  of  our  work  has  been  an  embarrassing 
one.  We  could  not  look  for  exemption  from  the  general  financial  strin- 
gency; for  its  touch  and  blight  is  of  universal  sway,  and  the  demand  of 
the  hour  is  renewed  fortification  of  trust  in  God  and  an  economical  re- 
adjustment and  husbanding  the  available  forces.  Our  expenses  have,  per 
force,  made  a  heavier  draft  on  the  general  treasury,  notwithstanding  the 
practice  of  rigid  economy  and  the  dispensing  with  many  and  abandoning 
other  sorely-needed  repairs  and  improvements.  Our  current  expenses 
have  not  been  higher  than  formerly.  We  are  only  partially  occupying  the 
new  dormitory  from  several  considerations.  First,  the  transoms  in  many 
of  the  windows  that  are  to  be  memorial  windows  are  simply  boarded  up, 
awaiting  the  appropriate  glass  and  device.  This  lack  gives  the  building 
rather  an  unfinished  appearance ;  also  the  furnishitigs  are  almost  totally 
lacking.  In  addition  to  these,  and  by  no  means  the  least  lack,  is  that  of 
the  water-supply.  It  must  in  a  sense  be  occupied  to  cover  the  require- 
ment of  the  insurance  regulation.  We  have  25  of  the  younger  children  in 
partly-furnished  rooms  and  sleeping  apartments.  Also  we  occupy  the 
offices. 

Our  hearts  abound  with  sincere  thanks  and  gratitude  to  the  many- 
friends  for  their  warm  words  of  sympathy  and  most  timely  aid  in  hours  of 
our  greatest  trial  and  need.  Such  gems  of  expression  as  "  God  bless  you," 
and  the  material  aid,  serve  as  a  mighty  re-enforcement  to  strength,  cour- 
age, and  faith.  We  shall  never  become  so  strong  and  self-reliant  as  to  be 
independent  of  these  words  from  His  chosen  vessels.  Daily  our  hearts  are 
touched  with  appeals  for  help  and  succor  in  behalf  of  His  orphaned  little 
ones.  Within  the  last  few  days — less  than  a  week — applications  have  been 
made  for  at  least  15  worthy  cases,  many  of  whom  we  must  surely  take. 
Some  time  since  an  urgent  appeal  came  to  us  through  a  returned  mission- 
ary from  Alaska,  Miss  Anna  Fulconer,  to  take  into  our  Home  two  little 
Alaskan  girls  found  in  the  seaweeds  near  Unalaska,  taken  into  the  hearts 
and  home  of  our  missionary  there.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  arrangements  are 
being  made  to  bring  these.  We  have  just  received  two  of  the  best  type  of 
Hindoo  children  from  Bombay,  India,  "  Burnet  La  Place  Court  Moses  "  and 
Victor  Earnest  Moses,  brother  and  sister  of  Jewish  extraction,  interesting 
and  promising  children,  respectively  eleven  and  thirteen  years  old.  Their 
father  and  mother  are  attending  school  in  this  country  in  preparation  for 
missionary  work  in  their  native  land.  Again  we  are  urged  by  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Association  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  to  admit  two  little  .Ara- 
bian children,  recently  from  Damascus,  fatherless  and  motherless.  Shall 
we  close  the  doors — which  means  our  hearts  as  well — against  these  ?  It 
seems  quite  apparent  that  we  must  soon  have  50  or  60  in  the  Home,  even 
with  our  imperfecled  facilities.  Thus  our  work  is  expanding;  and  shall  not 
our  hearts  enlarge  in  consonance  with  that  of  the  blessed  IMaster,  whose 
servants  we  are  ?     Pray  for  us.

ELIZABETH  E.  MARCY  HOME. 

Newberry  Avenue,  Chicago,  111. 

The  prominent  fact  of  the  year  in  relation  to  our  mission  in  Chicago  is 
the  erection  of  the  new  Home.  This  building,  so  long  projected,  is  at 
length  begun. 

Ground  was  broken  the  first  week  in  September,  and  since  that  time, 
with  favorable  weather  and  an  energetic  oversight,  the  progress  has  been 
uninterrupted  and  successful. 
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We  had  hoped  to  have  begun  earlier  in  the  season ;  but  necessary,  and 
perhaps  beneficial,  delays  prevented. 

The  building  is  of  brick,  with  stone  trimmings,  three  stories  in  height, 
48  by  64  feet  in  dimensions. 

The  land  on  which  it  is  reared  has  been  in  our  possession  about  five 
years,  during  which  time  we  have  been  slowly  gathering,  in  a  woman's 
way,  funds  to  pay  off  indebtedness  and  build  a  suitable  structure  for  our 
work 

The  necessity  as  well  as  facilities  for  such  a  purpose  seemed  to  have 
culminated,  and  after  much  deliberation  it  was  decided  to  build.  The  old 
house,  a  wooden  structure,  was  removed  to  the  rear  of  the  lot,  and  will 
ultimately  be  used  for  certain  departments  of  the  work  as  it  may  develop. 
It  is  contemplated,  as  time  goes  on,  to  enlarge,  and  add  many  depart- 
ments, industrial  and  philanthropic,  as  our  means  and  the  need  shall 
indicate. 

At  present  the  house  will  be  made  available  to  secure  an  income  to 
help  defray  current  expenses. 

No  steps  have  been  taken  invohdng  risk  or  expense  wdthout  careful  de- 
liberation and  consultation  with  those  upon  whosejudgment  we  could  safely 
rely.  Some  of  our  proceedings  may  have  seemed  bold ;  but  the  needs  the 
work  imperativel}- demanded  could  not  be  secured  by  timid  measures. 

The  religious  exercises  of  the  mission  consist  of  Sunday  services  of 
preaching  and  Sunda^'-school,  with  week-day  evening  prayer-meetings. 
The  j-oung  people  are  organized  into  a  band  of  King's  Sons  and  Daughters, 
with  a  weekly  evening  meeting. 

The  children  are  trained  in  kinder  and  kitchen  garden,  Industrial 
School,  Sunday-school,  and  music,  for  which  some  of  them  have  a  remark- 
able natural  adaptability.  The  mission  was  first  opened  b}'  the  invitation 
of  the  City  Missionary  Societ}-,  with  which  we  still  maintain  co-operative 
relations,  that  organization  appointing,  through  the  Conference,  our 
preacher,  and  supporting  him. 

We  live  in  the  midst  of  all  nationalities  and  creeds,  but  our  Sunday 
service  in  a  foreign  tongue  is  in  the  Bohemian.  We  therefore  stand  on  the 
Conference  Minutes,  in  virtue  of  this  co-operative  relation,  as  the  Second 
Bohemian  Mission. 

The  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  not  restricted 
to  any  nationality.  It  is  designed  and  carried  on  for  the  people  of  the 
neighborhood  without  distinction  of  race  or  creed.  In  the  whirlpool  of 
the  great  and  constantly-changing  population  of  such  a  locality',  it  would 
be  impossible  to  follow  the  fluctuations  of  its  people,  or  with  the  best  re- 
sults to  select  only  a  certain  class.  All  are  welcome  and  all  invited  to  share 
the  benefits  of  our  institution. 

The  recent  great  awakening  of  public  thought  to  the  mental  and 
moral  destitution  of  our  great  cities,  and  the  obligation  that  these  condi- 
tions impose  upon  a  Christian  and  philanthropic  community,  has  brought 
several  kindred  institutions  into  our  locality. 

The  attention  of  various  benevolent  associations  of  the  city  has  also 
been  aroused  in  our  behalf,  and  these  have  been  made  available,  as  far 
as  we  could  secure  them,  in  aid  of  our  w'ork. 

The  Elizabeth  Harrison  Kindergarten  Association  sustains  the  kin- 
dergarten; and  we  have  promise  of  kitchen  garden  instruction  from  a  be- 
nevolent city  association. 

The  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  of  Chicago  have  pre- 
sented the  Home  with  a  flag;  and  the  Evanston  Chapter  of  that  organiza- 
tion have  a  committee  appointed  in  our  interest.  While  we  gratefully  re- 
cord these  favoring  indications,  we  thank  God  and  take  courage  in  His 
promise  who  has  said  :   "  If  ye  ask  anything  in  my  name,  I  will  do  it."

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GLENN  INDUSTRIAL  HOME. 
645  West  Fourth  Street.  Cincinnati. 

Our  Home  was  organized  under  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Soci- 
ety by  a  gift  of  $1,000  from  Mr.  Wm.  Glenn,  in  April,  1891.  Work  opened  in 
May,  so  we  are  beginning  our  fifth  year.  The  large,  fine  building  cost  $1 2  000. 
Glenn  Home  was  assumed  from  the  beginning  as  the  special  work  of 
Cincinnati  Conference,  it  lieing  controlled  by  a  Board  of  ^lanagers  con- 
sisting of  the  officers  of  the  Conference,  officers  of  the  five  districts  iti  the 
Conference,  together  with  the  Presidents  and  Corresponding  Secretaries 
of  all  the  Auxiliaries  of  the  Conference.  The  Conference  Committee  for 
Work  had  to  consist  of  women  on  the  spot,  who  meet  monthly  for  devis- 
ing and  planning  in  the  wa}-  so  gloriously  practiced  by  our  Methodist 
women  everywhere. 

The  local  Comtnittee  consists  of  one  or  two  from  every  Auxiliar}-  in 
Cincinnati  Methodism,  of  which  Mrs.  Amptwas  the  honored  Chairman  from 
the  beginning  until  last  year.  Owing  to  her  ill-health,  Mrs.  I.  D.  Jones 
ably  took  her  place,  whom  I  represent  to-day. 

As  more  than  one-haif  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  is  in  the  United  States, 
and  30,000,000  of  our  60,000,000  live  in  our  cities,  it  is  plain  we  have  a  large 
field  in  Cincinnati,  the  eighth  cit}'  in  size  in  our  coitntry.  We  do  not 
conflict  with  any  other  organization,  as  Bishop  Walden  called  all  our  Meth- 
odist organizations  in  the  city  together  to  define  our  lines  of  work,  so  as 
not  to  overlap.  There  is  no  other  mission  or  kindergarten  work  in  the 
west  end  of  our  city.  Our  mission  work  has  been  presided  over  from  the  be- 
ginning by  Miss  Deakin.  She  is  known  and  loved  in  many  a  dark  cellar 
and  low-roofed  attic  all  over  the  city.  I^ast  3^ear  she  and  her  few  helpers 
made  over  a  thousand  visits,  besides  hours  spent  in  different  institutions, 
where  her  regular  days  are  assigned,  not  to  conflict  with  other  earnest  vis- 
itors. We  have  supplied  botiquets,  whenever  possible,  for  her  to  carry  to 
the  sick,  while  clothing  and  delicacies  are  sent  to  the  Home  that  they 
maj^  warm  and  feed  the  naked  and  sick;  also  books,  magazines,  tracts,  etc. 
The  mothers',  boys",  and  girls'  meetings  are  held  each  one  evening  weekly, 
at  the  Home.  The  evening  school  is  carried  on  at  the  Deakin  INIission.  We 
have  two  plain  btiildings  connected  with  the  Home  in  different  parts  of 
the  west  end,  both  donated  by  the  Big  Four  Railroad.  The  officials  say  our 
work  has  so  improved  the  morals  of  the  people  that  rents  are  easier  col- 
lected, while  policemen  testify  to  the  better  tone  of  the  whole  neighbor- 
hood. Meetings  are  held  Thursday  and  Sunday  in  the  Deakin  Mission, 
different  brethren  assisting  Miss  Deakin.  Our  Sunday-school  of  over  100 
is  here  assembled,  and  an  Epworth  League  flourishing.  They  take  great 
pride  in  their  building,  and  help  beautify  it  by  impromptu  entertainments. 
'\\'ith  the  mission  here  is  one  of  our  three  kindergartens.  For  two  j-ears 
now,  through  the  liberality  of  the  Masons  of  our  city,  a  fund  has  been  given 
us  to  furnish  hot  soup  daily  to  our  children,  and  coffee  for  men  in  passing, 
to  lessen  the  temptations  of  the  .saloon. 

Mts.  E.  D.  Worden  is  our  Superintendent  of  kindergarten  work.  She 
conducts  personally  the  one  held  at  the  Home,  and  oversees  the  other  two, 
for  which  we  employ  two  fine  Christian  kindergarteners.  About  150  pupils 
are  enrolled  yearly  in  the  three  schools.  Often  the  children  come  to  her 
with  cold  from  insufficient  clothing.  Then  our  teachers  visit  the  "  poor 
closet,"  and  they  are  made  comfortable. 

I  wish  I  had  time  to  give  you  incidents  of  the  gladness  the  sweet  teach- 
ings of  Mrs.  Worden's  kindergartens,  based  on  Bible  topics,  brings  into 
the  lives  of  their  children.  Many  of  them  bring  five  cents  a  day  as  free 
offerings  from  their  mothers.  So  this  little  fund  goes  quite  a  way  toward 
paying  expenses  of  the  schools.  Last  year  Mrs.  Worden  had  17  young  girls 
in  her  normal  training  class,  who  assisted,  some  of  them,  in  the  schools,  all 
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taking  the  training  in  the  afternoons,  when  Mrs.  Worden  has  teachers  and 
lecturers  on  physical  culture  and  other  subjects  come  in.  Three  girls  grad- 
uated at  St.  Paul  Church  in  June  with  charming  exercises.  The  Cooking 
School,  a  part  of  our  work  for  three  years,  was  discontinued  last  year,  as 
we  were  so  busy  in  other  lines  of  work,  and  one  great  object  of  the 
school — viz..  to  introduce  cooking  into  our  high  and  intermediate  schools — 
has  been  accomplished.  We  feel  ven,-  gratified  at  the  result.  In  the  three 
years  of  this  department  ^4,750  were  collected,  largely  outside  our  Church, 
principally  owing  to  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Rust  and  Mrs.  O.  J.  Wilson,  and 
spent  most  profitably.  The  family  in  our  Home  last  year  consisted  of  about 
.  12  persons. 

Mrs.  Allison,  for  the  past  eight  years  in  the  Bohemian  mission  work 
in  Chicago,  came,  on  September  19th,  to  assist  Miss  Deakin.  She  finds  she 
must  open  at  once  a  reading-room  for  boys  at  the  Deakin  ^fission.  So 
we  are  preparing  that  now — also  kitchen  gardens.  Last  week,  at  our 
monthly  meeting,  after  three  weeks' work,  Mrs.  Allison  and  Miss  Deakin  had 
made  122  visits,  besides  in  hospitals  and  other  institutions.  Our  thank- 
offering  is  coming  in.  In  Cincinnati  District  we  devote  our  offering,  most 
of  it,  to  our  Glenn  Home  work,  and  we  earnestly  beg  the  other  districts 
in  our  Conference  to  do  likewise.  We  know  we  are  trying  "  to  lift  up  the 
hands  that  hang  down, and  to  strengthen  the  feeble  knees."  So  we  im- 
plore the  Cincinnati  Conference  to  help  all  that  is  possible,  and  also  the 
prayers  and  sympathy  of  our  women  at  large.

^his  Home  opened  its  doors  in  June.  1894,  with  nine  girls.  Its  growth, 
has  been  steady,  and  the  number  of  its  beneficiaries  is  now  fortv.  Sad, 
indeed,  is  the  history  of  man}-  of  these  girls,  who  have  early  learned  the 
meaning  of  poverty,  sorrow,  and  loneliness  ;  and  the  regular  life,  the  con- 
stant, faithful  instruction,  the  firm  but  kindl}-  discipline,  soon  produce  a 
marked  change  in  the  physical  condition  and  the  spirit  of  a  new  comer.l 
jNIr.  and  Mrs.  George  are  most  faithful  in  their  care  for  this  young  enteF=- 
prise,of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society-,  and  it  may  be  safeh-  said 
thaCju  the  school-work,  as  well  as  the  industrial  and  religious  training, 
constant  and  patient  devotion  to  duty  has  marked  the  ser^-ice  of  our 
workers. 

A  careful  economj-  prevails  in  the  management.  It  is  the  policv  and 
practice  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Committee,  which  meets  from 
month  to  month,  to  look  carefully  after  even>-  dollar  expended,  that  no 
waste  be  allowed,  and  that  those  who  send  their  contributions,  often 
through  self-sacrifice,  may  feel  that,  for  religious  as  well  as  for  secular 
work,  there  is  value  in  the  old  saying,  "Waste  not,  want  not.''  We  wish 
to  thank  the  friends  who  have  so  kindh'  taken  an  interest  in  this  work,  and 
to  bespeak  continued  favor  and  larger  help  that  our  numbers  mav  be  in- 
creased.

BAI.TIMORE  CONFERENCE. 

The  members  of  the  Baltimore  Conference  come  with  rejoicing  to- 
day, bringing  our  sheaves  with  us.  It  has  been  a  j^ear  of  wonderful  suc- 
cess within  our  borders.  "  The  Lord  hath  done  great  things  for  us, 
whereof  we  are  glad." 

Each  Presiding  Elder's  District,  except  Frederick  District,  has  been 
fully  organized.  Secretaries  for  Woman's  Home  Missions,  Literature, 
Supplies  for  the  Frontier,  Mite-boxes,  Young  People's  Work,  and  Reading 
Circles  have  been  appointed  in  each  district.  These  officers  will  be  di- 
rected by  the  Conference  Secretaries  of  the  several  departments  of  work. 

For  several  years  quarterly  meetings  have  been  held  in  Washington 
District,  with  an  attendance  of  from  four  to  five  hundred.  This  year  all- 
day  quarterly  meetings  have  been  established  in  the  three  Presiding 
Elders'  Districts  in  Baltimore,  which  promise  to  rival  in  interest  and  en- 
thusiasm the  meetings  in  Washington.  The  debt  on  the  Deaconess  Home 
in  Baltimore  has  been  fully  paid  during  the  past  year.  New  Auxiliaries 
have  been  formed.  There  are  four  large  Indvistrial  Schools  in  Baltimore, 
conducted  by  the  deaconesses,  which  are  proving  a  blessing  to  many 
homes.  One  is  among  the  Hebrews,  one  among  the  Bohemians,  another  at 
Sailors'  Bethel,  and  the  school  known  as  Grace  Epworth  League  Mission. 
Many  touching  incidents  could  be  given.  A  Hebrew  mother  said  to  one 
of  the  deaconesses  :  "  I  would  give  ten  years  of  my  life  to  know  3-our 
Christ."  Grace  Church  has  a  beneficiary  in  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  also 
one  in  Ritter  Home.  Several  Auxiliaries  are  planning  to  support  benefi- 
ciaries in  Alaska. 

In  Washington  great  interest  has  been  taken  in  our  work  in  Alaska, 
where  we  are  supporting  seven  students.  We  also  have  a  student  in 
Ritter  Home,  and  interest  is  manifested  in  other  branches  of  the  work. 
Valuable  boxes  of  supplies  have  been  sent  from  both  Washington  and  Bal- 
timore to  the  frontier.  The  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Training-school,  Deaconess 
Home,  and  Sibley  Hospital  open  a  large  field  of  labor  for  the  Churches, 
and  for  the  students  who  come  to  us  for  training.  The  deaconesses  and 
workers  have  assisted  in  revival  services  in  many  of  the  churches.  Dur- 
ing one  month  forty-five  persons  were  led  to  Christ  through  tlieir  personal 
efforts.  They  have  taught  in  the  Sunday-schools,  taken  part  in  the  Kp- 
worth  Leagues,  and  aided  in  special  services  at  the  Central  rnion  INIis- 
sion.  They  have  conducted  kindergarten  and  and  Industrial  Schools,  and 
during  the  past  cold  winter  hundreds  were  clothed  and  fed.  The  sick 
and  dying  have  been  visited  at  their  homes  and  in  the  hospitals.  Sibley 
Hospital  has  taken  a  high  rank  with  tlie  other  liospitals  of  the  city,  and  is 
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doing  a  benevolent  work  among  the  poor.  Gospel  ser\nces  are  held  ever}' 
Sabbath  afternoon,  and  family  prayers  are  conducted  every  evening  bj- 
the  students.  There  have  been  a  number  of  conversions.  Too  much  can 
not  be  said  in  praise  of  Dr.  Ames,  who  has  recently  assumed  the  presi- 
dency of  our  institutions.  He  is  eminenth-  fitted  for  the  position,  ana  is 
enlarging  and  developing  the  work. 

About  twenty  public  meetings  have  been  held  on  I'rederick  District  ; 
and  the  district  has  assumed  the  support  of  Salee  Oomasuyah,  our  Indian 
protege. 

The  Conference  anniversary  at  Mount  Vernon  Place  Church,  and  the 
camp-meeting  anniversaries  at  Summit,  Emory,  and  Washington  Groves, 
were  largely  attended,  and  great  interest  was  manifested  in  the  work  of 
the  Societ}-. 

We  have  been  favored  during  the  year  with  the  presence  in  our  Con- 
ference of  Rev.  J.  E.  Price,  D.  D.,  of  Sing  Sing,  N.  Y.  Mrs.  Marj-  Fisk 
Park,  who  represents  the  Watts  de  Peyster  Home,  awakened  great  enthu- 
siasm in  the  Conference  by  her  touching  account  of  the  work  done  among 
the  girls  in  that  institution.  Miss  A.  E.  Matthews,  our  devoted  mission- 
ary at  Ellis  Island,  addressed  our  Churches  in  Washington,  and  also  our 
annual  meeting  at  First  Church,  Baltimore.  The  recital  of  her  labors 
among  the  immigrants  at  the  Island,  and  at  the  mission-rooms,  27  State 
Street,  New  York,  aroused  such  interest  that  our  sympathies  and  prayers 
will  follow  her,  as  she  ministers  to  those  who  come  to  us  from  foreign 
shores. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  thank  the  members  of  this  body  for 
allowing,  at  their  late  annual  meeeting  (in  consideration  of  the  fact  that 
we  have  two  Deaconess  Homes  within  our  borders),  one-half  of  the  in- 
crease in  membership  dues  in  Baltimore  and  Washington  for  the  support 
of  deaconess  work.  The  result  has  been  most  gratifying,  as  our  work 
has  greatly  enlarged;  and  to  this  action  we  owe  largely  the  great  suc- 
cess of  the  past  year.

CALIFORNIA  CONFERENCE. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  blessing  and  advancement  in  our 
work ;  still  we  are  far  from  reaching  our  ideal,  and  we  confidently  look 
for  greater  things  in  the  j-ear  to  come.  The  work  is  the  Lord's;  and  if 
we  trust  to  his  guidance,  there  will  be  no  such  word  as  fail.  Seven  new- 
Auxiliaries  have  been  formed,  and  several  revived  and  encouraged.  One 
district  has  been  organized,  lea%-ing  us  still  one  more  to  organize.  Our 
district  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and  each  marked  by  a  growing 
interest.  Our  Deaconess  Home,  which  was  reopened  one  year  since,  has 
been  doing  goor  work.  We  had  a  successful  term  in  our  Training-school, 
five  young  ladies  attending  the  first  year.  We  expect  a  much  larger  at- 
tendance this  term.  Our  work  in  the  Oriental  Bureau  has  been  limited 
for  want  of  funds.  Our  Japanese  work  here  seems  very  necessarj-.  We 
have  been  paying  out  for  that  work  fift}-  dollars  per  month ;  but  unless  our 
appropriation  is  more  than  at  present,  that  work  must  be  abandoned. 
We  have  raised  for  our  Deaconess  Home  about  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  for 
the  Oriental  Bureau  about  five  hundred  dollars  and  a  large  amount  of  sup- 
plies for  our  frontier  charges  and  our  Indian  missions,  of  which  we  have 
five  within  the  limits  of  this  Conference.  They  are  poor,  and  need  cloth- 
ing. Our  Conferences  in  the  East  know  little  of  our  struggles  in  this  far- 
away Conference,  with  all  our  Chinese  and  Japanese.  We  send  out  the 
Macedonian  cr}',  "  Come  over  and  help  us.

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CENTRAL  NEW  YORK  CONFERENCE. 

Ckntral  New  York  Conference  has  had  a  good  year. 

From  July  15,  1S94,  to  July  15,  1895,  our  cash  receipts  were  7nore  than 
has  been  raised  in  any  former  year  in  our  Conference. 

Thirty-six  Auxiliaries  have  contributed  supplies,  the  valuation  of 
which  you  will  find  in  the   Report  of  the  General  Secretary  of  Supplies. 

INIany  of  the  Auxiliaries  have  contributed  both  money  and  supplies  to 
our  Deaconess  Home. 

Seven  beneficiaries  have  been  supported — two  in  Alaska,  two  in  Ritter 
Home,  one  in  Stickney  Home,  one  in  Watts  de  Peyster  Home,  and  one  in 
Mothers"  Jewels  Home.     Others  have  received  partial  support. 

Fifteen  life  members  have  been  added  during  the  year.  Ten  Auxil- 
iaries, three  Circles,  one  Band,  and  two  Bands  of  Mothers'  Jewels  have 
been  organized. 

One  Reading  Circle  has  been  organized  ;  but  others  have  disbanded  ; 
so  we  can  report  only  seven. 

Only  thirteen  Auxiliaries  are  using  mite-boxes  ;  but  from  these  have 
been  gathered  J109. 19. 

An  effort  will  be  made  this  coming  year  to  introduce  these  little,  silent 
preachers  into  every  Auxiliary  in  our  Conference. 

There  is  an  increase  of  subscriptions  to  Home  J\/issiofis  over  last  5-ear. 

Believing  that  the  ladies  of  our  Church  did  not  fully  understand  the 
great  work  committed  to  us,  onr  Conference  Society,  at  its  semi-annual 
meeting  this  fall,  appointed  Mrs.  Mary  N.  Van  Benschoteu  as  organizer,  to 
go  throughout  the  Conference,  and  turn  the  hearts  and  minds  of  our 
women  and  girls  to  this  branch  of  Christian  work.  While  we  rejoice  that 
so  much  good  work  has  been  accomplished  this  year,  still  we  are  aware 
that  the  limit  of  our  possibilities  in  this  direction  is  far  in  advance  of  us. 
The  coming  year  should  show  much  better  results. 

We  still  have  some  passive  members,  who  should  transfer  themselves 
to  the  actiz'c  list. 

W'e  enter  this  year's  ser\dce,  expecting  that  every  loyal  member  will 
work  and  pray  for  a  large  increase  in  our  members, y<;/'  i/i/t'iisiyiid  zeal  to 
characterize  each  individual  uie)nbet\  and  that  our  policy  and  plan  may  be 
embodied  in  the  watchwords  of  one  of  our  sister  Societies  :  "Pray,  organ- 
ize, .\DVANCE  !"

CENTRAL  OHIO  CONFERENCE. 

We  believe  that  the  interest  in  the  work  of  Home  Missions  in  our  Con- 
ference is  constantly  growing,  though  we  have  not  yet  reached  our  ideal  of 
a  complete  organization — an  Auxiliar}-  in  every  pastoral  charge,  and  even,' 
Methodist  woman  interested.     Toward  that  end  we  are  striving. 

Our  work  for  the  year  has  been  varied,  but  has  more  especially  been 
directed  to  Ritter  Home,  Alaska,  Albuquerque,  and  Motliers'  Jewels  Home. 
The  sum  of  ^^240  was  spent  for  beneficiaries,  and,  at  a  very  low  estimate, 
our  supplies  were  valued  at  $1,713. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  j-ear  an  effort  was  made  to  establish  deaconess 
work  in  the  city  of  Toledo,  but  thus  far  nothing  has  been  accomplished. 
]\Iany  earnest,  hopeful  hearts  are  looking  forward  to  the  opening  of  this 
work  in  the  near  future. 

Our  measure  of  success  is  due  largely  to  the  faithful,  persistent  efforts 
of  our  six   District  Secretaries.     They  are   sparing  no  pains  to  keep  the 
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work  constantly  before  pastors  and  people.    Our  district  meetings,  reaching 
as  tUey  do  almost  every  Auxililiary,  are  rich  in  results. 

Our  Conference  meeting  in  Marion,  Ohio,  was  profitable  and  inspiring 
throughout.  Rev.  Dr.  Bashford,  of  Wesleyan  University,  gave  a  most  ex- 
cellent address  which  instructed  and  made  enthusiastic  the  large  audience. 
A  union  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  and  Home  Societies  was  held  at 
the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  Home  Society  was  most  ablj 
represented  by  Rev.  S.  C.  Wright,  of  Toledo,  Ohio. 

We  believe  our  greatest  need  is  more  organization,  more  prayerful 
women  aroused  to  the  fact  that  Home  A/issiou  means  more  thqu  work  in 
our  own  local  Church,  that  our  responsibility  reaches  from  Florida  to 
Alaska. 

With  the  firm  belief  that  activity  in  this  department  will  stimulate 
every  other  interest  of  the  Church,  we  are  striving  to  enlist  and  organize 
the  efforts  of  Christian  women  for  the  redemption  of  our  country.

CENTRAL  PENNSYLVANIA  CONFERENCE. 

The  coming  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Managers 
into  our  Conference  territory  one  year  ago,  proved  to  be,  as  we  had  hoped, 
a  broadening  and  inspiring  influence,  which  has  been  felt  all  through  the 
year.  FIspecially  has  this  been  noticeable  in  Williamsport,  where  the  meet- 
ing was  held,  and  throughout  Williamsport  District  as  well.  A  broader 
and  more  intelligent  interest  has  been  manifested,  our  work  meets  with  a 
readier  sympathy,  new  memVjers  have  been  added  to  almost  ever\'  Auxiliary, 
and  the  special  contributions  to  our  pledges  have  been  most  encoixraging. 
The  efforts  of  our  Conference  and  district  officers  have  been  devoted  in  the 
main  to  building  up  the  work  already  in  hand,  rather  than  to  extending 
our  organizations. 

All  our  public  work  this  year  has  been  done  without  outside  help,  the 
meager  condition  of  our  Conference  Contingent  Fund,  and  the  expense  of 
securing  competent  speakers  from  a  distance,  having  made  this  necessar}-. 
The  Conference  Secretary,  ably  aided  by  others,  spoke  at  the  Conference 
anniversary  at  Tyrone,  and  at  the  camp-meeting  near  Shickshinny,  while 
Rev.  W.  P.  Eveland,  at  Mountain  Grove  camp,  made  a  very  fine  address, 
and  the  cause  was  very  forcefully  presented  at  the  Newton-Hamilton  meet- 
ing by  Rev.  E.  il.  Stevens. 

The  lioo  pledged  on  missionary's  salary  (Miss  Tripp,  Navajo  work) 
has  been  made  $129.55,  and  the  I50,  promised  to  Washington  Training- 
school,  becomes  in  the  hands  of  our  faithful  workers  $78.20.  We  give  out 
these  pledges  in  $5  shares,  Auxiliaries  and  individuals  voluntarily  assum- 
ing certain  amounts,  and  we  have  never  known  one  of  these  promises  to 
fail.  Where  four  shares  are  taken,  a  life  member  is  made  possible,  and  this 
plan  has  enabled  us  to  add  twelve  new  life  members  to  the  Society-  this 
year.  Some  of  these  life  members  have  been  made  from  mite-box  funds, 
and  this  reminds  us  that  these  busy  gleaners  have  brought  into  the  treas- 
ury this  year  $188.50  on  a  pledge  of  $150.  We  assumed  last  year  the  sup- 
port of  three  children,  %;p  each,  from  the  proceeds  of  the  mite-boxes, 
Florence  Loar,  our  long-time  ward  in  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  a  promis- 
ing little  Indian  boy  in  Stickney  Home,  who  bears  the  honored  name  of 
Isaac  Watts,  and  a  nameless  waif  (to  us)  in  the  Jesse  Lee  Home,  Unalaska. 
Our  zealous  Mite-box  Secretan,'  feels  a  personal  interest  in  these  children, 
and  we  believe  that  it  is  no  less  an  answer  to  her  earnest  prayers  than  the 
reward  of  faithful,  persistent  work  that  the  mite- box  receipts  show  a  con- 
stant increase.  On  all  these  pledges  where  the  receipts  have  exceeded 
the  amounts  assumed,  except  in   case   of  the  training-school,  the   Confer- 
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ence  KxeciUive  Board  has  directed  tbat  the  surplus  be  paid  into  the  Gen- 
eral Fund. 

Contributions  have  also  been  made  to  other  special  work  outside  of 
our  pledges,  to  Alaska,  Thayer,  Ritter,  and  Ponca,  and  a  small  bequest  of 
f  10  has  been  paid  into  the  Society  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  INI.  C.  Fisk,  of 
Mt.  Holly  Springs. 

Our  Conference  Secretary  of  Supplies  has  managed  her  department  so 
efficiently  as  to  report  more  than  twice  as  much  "estimated  value"  as  last 
year,  and  her  latest  move  is  to  open  a  depot  for  receipt  of  goods  in  her 
own  town,  promising  to  assort  and  pack  and  .ship  such  supplies  as  shall  be 
sent  to  her  b^-  persons  or  Churches  where  no  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  exists. 

In  our  Young  People's  work  an  increased  number  of  Mothers'  Jewels 
appears  in  our  lists.  In  Circles  and  Bands  matters  remain  much  as  formerly, 
but  we  look  for  improvement  in  the  3'ear  to  come.  The  earnest  efforts  on 
the  part  of  the  Secretary  for  Reading  Circles  to  promote  practical  interest 
in  that  direction,  has  met  with  some  encouragement,  and  we  look  to  her 
successor,  Miss  Ida  Shales,  of  Williamsport,  to  lead  us  on  to  greener  "  fields 
and  pastures  new." 

The  emphasis  laid  on  deaconess  work  at  the  last  annual  meeting  at 
Williamsport  has  borne  fruit  in  sending  forth  at  least  three  young  women 
from  that  city  to  swell  the  ranks  of  the  trained  workers,  and  the  interest 
being  developed  along  that  line  there,  and  in  Harrisburg,  points  to  the  em- 
ployment of  deaconesses  at  no  distant  day  in  both  these  cen'ers  of  our  Con- 
ference. In  consequence  of  this  increased  interest  we  stand  read}-  to 
double  our  pledge  of  last  year  to  the  training-school,  and  make  it  at 
least  1 100. 

As  the  years  go  by,  and  "  we  count  the  milestones  one  by  one,"  we  are 
grateful  that  never  5'et  have  we  been  forced  to  write  iipon  one  of  them  the 
disheartening  words  "a  decrease."  We  humbly  recognize  in  this  the  seal 
of  our  Fathers  approbation.     The  work  is  his,  not  ours.

CINCINNATI  CONFERENCE. 

The  Cincinnati  Conference  Societ)*  feels  that  it  has  great  cause  for  thank- 
fulness for  the  success  attending  its  efforts  and  for  the  spirit  of  consecra- 
tion that  has  come  upon  its  members  in  every  department  of  work  during 
the  past  year.  There  has  beeii  a  large  increase  of  members  in  almost  every 
organization,  also  in  subscribers  to  Home  Missions.  The  ])ledges  made  at 
the  last  Annual  Meeting  by  the  Conference  Secretary  to  Ala.ska  and  New 
Mexico  have  been  met.  Our  special  work  in  Cincinnati,  the  Glenn  Home, 
is  carried  on  in  harmony  with  that  of  all  the  other  agencies  of  the  Church. 
It  is  becoming  dearer  and  dearer  to  the  hearts  of  our  women  as  thev  note 
its  careful,  efficient  :nanagement.  This,  on  account  of  lack  of  time,  forbids 
me  to  enlarge  vipon  the  devotion  of  the  cultured  women  who  are  at  the 
head  of  its  kindergarten  work,  of  the  self-sacrificing  service  of  its  mission- 
aries, and  the  splendid  ability  of  its  Board  of  Managers,  and  the  respect 
it  has  gained  for  itself  among  the  business  men  of  Cincinnati,  who  look 
upon  it  as  one  of  the  best  reformatory  factors  in  the  city. 

Our  last  Conference  meeting  in  Middletown  was  largely  attended,  and 
the  presence  of  the  Master  was  sensibly  felt.  We  were  in  his  banqueting 
hall,  and  his  banner  over  us  was  love.  The  members  were  inspired  with 
increased  courage.  We  hope  the  coming  year  to  do  faithfully  whatever 
work  is  allotted  us,  with  perfect  confidence  that  our  labor  will  not  be  in 
vain.

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COLORADO  CONFERENCE. 

Wk  are  glad  to  report  an  increased  interest  in  the  Colorado  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  The  cash  returns  have  fallen 
off  somewhat;  but  the  total  of  supplies  makes  a  net  gain  from  all  sources 
that  speaks  of  the  rising  interest  of  our  ladies  in  the  mission  of  the 
Society. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  convened  regularly  each  month, 
and  the  meetings  have  been  attended  both  with  large  numbers  and  stimu- 
lating results.  Our  financial  report  shows,  in  money  and  supplies,  an  in- 
crease over  the  preceding  year. 

Our  special  objects  this  year  have  been  the  ministers  in  our  mountain 
frontiers,  the  establishing  of  a  loan  library,  the  Denver  Missions.  To 
fifteen  of  our  ministers  financial  assistance  has  been  given,  besides  a  nice 
box  of  clothing.  In  each  of  these  Homes  also,  one  of  our  family  of  Advo- 
cah's  is  sent.  Sixt}^  dollars  have  been  expended  in  Denver  Missions. 
Two  rooms  have  been  beautifull}'  furnished  in  the  Haymarket  Haven, 
under  the  care  of  Mrs.  Dean  Peck,  our  Conference  President,  by  the 
Young  Ladies'  Circles  of  Trinity,  Denver,  and  Colorado  Springs. 

One  of  our  ministers,  devout  and  talented,  Rev.  Howard  R.  Antes,  and 
wife  have  dedicated  themselves  for  life  to  the  work  far  removed  from  civil- 
ization, among  the  Navajos.  A  box  of  warm  and  suitable  clothing  has 
been  sent  them  by  one  of  the  Denver  Churches. 

There  has  been  sent  to  Albuquerque,  this  year,  four  hundred  dollars, 
which  completes  our  six  hundred  subscribed  for  the  Harwood  Home. 
We  have  a  new  life  membership,  which  supports  a  Ijeneficiary  in  Alaska. 

Our  interest  in  the  work  at  Dulce  remains  unabated.  The  testimonial 
of  the  Indian  agent  to  the  character  of  the  work  of  the  Misses  Moore  and 
Clegg  at  Dulce  is  high  praise.  We  have  sent  them  this  year  a  small 
library,  together  with  a  complete  horse  equipment  for  use  in  traveling 
the  reservation. 

The  Conference  meeting  held  in  Trinity,  Denver,  during  June,  was  the 
most  interesting  and  soul-stirring  in  the  history  of  the  Conference  So- 
ciety. Addresses  were  delivered  by  Dr.  IlifF,  Superintendent  of  the  Utah 
Mission ;  by  Dr.  Chamberlain,  of  the  Wyoming  IMission  ;  and  Mrs.  Senator 
Teller. 

Mrs.  Dr.  B.  T.  Vincent's  report  on  local  work  is  encouraging.  We 
quote :  "  This  department  is  naturally  the  last  to  be  evolved.  When  the 
naked  are  clothed  and  the  hungry  fed,  the  next  step  of  this  Society  is  to 
ask,  '  Is  your  soul  saved  ?'  "  This  work  is  organized  in  about  one-third  of 
the  thirty  Auxiliaries.  Number  of  visits  made,  1,285,  '^^'itli  the  distribution 
of  tracts.  Bibles,  and  Bible-readings  held. 

We  still  support  our  little  girl  in  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home  at  York, 
Nebraska. 

There  has  just  been  a  sterling  Society  of  forty-one  members  organized 
in  the  town  of  Sterling,  Col.  Our  paper,  the  IVoman's  Home  Missions,  is 
popular,  and  our  work  beloved.  If  our  numbers  are  small,  our  interest 
and  faith  are  not.

COLUMBIA  RIVER  CONFERENCE. 

As  THE  general  officers  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societv  know, 
this  Conference  has  not  had  a  complete  organization,  but  had  only  a  Confer- 
ence Secretary  and  Treasurer,  both  being  held  by  Mrs.  W.  L.  Buzzell.  During 
the  hard  times  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  several"  Societies  suspended  work, 
and  some  were  merged  into  Ladies'  Aid  Societies.     A  few  have  remained 
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faithful,  and  report  increased  interest  and  activity  ;  and  we  trust  the  open- 
ing of  the  year  1895-96  marks  a  new  era  in  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Columbia  River  Conference. 

Mrs.  I.  G.  Whitfield,  of  Portland,  Oregon,  organizer  for  Oregon, 
Washington,  and  Idaho,  visited  our  Annual  Conference  at  Spokane, 
Washington. 

On  August  30th,  the  anniversary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  was  held.  Mrs.  Dr.  D.  N.  Mclnturff  presided,  and  Mrs.  Whitfield 
delivered  an  address,  holding  the  close  attention  of  a  large  audience  for 
an  hour,  at  the  close  of  which  a  collection  of  $4.50  was  taken,  and  25  Con- 
ference members  were  secured.  The  meeting  was  full  of  interest  and 
enthusiasm. 

The  Ijusiness  session  was  held  the  day  following,  and  quite  a  full 
corps  of  officers  elected. 

Besides  visiting  the  Conference  session,  Mrs.  Whitfield  visited  several 
charges,  and  did  effective  work  at  all.  At  Pendleton,  Oregon,  a  Confer- 
ence Society  of  twelve  members  was  organized,  and  five  dollars  dues 
paid.  At  Milton,  and  also  at  Walla  Walla  the  Auxiliaries  were  greatly 
strengthened  and  encouraged,  and  new  members  added.  At  Colfax  her 
visit  had  not  been  announced,  owing  to  absence  of  the  pastor;  and  little 
could  be  done.  At  Moscow  the  membership  was  raised  from  seven  to 
thirty  by  her  faithful  presentation  of  the  work  ;  and  a  collection  of  $5.05 
was  taken.  As  she  was  obliged  to  hurry  on  to  attend  the  Puget  Sound 
Conference,  only  a  brief  time  could  be  granted  us. 

Several  requested  her  to  visit  their  work  during  the  incoming  year 
on  behalf  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  ;  and  when  she  comes 
to  us  again,  we  trust  that  much  more  will  be  done  than  has  already  been 
accomplished.  The  interest  is  greater  than  ever  before,  and  we  believe 
thatfmuch  is  due  to  Mrs.  Whitfield's  faithful  work.

DBS  MOINES  CONFERENCE.

DETROIT  CONFERENCE. 

Another  year  has  rolled  around,  and  we  feel  that  much  has  been 
accomplished  for  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

District  meetings  have  been  held,  which  have  been  well  attended 
and  very  profitable  and  instructive.  We  believe  them  an  important 
feature  in  our  work.  The  Ministers'  Loan  Library  contains  566  vol- 
umes in  the  regular  coiirse,  and  98  miscellaneous  books.  The  past  Con- 
ference year,  there  have  been  in  circulation  582  volumes,  used  by  64  per- 
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sons.     Never  since  its  organization  has  the  library  been  more  needed  or 
appreciated. 

During  the  year  $6,538.11  has  been  raised,  to  be  used  for  the  Deaconess 
Home,  special  frontier  work,  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  and  Haven  and 
Ritter  Homes.  Supplies  have  been  sent  out,  in  value  showing  an  in- 
crease over  last  year.     We  had  also  a  large  mite-box  collection. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Reading  Circle  has  presented  the  work  to  several 
of  the  Auxiliaries,  but  finds  a  tendency  to  drop  the  reading,  and  give  the 
time   to  what   seems   to  be   the  more  direct    work — that  of  sewing,    etc. 

We  can  also  report  more  subscribers  to  our  very  valuable  paper, 
IVotnau's  Home  3fissio>!s. 

Our  Conference  anniversary  meeting  was  held  at  Ann  Arbor,  Sep- 
tember 13th. 

Miss  Henrietta  A.  Bancroft,  professor  of  English  in  Albion  College, 
delivered  a  very  eloquent  and  instructive  address.  Mrs.  Allison,  of  our 
Bohemian  Mission,  Chicago,  spoke  of  our  work  in  that  quarter.  Miss 
Gaddis,  Superintendent  of  the  Detroit  Deaconess  Home,  spoke  of  the 
work  of  the  Home,  and  thanked  the  Societ}-  for  the  support  it  had  given 
the  deaconess  work.

We  can  report  no  new  Auxiliaries  ;  but  things  spiritual  and  temporal 
have  blessed  two  old  ones  to  renew  their  energy,  and  fall  in  the  lines  of 
usefulness. 

Our  local  work  for  the  needy  is  carried  on  very  successfully. 

Our  hearts  have  been  saddened  by  the  death  of  our  Recording  Secre- 
tan,',  Miss  ISI.  A.  Garner.  She  had  been  with  us  from  the  beginning  of 
the  work,  and  was  a  faithful  worker  and  excellent  counselor.  May  the 
Heavenly  Father  fill  the  broken  ranks  ! 

It  was  the  plan  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  attend  the  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  ;  but  the  Annual  Conference  is  held  at  the  same 
date.  We  are  compelled  to  hold  our  meeting  at  a  town  on  the  same  line 
of  travel,  and  begin  as  they  adjourn,  in  order  to  have  the  ministers  with 
us  ;  otherwise  they  could  not  attend. 

INIany  of  the  pastors,  with  great  willingness,  have  spoken  to  their  con- 
gregations on  the  subject  of  our  Society ;  and  we  believe  "  bread  cast 
upon  the  waters  will  be  gathered  many  days  hence." 

We  feel  proud  of  the  ^lorristowu  industrial  School  and  Model  Home, 
and  we  learn  it  is  in  a  prosperous  condition  and  doing  efficient  work.  Our 
prayer  is  that  many  more  bright  girls  may  be  sent  out  from  the  house, 
who  will  be  outspoken  defenders  of  truth  and  righteousness.

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EAST  OHIO  CONFERENCE. 

We  are  glad  to  report  larger  financial  returns  from  the  East  Ohio  Con- 
ference than  ever  before.  Also  more  supplies  were  sent,  there  being  a  large 
increase  over  last  year.  Great  credit  is  due  the  members  and  officerr.  for 
their  faithful  services  so  freely  given  to  secure  such  rich  results  during 
these  years  of  depression.  Almost  every  department  of  the  work  has  been 
remembered  In^  special  gifts.  Ritter  Home,  Stickney  Home,  King  Home, 
the  work  in  New  Mexico,  Utah,  and  Alaska,  have  all  been  helped.  Four 
new  Auxiliaries  have  been  formed,  and  we  now  have  thirty  five  Young 
People's  Societies. 

The  fear  that  the  (Woman's  Home  Society  would  interfere  with  the 
Foreign,  has  not  been  realized  in  our  Conference.  About  eighteen  years 
ago  the  Conference  receipts  of  the  Foreign  Society  were  $1,600;  now  Cleve- 
land District  alone  pays  that  nmch  to  the  F'oreign,  besides  what  it  pays  to 
the  Home. 

The  Cleveland  Deaconess  Home  associated  with  us  naturally  absorbs 
much  of  the  attention  of  the  Conference.  Many  of  the  Auxiliaries  send 
supplies  for  use  in  the  Home,  and  for  distribution  among  the  citj'  poor. 
Others  pledge  money  regularly  to  the  support  of  the  Home.  There  are  now 
eleven  workers  in  the  Home.  A  new  building  has  been  secured  this  year, 
and  nearly  paid  for.  A  friend  gave  f  1,600  towards  an  Endowment  Fund  for 
the  Home,  and  other  friends  are  planning  to  largely  increase  it.  The 
Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  of  Cleveland  District 
hold  their  annual  district  meeting  together,  and  the  arrangement  is  very 
pleasant  and  satisfactory.  The  Home  Society  has  charge  of  the  program 
of  one  day,  and  the  Foreign  of  the  next,  and  the  evening  is  divided  be- 
tween them. 

Two  young  ladies,  daughters  of  ministers  of  this  Conference,  are  now 
engaged  in  our  Southern  work.  Miss  E.  O.  Elliott  who  has  been  in  Peck 
Home,  New  Orleans,  for  several  years,  is  Superintendent  of  King  Home, 
Texas,  and  Miss  Charlotte  E.  Hickman  assumes  the  superintendency  of 
Peck  Home  at  New  Orleans. 

Bishop  Vincent  made  a  very  interesting  address  at  our  Conference  an- 
niversar}',  commending  the  work  and  urging  its  hearty  support.  Con- 
secrated, intelligent  women  who  can  go  through  the  Conference  and  address 
the  people  on  the  necessities  of  the  Society,  is  one  of  the  most  pressing 
wants  of  the  Conference.

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ERIE  CONFERENCE. 

As  IN  the  past,  so  in  the  present,  we  have  to  lament  the  result  of  de 
ficient  reports.  We  do  not  yet  reach  the  degree  of  perfection  on  this  line 
for  which  we  have  hoped,  but  we  press  toward  the  mark. 

The  work  done  in  our  Conference  this  year  in  Finance  and  Supplies  is 
very  encouraging.  We  have  not  increased  in  numbers,  but  we  have  taken 
an  advanced  step  in  contributions.  A  systematic  use  of  the  tithe,  and  the 
offering  grows  apace,  and  the  results  are  manifest.  At  our  Conference 
Executive  Board  meeting  last  year  we  assumed  I300  special  to  the  General 
Fund.  The  amount  raised  exceeds  $400.  At  Annual  ^Sleeting  last  year  we 
assumed  in  excess  of  this  Conference  pledge  $50  for  Albuquerque  Home, 
also  the  support  of  Erie  McCabe,  beneficiary  in  Stickney  Home,  I50.  These 
amounts  have  been  more  than  raised  by  personal  solicitation,  and  largely 
from  the  tithe. 

Trinity  Church,  Oil  City,  Pa.,  supports  a  beneficiary  in  Mothers'  Jewels 
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Home.  New  Castle  District  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  a  boy  iu  Stickney 
Home,  and  Clarion  District,  assisted  by  the  Young  Dadies'  Mission  Band  at 
Titusville,  Pa.,  supports  a  girl  in  Ritter  Home.  The  total  value  of  supplies 
reported  is  more  than  double  that  of  last  year.  The  Conference  Organizers' 
Fund  has  reached  I183.  This  does  not  appear  in  our  Treasurer's  Report. 
The  Home  Mission  Reading  Circle  is  slowly  gaining  a  foothold.  Six  suc- 
cessful district  meetings  have  been  held.  Each  district  provides  its  own 
Contingent  Fund,  and  the  Conference  Contingent  Fund  meets  all  the 
official  expense  of  Board  meeting,  anniversary,  and  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Conference  Executive  Board  meeting  convened  at  Chautauqua 
Assembly  Grounds  again  this  year.  We  are  indebted  to  the  Chautauqua 
management  for  special  favors.  Mrs.  E.  J.  L.  Baker,  our  faith fvil  Confer- 
ence President,  conducted  the  anniversary  service  at  the  seat  of  Confer- 
ence. Mrs.  E.  L.  Albright  was  with  us,  and  gave  to  us  an  instructive  and  in- 
spiring address.  By  unanimous  vote  of  the  Conference  the  Woman's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  and  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  were  granted 
representation  ou  the  Conference  floor  with  the  other  connectional  socie- 
ties of  the  Church.  Mrs.  Albright  was  our  representative,  crowding  into 
the  allotted  ten  minutes  a  telling  speech  in  favor  of  our  work.  This  is  our 
forward  movement,  cordially  indorsed  by  Bishop  Vincent.  It  has  been  a 
good  year,  and  its  occasional  care  and  anxious  thought  is  not  worthy  of 
mention.  God  is  our  refuge  and  strength,  and  in  his  name  we  go  forward 
to  carry  the  light  of  his  gospel  to  the  Etliiops  that  are  stretching  out  their 
hands  to  us  even  in  this  land  of  great  privilege  and  opportunity.

They  have  never  failed  to  send  their  reports  and 
money  every  quarter  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  We 
trust  that  another  year  may  be  blessed  with  abundant  harvest  for  the 
Master  in  our  Home  Mission.

GENESEE  CONFERENCE. 

The  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  Genesee  Con- 
ference has  never  been  prosecuted  more  earnestly,  and  the  results  have 
never  been  more  satisfactory  than  during  the  last  year.

At 
our  Conference  anniversar}-,  Mrs.  E.  F.  George,  of  Watts  de  Peyster  Hume, 
gave  an  interesting  address,  at  the  close  of  which  Bishop  Vincent  con- 
ducted an  impressive  consecration  service,  and  three  deaconesses  from  our 
Conference  Deaconess  Home  at  Buffalo  were  consecrated.  Our  Home  is 
in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  the  Auxiliaries  throughout  the  Conference 
are  becoming  more  and  more  interested  in  it  as  they  learn  of  the  excellent 
work  that  is  done  by  our  deaconesses. 

The  work  of  sending  supplies  to  our  needy  ministers  and  Industrial 
Homes  has  been  prosecuted  more  vigorously  than  ever.  While  ours  was 
the  Banner  Conference  in  this  work  last  year,  having  sent  nearly  $1,000 
more  than  any  other  Conference,  this  year  we  have  advanced  still  more 
over  last  year. 

There  has  also  been  a  slight  advance  in  the  amount  of  money  raised 
during  the  year.

An  accomplished 
teacher  has  accepted  the  secretaryship  of  our  Circulating  Literature  De- 
partment.    Thus  we  expect  to  become  grounded  in  the  faith. 

Our  Auxiliaries  have  done  nobly  for  the  Department  of  Supplies,  and 
our  Treasurer  is  delighted  that  our  gifts  to  Special  and  General  Funds  have 
increased  largely  over  former  j-ears. 

Our  Conference  anniversary-  would  have  been  a  delightful  occasion 
had  not  the  audience  and  those  in  charge  been  in  such  a  melting  mood. 
The  heat  was  intense.  Yet  Dr.  Goucher,  of  Baltimore,  Judge  Cunningham, 
and  Rev.  W.  H.  Webster,  of  our  own  Conference,  gave  excellent  addresses. 

Our  Conference  Annual  Meeting  in  Decatur,  the  home  of  our  efficient 
Conference  President,  Mrs.  Conklin,  was  b}-  far  the  best  one  ever  held  by 
our  Conference  Society.

Howe,  pastor  of  First  Church,  delighted  his  audience  with  a  tine  address 
upon  "  Our  Barbara  Freitchies."  The  great  work  of  the  year,  perhaps,  has 
been  the  furnishing  of  the  Cunningham  Deaconess  Home  and  Orphanage, 
at  Urbana,  the  gift  of  Judge  J.  O.  Cunningham  and  his  wife,  to  our  Confer- 
ence Society.  The  house  will  be  handsomely  and  substantially  furni^^hed 
by  dedication-day,  the  25th  of  October,  from  tower-room  to  laundry^,  and 
our  ^Irs.  Fisk  has  consented  to  give  the  principal  address  on  dedication- 
da}-.  _Plans  are  projected  to  secure  money  for  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Home  the  first  year,  while  the  Auxiliaries  are  gathering  for  it  their  appro- 
priations to  be  used  the  second  yean^^  It  is  our  purpose  that  those  saddest 
words  of  tongue  or  pen,  "  in  debt,'"  shall  never  be  written  over  against  this 
institution  which  has  come  to  us  unincumbered,  beautiful  for  situation, 
and  perfect  in  its  appointments.  May  the  Lord  prosper  it,  and  help  us  to 
plan  and  execute  wisely  in  its  behalf,  holding  faithfully  and  loyally  to 
ever}-  measure  that  shall  advance  the  efficiency  and  purpose  of  our  Wo- 
man's Home  Missionar}-  Societ}-  !

IXDIAXA  CONFEREXXE. 

Our  hearts  are  gladdened,  and  we  take  on  a  degree  of  fresh  courage 
that  at  no  time  have  we  been  obliged  to  report  a  decline.  Along  special 
lines  there  is  sometimes  some  slight  deficiency,  but  on  the  whole  the  move- 
ment has  been  onward,  and  the  past  year  is  no  exception  to  the  general 
rule,  but  really  marks  the  greatest  advance  of  any  year's  work  yet  recorded; 
but  we  are  not  content,  seeing  such  a  wide  field  before  us,  and  so  many 
women  in  all  of  our  Churches  totally  uninformed  of  what  is  the  real  aim 
and  purpose  of  this  organization.  By  perseverance  we  secured  during  the 
summer  four  new  Auxiliaries  with  sixty-nine  members,  and  twenty-six 
subscribers  to  our  paper.  Woman's  Home  Missions, — Woodside  and  Edvs-ia 
Ray,  in  Indianapolis  District;  Robinson  Chapel,  Rushville,  in  Connersville 
District.  We  have  three  districts  that  are  fairly  well  organized — Indian- 
apolis, West  Indianapolis,  and  Connersville  Districts.  Each  district  has 
held  public  meetings  Avith  well-arranged  program,  carried  out  to  the  profit 
of  all  in  attendance. 
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The  appointing  of  Mrs.  E.  P.  Brown  as  organizer  for  Indianapolis 
District,  relieved  to  some  extent  the  responsibility  of  the  work  of  the  Con- 
ference Secretary,  and  added  to  the  efficiency  of  the  District  Executive 
Committee. 

The  subject  of  "  Home  Missions  "  has  been  presented  at  two  camp- 
meetings.  The  first  at  Acton  Park,  where  we  had  the  pleasure  of  li.sten- 
ing  to  the  earnest  plea  for  a  more  earnest  and  thorough  consecration  to 
the  work  by  Mrs.  \V.  G.  Williams,  of  Delaware,  O.,  and  our  ozan  beloved 
Alsie  Dole,  of  Asheville.  An  entire  day  was  given  to  this  meeting,  and  was 
regarded  as  one  of  the  most  interesting  days  of  the  entire  session.  As  a 
result  of  this  meeting,  Miss  Dole  received  from  Mrs.  Van  Pelt,  of  Shelby- 
ville,  a  good  Presbyterian  sister,  a  present  of  a  cottage  for  a  summer  home, 
and  the  District  Association,  from  the  Camp-meeting  Association,  the  gift 
of  an  adjoining  cottage  for  missionary  headquarters.  We  are  confident, 
every  member  in  the  district  will  take  special  interest  in  making  the.se 
cottages  attractive  and  of  use  to  our  home  missionary  work.  The  second 
meeting  was  at  Deputy.  Here  there  was  a  union  'of  the  Foreign  and 
Home  Societies;  an  entire  day  was  given  to  the  subject  of  missions, 
from  the  early  morning  praise  service  to  the  close  of  the  Epworth 
Deague  meeting  in  the  evening.  As  a  result  of  the  various  means  of 
bringing  the  subject  of  our  branch  of  work  before  the  people  at  this 
place,  we  received  sixty-one  dollars  to  be  applied  in  building  and  warm- 
ing a  room  in  our  Asheville  Home,  to  be  known  as  the  C.  S.  Campbell 
Room,  in  memory  of  a  deceased  son  of  the  presiding  elder  of  the  district, 
who  gave  the  first  money  from  the  Conference  to  this  work.  When  this 
is  completed,  and  the  one  I  am  authorized  to  pledge  for,  we  will  have 
paid  for  the  building  of  five  rooms  in  this  Home.  We  are  also  likely  to 
get  a  deaconess  as  a  result  of  this  meeting. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  this  year  was  one  of 
unusual  attendance,  and  of  .such  increased  interest  and  importance  that  we 
find  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  our   next   meeting  a  two   days'  session. 

During  the  year  we  have  aided  two  beneficiaries.  Our  money  and 
supplies  have  gone  cheerfully  into  some  of  the  homes  of  our  heroes  on  the 
frontier,  and  gladdened  the  hearts  of  the  girls  in  some  of  our  model 
Homes.  Our  cash  receipts  exceed  that  of  last  year,  and  almost  the  entire 
amount  comes  from  what  was  formerly  the  Southeast  Indiana  Conference, 
the  other  Conferences  reporting  their  cash  and  supplies  to  the.  General 
Treasurer.  Realizing  the  need  of  more  thorough  organization  in  the  or- 
ganized districts,  and  that  but  one  district  in  the  old  Indiana  Conference 
was  organized,  containing  only  three  Auxiliaries,  and  there  being  in 
this  branch  of  the  Conference  four  districts  without  any  Home  Missionary 
Society,  it  was  decided  at  our  Conference  meeting  in  May  to  make  organ- 
ization a  part  of  our  special  work  for  the  coming  year,  creating,  by  a  reso- 
lution passed  at  that  meeting,  a  fund  for  this  especial  purpose.  The  inter- 
est of  our  Society  was  presented  to  the  Indiana  Conference,  by  Mrs.  R.  S. 
Rust,  in  a  clear  and  forcible  manner,  for  which  the  bishop  returned  thanks 
in  the  presence  of  the  entire  Conference.  We  cheerfully  adopt  our  new 
name,  and  join  hands  and  hearts  with  the  noble  women  of  the  old  Indiana  in 
a  united  effort  to  push  the  work  as  rapidly  as  is  practicable  and  possible.

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each,  \ve  hope  they  will  prove  the  nucleus  for  good  Auxiliaries.  The  older 
Auxiliaries  have  done  good  work,  and  thirteen  charges,  where  we  have  not 
yet  organized,  have  contributed  to  the  work ;  and  more  supplies  have  been 
sent  to  the  frontier  this  year  than  ever  before.  One  scholarship  has  been 
taken  in  Stickney  Home,  and  other  small  amounts  have  been  contributed 
to  the  Home.  Aid  has  been  given  to  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  and  also 
to  the  Adeline  Smith  Home.  The  General  Fund  has  also  been  increased 
in  small  amounts.  We  are  glad  that  we  have  done  something,  but  O  how 
little,  compared  with  the  great  need  !  Mrs.  INI.  E.  Roberts,  of  Lincoln, 
Neb.,  did  good  work  in  this  Conference  under  very  trying  circumstances 
during  the  hot  month  of  August;  speaking  about  twenty  times,  and  or- 
ganizing eleven  Auxiliaries  and  Committees.  Two  hundred  mite-jugs 
have  been  distributed  during  the  year,  and  an  unusual  amount  of  local 
work  has  been  done.  The  Society  Anniversary  was  held,  September  13th, 
in  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Ottumwa.  During  the  session  of 
the  Conference,  Rev.  Mahaffie,  professor  in  the  Iowa  Wesleyan  University, 
delivered  a  very  interesting  address,  which  was  heard  by  a  large  and  at- 
tentive andience.  The  great  need  of  home  missionary  work  was  impressed 
upon  all  who  heard,  as  the  speaker  passed  from  field  to  field.

KANSAS  CONFERENCE. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Kansas  Conference 
has  not  grown  rapidly  within  the  past  year.  Still  the  membership  has  in- 
creased somewhat.  The  same  difficulty  confronted  us  at  our  last  Annual 
Meeting,  which  was  spoken  of  by  our  former  Corresponding  Secretary — 
that  of  finding  officers  for  the  distinct  organizations  who  could  give  the 
necessary  time  to  the  work. 

Our  Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  Haveusville  last  Ma)-.  It  was  largely 
attended  and  very  enthusiastic.  The  Conference  pledged  itself  to  take  up 
the  mission-school  of  Albuquerque  for  its  especial  work  for  the  ensuing 
year,  with  the  exception  of  Havensville  Anxiliarj-,  which  chose  Oklahoma 
work  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year. 

Our  former  Corresponding  Secretary  was  elected  First  Vice-President, 
and  I  succeeded  as  Corresponding  Secretary  in  her  place.  I  have  not 
been  able  to  organize  any  new  Auxiliaries  as  yet,  and  my  work  has  been 
confined  to  correspondence  and  local  work. 

A  considerable  amount  of  local  work  has  been  done  by  several  Aux- 
iliaries, and  some  have  reported  public  meetings  which  have  been  ably 
addressed.

MAINE  CONFERENCE. 


The  work  of  the  Society,  notwithstanding  the  very  great  depression 
of  business,  has  been  a  little  in  advance  of  any  preceding  year.  Public 
meetings  have  been  held  on  each  district,  and  much  interest  has  been 
manifested,  so  that  it  is  safe  to  predict  that  more  and  better  work  will  be 
done  ill  the  future.  At  the  session  of  the  Maine  Conference,  a  verj'  en- 
thusiastic public  meeting  was  held,  addressed  by  Mrs.  Keniiard  Chandler, 
of  New  York.  The  church  was  packed  full  with  eager  listeners,  and 
every  sister  went  away  determined  to  do  her  best,  the  fruit  of  which  will 
be  seen  in  the  balance  of  this  report.  Chestnut  Street,  Portland  Auxiliary, 
has  given  ten  dollars  for  Alaska.  Park  Street,  Lewiston  Auxiliary,  five 
dollars  for  the  same  with  some  smaller  sums  from  other  places.  Kent's 
Hill  Auxiliary  gave  five  dollars  to  Ocala,  P'lorida.  Two  life  members  have 
been  added  from  the  Saco  Auxiliary,  and  thirteen  dollars  have  been  col- 
lected from  their  mite-boxes. 

A  very  important  part  of  our  work  has  been  the  sending  of  supplies 
to  needy  families.  Miss  Isabel  Allen,  who  has  charge  of  this  department 
of  the  work  in  our  Conference,  is  a  very  enthusiastic  worker.  In  writing 
to  me  of  her  work,  she  says  :  "All  of  my  appeals  for  aid  have  been  promptly 
responded  to."  Our  contributions  to  the  General  Fund,  as  shown  by  the 
Treasurer's  Report  of  the  last  year,  gives  a  very  commendable  increasej 
as  does  also  the  amount  of  supplies. 

It  is  with  profound  thanksgiving  we  recognize  a  marked  development 
on  the  line  of  Scriptural  giving.

MICHIGAN  CONFERENCE. 

With  the  blessing  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  the  year  has  been  one  of 
manifest  prosperity.  The  Annual  Meeting  was  one  of  the  best  we  have 
ever  had.  It  was  largely  attended,  we  had  an  excellent  program,  and  much 
interest  and  enthusiasm  were  aroused.  Ten  new  Auxiliaries  were  organ- 
ized during  the  year.  We  have  seven  district  organizations,  two  of  which 
were  organized  during  the  year,  and  all  have  held  .successful  .\niiual  Meet- 
ings, which,  with  one  exception,  were  attended  b}-  either  the  Conference 
President  or  Secretar}-.  The  Societ}'  was  represented,  and  had  services 
at  three  District  Camp-meetings.  One  District  Camp-meeting  Association 
did  not  think  best  to  give  us  a  service,  but  the  presiding  elder  very  kindly 
took  a  collection,  amounting  to  ^46  for  us.  As  the  result  of  this  collec- 
tion, three  of  the  frontier  ministers  were  the  happ}'  recipients  each  of  a 
new  suit  of  clothes  in  which  to  appear  at  Annual  Conference.  At  the 
Eaton  Rapids  Holiness  Camp-meeting,  where  there  is  an  Auxiliary,  a 
public  meeting  was  held,  and  a  collection  taken  amounting  to  118.30,  fi2 
of  which  was  given  for  frontier  work  in  Minnesota,  and  the  balance  for 
work  among  the  Indians  in  our  own  Conference. 

The  Anniversary  Meeting  held  during  the  session  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference was  largely  attended.    Miss  Henrietta  Bancroft,  professor  in  Albion 
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College,  favored  us  with  au  excellent  address,  showing  the  need  of  a 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  the  successful  work  that  it  has 
achieved. 

The  pledges  made  for  special  work  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  have 
been  more  than  met,  with  the  exception  of  the  $io  pledge  for  Albuquerque 
Home.     By  some  mistake,  there  remains  a  deficiency  of  $2  on  the  pledge. 

Three  beneficiaries  were  supported  by  the  Conference.  The  pledges 
for  these  were  more  than  met.  Besides  these,  we  paid  for  the  support  of 
Mothers'  Jewels  Home  f  59.30.  This  was  largely  the  result  of  a  children 
service  at  our  Annual  Meeting.  Our  pledge  for  the  General  Special  was 
met  in  full.  We  find  an  increase  in  the  total  receipts  over  last  year.  Last 
year  we  had  a  bequest  of  $250.  This  year  the  money  came  directly  through 
the  Auxiliaries. 

A  number  of  Auxiliaries  sent  generously  to  the  Nebraska  sufferers. 
IvOcal  work  gets  its  share  of  attention. 

IVovtan's  Home  Missions  is  growing  in  favor  more  and  more.  The 
subscription  list  has  had  an  increase  of  ninety  over  last  year.  The  Aldrich 
Memorial  Deaconess  Home  was  opened  last  November.  It  now  shelters  a 
family  of  six  deaconesses,  who  are  engaged  in  visiting  the  poor,  the  sick, 
and  the  needy. 

The  outlook  for  our  Conference  was  never  better.  Still  "we  make 
haste  too  slowly  "  in  organizing  Societies.  We  will  renew  our  consecration 
and  work  more"  diligently.     "  For  love  of  Christ  and  in  his  name."

The  Sunshine  Mission  Band  has  this  year  furnished  the  Guest  Chamber 
in  the  new  dormitory,  but  there  are  \-et  many  rooms  unfurnished. 

Our  supply  department  has  been  of  interest  in  every  Auxiliar}-.  The 
supplies  have  been  distributed  to  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home  and  needy 
ministers  within  our  own  Conference.  The  local  department  has  given 
relief  estimated  at  $998.67.  We  are  hoping  for  success  during  the  com- 
ing year.

NEWARK  CONFERENCE. 

Last  December  our  Conference  began  its  second  decade  of  organized 
Home  Missionary  work.  The  monthly  meetings  of  our  Conference  Execu- 
tive Board  during  the  past  year,  our  district  meetings,  and  our  Conference 
and  camp  meeting  anniversaries  have  all  shown  a  steadily-increasing  in- 
terest in  this  cause. 

We  are  carrying  on  our  local  work  with  unabated  zeal  in  the  city  of 
Newark,  in  connection  with  the  City  Missionary  and  Church  F'xtension 
Societv. 
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The  touching  appeals  for  supplies  which  made  last  winter  so  memor- 
able, were  responded  to  most  generously  b\-  our  Auxiliaries,  and  b}^  many 
of  our  Churches  that  have  heretofore  seemed  indifferent  to  our  work. 

We  are  happy  to  state  that  last  January  the  leading  Church  of  our 
Conference,  through  the  influence  of  its  pastor's  wife,  Mrs.  Dr.  Henry 
Baker,  organized  a  Woman's  Home  Missionarj-  Auxiliary  that  promises  to 
do  most  efficient  service.  The  sixty  young  ladies  of  St.  James  Circle,  Eliza- 
beth, celebrated  their  tenth  anniversary  last  March  by  a  public  meeting, 
addressed  by  our  President,  Mrs.  Fisk,  and  from  that  date  assumed  all  the 
dignit}-  and  obligations  of  a  full-fledged  Auxiliary,  and  their  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  Miss  Helen  Carlton,  has  since  been  elected  President  of  the 
Elizabeth  District. 

We  feel  under  special  obligations  to  Mrs.  Anna  Kent  for  the  great  in- 
terest she  has  shown  in  the  work  of  Young  People's  Circles  and  Bands, 
especially  in  her  own  Church.  Stimulated  by  her  example.  Centenary, 
Jersey  City,  and  Centenary,  Newark,  have,  during  the  3ear,  organized  very 
promising  Bands,  and  considerable  Home  Missionary  work  has  been  done 
by  Junior  Leagues,  led  by  some  of  our  officers. 

Last  May,  our  deaconess,  Miss  Peterson,  having  finished  her  course  in 
the  Washington  Training-school,  was  licensed  as  a  deaconess,  and  has 
commenced  work  in  Baltimore.  And  as  the  very  efficient  Chairman  of  our 
Local  Board  in  Newark,  Mrs.  G.  A.  Clark,  has  just  entered  the  Washington 
Training-school  for  Deaconesses,  we  fully  believe  the  way  is  soon  to  open 
for  the  establishment  of  successful  deaconess  work  in  our  Conference. 

As  the  needs  and  opportunities  for  the  development  of  this  work  grow 
upon  us  with  each  succeeding  year,  more  and  more  our  hearts  have  reason 
to  cry  unto  the  Lord  with  expectant  faith  that  he  will  send  the  needed 
laborers  into  these  whitening  fields.

NEW  ENGLAND  CONFERENCE. 

The  receipts  of  the  j'ear  show  an  increase  over  either  of  the  two  pre- 
ceding years,  and  the  money  has  been  distributed  through  the  usual  chan- 
nels. With  the  decrease  in  immigration,  the  work  of  the  Immigrant  Home 
was  lessened  for  a  time,  although  the  numVjer  who  have  felt  its  grateful 
ministry  is  larger  than  last  year,  and  the  missionary,  Mrs.  Clark,  has  done 
more  outside  work.  A  sewing-school,  in  which  seven  nationalities  have 
been  represented,  has  been  organized  and  carried  on  most  successfully. 
The  Portuguese  Church  still  holds  services  in  the  chapel  of  the  Home. 
During  the  year  the  indebtedness  on  the  Home  was  reduced  to  $750,  just 
one-half  the  loan  accepted  from  a  member  of  the  Conference  Board.  At 
our  Annual  Meeting  we  were  gladdened  b\'  the  gift  of  fioo  from  Mrs.  Jas. 
Mather,  to  be  applied  to  this  purpose,  with  the  desire  expressed  that  the 
restaurant  be  named  for  her  husband. 

In  January  it  was  found  expedient  to  discontinue  the  Poriuguese  mis- 
sion work,  and  the  missionary  went  to  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Deaconess 
Home  and  Training-school,  where  she  this  year  continues  as  a  beneficiary 
of  the  Conference.  For  a  portion  of  the  year  a  Portuguese  Bible  woman 
was  in  part  supported.  In  relinquishing  the  Portuguese  work  as  such,  we 
have  but  broadened  our  work  in  substituting  as  local  work  that  of  the 
Medical  Mission  at  the  north  end  of  Boston,  which  reaches  all  nationalities. 
It  is  in  charge  of  Prof.  Harriette  J.  Cooke,  Superintendent  of  Woman's 
Work  at  the  Epworth  University  Settlement.  She  made  especial  studv  of 
this  work  abroad.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  support  of  the  Medical  Mis- 
sion work  for  a  year,  including  salary,  medicine,  rent,  etc.,  is  $700.     Appli- 
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cants  for  aid  are  supplied  with  tickets  at  ten  cents  each,  whereby  they 
are  entitled  to  as  many  calls  as  necessary.  Cases  requiring  it  receive 
treatment  at  their  homes. 

The  work  of  the  Supply  Department  has  been  unusually  large. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  Mrs.  S.  B.  Potter  as  speaker  for  our 
Cotiference  anniversary.  Her  clear,  forceful,  and  convincing  words  stirred 
preachers  as  well  as  workers.  She  gave  other  addresses,  organizing  one 
Auxiliary,  and  securing  sixty  members  elsewhere.  Three  Auxiliaries  and 
one  Band  have  been  organized. 

We  have  899  suljscribers  to  Woman's  Home  Missions. 

We  enter  on  the  new  year  with  a  deepened  sense  of  dependence  on 
Him  who  is  our  refuge  and  strength  in  every  hour  of  discouragement,  to 
whom  our  hearts   rise  in   gratitude  for  every  victory.

NEW  ENGLAND  SOUTHERN  CONFERENCE. 

While  our  numbers  and  figures  are  not  as  large  as  some,  our  hearts 
arc  cheered  to  know  that  we  have  gaitied  in  number  of  Auxiliaries,  in 
membership,  in  subscriptions  to  IVomaii's  Home  Missions,  and  in  receipts, 
and  that  there  is  a  growing  interest  in  the  work  of  our  Society.

Through  the  ^Nlercy  and  Help  Department  of  the  Junior  League  we  are 
enlisting  the  co-operation  of  the  children. 

A  larger  number  of  public  meetings  have  been  held,  which  have  been 
very  helpful  in  getting  our  work  before  the  people.  These  meetings  have 
been  addressed  by  Mrs.  May  Leonard  Woodruff,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Ellis,  INIrs.  B.  S. 
Potter,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Mansfield,  Rev.  E.  K.  Young.  Mrs.  Everett,  our  Presi- 
dent, has  been  abundant  in  labor,  speaking  at  public  meetings,  and  in 
organizing. 

Beneficiaries  have  been  supported  at  Alaska,  Ritter,  Browning,  Watts 
de  Peyster  Homes,  and  others. 

Many  of  our  Auxiliaries  have  promptly  and  generously  responded  to 
calls  for  supplies  for  our  Homes  and  the  frontier,  the  value  of  the  amount 
sent  this  year  largely  exceeding  that  of  last.  The  experience  of  the  past 
will  aid  in  forming  and  executing  future  plans,  so  that  we  may  be  truly 
progressive  in  every  department  of  our  work.

A  larger  number  of  barrels  and  boxes  than  usual  have  been  sent  to  the 
destitute  and  needy. 

Our  estimable  and  efficient  Conference  President,  Mrs.  Rev.  G.  I/. 
CoUyer,  was  taken  from  us  by  the  transferring  of  her  husband  to  another 
Conference.  Mrs.  A.  S.  Wells,  a  former  Corresponding  Secretary,  w-as  im- 
mediately elected  to  fill  the  office,  which  she  does  faithfully  and  well. 

At  our  Conference  anniversary  we  were  favored  with  the  presence  of 
our  President,  Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk,  who  made  the  address,  giving  to  the 
workers  new  inspiration,  and  winning  many  new  friends  to  the  cause, 
especially  among  the  clergy,  by  her  clear  statements  concerning  the  work 
of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societ}-.  Her  coming  to  us  was  very 
helpful. 

We  shall  try  to  increase  our  number  of  Auxiliaries  during  the  coming 
year.

NEW  JERSEY  CONFERENCE. 

This  is  our  decennial  year,  and  we  have  been  taking  a  retrospect  of 
the  "  da\-s  gone  by,"  and  find  to  our  encouragement  that,  since  our  organ- 
ization in  1885,  we  have  raised  in  cash  and  supplies  |i8,500 ;  $5,000  of  this 
was  supplies.

We  have  made  special  effort  to  increase  the  subscriptions  to  the 
Woman's  Hone  /Missions  by  appointing  a  Conference  agent  for  this  pur- 
pose ;  but  our  record  is  not  satisfactory  as  j-et. 

To  increase  the  interest  and  intelligence  of  our  members,  we  appointed 
at  our  Annual  Meeting  a  Superintendent  of  Literature,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
select  some  one  of  our  mission  fields  each  month,  and  to  furnish  each 
Auxiliary  with  material  for  a  good  program  for  its  meeting.  We  have 
found  this  plan  very  successful. 

The  Conference  anniversary  was  held  on  Sabbath  evening  during  oxw 
Conference  session.  Our  President,  Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk,  presided  in  her 
usual  efficient  manner.  Miss  Josephine  Corbin  and  Mrs.  M.  L.  Woodrviff 
gave  addresses  that  awoke  much  interest,  and  many  kind  words  were 
spoken  of  our  Society. 

The  Annual  Meeting  convened  in  the  city  of  Bridgeton  in  April.  The 
reports  showed  earnest  w'ork  on  the  part  of  devoted  women. 

Miss  Corbin  and  Mrs.  J.  T.  Ellis  gave  Bible  readings,  and  also  made 
the  addresses  of  the  evening.     It  was  a  season  of  great  spiritual  profit.

NEW  YORK  CONFERENCE. 

The  New  York  Conference  Society  celebrated  its  tenth  anniversary 
in  April  last,  and  we  came  up  to  that  occasion  with  grateful  hearts.

There  is  no  doubt  of  this,  our 
work  is  better  known  and  appreciated  in  our  own  Conference  Society,  and, 
we  believe,  strong,  warm  friends  are  turning  their  thought  more  and  more 
towards  us. 

One  feature  of  the  year  was  the  union  meeting  of  four  Conferences —

cluded all  lines  of  work,  and  we  had  a  busy,  profitable  day.  Our  district 
meetings  have  beey  full  of  interest.  We  are  more  and  more  impressed, 
as  we  become  familiar  with  the  membership,  that  it  is  made  up  of  true, 
earnest  women.

Our  Conference  Society  held  its  business  meeting  during  the  session

Mothers' Jewels,  Lucy  Webb  Hayes 
Training-school,  and  the  work  at  Dulce,  New  Mexico.  Our  special  work 
was  the  raising  of  the  salary  of  a  missionary.

Each  district 
held  successful  meetings  during  the  year.

In  closing  up  the  work  of  the  year,  the  continued  growth  of  our  So- 
ciety is  pleasing  to  contemplate. 

With  our  prayers  for  added  blessing,  we  place  our  contributions  in  the 
hands  of  Him  who  multiplied  the  "loaves  and  fishes." 

The  outlook  is  encouraging,  and  we  are  trusting  that,  with  the 
widening  intelligence  among  the  women  of  our  Conference,  we  shall  wit- 
ness a  fruitage  of  increasing  devotion  to  this  field,  "white  unto  the 
harvest."

Financial  depression,  removals,  and  the  inevitable  tug  of  keeping  alive 
the  interests  of  the  monthly  meetings  liave  conspired  to  the  surrender  of 
three  of  our  Societies  the  past  year  ;  but  new  ones  have  been  organized, 
and  some  reorganized.     Several  of  these  are  committees,  but  hold  meetings. 

IMrs.  IM.  E.  Roberts,  of  Lincoln,  Neb.,  has  been  a  wonderful  inspiration 
to  us  in  organizing  and  strengthening  our  work.  Her  sweet  spirit  of  ear- 
nest devotion  to  God  and  this  work,  coupled  with  practical  methods  and 
zealousness,  won  for  the  work  wherever  she  went. 

Each  Presiding  Elder's  District  has  a  full  and  effective  corps  of  ofl5- 
cers,  and  has  held  two  Conventions  during  the  year,  except  in  two  cases. 
These  meetings  are  largely  attended,  and  are  prolific  of  rich  restilts. 

The  services  of  pastors  were  secured  to  represent  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  at  nearly  all  the  Missionary  Conventions  held  on  the 
Presiding  Elders"  Districts  and  Subdistricts,  where  opportunity  was  granted 
for  representation  of  Woman's  Missionary  Societies.  In  several  cases  the 
study  necessary  for  these  ministers  to  represent  the  work  aroused  a  deep 
and  telling  interest,  where  there  had  previously  been  merely  respectful 
kindness  toward  the  work. 

Mrs.  Lottie  Goff,  former  Superintendent  of  Des  Moines  Deaconess 
Home,  gave  the  Anniversarj'  Address,  and  deeply  interested  the  large 
audience. 

Our  special  work  has  been  paying  the  salary  of  Miss  Page,  missionary 
among  Italians  and  factory  girls  at  New  Orleans;  support  of  a  student  in 
the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Training-school  (which  was  mostly  provided  for  by 
Epworth  Leagues)  ;  and  support  of  beneficiaries  in  Ritter,  Peck,  Stickney, 
and  Jesse  Lee  Homes.  « 

]\Iore  mission  supplies  have  been  sent  than  in  any  pre\'ious  year.  (For 
amounts,  also  collection  by  mite-boxes,  as  well  as  cash  sent,  see  Reports  of 
respective  officers  in  Annual  Report.) 

The  Conference  Society  prints  an  Annual  Report,  which  is  given  each 
Conference  and  District  officer,  and  two  are  sent  to  each  Society ;  also  one 
to  each  pastor  where  no  Society  exists. 

Our  fiscal  year  has  been  changed  to  correspond  with  that  of  the  Gen- 
eral Society ;  also  arrangements  have  been  made  to  hold  the  annual 
business-meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  in  June,  in  connection  with 
some  District  Convention  in  the  central  part  of  the  Conference. 

Special  efforts  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  to  secure  renewals 
and  new  subscribers  for  IVoman's  Home  Missions.  The  number  taken  is 
much  larger  than  ever  before. 

The  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer  was  more  generally  observed  this 
year  than  ever  before,  and  is  more  and  more  recognized  as  beneficial  in 
the  broadest  sense  of  the  word. 

The  Home  Mission  Reading  Course  is  more  largely  read  than  ever 
before. 

Special  mention  is  due  our  Conference  President  and  ]Mite-box  Secre- 
tary, Mission  Supply  Secretary,  and  Secretary  of  Young  People's  Work,  who, 
though  new  to  these  duties,  have  given  most  faithful  and  efficient  service.

NORTH  OHIO  CONFERENCE. 

Upon  entering  the  work  of  the  new  year,  we  have  the  failures  of  the 
past  year  to  urge  us  to  greater  watchfulness,  more  earnest  prayer,  and  in- 
creased activity,  and  its  successes  to  lead  us  to  thank  God  and  take  courage. 
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As  a  Conference,  North  Ohio  has  taken  no  backward  steps,  although  but 
one  new  orj^anization  can  be  reported.  An  increased  interest  in  mite- 
boxes  and  beehives  has  been  apparent.  The  money  gathered  thus  is  ap- 
propriated to  the  support  of  Miss  Sophia  Johnson,  of  Holly  Springs.  But 
one  beneficiary  is  supported  in  the  Conference,  although  several  have  been 
aided  by  different  friends. 

The  Conference  has  been  asked  to  take  an  active  part  in  assisting  in 
the  new  Home  to  be  built  at  Asheville,  N.  C. ;  and  to  this  end  we  are  work- 
ing, Mt.  Vernon  District  having  already  pledged  to  furnish  a  room,  as  have 
also  the  TilTm  and  Mansfield  Auxiliaries. 

Our  Annual  Meeting,  held  in  June  at  Mt.  Vernon,  was  a  very  interest- 
ing one,  though  poorly  attended  on  account  of  its  distance  from  most 
points  in  the  Conference.  A  number  of  excellent  papers  were  read,  some 
of  which  have  been  sent  for  to  be  used  in  other  States.  Mrs.  H.  C.  Hedges, 
of  Mansfield,  Ohio,  who  ser\-ed  us  as  Conference  President  so  long  and 
well,  resigned  her  position,  and  Mrs.  D.  Kemble  was  elected  in  her  place. 
We  were  quite  happy  to  have  with  us  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  Superintendent 
of  Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work,  who  told  us  of  the  possibilities  open 
to  young  women  in  the  line  of  Home  Mission  work. 

The  financial  results  for  the  3ear  were  never  better.  The  call  for  sup- 
plies was  most  heartily  responded  to,  not  only  by  our  Auxiliaries,  but  by 
charges  where  no  organization  exists.  The  Supply  Report  reaches  over 
three  thousand  dollars. 

The  Deaconess  Home  of  Cleveland  has  received  a  larger  share  of  at- 
tention from  our  Conference  than  heretofore.  While  we  welcome  this  new 
work,  we  deplore  the  fact  that  in  the  city  itself  the  interest  in  the  regular 
work  seems  to  be  decreasing. 

With  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  charges  in  the  Conference,  and 
about  fifty  Auxiliaries  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societ}-,  one  can 
readily  see  we  have  a  large  field  for  work.

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OHIO  CONFERENCE. 

As  Secretary  of  the  Ohio  Conference  of  the  Woman's  Home], Mis- 
sionary Society,  I  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  for  our  Conference  a  very 
prosperous  and  satisfactory  year's  work  as  compared  with  two  years'ago 
(the  last  year  having  been  a  short  one,  and  an  unfair  basis  for  comparison). 
The  financial  returns  show  an  increase  of  about  twenty- five  per  cent;  and 
the  demand  for  supplies  having  been  unusually  great,  the  amount  raised 
b}'  our  Conference  has  kept  pace  and  been  largely  in  excess  of  anything 
we  have  ever  done  before. 

The  special  brandies  of  the  work  to  which  our  attention  has  been 
drawn  during  the  year  have  been  Ritter  Home,  the  Mexican  work,  Wash- 
ington Training-school,  and  the  Immigrant's  Home  at  New  York.

At  our  Annual  Meeting  in 
March  we  decided  to  have  our  year  close  July  15th,  because  we  desire  to 
have  our  fiscal  year  correspond  with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  National  Society. 

At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  held  in  Williamsport,  our  hearts  were  bleed- 
ing over  the  death  of  our  loved  President,  Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff.  Though  time, 
in  a  measure,  has  healed  the  wound,  we  greatly  miss  her  still.  The 
Conference  desiring  to  show  its  appreciation  of  Mrs.  GofF,  has  decided 
to  raise  an  amount  not  less  than  $5,000,  to  be  called  "The  Eliza  Elliot  Goff 
Endowment  Fund,"  for  deaconess  work  within  the  bounds  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Conference,  in  this  way  to  consummate  her  cherished  desire. 

While  we  are  interested  in  all  deparments  of  work,  our  interest  centers 
around  the  Deaconess  Home.  Our  hearts  wf  remade  glad  on  Donation-day, 
November  28,  1S94,  at  the  Home,  by  the  gift  of  the  adjoining  property, 
609  Vine  street,  valued  at  $9,000,  Colonel  J.  Bennett  being  the  donor. 
March  7th,  at  our  Annual  Meeting,  the  gift  was  sealed  by  the  deed  of  said 
property  being  formalh'  placed  in  our  hands  by  Mr.  Keator,  the  solicitor 
of  our  Society.  In  the  near  future,  we  hope  to  utilize  this  property  in 
such  a  way  as  to  do  the  most  good  to  the  greatest  number. 

Our  deaconesses  are  doing  faithful  work.  During  the  summer,  we  had 
two  from  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  School,  and  they  did  most  efficient  service. 
We  have  also  ]\Irs.  E.  Turne}-  for  Superintendent  of  our  Home. 

The  lunch-room,  started  in  the  Deaconess  Home  for  young  ladies 
from  neighboring  stores  and  factories,  is  still  a  success,  and  is  faithfully 
managed  hy  two  of  our  elect  ladies — Mrs.  Wisham  and  Mrs.  Dowler.  The 
receipts  for  the  3'ear  for  three  and  five-cent  lunches  amounted  to  $2,595.57, 
and  there  were  16,765  lunches  served. 

Our  Immigrant  work  is  increasing.  We  have  a  deaconess  residing 
there,  who  not  only  meets  the  steamers,  but  does  missionary  work  in  the 
neighborhood,  having  schools  in  the  evening  for  boys  and  girls,  and  also 
mothers'  meetings. 

Mrs.  IVIay  Leonard  Woodruff  spent  from  Januarj'  19th  to  30th  inclulsive 
with  us,  making  ten  addresses  in  the  different  churches  in  Philadelphia. 
Mrs.  Woodruff  was  entertained  at  the  Deaconess  Home,  and  we  feel  that 
her  sojourn  there  was  a  great  blessing  to  the  deaconesses  and  all  that 
came  in  contact  with  her.  She  made  it  a  point  to  meet  with  the  3'oung  la- 
dies who,  each  day,  frequent  the  lunch-room. 

District  meetings  have  been  held,  and  our  work  well  represented  at 
the  difFc-reiit  camp-meetings. 

God's  blessing  has  signally  rested  upon  our  efforts  in  this  most  im- 
portant mission,  and  we  should,  in  gratitude  to  him,  reverently  consecrate 
ourselves  anew  to  the  work  and  enter  every  open  door.

ROCK  RIVER  CONFERENCE. 

1.  The  record  of  the  Rock  River  Conference  has  been  sustained  dur- 
ing the  past  year  in  the  various  lines  that  connect  us  with  the  General 
Society. 

2.  Beneficiaries  in  the  Southern  schools  are  still  supported  by  indi- 
vidual donations. 

3.  Alaska  has  been  kept  alive  in  the  thought  of  our  people  with  talks, 
pictures,  and  curios  exhibited  by  Miss  Faulkner,  some  time  resident  at  the 
Jesse  Lee  Home. 

4.  Located,  as  we  are,  at  the  great  beating  heart  of  the  nation,  we  have 
felt  strongly  the  pulsing  of  the  frontier  need,  and  supplies  have  largely 
interested  our  people.  Localities  that  have  no  organized  Home  I\Iission- 
ary  Society  have  sustained  with  liberal  contributions  this  department  of 
our  work. 

5.  Mrs.  Springer  has  again  been  with  us,  doing  efficient  service  as 
organizer.  Last  fall,  on  lier  return  from  the  Annual  Meeting,  she  spent 
some  time  in  Chicago  and  vicinity. 
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6.  In  June,  by  invitation,  she  completed  an  itinerary  arranged  by  the 
Rockford  Society,  doubling  the  number  of  Auxiliaries  on  the  district. 

7.  This,  the  banner  district  of  our  Conference,  has  held  two  Conven- 
tions, of  two  days'  session  each,  with  very  full  and  helpful  programs  of 
exercises,  well  and  ably  carried  out.  A  model  Auxiliary  meeting  and  a 
parliamentary  drill  were  very  entertaining  and  profitable  features  of  one 
of  these  meetings. 

8.  Another  progressive  feature  of  this  district  was  a  missionary  tent 
at  their  camp-meeting,  in  connection  with  the  Foreign  Society,  where  our 
literature  was  on  sale,  and  daily  four-o'clock  meetings  held. 

9.  We  regret  to  say  that,  with  the  close  of  the  year,  the  services  of  Mrs. 
M.  S.  Endlong,  President  of  this  district,  came  to  a  close.  To  her  untir- 
ing effort  and  versatile  mind  is  largely  due  the  successful  progress  of  the 
work  on  this  district. 

10.  Mrs.  Adaline  M.  Smith,  whose  unostentatious  benevolence  out- 
ranks any  woman  of  our  connection  known  to  us,  passed  quietly  away  in 
the  summer.  With  breadth  of  vision,  largeness  of  heart,  and  love  un- 
feigned her  charity  emliraced  all  benevolent  Christian  work,  and  thou- 
sands rise  up  to  call  her  blessed. 

11.  Our  anniversaries  have  been  sustained  at  some  of  the  camp-meet- 
ings, notabl)'  Desplaines,  where  we  are  always  generousU^  welcomed  and 
given  a  half-day.  The  Annual  Meeting  at  Evanston  in  September  was  the 
largest  we  have  held. 

12.  One  feature  that  may  be  helpful  to  struggling  Auxiliaries  has  been 
successfully  carried  out  in  one  of  the  smaller  Churches.  It  is  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Seniors,  young  women,  and  girls,  in  one  Society. 

[3.  We  mark  advance ;  though  it  may  be  gradual.  The  kingdom  of  heaven 
cometh  not  by  observation.  First  the  blade  then  the  ear,  then  the  full 
corn  in  the  ear,  is  the  order  both  of  material  and  immaterial  growth.

uese  work  among  the  women  and  children  in  San  Diego  has  created  inter- 
est and  given  enthusiasm  especiall}'  to  the  Young  People's  work.  Similar 
work  will  be  opened  in  Los  .A.ngeles  early  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Secretaries  of  the  departments  have  done  noble  work,  and  deserve 
more  than  a  passing  notice.  Mrs.  Crist  with  the  literature,  and  Mrs. 
Brown  with  the  mite-boxes,  have  sent  their  silent  forces  throughout  the 
Conference,  precious  seed  that  will  bring  forth  an  abundant  harvest.  Mrs. 
Ross  has  added  Queen  Esther  Circles,  and  the  Juvenile  Department,  under 
the  leadership  of  Mrs.  McLean,  has  grown  to  wonderful  proportions.  These 
girls  and  boys,  gathering  the  gleanings  in  their  bright  silk  bags  and 
painted  barrels,  have  sent  many  dollars  into  the  treasury  this  year.  Ten 
Bands  are  pledged  to  support  the  Chinese  children  in  the  San  Diego  School. 
Our  faithful  Supply  Secretary  could  tell  many  a  touching  story  told  her 
in  confidence  iipon  the  receipt  of  the  blessed  box  or  barrel.  A  large 
amount  of  supplies  have  been  distributed.  Twenty-five  charges  in  the 
Conference  have  assisted  in  this  annex  to  our  Home  Missionary  Society. 

Four  district  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year — two  upon  the 
Los  Angeles  and  two  upon  the  San  Diego  District.  Mass-meetings  have 
been  held  at  the  camp-meetings  at  Garden  Grove  and  Long  Beach. 

The  Conference  Anniversary  occurred  on  Thursday  evening  of  Con- 
ference week.  Rev.  G.  W.  White,  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Los  Angeles  Dis- 
trict, gave  a  grand  address  upon  the  subject  of  "  Our  Conference  Frontier 
Work." 

Our  Annual  Meeting  was  held  October  ist  and  2d,  in  the  P'irst  Church, 
Pasadena,  Cal.,  and  was  well  attended.  Dr.  Harris,  of  the  Japanese  Mission 
in  San  Francisco,  gave  an  able  address  upon  the  "  Oriental  Work  upon  the 
Pacific  Coast,"  on  the  evening  of  the  ist. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  raise  $3,000  the  coming  year,  an 
advance  of  more  than  fooo  over  the  year  previous  ;  also  to  appropriate 
$1,800  for  "  frontier  work,"  and  $300  for  "  Oriental  work."  A  few  changes 
in  the  Executive  Board  were  made.  Mrs.  W.  B.  Abernathy,  who  has  been 
our  faithful  treasurer,  on  account  of  failing  health,  has  been  succeeded  b_v 
Mrs.  L.  M.  Hutton,  of  Los  Angeles.  Mrs.  Crist,  who  has  done  such  valuable 
service  in  distributing  the  literature,  turns  that  department  in  good  run- 
ning condition  over  to  Mrs.  H.  Holbrook,  of  Pasadena.  These  two  loj-al 
Home  Missionary  workers  are  retained  upon  the  Executive  Board,  and 
given  positions  that  will  require  very  little  of  their  time  and  strength,  and 
yet  will  give  the  Board  the  benefit  of  their  wise  counsels. 

While  we  rejoice  at  the  work  already  done,  our  watchword  is  still  on- 
ward, and  we  do  not  intend  to  rest  until  every  Church  in  the  Southern  Cal- 
ifornia Conference  has  a  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  every 
woman  in  this  Conference  is  a  member  ;  na}-,  more,  until  every  young 
woman  and  child  shall  aid  in  bringing  the  heathen  in  our  country  to-

York. 

We  have  contributed  to  the  Albuquerque  building ;  to  the  Dulce 
Chapel ;  to  the  well,  and  toward  the  salary  of  the  interpreter  at  the  Navajo 
Mission.  We  have  painted  Kent  Home  at  an  expense  of  $85,  and  contrib- 
uted smaller  amounts  to  the  Alaskan  and  other  funds.  Over  f6,ooo  worth 
of  supplies  were  sent  out  from  our  Conference  ;  among  them  were  boxes 
of  shoes,  bales  of  cotton  goods,  prints,  etc. 

We  hope  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  new  5'ear  with  renewed  zeal, 
and  a  firm  purpose  to  do  our  best  for  the  cause  of  Home  Missions,  and  the 
work  of  our  Lord.

Our  district  officers  have  done  good  work,  and  a  comparison  of  their 
reports  with  those  of  one  year  ago  shows  a  net  gain  of  50  Auxiliar}^  mem- 
bers, and  more  than  40  Mothers'  Jewels.  Three  have  been  made  life 
members.  More  than  50  names  have  been  added  to  our  subscription-list 
for  Woman^s  Home  Missions.  In  several  places  the  children  have  held 
Alaska  Entertainments  for  the  benefit  of  our  beneficiary  in  the  Jesse  Lee 
Home. 

Although  we  may  seem  to  the  readers  of  our  paper  to  do  comparatively 
nothing  in  the  Supply  Department,  we  have  sent  a  very  liberal  supply 
of  clothing,  fruit,  etc.  Many  charges  with  no  Auxiliary  have  become 
interested  in  this  line  of  work,  and  have  contributed  right  royally  to 
our  needy  preachers  and  to  our  Industrial  Homes. 

Our  special  work  this  A^ear  has  been  the  support  of  our  beneficiaries 
in  the  Stickney  and  Jesse  Lee  Homes. 

Quite  a  sum  has  been  sent  to  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home  and  to  our 
Special  General  Fund,  more  than  |20  to  the  Luc)'  Webb  Hayes  Home, 
and  smaller  sums  to  various  other  objects.  Many  who  are  not  members  of 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  have  contributed  generously  to  its 
support. 

About  $100  has  been  expended  for  deaconess  work  in  our  Conference. 
We  have  three  Presiding  Elders'  Districts.  In  each  has  been  held  an  enthu- 
siastic District  Meeting.  Montpelier  District  has  held  two,  and  is  plan- 
ning a  third. 

From  these  District  Meetings  have  gone  out  influences  very  helpful 
to  our  work.  The  visit  of  our  President,  Mrs.  Fisk,  at  our  Conference 
anniversary  was  an  occasion  of  unusual  interest.  Nothing  daunted  by 
the  pouring  rain,  the  like  of  which  had  never  been  seen  in  Vermont  since 
1869,  a  large  company  assembled  to  hear  her.  She  won  the  hearts  of  all, 
and  held  preachers  and  laymen  alike,  an  interested  audience.  Ma}-  her 
visit  soon  be  repeated  ! 

We  are  planning  large  things  for  the  coming  year.

Too  much  praise  can  not  be  said  of  the  noble  work  done  within  the 
boimds  of  our  Conference  during  the  3'ear,  for  our  ministers  and  others,  by 
our  Home  Missionary  Societies  in  the  East.  It  will  be  a  pleasure  to  them 
to  know  that  through  their  kindness  much  suffering  was  averted,  and  the 
hearts  of  our  noble,  self-sacrificing  ministers  made  lighter  by  the  knowl- 
edge that  their  loved  ones  were  saved  from  distress.  We  shall  still  need 
to  depend  on  the  same  benevolence,  to  a  large  extent,  for  the  coming  winter.

The  Society  of  the  West  Texas  Conference  asks  this  Convention  to 
grant  them  the  building  of  a  school,  to  be  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  at  Oakland,  Texas.  We  have  a  beau- 
tiful site  of  one  and  a  half  acres,  situated  right  in  town,  given  us  by  Hon. 
R.  L.  Smith,  the  Representative  of  Colorado  County.

WEST  WISCONSIN  CONFERENCE. 

I  AM  thankful  to  the  All-wise  Providence  that  the  work  in  the  West 
Wisconsin  Conference  moves  along,  slowly  but  surely.  At  times,  things 
transpire  to  try  our  faith  ;  but  then  we  are  cheered  with  the  thought,  "  The 
Lord  would  have  a  tried  people."  I  would  like  to  report  greater  progress 
in  our  work.  One  great  difficulty  is  to  get  the  people  to  understand  the 
work  and  their  duty  toward  it.  In  this  Conference  there  are  devoted,  lov- 
ing, consecrated  women,  ever  ready  and  anxious  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
aid  in  Home  Missionary  work.  This  Conference  is  largely  a  missionary 
field   and  umch-needed  missionary  work  is  to  be  done  right  here  at  our 
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own  door.  Wisconsin  lias  a  large  foreign  population;  foreigners  of  all 
nationalities  settled  in  colonies  throughout  the  State,  who  care  but  lit- 
tle for  our  laws  or  Government.  They  speak  their  own  language,  have 
their  own  schools,  read  their  own  papers.  They  are  a  hard  class  to  reach 
^\•ith  the  gospel.  Nevertheless,  with  all  seeming  discouragements,  our  re- 
ports show  a  little  increase  over  last  j-ear. 

The  climate  in  the  northern  part  of  this  State  is  very  cold,  and  some 
of  our  ministers  in  that  region  receive  but  very  small  salaries.  They  must 
have  heavy  clothing;  so  appeal  after  appeal  comes  to  our  Auxiliaries  for 
help  for  these  consecrated  men  in  their  work. 

There  have  been  three  new  Auxiliaries  organized  during  the  year.  We 
have  several  Children's  Bands  and  Reading  Circles  The  .Auxiliaries  have 
not  been  given  any  special  work  to  do,  each  sending  her  funds  to  the  de- 
partment of  work  in  which  she  is  most  interested.  Some  have  contributed 
liberally  to  the  deaconess  work. 

Plattes\-ille  is  supporting  a  beneficiar\-in  the  Simpson  Industrial  Home 
at  Orangeburg,  S.  C. ;  also  the  partial  support  of  a  beneficiary  in  the  Ritter 
Home  at  Athens,  Tenn.  Dodge^•ille  and  Fennimore  have  likewise  paid  a 
partial  support  of  a  benefician,-  in  the  Ritter  Home. 

I  have  tried  various  ways  and  methods  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
ministers  of  this  Conference  to  this  much-needed  Home  I\Iissionar\-  work. 
Last  March,  I  sent  to  each  minister  a  circular  letter  kindly  inviting  him  to 
aid  in  this  work  some  way  ;  if  nothing  more,  to  preach  a  sermon  on  Home 
Missions.  Two  replied  by  letter,  one  sending  a  small  donation  of  money  ; 
the  other  telling  of  his  own  need,  and  wanted  aid,  which  he  received. 

I  hope  and  pray  the  outlook  for  Home  Missionary  work  in  this  Confer- 
ence for  the  coming  year  may  be  the  ver\-  best  in  our  historj-.

We  are  quite  unable  to  express  in  words  the  deep  sense  of  gratitude  and 
love  to  our  common  Father.who  has  raised  many  friends  for  our  cause  during 
the  past  year,  and  by  his  gracious  goodness  all  things  have  worked  together 
for  our  benefit.  As  we  review  the  year's  work  in  the  Conference  we  see  an 
increased  interest,  with  more  and  better  work  along  many  lines.  The 
Auxiliaries  have  shown  much  improvement  in  methods  and  promptness. 
The  young  people's  and  juvenile  societies,  including  both  young  ladies 
and  gentlemen  and  boys  and  girls,  have  increased  in  number  and  effective- 
ness, owing  to  the  faithfulness  of  the  Secretary  of  this  department.  Great 
self-denial  and  patient  perseverance  are  practiced  by  these  young  people, 
gi\-ing  promise  of  much  good  work  in  the  dajs  to  come. 

The  work  of  the  District  Secretaries  can  be  spoken  of  only  with  praise. 
The  Mite-box  Secretary  has  been  the  means  of  diffusing  so  much  interest 
in  this  department  that  it  has  found  its  way  into  many  additional  homes, 
and  the  increasing  receipts  show  it  is  not  neglected. 

Our  agent  of  supplies  has  been  untiring  in  her  efforts,  and  in  her 
quiet,  prompt,  systematic  way  has  secured  and  sent  supplies  into  seven 
States  and  two  Territories. 

The  Secretary  for  our  paper.  Hone  3/issions,  reports  the  subscription 
list  slightly  in  advance  of  last  year,  for  which  we  are  thankful. 

The  Local  Department  of  the  Society,  undercharge  and  control  of  the 
Secretary,  has  been  found  to  be  a  wise  expedient. 

Our  district  officers  have  redoubled  their  diligence.  District  meetings 
of  great  value  to  the  cause  have  been  held. 
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The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  New  Castle,  and  was  a  blessed  occa- 
sion. We  were  not  only  honored,  but  our  work  was  greatly  helped,  by  the 
presence  of  our  President,  Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk,  whose  stirring  address  and 
wise  counsels  in  the  business  of  the  Convention  gave  a  new  impetus  to 
the  work  and  spiritual  power  to  the  workers. 

At  the  Conference  Anniversary,  Mrs.  May  Leonard  Woodruff  presented 
the  work  in  a  beautiful  manner  to  a  large  audience. 

In  addition  to  the  pledges  assumed  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  funds 
to  aid  beneficiaries  and  deaconess  work  have  been  collected. 

More  than  a  year  ago  it  was  determined  by  the  Conference  Board  to 
inaugurate  deaconess  work  in  the  city  of  Wilmington,  but  all  efforts  to  se- 
cure a  deaconess  thus  far  have  failed.  We  are  ready  and  waiting,  desirous 
to  begin  at  once  this  most  important  of  Home  Missionary  labor. 

During  the  year  death  has  entered  more  than  one  of  our  happy  homes. 
Mrs.  Annie  King,  President  of  Epworth  Auxiliary,  has  been  taken  from 
us;  and  Rev.  N.  M.  Browne,  the  husband  of  our  beloved  Conference  Presi- 
dent, has  gone  to  his  heavenly  home.  He  was  one  of  our  first  and  best 
friends.  In  his  public  words  and  private  utterances  he  always  expressed 
the  fullest  confidence  in  the  Home  Missionary  Society  and  its  methods  of 
work,  feeling  .sure  that,  carried  out  as  they  were  in  the  spirit  of  Christ, 
they  would  leatl  to  blessed  results.  The  memory  of  his  presence  in  our 
Conference  and  his  interest  in  our  work  will  be  to  all  its  members  a  last- 
ing inspiration.

WISCONSIN  CONFERENCE.

The 
ministers  not  only  commend  our  work,  but  many  of  them  pledge  them- 
selves to  open  the  way  for  organization  wherever  practicable. 

W'e  hope  and  believe,  as  the  need  and  efficiency  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Mis.'^ionary  Society  becomes  known,  the  interest  will  deepen  and  the  obstruc- 
tions disappear.  We  were  allowed,  for  the  third  time,  to  present  our  claims  at 
the  Wisconsin  Conference.  Miss  Elizabeth  Wilson,  of  Appleton,  gave  an 
address  at  otir  anniversary  which  was  an  inspiration  for  new  service.  At 
the  close  of  her  address,  reports  and  papers  were  circulated  among  the 
pastors  and  people.     A  collection  was  taicen  amounting  to  $11.59.

At  our  Conference  Anniversary,  held  at  Carbondale,  Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter 
addressed  a  large  and  appreciative  audience  on  the  work  of  our  Society. 
She  was  followed  by  Dr.  M.  S.  Hard  who  gave  a  ver}'  interesting  account 
of  his  visit  to  the  Industrial  Schools  of  the  South.  At  the  close  of  the 
service,  Mrs.  Potter,  assisted  by  the  Conference  President,  organized  the 
Carbondale  Auxiliary.  Mrs.  Potter  spoke  in  several  of  the  prominent 
Churches  of  the  Conference  with  great  acceptability  and  profit  to  our 
Society. 

We  do  most  earnestly  covet  the  powers  of  mind  and  heart  and  hand  of 
the  women  of  our  Churches  who  have  not  yet  given  themselves  to  this 
work.     The  outlook  for  success  in  the  coming  year  is  most  hopeful.

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REPORTS  FROM  COMMITTEES. 


OF  ORGANIZER  OF  NORTHWEST  IOWA,  DES  MOINES, 
AND  IOWA  CONFERENCES. 

My  appointment  as  organizer  of  Des  Moines  and  Iowa  Conferences,  in 
addition  to  my  own,  dales  from  the  first  Executive  Board  meeting  after  the 
Convention  at  Williamsport.  Correspondence  relative  thereto  occupied 
some  weeks  before  commencing  work  ;  therefore,  this  covers  onh-  eight  or 
nine  months  of  service.  This,  together  with  the  conviction  that  duties 
already  assumed  must  not  be  neglected,  accounts  for  no  more  having  been 
accomplished  by  mA-self  personall}-  in  organizing.  To  the  untiring  and 
efficient  services  of  Mrs.  M.  E.  Roberts,  of  Lincoln,  Neb.,  from  April  to 
September,  belongs  the  credit  of  most  that  has  been  accomplished.  Bj^ 
correspondence  w^ith  pastors  we  made  appointments  for  her  which  were 
filled  with  the  greatest  acceptability,  winning  favor,  members,  and  monc}-  for 
our  Society  even  among  those  previously  indifferent  or  prejudiced  against 
it.  By  zealously  seeking  openings,  and  judiciously  improving  every  avail- 
able opportunity,  she  often  made  appointments  for  herself  to  fill  time 
between  engagements,  or  when  unexpected  hindrances  debarred  filling  the 
appointments  made  for  her. 

One  year  since  Des  Moines  Conference  had  only  four  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Auxiliaries,  and  interest  in  our  work  was  at  a  proportionatelv 
low  ebb. 

The  ground  had  been  thoroughly  cultivated  by  our  Sister  Social)', 
Des  Moines  being  the  home  of  several  of  the  noble  consecrated  women  of 
Des  Moines  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Sociey.  The  Con- 
ference Treasurer  was  the  only  Conference  or  district  officer  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  in  all  that  large,  wealthy  Conference.  We  can 
not  too  much  appreciate  this  dear  sister  who  has  loyally  stood  by  our  So- 
ciety, doing  all  possible  for  it.  To  Mrs.  Holmes,  and  her  worth}-  husband, 
presiding  elder  of  Boone  District,  we  owe  a  lasting  debt  of  gratitude  for 
our  advance  in  that  Conference.  B3-  the  kindness  of  Rev.  Holmes  I  was 
given  place  on  the  program  of  the  District  Conference,  and  June  19th  pre- 
sented the  work  to  the  preachers,  iirging  their  co-operation  and  the  privi- 
lege of  their  pulpits  for  Mrs.  Roberts  in  this  work.  She  organized  twelve 
new  Societies  in  that  district  in  less  than  a  month  afterward. 

To  Mrs.  Roberts  belongs  the  credit  of  the  work  done  in  the  city  of 
Des  Moines,  where  she  organized  two  Auxiliaries,  and  enlisted  much  in- 
terest among  the  young  people  and  those  in  other  Churches,  as  by  per- 
sonal effort  she  secured  opportunities  for  presenting  the  work. 

Mrs.  Roberts  spent  August  in  Iowa  Conference,  working  under  the 
supervision  of  Mrs.  Cowles,  then  Corresponding  Secretary.  The  following  is 
the  summary  of  her  report  of  work  done  in  Iowa:  137  meetings  held; 
secured  687  members  (63  of  these  honorary)  ;  104  subscribers  to  Honian's 
Home  Missions;  614  mite-jugs  distributed;  I53.10  taken  in  collections; 
$53  pledges  ;  50  Auxiliaries  and  committees  organized  and  reorganized. 

Personally  I  have  organized  only  eight  Auxiliaries,  although  by  pttblic 
and   parlor   meetings   and    house-to-house   visitation,   five   Societies  have 
been  saved  that  had  disbanded  or  were  about  to  disband. 
178 
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One  trip  was  made  to  an  important  point  in  Missouri  Conference,  to 
address  a  District  Conference  and  camp-meeting,  by  urgent  request  of  the 
Conference  Secretary,  who  could  not  be  present,  and  knew  not  whom  to  call 
to  her  assistance.  Not  only  public  but  much  personal  work  was  done  on 
this  trip. 

Much  has  been  done  by  pen  in  securing  appointments  for  others  to 
organize,  and  in  giving  instructions  to  the  newly  organized,  without  which, 
I  feel,  it  were  better  not  to  inaugurate  work. 

I  met  the  ladies  of  Des  Moines  City  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Socie- 
ties at  an  all-day  meeting,  gave  the  address  at  that  Conference  Anniversarv, 
and  conducted  tiie  business  meeting  where  a  full  corps  of  Conference  offi- 
cers were  elected,  after  previous  consultation  with  wise  friends  of  our  So- 
ciety-, who  recommended  the  ladies  elected. 

On  my  return  trip  from  the  Executive  Board  meeting  in  April,  I  visited 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Iowa  Conference  to  consult  concerning  the 
work  in  her  Conference,  and  gave  addresses  and  parlor  meetings  at  Burling- 
ton, Mt.  Pleasant,  Albia,  and  Knoxville. 

The  richest  acquisition  that  could  have  been  asked  for  Iowa  Confer- 
ence is  the  added  force  to  the  Conference  Executive  Board  of  the  present 
Corresponding  Secretary.  Mrs.  Dr.  Murphy.  Mrs.  J.  P.  Xegus. 


OX  MITE-BOXES. 


Mite-box  Secretaries  have  been  appointed  in  the  various  Confer- 
ences, Districts,  Auxiliaries,  Circles,  and  Bands,  and  have  become  a  strong- 
hold upon  a  firm  foundation.  The  reports  have  been  made  extgnsivelv 
and  more  systematically.  There  is  yet  room  for  improvement.  KVe  would 
like  to  impress  upon  tlie  minds  of  all  our  co-laborers  that  no  Conference, 
District,  Auxiliary,  Circle,  or  Band  is  thoroughly  organized  unless  there  is 
a  Mite-box  Secretary  at  the  post  of  duty.  S'o  Mite-box  Secretarv  should 
rest  content  until  a  mite-box  has  been  placed  in  the  home  of  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and,  when  opened,  the  amount  of 
col  lections,  reported  to  their  respective  Secretaries.  This  text  should  be 
found  above  every  mite-box:  "  The  Lord  loveth  a  cheerful  giver." 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  mite-boxes  sent  was  11,557.  The 
total  expenditures  for  mite-boxes,  boxing,  expressage,  postage,  etc.,  mite- 
box  labels  (10,000),  and  printing  2,000  blanks  and  2,500  suggestions  were 
$396.86.     Total  receipts  in  cash  for  payment  of  boxes,  and  in  postage,  S44.

OF  THE  PUBLISHER  OF  "WOMAN'S  HOME  MISSIONS." 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  this  body  one  year  ago  : 

Resolved,  Tliat  in  view  of  the  union  of  The  Deaconess  at  Work, 
with  IVonian's  Home  3lissions,  there  be  added  four  pages. 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  the  Conferences  to  make  the  largest  effort 
possible  to  increase  the  subscription-list,  and  that  if  this  fails  to  meet  the 
increased  expense,  the  publisher  be  allowed  to  draw  upon  the  General 
Treasury  for  the  balance  of  expenses  for  this  year. 

Your  publisher  w^as  not  one  who  was  elated  over  the  financial  pros- 
pects of  enlarging  our  publication  and  continuing  the  subscription-price 
at  25  cents.  The  cash  balance  on  hand  insured  our  ability  to  meet  ex- 
penses for  one  year,  but  it  was  feared  we  would  be  greatly  crippled  the  fol- 
lowing year  or  years.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  to 
you  a  subscription-list  increased  by  about  fourteen  hundred  names,  and 
a  cash  balance  on  hand  of  $893  44  ;  the  balance  of  one  year  ago  not  cut 
down,  but  slightly  increased.  We  must,  however,  remember  that  we  have 
had  the  extra  expense  only  eight  months.  The  four  pages  were  not  added 
until  December,  1894,  and  our  fiscal  year  closes  with  July,  1895. 

We  have  had  other  extra  expenses  during  the  year.  The  unexpired 
subscriptions  for  the  Deaconess  at  H  ork  were  filled  out.  If  it  is  your  de- 
sire to  continue  the  four  extra  pages,  then  the  subscriptions  must  continue 
to  increase,  and  the  increase  must  be  greater  the  coming  year  than  the 
past.  As  nearly  as  can  be  estimated,  a  list  of  twenty  thousand  five  hundred 
subscriptions  would  insure  our  expenses.  Mrs.  Spriggs,  Secretary  of  West 
Texas  Conference,  has  secured  by  personal  effort  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
one  subscriptions  the  past  few  months.  This  number  certainly  could  be 
largely  increased  by  one  working  in  more  favorable  quarters,  who,  like 
Mrs.  Spriggs,  feels  the  importance  of  aw'akening  the  zeal,  lying  latent  in 
the  hearts  of  many  women  in  our  Church,  for  home  missions.  Our  editor 
said  last  year  in  her  report :  "  H  Oman's  Home  Missions  made  its  first  ap- 
pearance, Januar}-.  1SS4,  with  six  hundred  pledged  subscriptions — pledged 
by  our  enthusiastic  and  efficient  Conference  Secretaries,  who  have  been 
faithfully  renewing  and   increasing   their   pledges    annually   ever   since." 

We  are  very  thankful  that  each  year  we  have  been  able  to  take  an  ad- 
vance step,  yet  there  is  a  feeling  that  we  have  not  realized  our  possibilities. 
We  can  not  give  to  the  work  our  best  efforts  unless  we  are  informed  of  its 
needs.  Woman's  Home  Missions  is  our  best  source  of  information.  Then, 
too,  there  are  thousands  of  women  in  our  beloved  Methodism  who  know 
little  or  nothing  of  the  great  work  committed  to  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society.  My  correspondence  brings  this  to  my  mind  repeatedly, 
and  I  am  more  and  more  impressed  with  the  importance  of  a  larger  circu- 
lation of  our  paper.  To  give  this  department  more  attention  does  not 
mean  that  the  others  will  suffer;  on  the  contrary,  it  would  give  an  uplift  to 
every  department  of  our  work. 

Nearly  half  the  increase  for  last  j-ear  was  received  during  the  month 
of  December,  1894.  This  must  have  been  the  result  of  the  enthusiasm  car- 
ried home  from  our  annual  session.  Your  publisher  expresses  the  hope 
that  the  zeal  which  brought  such  grand  results  in  December,  1894,  will  be 
at  work  in  December,  1895,  and  each  succeeding  month.  Let  us  pledge 
ourselves  anew  to  a  more  thorough  support  of  this  work  than  ever  btfore. 
Impress  it  upon  the  old  and  new  Auxiliaries  that  our  aim  is  to  secure  all 
members  as  subscribers. 

It  is  desirable  to  have  sample  copies  of  our  paper  on  hand  for  public 
meetings,  camp-meetings,  and  assemblies  where  opportunity  is  given  for 
presenting  our  work.  If  each  Conference  Secretary  will  see  that  a  Com- 
mittee is  appointed  for  such  meetings  within  the  boundaries  of  her  Confer- 
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euce  to  have  charge  of  sample  copies  of  our  paper  and  present  its  claims 
it  will  greatly  advance  the  interests  of  our  work.  The  papers  will  be  sent 
free,  with  the  request  that  they  be  carefully  distributed,  and  a  special 
effort  made  to  secure  subscriptions. 

U'^oman's  Iloiiie  iMissioiis  has  reached  almost  the  close  of  its  twelfth 
year,  and  has  a  subscription-list  of  over  seventeen  thousand.  The  outlook 
for  the  future  is  most  hopeful.  The  paper  never  had  more  enthusiastic 
support  than  it.  has  to-day. 

I  would  here  express  my  recognition  of  the  valuable  ser\-ices  given 
the  past  year  by  our  organizers,  not  overlooking  the  grand  efforts  put 
forth  by  many  Conference  and  Auxiliary  Secretaries.

OF    THE    EDITOR   OF  "  WOMAN'S    HOME    MISSIONS." 

We  are  aware  that,  next  to  the  fact  of  a  demand  for  a  paper,  its  suc- 
cess depends  upon  its  being  made  interesting.  As  that  prince  of  journal- 
ists, Dana,  says  :  "  The  secret  of  successful  journalism  is  to  make  a  paper 
interesting." 

Many  journals  are  for  general  reading.  In  such,  the  editor  has  scope, 
bounded  only  by  bis  genius;  but  missionary  papers,  and  all  others  devoted 
to  a  specialty-,  can  scarcely  be  made  interesting  beyond  the  fields  of  work 
for  which  alone  they  exist.  So  far  from  being  interesting  to  a  woman 
whose  delight  is  in  the  races,  in  yachting,  and  other  amusements,  the  most 
inspiring  missionary  paper  would  be  a  dry  thing  to  her — unintelligible, 
indeed — while  the  sporting  magazine  would  be  eagerly  perused. 

It  is  difficult  for  us  to  see,  for  us  whose  eyes  are  opened,  how  a  mis- 
sionary paper  can  be  a  dry  thing  to  any  thinking  mind.  Having  eyes, 
however,  they  see  not.  One  writing  in  the  Heathen  IVouians  Friend  says: 
"I  dare  say,  we  seem  people  of  one  idea  to  outsiders  ;  but  the  breadth  of  the 
work  we  are  engaged  in  keeps  us  in  touch  wnth  every  other  live  interest." 

We  entered  upon  your  service  in  the  paper  last  year  with  the  usual 
hope  of  making  it  interesting  to  our  own  workers,  many  of  whom  are  "  in 
touch  with  ever)-  live  interest,"  and  to  whom  it  is  therefore  delightful  to 
speak,  whatever  "  outsiders"  may  think.  But  as  an  outsider,  one  gifted 
author,  in  preparing  a  Christmas-da\-  book,  for  a  London  house,  informs 
me  she  has  made  extracts  from  our  columns.     We  think  the  accession  of

the  Deaconess  Department  has  given  enlarged  opportunity  in  a  field  rich 
in  incident  and  suggestion.  Indeed,  if  the  paper  has  been  interesting,  it 
is  you  who  have  made  it  so.  Even  the  Treasurers'  reports,  prepared  with 
so  much  painstaking,  which  look  like  drj'  statistics,  delight  thousands, 
because  they  have  treasure  therein  ;  and  there  their  hearts  will  go.  Mrs. 
Dale's  Supply  Reports  must  read  like  romance,  judging  from  the  clamor 
for  their  appearance  ;  and  Mothers'  Jewels,  a  mere  list  of  children's  names, 
becomes  a  river  of  diamond  light  to  the  e^^es  of  loving  mothers  and  little 
boys  and  girls. 

The  reports  of  Conference,  District,  and  Auxiliary  meetings,  which  I 
am  so  often  asked  to  relegate  to  the  local  or  Church  papers,  have  a  very 
special  attraction  for  the  Secretaries  of  these  departments,  who  are  eager 
to  get  helpful  suggestions  and  know  just  how  somebod}'  else  does  it. 
These  reports  we  have  been  forced,  in  most  instances,  to  cut  short,  giving 
barest  statistics,  with  any  new  plan  or  suggestion  mentioned.  As  these 
meetings  are  constantly  and  regularly  recurring,  we  suggest  to  those  who 
report  them  to  report  only  what  is  necessar}-,  or  what  will  be  helpful  to 
the  whole  Society,  and  other  particulars  report  to  the  local  papers. 

We  requested  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  Secretaries  of  Bureaus 
to  furnish  the  much-needed  information  to  the  paper  from  their  respect- 
ive fields.  Special  numbers  were  assigned  them,  with  some  improvement, 
we  think,  over  former  years;  but  there  is  still  room  for  further  improve- 
ment. Wh}-  should  there  not  be  at  least  a  paragraph  from  every  mission 
while  one  is  fully  represented  in  each  number? 

With  much  profit  and  interest  to  the  Society,  each  number  might  be 
a  special  number.  What  interesting  information  would  a  Utah  number 
contain,  and  how  much  it  is  needed;  or  a  number  on  our  white  work,  or 
any  other  field  ! 

All  have  read  with  interest  the  deaconess  number.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Bureau  may  apply  herself  to  bring  things  old  and  new  out  of  her 
Bureau,  magnif}'  her  office,  and  thus  the  Society  be  treated  to  a  rich  and 
profitable  entertainment  each  month. 

Thanks  are  due  our  faithful  President,  who  has  encouraged  our  work- 
ers b}^  her  timely  and  helpful  letters,  seldoin  omitted. 

The  care  and  labor  of  those  who  have  prepared  our  interesting  and  in- 
structive Concert  Lessons  will  not  be  forgotten  by  a  grateful  Society. 
Very  appreciative  words  regarding  them  come  from  some  of  our  best  Con- 
ferences; and  the  best  appreciation,  is  the  complaints  made  when  a  lesson 
chances  to  fail. 

For  the  sake  of  such  information,  we  think  all  reports  of  meetings,  as 
less  essential,  should  be  as  brief  as  possible.  We  have  tried,  though  with 
limited  space,  to  keep  abreast  with  those  great  interests,  such  to  us,  in 
common  with  our  own  Church  and  all  Churches — finance,  pra3'er,  self- 
denial.     These  great  questions,  so  vital,  we  have  not  neglected. 

Do  you  wish  to  increase  the  circulation  of  your  paper,  do  not  sa}%  It 
is  interesting.  Say,  our  work  is  delightful.  It  will  broaden  your  views, 
enlarge  your  sympathies,  increase  your  intelligence.  And  here  is  our 
little  paper  :  5'^ou  '11  not  be  interested  in  it  at  all  unless  you  are  in  our  work ; 
and  if  you  are,  it  will  be  just  what  you  want.  You  had  better  take  it ;  you 
can't  do  without  it.  And  then  3'ou  might  add  what  is  true  :  if  you  read 
missionary  papers,  you  will  have  a  fair  and  correct  knowledge  of  the 
whole  world. 

This  year.  Woman's  Home  Missions  enters  iipon  its  fourth  quadren- 
nium,  bearing  monllily  its  message  :  "  Blessed  are  ye  that  sow  beside  all 
waters,"  to  seventeen  thousand  women.  Shall  we  not  close  the  cjuadren- 
nium,upon  which  we  enter  in  1896,  with  ten  thousand  more?

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ON  WOMAN'S  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Coinniittee  on  Woman's  Home  Missions  recognize  with  grati- 
tude the  kind  Providence  that  has  guided  us  the  past  year.  Although  en- 
larging our  paper  fotir  pages  without  change  of  price,  we  have  still  reported 
to  you  an  enlarged  subscription  list  and  a  balance  in  the  treasury;  small  in- 
deed, but  large  in  view  of  the  modest  receipts. 

In  February,  the  Committee  issued  a  circular  that  was  sent  through  the 
Corresponding  Secretaries  to  each  Auxiliary,  and  to  this  circular  is  attrib- 
uted part  of  the  increase  of  circulation. 

The  combination  of  the  two  papers,  IVoiiicDi's  Home  Missions  and  Dea- 
coness at  Jl^ork,  has  been  beneficial  in  bringing  to  the  knowledge  of  each 
of  our  members  our  entire  work.  To  our  Deaconess  Homes  there  has  not 
been  quite  the  full  information  of  our  special  work  that  was  possible  with 
a  separate  organ  ;  but  with  the  continuance  of  the  four  pages  to  this  cause, 
and  possibh' a  change  of  manner  of  the  communication  of  each  Home  di- 
rectly with  our  official  organ,  the  needs  may  be  fully  met. 

Your  Committee  would  make  some  recommendations  as  to  the  paper 
the  coming  year. 

In  view  of  the  facts  that  it  has  been  only  by  the  most  rigid  economy 
that  we  have  been  able  to  produce  twenty  sheets  of  reading  matter  twelve 
times  a  year,  and  have  even  a  small  surplus,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  our 
sister  paper,  the  Heathen  IVotnan's  Friend,  through  its  surplus  alone,  has 
started  the  German  Heidenfrauen  Verein,  the  paper  and  literature  fund  in 
India,  and  the  children's  paper,  we  feel  that  our  paper  should  be  made  more 
helpful  to  us,  and  to  this  end  recommend  that  the  present  size  of  the  paper 
remain  the  same  another  year,  and  that  its  price  be  put  at  35  cents;  that 
Mrs.  McCabe,  our  honored  editor,  be  aided  by  having  a  deaconess  assigned 
as  editor  for  the  Deaconess  Department.

ON  PUBLICATION. 


The  Annuai^  Report. — An  addition  of  13  000  copies  of  the  Annual 
Report  was  issued  early  in  January.  Owing  to  the  change  in  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year,  the  Treasurer  was  able  to  complete  her  itemized  report  for 
the  current  year  before  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  so  that  there 
was  no  delay  in  waiting  for  that  document.  There  was,  however,  much 
delay  caused  by  waiting  for  various  reports  that  should  have  been  in  the 
hands  of  the  editor  at  the  very  beginning  of  her  work.  If  the  various  offi- 
cers whose  reports  compose  the  Annual  Report  will  bring  their  manu- 
scripts fully  prepared  to  the  Annual  Meeting,  and,  after  reading,  will  leave 
them  with  the  Recording  Secretary,  that  officer  will  duly  pass  them  over 
to  the  editor  of  the  Annual  Report,  who  will  thus  be  able  to  commence  at 
once  the  work  of  preparing  them  for  the  printers.  We  are  glad  to  note  a 
marked  improvement  in  this  respect,  and  hope  that  hereafter  there  will  be 
little  delay  caused  by  neglect  in  this  respect. 

Leaflets. — The  publishing  of  leaflets  is  under  the  care  of  a  Special 
Committee  that  reports  directly  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  its  report 
is  found  elsewhere  among  the  reports  from  Committees. 

Wom.\n's  Home  Missions. — This  paper  is  also  supervised  by  a  Spe- 
cial Committee,  and  is  not  under  the  care  of  the   Publishing   Committee. 

Miscellaneous  Items. — The  printing  of  miscellaneous  matter,  such 
as  blank  forms  for  the  reports  of  the  various  departments,  mite-box  labels, 
and  such  other  helps  as  have  been  found  necessary  for  the  furtherance  of 
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the  work,  involves   much   labor   and  expense,  and  the  bills  therefor  make 
quite  a  large  item  in  the  Treasurer's  account.

5.  That  the  first  issue  be  6,000  copies. 

6.  That  Miss  Martha  Van  Marter  be  editor. 

7.  That  Miss  Mary  Belle   Evans   be  publisher,   and  that  the  paper  be 
published  at  Delaware,  Ohio.  '  Mrs.  F.  S.   Hoyt,   Chairman.

The  remaining  $400  has  been 
paid  over  to  the  Treasurer. 

Sarah  J.  Knox  Est.ate,  Manson,  Iowa. — By  the  will  of  Sarah  J.  Knox, 
late  of  ISIanson,  Iowa,  we  are  given  the  sum  of  $200.  On  this  bequest  $135 
was  paid  us  by  the  executor  last  month,  and  it  is  expected  that  we  will 
receive  the  balance  soon. 

Andrew  Crooks  Estate,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. — We  have  recently  learned  that 
our  friend,  Andrew  Crooks,  late  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  has  given  us,  b}'  his  will, 
the  sum  of  $600,  to  be  paid  after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Crooks,  who  has  a  prior 
life  interest  therein.  We  are  designated  in  the  will  as  the  "  Home  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  ;"  but  it  was  clearly  in- 
tended for  our  Societ}-,  and  we  know  of  no  one  who  contests  the  fact.

AvEiviNE  Mattison  Est.\te,  Cazenovia,  N.  Y. — This  good  sister  by  her 
will  leaves  us  a  legacy-  of  $ux),  but  did  not  leave  sufficient  estate  with  which 
to  pay  all  her  bequests  ;  hence  the  amount  which  we  will  receive,  will  un- 
dergo some  reduction.

ARTICLE  I.-Name. 


This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

ARTICLE  Il.-Objects. 

The  aim  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  enlist  and  organize  the  efforts  oi 
Christian  women  in  behalf  of  the  needy  and  destitute  women  and  children 
of  all  sections  of  our  country,  without  distinction  of  race,  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  other  societies  and  agencies  of  the  Church  in  educational  and  mis- 
sionary work. 

ARTICLE  III.— Organization. 

Section  1.  The  oflScers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  five  Vice- 
presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and 
twelve  Resident  Managers,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  reside  in,  or  not  remote  from,  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  in 
the  city  of  Cincinnati,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and  shall  consist  of  the 
General  Executive  Board,  together  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
one  delegate  from  each  Conference. 

Sec.  3.  The  work  of  the  Annual  Session  shall  be : 

(1.)  To  elect  the  General  Executive  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(2.)  To  take  into  consideration  the  demands  of  the  entire  work  of  the 
Society,  designating  fields  of  labor,  examining  the  reports  of  missionaries 
already  employed,  and  selecting  beneficiaries ;  to  estimate  the  needs  of  the 
mission  fields,  determine  the  amounts  to  be  raised,  and  to  devise  means  for 
carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  Society;  to  appropriate  its  receipts  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  purposes  and  methods  herein  indicated  ;  to  arrange  with 
the  several  Conference  Secretaries  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  each  Con- 
ference, and,  until  such  time  as  the  conference  organizations  are  complete, 
to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  place  of  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  conference  work  in  the  several  Conferences. 

(3.)  To  transact  any  other  business  that  the  interests  of  the  Society  may 
demand ;  provided  all  its  plans  and  directions  shall  be  in  harmony  with 
this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  General  Executive  Board  oc- 
curring ad  interim  the  place  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  General  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  oftener, 
at  the  call  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  seven  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Sec.  6.  The  duties  of  the  General  Executive  Board  shall  be : 

(1.)  To  execute  all  orders  of  the  Board  of  IManagers. 

(2.)  To  determine  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Board. 

(3.)  To  administer  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society  between  the  annual 
sessions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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Sec.  7.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-presidents,  and  Recording  Sec- 
retary sluill  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  such  officers. 

Sec.  8.  The  duty  of  the  Coi  responding  Secretary  shall  be  to  make  her- 
self acquainted  with  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  mission-field,  to 
correspond  with  missionaries  and  with  the  Conference  Secretaries,  and  to 
furnish  the  Conference  Boards  with  all  needful  information ;  also  to  secure 
from  them  the  details  of  their  work,  which  will  be  necessary  to  make  quar- 
terly reports  to  the  Executive  Board  and  annual  reports  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  concerning  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  mission-field,  and  pub- 
lish the  same  for  the  information  of  the  membership. 

Sec.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  Society,  report  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  pay  only  such 
bills  as  it  shall  direct,  each  order  being  signed  by  the  President  and  Re- 
cording Secretary,  and  she  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  funds  in  her 
hands  as  the  Executive  Board  may  approve.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the 
accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  competent  person  selected  for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Conference  Organization. 

Section  1.  A  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  all  the  Auxiliary  Soci- 
eties in  a  given  Conference,  together  with  a  Conference  Executive  Board. 
It  shall  take  the  name  of  the  Conference  in  which  it  is  located. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  a  President,  one 
Vice-president,  and  one  or  more  Managers  from  each  presiding  elder's  dis- 
trict, a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  (the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  may  also  be  the  Treasurer).  These  officers  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Conference  Society  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  hold  office  till 
others  are  chosen. 

Sec  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be: 

To  co-operate  in  plans  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Society 
within  the  Conference  bounds ;  to  provide  for  an  Annual  INIeeting  and 
arrange  anniversary  exercises;  and  to  transact  any  other  business  that  the 
interests  of  the  Society  may  demand,  provided  its  action  is  in  harmony 
with  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  (1.)  The  duties  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary  shall 
be  such  as  usually  appertain  to  their  respective  offices,  and  to  co-oj)erate 
with  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Vice-presidents,  Managers,  and  Treasurer 
in  organizing  and  conducting  the  work. 

(2.)  The  duties  of  the  Vice-presidents  and  Managers  shall  be  to  organ- 
ize Auxiliaries  in  their  respective  districts,  and  by  all  proper  means  to 
awaken  missionary  interest  and  zeal. 

(3.)  The  duties  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  the 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference  ;  to  endeavor  to  interest  ministers  and 
ladies  in  the  work  of  the  Society ;  to  organize  Auxiliary  Societies  in  the 
various  charges  in  the  Conference,  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  effect  a 
Conference  organization  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  ;  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society  with  the  General  Executive  Board,  with 
Auxiliary  Societies  within  the  Conference,  with  such  missionaries  in  the 
field  and  Ijeneficiaries  in  the  schools  as  are  supported  by  the  Conference  ; 
to  forward  quarterly  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board  a  full  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  Society,  and  to 
present  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(4.)  The  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  who  ma}'  also  be  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, shall  be  to  receive  and  forward  all  funds  of  the  Society  monthly,  keep- 
ing a  book  account,  and  to  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Executive  Board. 
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,  Sec.  5. — Special  Work. — Individuals,  Auxiliaries,  or  Conference  Societies 
mav,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Conference  Board  and  of  the  General 
Executive  Board,  select  special  fields  of  labor,  and  provide  for  the  support 
of  missionaries  therein  employed,  and  they  may  also  educate  beneficiaries 
selected  by  themselves. 
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ARTICLE  v.— Auxiliary  Societies. 


Section  1.  Ten  or  more  women  who  shall  organize  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries,  and  pay  their  annual  dues,  thereby  be- 
come a  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  are  entitled  to  one 
delegate  to  the  Annual" Meeting  of  the  Conference  Board.  And  the  pastor 
shall  report  the  collections  of  this  Society  at  the  Annual  Conference. 

Sec.  2.  Auxiliary  Societies,  or  local  Committees,  when  there  is  no  Con- 
ference Society  yet  established,  shall  report  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
appointed  by  the  General  Executive  Board.  When  there  is  no  Secretary 
in  the  Conference  within  the  territorial  bounds  of  which  they  are,  they  shall 
report  to  the  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board.', 

ARTICLE  VI.-Membership. 

[The  payment  of  one  dollar  annually  shall  constitute  membership,  and 
twentj'  dollars  life  membership.  Any  person  paying  one  hundred  dollars 
shall  become  an  Honorary  Manager  for  life,  and  the  contribution  of  three 
hundred  dollars  shall  constitute  the  donor  an  Honorary  Patron  for  life./ 

ARTICLE   VII.— Relations  to  Other  Branches  of  Church  Worl<. 

Section  1.  This  Society  will  engage  exclusively  in  missionary  labor  in 
our  own  land,  and  it  will  work  in  harmony  with  the  connectional  societies 
of  the  Church. 

a.  The  appointment,  employment,  and  remuneration  of  its  mission- 
aries shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

b.  The  fields  of  labor  and  the  general  plans  and  designs  of  work  of  this 
Society  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
]\Iissionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

c.  All  the  missionaries  supported  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  shall  labor  under  the  direction  of  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary 
Society,  and  if  in  a  mission,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions that  govern  the  other  missionaries  in  that  particular  mission. 

Sec.  2.  The  funds  of  the  Woman's  Home  ^lissionary  Society  shall  not 
be  raised  by  collections,  nor  by  subscriptions  taken  during  any  regular 
Church  service,  nor  in  Sunday-schools,  but  shall  be  raised  by  securing 
members,  life  members,  honorary  members,  managers,  and  patrons,  by  col- 
lections taken  in  audiences  convened  in  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  by 
other  methods  (such  as  fairs,  festivals,  lectures,  etc.)  which  will  not  inter- 
fere with  the  collections  and  contributions  for  the  treasury  of  the  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  ;  and  the  amounts  so  col- 
lected shall  be  reported  to  the  Annual  Conference  through  the  preachers  in 
charge,  in  order  that  they  may  be  entered  among  the  benevolent  collections 
and  published  in  the  Annual  and  General  ^linutes. 

Sec.  3.  The  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  may 
act  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  all  matters 
of  legacies,  and  in  holding  for  it  real  estate  or  other  trusts,  as  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  may  desire. 

Sec.  4.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Scs^iety,  which  determines  its  work  for  the  year,  shall 
be  so  arranged  that  its  plans  may  be  submitted  to  the  authorities  of  the 
Missionary  Society  for  approval,  at  their  Annual  Meeting  in  November. 
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ARTICLE   VIII. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  by  the  General  Conference.  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  may  be  i)roposed  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  a  three- 
months'  notice  of  the  proposed  change  having  been  sent  to  each  Conference 
organization,  and  published  in  the  Church  papers. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

I. 

ANNUAL     IvlEETXNG. 

1.  The  Chairman  and  the  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  unless  this  has  been  done  at  a  previous  Annual  INIeeting. 

2.  A  committee  of  five,  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board,  shall  pre- 
pare a  program  of  exercises  and  an  order  of  business  for  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing. They  shall  see  that  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  are  announced  in 
all  the  Church  papers. 

3.  All  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  uominated  by  informal  ballot, 
and  elected  in  open  session. 

4.  The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  shall  consist  of  the 
President  of  the  Society,  the  Chairman  of  the  General  Executive  Board, 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the 
Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  together  with  the  Conference  Secretaries  present  af 
any  Annual  Meeting,  and  five  other  persons  chosen  by  the  Annual  Meeting. 

II. 

BUREAUS. 

1.  Our  mission-fields  and  departments  of  work  shall  be  placed  in 
charge  of  Bureaus,  each  consisting  of  a  Secretary  and  Assistants. 

2.  Each  Bureau  shall  have  the  entire  responsibility,  in  its  own  field, 
of  executing  all  the  plans  and  applying  all  the  funds  as  ordered  by  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Managers,  and  supervised  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

.3.  Each  mission  shall  be  placed  under  the  special  supervision  of  a 
committee  of  ladies  nominated  by  the  Conference  Society  or  Societies  most 
immediately  interested*  in  the  mission,  and  elected  by  the  General 
Executive  Board.  These  committees  shall  report,  quarterly  or  oftener  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition 
and  needs  of  the  work  in  their  charge. 

4.  Each  Bureau,  except  Supplies  and  Local  Missionary  Work,  shall  consist 
of  its  Secretarv  and  the  Committees  in  charge  of  the  work  within  itsliounds. 

5.  The  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  shall  be  to  co-operate  with 
these  committees  in  the  management  of  the  work,  secure  conformity  to  the 
rules  approved  by  the  General  Board  of  Managers  for  mission  work,  and 
give  a  detailed  report  quarterly  or  oftener  to  the  General  Executive  Board. 

^  6.  The  Bureaus  shall  be  (1)  East  Southern  States;  (2)  East  Central 
States ;  (3)  West  Central  States ;  (4)  West  Southern  States ;  (5)  Texas ;  (6} 
New  Mexico  and  Arizona  (Spanish) ;  (7)  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  (Indian), 
(8)  Mormons;  (9)  Indians;  (10)  Alaska;  (11)  Mission  Supplies;  (12)  Local 
Missionary  Work;  (13)  Young  People's  Work;  (14)  Home  Missionary 
Reading  Circle  and  Lectures  ;  (15)  Immigrants;  (16)  Deaconess  Work. 

7.  The  Bureau  for  the  East  Southern  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secre- 
tarj',  and  two  or  more  ladies  from  each  of  these  States,  Georgia  and  Florida. 

8.  The  Bureau  for  the  East  Central  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary 

*The  Conference  or  Conferences  assuming  the  financial  responsibility. 
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and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States:  North  Carolina 
and  South  Carolina. 

9.  The  Bureau  for  the  West  Central  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary 
and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States :  Kentucky,  Ten- 
nessee and  Alabama. 

10.  The  Bureau  for  the  West  Southern  States  shall  consist]of  its  Secretary 
and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States :  Mississippi,  Louis* 
iana,  and  Arkansas. 

11.  The  Bureau  for  Texas,  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  (Spanish),  Ne\l 
Mexico  and  Arizona  (Indian),  the  Mormons,  the  Indians,  and  Alaska  shall 
each  consist  of  its  Secretary  and  three  or  more  ladies. 

12.  The  Bureau  for  Mission  Supplies  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary  and 
such  assistants  as  she  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary,  and  the 
Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

13.  The  Bureau  for  Immigrants  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary,  and  two  or 
more  ladies  from  each  city  in  which  our  Missions  are  established.  The 
work  of  this  Bureau  shall  be  the  establishment  and  care  of  Homes  and  In- 
dustrial Schools  for  Immigrant  women  and  girls,  and  also  the  care  of  the 
Italian  Work  in  New  York  City. 

14.  The  Bureau  for  the  Home  Missionary  Reading  Circle  and  Lectures 
shall  be  composed  of  a  Secretary  and  two  or  more  ladies,  and  a  Co-opera- 
tive Committee  consisting  of  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

15.  The  Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary,  and 
ladies  from  each  locality   where  a  Deaconess  Home  may  be  established.* 

16.  The  Bureau  for  Local  Missionary  Work  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary 
and  such  assistants  as  she  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary. 

17.  The  work  of  this  Bureau  shall  comprise  the  supervision  of  mission 
■work  in  our  large  cities  and  towns,  as  inaugurated  or  carried  forward  by 
our  auxiliaries  in  harmony  with  the  local  Church  authorities,  pastors  and 
official  Boards  ;  the  support  of  Industrial  Schools,  for  instruction  in  relig- 
ion, morals,  temperance,  and  the  elementary  industries ;  and  the  employ- 
ment of  Bible-readers  for  general  missionary  work  among  the  neglected 
women  and  children. 

18.  Local  missionary  work  for  which  credit  for  money  expended  is  given, 
shall  be  entered  upon  only  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Executive 
Board,  after  a  formal  application  for  permission  to  undertake  such  work 
through  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Local  Missionary  Work. 

19.  All  persons  employed  as  missionaries  in  these  fields  shall  be  subject 
to  all  the  rules  relating  to  testimonials  as  to  fitness,  and  to  furnishing 
reports  of  work,  that  are  applicable  to  missionaries  in  our  other  fields. 

20.  The  Funds  used  for  the  support  of  this  city  work  shall  be  raised  for 
that  special  purpose,  and  by  such  methods  as  shall  not  diminish  the  amount 
that  would  otherwise  be  contributed  to  the  general  treasury. 

21.  Churches  and  individuals  furnishing  supplies  to  meet  the  needs  of 
organized  Local  Missionary  Work  may  be  credited  for  the  same  through 
the  authorized  channels  in  the  Bureau  of  Supplies. 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  of  Young  People's  Work  to 
awaken  and  sustain  interest  in  Young  Ladies'  and  in  Juvenile  Societies. 

23.  All  Secretaries  of  Bureaus  shall  be  nominated  by  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board,  and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

24.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Bureaus  of  Supplies,  of  Local  Missionary 
Work,  of  Young  People's  Work,  of  Home  Missionary  Reading  Circle,  of 
Immigrants,  and  of  Deaconess  Work,  may  nominate  the  members  of  their 
Bureaus,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

III. 
FINANCE. 
1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  end 
the  15th  of  July. 

*The  work  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Methodist  Disci- 
pline, ^  ^  207-212,  page  126. 
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2.  Auxiliary  Societies. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  aud  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports,  as  specified  in  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries  4 
and  6,  September  15th,  December  15th,  March  15th,  and  June  15th.    » 

3.  Conference  Societies. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports  as  prescribed  in  the  Constitution,  Article 
IV,  Sections  8  and  4,  October  15th,  January  15th,  April  loth,  and  July  15th. 

4.  General  Executive  Board. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  fur- 
nish the  reports  specified  in  the  Constitution,  Article  III,  Section  8,  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  15th  of  October,  Januar}',  April,  and  July. 

5.  All  moneys  raised  for  the  Society  must  be  sent  by  the  Auxiliaries  to 
the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  thence  forwarded  to  the  General  Treasurer, 
and  whenever  held  by  either  of  these  officers,  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank- 
ing institution  in  the  name  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 
Money  to  be  expended  for  missionary  supplies  for  frontier  or  Southern 
work  must  in  all  cases  be  raised  as  a  special  fund  for  this  work. 

6.  Moneys  shall  not  be  collected  by  the  employes  of  the  Society  for 
any  special  purpose,  unless  such  collection  is  authorized  by  the  Board,  and 
the  purpose  approved ;  and  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  Gen- 
eral Treasury,  and  be  regularly  appropriated  therefrom. 

^  7.  All  missionaries,  superintendents  of  Industrial  Schools,  and  teach- 
ers in  the  employ  of  the  Society  shall  present  to  the  Board  through  the 
Secretaries  of  their  respective  Bureaus  (not  later  than  September  10th  of 
each  year)  carefully  prepared  estimates  for  their  work  for  the  coming  year. 

8.  Each  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  is  requested  to  come  to 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Managers  prepared  to  say  what  work 
her  Conference  will  support  for  the  coming  year. 

9.  With  a  view  to  protect  this  Society  against  any  embarrassments  that 
might  possibly  grow  out  of  unauthorized  engagements  or  pledges  in  respect 
to  the  funds  or  the  operations  of  the  Society,  it  is  hereby  ordered : 

(1.)  That  no  officer  of  the  Society,  no  Auxiliary  or  Conference  Society 
shall  contract  for  the  purchase  of  property,  or  undertake  any  special  work 
(other  than  local  work  within  its  own  territory)  without  the  approval  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  this  Society,  expressed  in  writing  and  duly 
certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Chairman  and  the  Recording  Secretary  of 
said  Board. 

(2.)  That  if  the  special  work  proposed  to  be  undertaken  shall  be  the 
erection  of  a  building  or  buildings,  whether  for  religious,  benevolent,  or 
educational  purposes,  the  erection  of  the  same  shall  not  be  begun  nor  con- 
tracted for  until  the  money  that  will  be  required  for  the  completion  thereof 
shall  have  been  paid  into  the  General  Treasury  of  this  Society  or  fully  pro- 
vided for,  nor  until  the  erection  of  the  said  building  or  buildings,  and  all 
the  plans  and  contracts  relating  to  the  same,  shall  have  been  approved  by 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  this  Society  in  the  manner  specified  in  the 
foregoing  paragraph. 

IV. 
BUILDINGS  AND  CARE  OK   HOIVIES  AND  SCHOOIiS. 

1.  The  erection  of  all  buildings  for  Home  and  school  w'ork  shall  be 
under  the  care  of  a  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Bureau  having 
charge  of  the  work.  This  committee  shall  determine  the  site,  select  the 
plan,  let  the  contract,  supervise  the  erection,  and  accept  the  work,  suljject 
to  the  approval  of  the  General  Executive  Board  tli rough  the  Secretary  of 
the  Bureau. 

2.  The  furnishing  of  Industrial  Homes  and  schools  shall  be  plain, 
simple,  and  economical,  and  as  carefully  adapted  to  circumstances  as  pos- 
sible. The  purchases  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Bureau  in 
charge,  and  the  property  shall  belong  to  the  Society.  It  shall  be  carefully 
marked,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  an  inventory  of  property,  and  a  state- 
ment of  its  condition,  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Board  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Home. 
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3.  Each  Industrial  Home  shall  be  under  the  care  of  a  Superintendent, 
M-ho,  together  with  the  teachers  of  the  school,  shall  be  elected,  employed, 
and  paid  by  the  General  Executive  Boaid. 

4.  All  the  employes  of  the  Board  shall  make,  directly,  or  through  their 
superintendents,  as  they  shall  be  instructed,  monthly  reports  of  their  work, 
as  per  blank  provided,  sending  one  copy  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  another  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  in  charge  of  the  field. 

5.  Since  the  conversion  and  spiritual  growth  of  those  for  whom  we 
labor  is  the  object  of  all  effort,  our  instructors  are  required  to  work  dili- 
gently and  methodically  to  that  end,  through  family  worship,  school 
instruction,  personal  appeal,  and  social  means  of  grace,  endeavoring  at  all 
times  to  develop  sound  anil  strong  character. 

6.  Pupils  of  all  ages  may  be  admitted  to  our  Industrial  Schools.  It  shall 
be  the  aim  in  these  schools  to  provide:  (1.)  Such  social  and  moral  training 
as  shall  tend  to  make  good  neighbors  and  good  citizens;  (2.)  When  neces- 
sary, the  rudiments  of  education — reading,  writing,  and  keeping  simple 
accounts  ;  (3.)  Such  domestic  instruction  as  shall  fit  girls  to  care  for  a  house, 
and  prepare  plain  meals  properly  and  economically;  (4.)  Instruction  in 
dress-making  and  cutting,  making  and  mending  the  plain  garments  of  ordi- 
nary wearing  appurel ;  (5.)  Tuition  in  nursing — the  care  of  the  sick;  (6.) 
Kindergarten  and  kitchen-garden  training;  (7.)  Instruction  in  the  cultiva- 
tion of  vegetables,  fruits,  and  flowers. 

7.  It  shall  be  our  aim  to  provide  a  library  for  each  Industrial  Home  and 
school,  to  which  pupils  may  have  daily  access. 

V. 

r/IISSIONARY    INTELLIGENCE. 

1.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board  to  publish  letters  from  missionaries,  circulars  relating  to  the 
various  Bureaus,  and  kindred  matter  that  will  help  auxiliaries  sustain  their 
interest  in  our  work ;  and  to  send  such  information  out  upon  application, 
for  use  in  Conference,  District,  and  Auxiliary  meetings. 

2.  Tiie  Recording  Secretary'  shall  give  to  the  public,  through  the  Church 
papers,  a  condensed  report  of  such  proceedings  of  each  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  as  will  be  of  interest  to  our  workers  or  to  the  general 
public. 

VI. 

rvIISSIONARY  CA^NDIDAXES. 

I.  Persons  who  offer  themselves  for  employment  by  the  Society  must 
give  satisfactory  answers  to  the  following  questions  : 

1.  Do  you  feel  that  you  are  moved  by  the  love  of  souls  and  the  provi- 
dence of  God  to  take  upon  j'ou  the  work  of  a  Home  Missionary? 

2.  Have  you  an  experimental  knowledge  of  salvation  through  the 
atonement  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.'' 

3.  Do  you  believe  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
as  set  forth  in  Part  I,  Chapter  I,  of  the  Discipline? 

4.  When  and  where  were  j'ou  born  ? 

5.  What  are  your  domestic  relations  and  obligations? 

6.  Have  you  a  thorough  English  education  ? 

7.  In  what  schools  have  you  taught  and  how  long? 

8.  Have  you  knowledge  of  music,  either  vocal  or  instrumental. 

9.  Can  you  cut  and  fit  dresses  and  teach  sewing  and  millinery  ? 

10.  Are  you  able  to  give  instructions  in  housekeeping,  including  cooking? 

11.  Have  you  had  experience  in  the  care  of  the  sick? 
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II.  The  candidates  must  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials  to  the  follow- 
ing facts:  (1)  Membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church;  (2)  Chris* 
tian  zeal  for  the  salvation  of  souls,  (8)  Good  health  ;  (4)  Educational  fitness; 
(5)  Ability  to  give  instruction  in  the  common  domestic  industries;  (6)  Apt- 
ness to  teach. 

2.  Each  candidate  is  requested  to  write  a  letter  giving  a  brief  sketch 
of  her  life  and  her  call  to  the  work,  which,  with  her  photograph,  is  to  be  sent 
with  her  testimonials. 

3.  The  testimonials  of  a  missionary  candidate  shall  be  considered  and 
passed  by  her  Conference  Board  before  they  are  brought  to  the  Committee 
on  .Missionary  Candidates. 

I  4.  When  a  candidate  has  been  accepted  by  the  General  Executive 
Board,  she  may  be  appointed  on  nomination  of  a  Bureavx  to  a  mission  field. 

5.  New  missionaries  may  be  appointed  by  the  General  Executive  Board 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  respective  Bureaus  at  any  time  during  the 
year. 

6.  The  General  Executive  Board  shall  set  apart  the  last  Saturday  in 
May  for  a  special  examination  into  the  work  of  the  missionaries  during  the 
year,  and  appointments  for  the  coming  year  shall  then  be  made^ 

7.  A  missionary  shall  receive  her  traveling  expenses  from  her  home  to 
her  field  of  labor;  also,  her  return  expenses  when  she  is  recalled  by  the 
General  Executive  Board,  and  her  salary  from  the  time  of  arrival  in  her 
field.  This  salary  shall  be  paid  monthly,  not  to  exceed  $40  per  month. 
She  shall  also  be  allowed  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  postage. 

VII. 
YOUNG   PEOPLE^'S   WORK!. 

1.  Young  persons  over  sixteen  years  of  age  may  be  organized  into 
Mission  Circles  under  the  general  rules  governing  Ladies'  Auxiliaries,  with 
a  membership  fee  of  not  less  than  fifty  cents  per  annum.  They  may  be 
under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  some  adult  lady,  and  are  recom- 
mended to  choose  some  special  name. 

2.  Young  persons  under  sixteen  may  be  organized  into  Juvenile  Bands 
under  the  Constitution  already  provided. 

3.  Children  under  six  years  of  age  may  be  enrolled  as  Mother's  Jewels 
on  the  payment  of  ten  cents. 

VIII. 

ANdENDlVIENTS. 

Theae  By-laws  may  be  amended  or  suspended  at  any  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Society ;  due  notice  of  changes  proposed  must  be  given  during  the 
first  three  days  of  such  meeting. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  GENERAL  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 

[NOTE.—Under  the  laws  of  incorporation  of  the  Stats  of  Ohio,  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  body  incorporated  constitutes  a  quorum.  Therefore  eleven  is 
the  legal  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Woman 's  Home  Missionary  Society .1 

1.  The  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  held  the  last  Friday 
of  each  month.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  and 
Recording  Secretary,  due  notice  being  given. 

2.  A  quarterly  meeting  shall  be  held  the  last  Saturdav  in  January,  April, 
and  September,  at  such  places  as  the  Board  shall  designate.  Written  reports 
shall  be  presented  by  the  Corresponding  Secretarv,  the  Treasurer,  the  Sec- 
retaries of  the  Bureaus,  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  notify  each  member  of  the  time  and 
place  of  all  meetings,  regular  and  special. 

4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a  Chairman 
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and  the  requisite  Standing  Committees  at  its  first  meeting  next  succeeding 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

5.  The  Executive  Board  shall  appoint  a  Business  Committee  of  seven,  to 
consist  of  the  President,  Corresponding  vSec'y,  Recording  Sec'y,  Treasurer, 
and  three  other  members  of  the  Board,  with  power  to  transact  business  for 
the  Board  in  the  intervals  of  the  monthly  meetings.  This  committee  shall 
report  all  its  action  at  the  regular  meeting  next  succeeding  such  action. 

6.  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  Conference  Societies,  in  attendance  upon 
any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote. 

7.  The  Order  of  Business  and  Rules  of  Debate  shall  be  as  follows:  (1.) 
Singing,  reading  of  Scriptures,  prayer ;  (2. )  Reading  of  minutes  of  last  meet- 
ing; (3.)  Reports  of  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Secretaries  of  the 
Bureaus,  Standing  Committees;  (4.)  Reports  of  Special  Committees;  (5.) 
Unfinished  business ;  (6.)  Resolutions  for  discussion  shall  be  presented  in 
writing;  (7.)  Ladies  speaking  shal?  rise  and  address  the  chair. 

8.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees:  (1)  Business; 
(2)  Beneficiaries;  (3)  Missionary  Candidates;  (4)  Annual  Meeting;  (5)  Pub- 
lication; ((i)  Leaflets;  (7)  "Woman's  Home  Missions  "  ;  (8)  Transportation; 
(9)  Mite  Boxes. 

9.  These  By-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  notice  of  the  desired  change  hav- 
ing been  given  at  the  preceding  meeting.  They  may  be  suspended  at  any 
regular  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  GONFERENGE  SOGIETIES. 


1.  The  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Soci- 
eties shall  call  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  when  the  exigencies  of-  the 
work  demand  it,  and  shall  also  determine  the  date  and  place  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  and  arrange  for  anniversary  exercises,  unless  these  items  have  been 
provided  for  by  previous  action  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

2.  The  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  shall 
include  reports  from  the  Recording  and  the  Corresponding  Secretaries,  the 
Treasurer,  and  the  District  Secretaries ;  the  election  of  officers,  of  standing 
committees,  and  of  a  delegate  and  alternate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

3.  Order  of  Business:  (1.)  Devotional  exercises;  (2.)  Introduction  of 
delegates;  (3.)  Appointment  of  committees;  (4.)  Reading  of  minutes  of 
last  meeting;  (5.)  Report  of  Treasurer;  (6.)  Report  of  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary; (7.)  Report  of  District  officers;  (8.)  Reports  of  committees;  (9.) 
Unfinished  and  miscellaneous  business;  (10.)  Election  of  officers. 

4.  Each  District  Secretary  shall  present  a  list  of  the  full  names  of  her 
delegation  to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

5.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  as  follows:  (1.)  Annual 
Meeting;  (2.)  By-laws;  (3.)  Woman's  Home  Missions. 

6.  The  Committee  on  Anniversary  shall  consist  of  the  President,  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  District  in  which  the 
meeting  is  to  be  held. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  consist  of  one  lady  from  each 
District,  chosen  by  the  delegates  from  her  District.  Vacancies  occurring  in 
the  Conference  Board  ad  interim  may  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Conference. 

8.  Every  Auxiliary  Society  in  the  Conference  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
delegate ;  these  delegates,  with  the  Executive  Board,  shall  constitute  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

9.  The  duty  of  each  District  President  shall  be  to  have  general  super- 
vision of  the  work  in  her  District.  She  shall  confer  and  co-operate  with 
the  Secretary  in  organizing  and  visiting  the  work ;  preside  at  the  District 
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meetings,  and  endeavor  to  secure  the  favor  and  aid  of  the  presiding  elder 
and  pastors.     She  shall  report  her  work  to  the  Secretary  of  the  District. 

10.  The  duty  of  the  District  Secretar}' shall  be  to  co-operate  with  the 
President  in  the  organization  of  Auxiliaries,  Circles  and  Bands  ;  to  cor- 
respond with  and  visit  them,  to  arrange  for  public  meetings,  to  send  out 
blanks  and  receive  reports,  and  to  forward  a  report  by  the  1st  of  October, 
January,  April,  and  July  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary'  of  the  Conference 
Society,  and  to  secure  a  report  from  Auxiliary  Corresponding  Secretaries 
for  Conference  and  District  Annual  Meetings. 

11.  There  shall  be  a  Supply  Secretary,  a  Mite-box  Secretary,  a  Secre- 
tary of  Local  Work,  and  a  Secretary  (or  a  Committee)  of  Young  People's 
Work,  each  to  report  as  directed  by  the  Conference  Executive  Board. 

12.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  in on  the of  each 

month,  if  practicable. 

13.  No  membership  dues  or  moneys  obtained  for  missionary  purposes 
may  be  used  for  local  needs. 

14.  Auxiliaries  shall  have  credit  in  the  General  Reports  only  for  moneys 
sent  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

15.  There  shall  be  a  contingent  fund  for  local  expenses,  to  which  each 
Auxiliary  shall  contribute  to  the  amount  of  at  least  ten  cents  a  member  for 
each  year,  one-half  to  be  used  in  Conference  expenses  and  the  other  half 
in  those  of  the  District  and  Auxiliary. 

16.  As  soon  as  practicable  each  District  shall  be  organized  into  an  As- 
sociation under  the  Constitution  adopted  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

17.  The  District  Association  or  the  President  and  Secretary  of  each  Dis- 
trict shall  be  a  Committee  to  arrange  for  a  presentation  of  our  work  at 
camp-meetings  held  on  the  District.  In  case  of  their  failure  to  do  so,  that 
duty  shall  devolve  upon  the  Conference  Executive  Board. 

18.  Any  Conference  that  has  held  one  or  more  Annual  Meetings,  and 
has  its  duly  elected  Conference  and  District  officers,  may  determine  its  own 
methods  of  organizing  auxiliai'ies,  and  the  amount  of  remuneration  of  its 
organizers,  provided  that  all  its  plans  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  Consti- 
tution. 

19.  Organizers  may  draw  upon  the  General  Treasury  for  their  traveling 
expenses,  and  one  dollar  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  when  the  Confer- 
ence Contingent  Fund  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  expense. 

20.  Their  accounts  shall  be  audited  each  month  by  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board,  except  when  the  Conference  Contingent  Fund  pays  the  expense. 
In  that  case  the  Conference  Society  shall  audit  those  bills. 

21.  Organizers  shall  be  recommended  by  their  Conference  Boards  to 
the  General  Executive  Board  for  appointment. 

22.  The  Conference  Societies  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  direction 
and  control  of  their  respective  organizers. 

23.  The  Conference  Treasurer  shall  close  her  account  with  the  auxil- 
iaries the of ,  after  which  all  the  moneys  received  shall  be  placed 

in  the  next  year's  account. 

2-4.  These  By-laws  may  be  suspended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Confer- 
ence Executive  Board  at  any  regular  meeting,  and  amended  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  an  Annual  jNIeeting,  notice  of  the  desired  amendment  having 
been  given  a  month  previous,  and  the  change  being  in  harmony  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  DISTRICT  ASSOCIATIONS. 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the District  As- 
sociation of  the  Wcjman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Association  to  secure  an  Auxiliary 
in  each  charge  on  the  District  if  possible,  and  to  sustain  interest  in  those 
already  organized. 
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Art.  3.  Every  person  who  is  a  member  of  the  Woman  s  Home  Mission- 
ary Societ)'  on  the District  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Association. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President  (the  Dis- 
trict Vice-President  chosen  by  the  Conference  Society,  when  the  District 
Association  is  not  organized);  a  Vice-President  from  every  Auxiliary  on 
the  District,  who  shall  be  the  President  of  the  Auxiliary,  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary, a  Corresponding  Secretary  (the  District  Manager  chosen  by  the 
Conference  Society),  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
upon  nomination  by  a  Committee. 

Art.  5.  The  duties  shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  such  officers, 
with  the  addition  to  those  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  that  she  shall 
secure  a  report  from  each  Auxiliary  Corresponding  Secretary  on  the  15th 
of  December,  of  March,  of  June,  and  of  September,  and  send  a  report  to 
the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  by  the  1st  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  only  the  contingent  fund  of  the 
District,  which  she  shall  disburse  upon  the  order  of  the  President  and 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

Art.  6.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers 
and  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may  be  of  interest  to  the  As- 
sociation. 

Art.  7.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  upon  Mite-boxes,  Woman's 
Home  Missions,  and  Program. 

Art.  8.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  only  by  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  AUXILIARIES. 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  ,  Auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Society  of 

the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  aid  in  interesting  Chris- 
tian women  in  the  elevation  and  evangelization  of  needy  and  destitute 
women  and  children  in  our  own  land,  and  in  raising  funds  for  this  work. 

Art.  3.  Any  person  paying  a  regular  subscription  of  two  cents  per 
week,  or  one  dollar  per  year,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  and 
any  person  contributing  five  dollars  per  quarter  for  one  year,  or  twenty 
dollars  at  one  time,  shall  be  constituted  a  life  member. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  or  more 
Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  Librarian,  who  together  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee 
to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

Art.  5.  Meetings  of   the  Society  for  business  and   communication  of 

intelligence  shall  be  held of  each  month.     The  Anniversary  Meeting 

shall  be  on  the  day  of ,  when  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  shall  be  read,  and  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
elected. 

Art.  6.  This  Constitution  and  the  accompanj'ing  B5'-laws  may  be 
changed  or  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present — notice  of  such  intention  having  been  given 
at  a  previous  meeting. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  AUXILIARIES. 


1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  oi 
the  Society,  and  to  supervise  its  general  interests. 
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2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to  perform  the  duty  of  the 
President  in  the  absence  of  that  officer,  and  to  aid  in  devising  means  for 
the  efficiency  of  the  Society. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  and  provide  the  pastor  with  notices  of 
meetings. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society,  to  send  reports  quarterly  of  the  condition 
and  work  of  the  Auxiliary  to  the  District  Secretary  when  the  District 
Association  is  organized ;  otherwise  to  the  Conference  Secretary,  and  in  the 
absence  of  such  an  officer  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General 
Society  in  Cincinnati. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  the  dues  of  members, 
hold  in  trust  the  funds  of  the  Society,  keeping  a  book  account,  and  to  send 
the  same  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  in  the  absence  of 
such  an  officer,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Society  in  Cincinnati. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  provide  and  care  for  one  or 
more  sets  of  books  in  the  Home  Missionary  Reading  Circle.  Five  cents 
shall  be  charged  for  the  use  of  any  book  returned  within  a  month,  five  cents 
a  week  for  all  time  additional,  and  the  full  price  shall  be  paid  for  all  books 
out  over  three  months.  These  rentals  shall  constitute  a  permanent  library 
fund.  The  Ivibrarian  shall  keep  a  file  of  Woman's  Home  Missions  and  An- 
nual Reports  for  reference,  take  and  forward  orders  for  the  same,  drawing 
upon  the  library  fund  for  necessary  postage,  and  for  the  purchase  of  new 
books.    She  shall  keep  a  careful  record,  and  report  regularly  to  the  auxiliary.

8.  Once  each  quarter,  if  practicable,  a  public  meeting  shall  be  held,  in 
which  reports  shall  be  read,  addresses  given,  and  every  effort  made  to 
increase  the  general  missionary  intelligence  and  zeal  in  the  special  work  of 
this  Society. 

^  9.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  of  three  to  provide  literary  ex- 
ercises of  a  missionary  character  for  the  monthly  and  quarterly  meetings. 

10.  Each  lady  connected  with  this  Society  shall  try  to  induce  others  to 
become  members,  and  shall  do  what  she  can  to  add  to  the  general  interest, 
remembering  in  prayer  each  day  the  Society,  its  workers,  schools,  orphans, 
and  missionaries. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  MISSION  CIRCLES. 


Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Home  Mission  Circle  of 

Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  interest  the  young  people 
of  the  Church  in  Missionary  work  among  the  ignorant  and  degraded  in  our  own 
country. 

Art.  3.  Any  young  person  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  paying  one  cent  a 
week,  or  fifty  cents  a  year,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Circle,  and  any  per- 
son paying  two  cents  a  week,  or  one  dollar  a  year,  may  become  an  Honorary 
member  of  the  Circle. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  or  more 
Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Treas- 
urer, who,  together  with  an  adult  Lady  Manager  chosen  by  the  Circle,  shall 
constitute  an  Executive  Committee  to  plan  the  work  of  the  Society. 
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Art.  5.     Meetings  of  the  Circle   shall  be  held of  each  month. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  on day  ot ,  when  Annual  reports 

shall  be  read  and  officers  elected  for  the  coming  year. 

Art.  6.  This  Constitution  and  the  By-laws  accompanying,  can  only  be 
changed  or  amended  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present,  one  month's  notice  of  such  intention  having  been  given. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  CIRCLES. 


1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Circle,  and  in  every 
way  seek  to  promote  its  interests. 

2.  The  Vice-president  shall  take  the  place  of  the  President  in  her  absence, 
and  seek  to  assist  her  in  every  way. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  true  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Circle,  and  provide  the  pastor  with  notices  of  meetings. 

4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry  on  the  correspondence  of  the 
Circle,  solicit  subscriptions  to  our  paper,  and  send  reports  once  a  quarter  to  the 
Conference  Secretary  of  the  work  of  the  Circle. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  membership  dues,  keep  a  book  account, 
and  send  funds  once  a  quarter  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

6.  The  Circle  may  choose  the  special  Missionary  work  to  which  its  funds 
shall  be  applied,  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
Conference  Society. 

7.  There  shall  be  two  standing  Committees,  Literary  and  Musical ;  one  to 
furnish  a  Missionary  program,  and  the  other  to  provide  music  for  the  meetings. 

8.  Mission  Circles  may  give  literary  and  musical  entertainments  in  public, 
at  which  full  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Circle  may  be  made,  that  the  sympathy 
and  interest  of  the  Church  may  be  awakened  and  kept  alive. 

9.  Each  member  of  the  Circle  shall  try  to  induce  others  to  join,  and  shall  do 
all  in  her  power  to  make  the  meetings  contribute  to  mental  and  spiritual  growth. 

10.  Suggestive  Order  of  Exercises  for  Monthly  meeting  :  (1.)  Devotional 
Exercises.  (2.)  Reading  of  Minutes.  (3.)  Report  of  Treasurer.  (4.)  Report  of 
Corresponding  Secretary.  (5.)  Discussion  of  plans  of  work.  (6.)  Program. 
(7.)  Adjournment. 

GONSTITUTION  FOR  JUVENILE  SOCIETIES. 


Article  1.  This   Society   shall    be   called    the   Mission    Band 

of Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  interest  the  children  and  youth 
of  the  Church  in  missionary  work  in  our  own  land,  and  to  secure  their  help 
in  carrying  it  forward. 

Art.  3.  This  Society,  by  virtue  of  its  voluntary  obligations  to  render 
material  help  in  various  departments  of  the  work,  shall  be  recognized  as  a 
lawful  adjunct  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  shall  make  reports  thereto. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  an  adult  lady  Director, 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  and  direct  the  Society,  a  President, 
four  or  more  Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  and  a  Corresponding  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer,  whose  duties  shall  be  those  usual  to  such  offices. 

Art.  5. — Sec.  1.  Any  child  or  young  person,  with  consent  of  parents  or 
guardian,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  paying  yearly  twenty- 
five  cents  as  membership  fee. 

Sec.  2.  This  Society  may  hold  entertainments  or  use  any  methods  for 
securing  funds  that  are  in  harmony  with  Christian  usages  and  the  rules  of 
our  Church. 
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Sec.  3.  This  Society  may  choose  either  to  support  a  beneficiary,  furnish 
Sunday-School  supplies,  or  to  assist  in  any  department  it  may  desire;  but 
the  location  of  the  work  chosen  must  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Conference  Society  or  of  the  General  Society. 

Sec.  4.  This  Society  can  only  have  connection  with  the  "Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  by  contributing  directly  to  its  work  in  the  field,  and  may 
only  have  credit  in  the  reports  of  the  General  Society  for  money  paid  into 
the  General  Treasury. 

Sec.  5.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Society  for  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held  on . 

Sec.  6.  This  Constitution  can  only  be  altered  or  amended  by  the  Exec- 
utive Board  of  the  General  Society  which  framed  it.  Petitions  for  change 
may  be  made  in  writing,  stating  reasons  for  such  request,  and  bearing  the 
signature  of  all  the  officers  of  the  Society. 
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1.  The  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  on of  every . 

2.  A  Committee  on  Music,  consisting  of  three  or  five  members  (at  least 
one  adult),  shall  be  appointed  for  one  month  or  more,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  provide  suitable  music  for  the  meetings. 

3.  The  Society  shall  be  divided  into  bands  of  ten  (more  or  less,  as  seems 
advisable),  according  to  ages,  each  of  which  shall  be  supervised  by  one  of 
the  Vice-presidents,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  names,  ages,  conduct,  money 
paid,  and  report  the  same  at  each  meeting. 

4.  The  Vice-presidents  shall  each  in  turn  be  responsible  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  the  meeting,  by  securing  speeches,  dialogues,  quartets,  etc., 
from  their  bands,  and  by  obtaining  the  aid  of  adults  as  needed.  And,  to- 
gether with  the  Director  and  the  Committee  on  Music,  they  shall  prepare  a 
program  befoi'e  each  meeting  for  the  use  of  the  President.
